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3. Thfi votes of the subscribers have affirmed the resolution passed at the Gheneral 
Mooting of the 28th July 1884 respecting the refund, with interest, to Mrs. Liane of the sab> 
soriptions paid by her to keep alive her late husband’s interest in the Fund. One hundred 
and fifty-eight subscribers voted for, and three against, the proposal. 

In the report presented to that Meeting it was said that the case of Mrs. Bruce Liane 
liad been laid before Counsel, and a statement of the case as well as an opinion of 
Mr. Evans that Mrs. Bruce Lane can never participate in the benefits of the Fund 
were annexed to the rejiort. The facts have again been represented to the Managers by 
Mr. O. S. Belli, Mrs. Lane’s brother, and have again been under careful oonsideretion and 
discussion. Although there is some difference of opinion among the Managers as to the 
aotion they should now take,' there is none in regard to the sympathy felt for Mrs. Lane 
and in the desire, if possible, to enable her to portioipato in the advantages of the 
Fund in the event of Mr. Lane’s death. The Managers feel also that they are i nder a special 
obligation to consider this case in consequence of the language used in their Seoreta^’s 
letter of the 29th Dedembor 1879, which undoubtedly had the effect of misleading 
Mrs. Lane to supposo that, her interest in the Fund would not he affected by the foot of her 
obtaining a divorce from her husband. It may be added that this misunderstanding was 
apparently also shared by the Divorce Court itself, for Sir James Hannen’s deoision directed 
that Mr. Lane should continue his subscriptions to the Fund for the purpose of scouring 
to Mrs. Lane her pension in oas** she should survive him. Th’s decree has not been obeyed 
by Mr. Lane, but in order to keep his interest olive, the subscriptions have been regularly 
paid by Mjs. Lane’s brother. The resolution passed at the last General Meeting and 
confirmed by the Service authorised the Managers to refund these subscriptions, but 
Mr Belli has refused to receive them. He rtill hopes that the ease may he reconsidered 
and that, notwithstanding Counsel’s opinion,* the daim of Mrs. Lane may eventually be 
admitted. 

'I'ho Managers, as they have already reported to the Subscribers, are not in a position to 
draft a rule to meet the oiroumstances of this partioulor case, and it is obvious that the even* 
tuality which such a rule would contemplate may never occur. They are however of opinion 
that if Mrs. Bruce Lane shmdd survive Mr. Lane, and should iip to the time of his death have 
kept alive his interest in thti Fund by payment of subscriptions on his behalf, her ease 
■will be one particularly deserving of compassionate consideration at the hands of the 
authority which may then be administering the affairs of the Fund. The Managers 
cannot pledge their suooessors in a matter for which no provision is made by the rales. 
Should, however, the negotiations now in progress result in the transfer of the management 
of the Fund to tho Secretary of State, it would seem that the considerations which in their 
position as Trustees render it difficult for them to take action would no longer apjdy. They 
desire therefore to do all that lies in their power on Mrs. Lane’s behalf by now placing on 
record their hope and wish that if at any time the contingency should occur which will 
make it necessary for her to apply for a pension from the Fund, a special exception may be 
made in her favour, and her ease be favourably and liberally considered. 

The Managers’ proceedings in this matter are now laid before the sahsorihera for their 
approval. 

4. The Managers desir^to report for the information of the subsoribers that in accord¬ 
ance with tho resolution of tho last Half-yearly Q-eneral Meeting held on the 28th Jtily 1884, 
they have addressed a letter .to the Secretary of State through the Government of India on 
tho subject of the proposed transfer of the Fund. A oopy of the letter is appended to this 
report. 

6. Mr. J. W. Muir has incurred the penalty specified under Article XXXVH of the 
Rules by his omission, for more than one year, to pay the suhsoriptions on hie furlough 
allowances, necessary to keep up his interest in the contingent benefits of the Fund. 
Mr. Muir has explained that he was under the impression that all suhsoriptions due to the 
Fund were ai^usted on the return of the subscriber to India. 

The Managers submit the question of his re-admission on payment of all arrears of sub- 
BoriptiDn, with interest at 8 per cent., for the deoision of the Meeting.

3. With reference to the remarks forwarded by the Government of A'ladras, we think 
that clause (6*), section 101 of the Act, does si;em to imjdy that to render a, prolest valid tlie 
demand must Ijo made by the notary public in [icrsou. If the law he so umlerstood, it will 
cause inconvenience, and to remove all doubts we considt^r that the section should be amciub.il 
so that it may lic clear that a demand may be made by a notary public's clerk in jierson. 'I’lie 
Act might also, we think, he still further amended so as to afford greater facilities (or present¬ 
ing bills and demanding aceeptauce or ]>aymeiit. The English Act [section 41 (1) (e) and 
section 46 (8)] provides that a bill is duly presented for acceptance or payment when 
presented through (he post office in cases where such presentment is authorisiKl by agreement 
or mage. We think that it is desirable to extend to this country similar faeilities lor pre¬ 
senting bills, but we consider that when jireseiitinent through the jxist o(ii«;e is allowed it 
should he made by means of a registered letter. We have aeconlingly, in seciion 3 of the 
Bill, made additions to the Act which will validate a presentment tliroiigh the po.st ofiiee by 
means of a registered letter when siieh a jireseiitinent is authorised by agreement or usage. 
We have also, in section 4 of the Bill, added to section 101 a clause to the effect that the di- 
mand mentioned in clause (c) may be made by the notary jiublic in j^erson or by his clerk in 
person or, whei’e authorised by agreement or usage, by a registered letter. 

4. It has been pointed out that while section 108 imjilies that accejttance for lioiiour 
may take place when a bill has been noted or protested, the deliuition of “accejitor for 
honour" (section 7) shows that an acceptance for honour is made after a bill*is pibtestc/l. It

3. We have amended section 1 of the Bill (now section 2) so ns to provide for eases whore 
the service of a person entitled to pension has been partly at the port and partly idsewhere. 

4. At the reipiest of the Bombay Government we have providi'd in section 3 ol'the Rill that 
money may be sjiont from the Port Fund Acuount for the support of liospitals for seamen or , 
for proviiliiif' sanitary snpcriutendenco and medical aid for the shippiiii' and seamen belongin'' 
to ships in jiorts. 

5. We have altered the rate of port-dues prescrihed in the first sehednle of the Act for the 
Cuttack ports, as the Government of Bengal linds that the present rate docs not yield an income 
sufficient to meet the necessary expenses of the )iorts.

Resolution. —During the year 1883-84, the dovclopnient of the Telegraph 
Department was very marked. The mileage of telegraph lines was increased 
from 21,740 to 23,207; tho mileap of wires from 02,900 to 08,009 ; the 
number of Telegraph Signal Ofiit;cs trom 324 to 347. Under each of these tliree 
heads the increase of the year has been greater than that of any of the three 
previous years. At the same time, great progress was mad<5 in giving practical*' 
effect to tho scheme for combined action between tho Postal and Telegraph 
Departments, as on the 1st December 1883 every Post Olliec in British India 
was constituted a Telegraph lleceiving Office. •

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3. The large reduction in the net receipts is due partly to an actual 
decrease in the message revenue, but mainly to an increase in working charges. 
The decrease in the net receipts of the Department is not, in itself, a circura- 
stance which the Government of India regards with any dissatisfaction: the 
r®jult is, to a considerable extent, due to the policy on which lines, known to 
be unreraunerative, have been ctmstructed in the public interests, and to other 
measures which have increjised the general usefulness of the telegraiihs of the 
country, but have tended to a ]K}rceptible rcsduction in the net receipts. The 
eamijigs on the new lines just opened niay, however, be reasonably expected to 
increase. The working expenses for the years above mentioned were—

6. The revenue in 1880-81 was to some extent abnormal in consequence 
chiefly of the operations in Afghanistan; the decrease in the year under 
review, which would have been gitjater but for a largely increased revenue 
under the head “Claims from guarantors,” is mainly due to the increased 
proportion of messages which arc sent by the public as “ Deferred ; ” this fact 
is one which must bo regarded with satisfaction, as indicating the popularity 
of the new system and of the rates for messages which were introduced in 
January 1882. 


7. That portion of the total revenue of the year which is due to the actual 
transmission of messages compares with that of the previous year as follows ;—

8. The increasing popularity of “Deferred’* messages is apparent both 
' in State and private messages. In the year 1882-83, the percentages of 
“ Deferred *’ messages of these two classes of the whole number of each des¬ 
patched were 56 06 and 82’06; in the year under review, tliese percentages 
were 67 49 and 39 63, res|»ectively, of the total number of messages sent. 


9. The steady increase in the foreign traffic is satisfactory; the State 
messages show a dee.rease in number, from 6,473 in 1882-83 to 4,918 in 
1883-84; and tin; private messages a small increase, from 350,538 to 357,616. 
The Indian share of the charge's on all foreign messages has increased from 
B12,79,160 to B 13,38,081, and is the largest on record. 


10. Tlie speed with which messages have been transmitted has been, on 
the whole, satisfactory ; this is pariieularly the case with regard to messages 
on the important route between Calcutta and Kurraehee, which carries a large 
proportion of the foreign traffic; the average sjKJcd on this route has been 
62 minutes from Calcutta to Kurraehee, and 36 minutes from Kurraehee to 
Calcutta. These speeds are, with one exception, superior to those Mdiieh have 
been obtained on this route during the past five years. On the Madras. 
Bombay route also, which is, j)crhaps, even more iuijiortant as being tins main 
line from the far East, the speed of transmission has been about 40 minutes : 
this rate excels any during the last five years. 


11. The voluntary examination of signallers was hold, as usual, during 
the year under review, to test the qualifleation of the stfifE for promotion. The 
Government of India notices with satisfaction the good results obtained, and 
desires that these results may he given every year in future r(*y)ort8; it is 
thought that this measure is likely to stimulate industry and exertion among 
the important body of telegraj)h signallers ; and is, at the same time, one 
which gives to the Head of the Depai’tment good grounds, on which he may 
remote, by selection, the most competent and able men. 


12. During the year under review a temporary line of telegraph was com¬ 
pleted between Bm*mah and Siam : the line was' actually opened and messages 
were exchanged witli Bangkok. It was found impossible, however, owing to 
the wild and unhealthy nature of the country, to keep the line in working order 
during the rainy season. Great exertions are being made during the current 
season to put this lino on a pcrmaiuint footing with every promise of success. 

13. It is extremely satisfactory to notice that the scheme for combined 
action between the Postal and Telegraph Departments has worked well during 
the year, and that great progress has been made. The fact that this is so, sliews 
that both the Departments have cordially co-operated to give the best effect to 
the wishes of Government. It has already been notie(?d that on the 1st 
December 1883, every Post Office in India was made a llec.eiving office for te¬ 
legrams ; from these offices telegrams an? dnspatch<?d, without extra charge, to* 
the nearest telegraph station. Up to the end of the year nnder review, 24 
telegraph offices, formerly worked by telcgraf)h ofRcials, were transferred to postal 
agency, and 31 new offices were opened under the charge of postal offici?yls. 
Great progress has been made in instructing these officials in signalling duties : 
there is every prospect that a large number of new offices will he opcuicd 
during the current year under the charge of those men who were being trained 
for tMs duty during the last year. 

14. It would be interesting to know how far the puhlie make use of the 
Telegraph Receiving Oflices for the des 2 )ateh of messages. The Government

15. Ti»e Telephone Companies have obtained a fair amount of support 
in the large cities of India. There are exchange** worked by private Companies 
at Calcutta, Bombay, Madras, Ilangoon, and Kurrachee. During the year

ADMINISTRATION REPORT 

OF THE 

INDIAN TELEGRAPH DEPARTMENT 

FOR 

1883 - 84 . 


1. The year under review is principally remarkable for the steps that have 
been taken to spread and increase Telegraphic facilities throughout the coun¬ 
try. The arrangements entered into during the latter half of 1883 with the 
Postal Department, under which every Post Office now accepts telegrams from 
the public for transmission to the nearest Telegraph Office, and the combina¬ 
tion of the Telegraph with the Post Office at many small places where the 
traffic is not sufficient to support a separate Telegraph Office, have already 
enabled the Telegraph Department to extend its operations and the benefits of 
telegraph communication to numerous small trade centres which have previously 
depended on the post alone. 

The scheme was still only in its inception at the close of the year, but the 
results already obtained go to show that the inerfeased facilities are fully appre¬ 
ciated. 

Telephonic enterprise, both by the Department and by private companies, 
has developed in a fairly satisfactory manner, but it cannot be expected that 
the use of the Telephone will be appreciated as rapidly in India as in Europe 
and America. The operations of the Department generally show satisfactory 
progress, although the net financial results of the year have been affected by 
abnormally heavy charges for re-constructing some of the older lines. 

2 . The total working expenses amounted to R 37 , 16 , 330 , and the earn¬ 
ings to R 40 , 9 I, 417 , showing a surplus of R 3 , 75 , 087 . 

3 . The number of paid messages of all kinds tendered at Government 
offices was 1 , 828 , 514 , against 1 , 799,179 during the previous year; but in 
order that the figures may be comparable, the number for 1882-83 is subjact 
to a deduction of 81 , 688 , being the number of paid messages transferred to the 
Government lines from licensed systems during the first nine months of 1883-83 
under the rules then in force. Under the recent orders of Government, by which 
each administration retains its own collections on inland paid messages, all such 
messages transferred to other systems now only appear as paid messages in the 
accounts of the original administration and are carried free beyond its limits. 
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The real increase in the number of paid messages during 1883-84 over 1882-83 
is therefore 111,023, or 6 4 per cent. 

It is satisfactory to record that this increase on all messages is entirely 
under the head of private messages, and the total increase would have ,been 
still greater, but for a considerable decrease in the number of State mes¬ 
sages. 

4. The net value of paid messages was R32,20,068. The increased 
value of private messages was R93,4i2, or 3’56 per cent. The decreased 
value of State messages was Ri,48,952, leaving a net decrease on both 
private and State messages of R55,540. In instituting a comparison between 
the two years, it is also necessary to allow for the change of account-keeping in 
dealing with licensed systems referred to above. 

This system was in force during three months only in 1882-83 and 
throughout 1883-84. It is estimated that the loss to the Department and the 
consequent gain to the licensed systems due to its introduction amounted to 
R15,087 during the latter three months of 1882-83, and R 1,01,428 for the 
year 1883-84. Had it not been for this change of system, the receipts of 1883-84 
would, in spite of the great reduction in value of State messages, have shown 
an increase of R3o,8oi. 

5. The reduction in the number and value of State messages is due 
to the following causes :— 

(1) Greater brevity in the composition pf messages both inland and foreign; 

(2) The increased use of the cheaper deferred messages; 

(3) The absence of any political excitement or military operations of 

any importance. 

The despatch of a force to Egypt in 1882-83 abnormally swelled the cost, 
of messages sent during that year, and accounts for a large proportion of the 
difference between the two years’ figures. The average cost of an inland State 
message of all classes fell from R2-45 to R2'07 in the two years, and of 
Foreign messages—the Indian share only—from R8 7 to R7 S. The latter 
reduction is due to the adoption of an abbreviated Code recently prepared by 
this department, the use of which has led to a very perceptible economy in the 
costly foreign correspondence of the Government. A second edition of this 
book is now in the Press. It is therefore a matter for congratulation that the 
comparatively small loss suffered by the Telegraph Department is only an 
indication of the peaceful state of the country and of economies effected in 
other branches of the administration. 

6. The Inland Tariff, with the exception of Local messages, continues to 

work well. Urgent private messages have not perceptibly increased : they 
constitute about 6^ per cent, of the traffic. Ordinary messages have declined 
7^ per cent, or from 60 90 per cent., while Deferred private messages 

have gone up from 32*06 to 39 63. There has been a perceptible increase in this 
class since the change introduced on the ist September 1883, under whi6h 
delivery is effected on the arrival of the message instead of its being invariably 
detained till the following morning. 

Local messages are not a success, a consequence of the extension of 
Telephonic communication. Only 11,177 valued at R4,694 were sent during 
the year, and it seems probable that their abolition would cause no public incon¬ 
venience. 

Press mes-sages have not exhibited any tendency to increase, their value 
for the past three years being practically stationary. 
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7. The miles of line and wire including cables increased respectively from 
21,334 and 61,314 to 23,437 and 68,829. the latter, 24,519 miles of wire 
were maintained for the use of Railways, 104 miles of wire for Native States, 
and 857 miles of wire for Public and Private Lines. 

During the year, 2,825 miles of new wire were put up for Railway use, 
and 405 miles of line and 612 miles of wire for connecting new branch Offices 
with the main system. 

8. The number of Departmental Offices open at the close of the year, 
inclusive of 55* combined Post and Telegraph Offices, was 349 against 314 in 
1882-83, and arrangements were nearly matured for opening a large additional 
number of the latter. 


9. The Department also supplied with instruments, &c., and technically 
supervised and maintained 1,004 offices used by Railways, 195 by Public 
Departments, and 125 by private individuals and firms.

25. Durinitif the; year 1883-84, the following were the principal events affect¬ 
ing the internalional system of telegraphs. 

During May, 1883, a third cable was laid by the Eastern Telegraph Com¬ 
pany bet\vt:en Suez and Aden, and the land lines of the Egyptian Government 
betwe< n Berber and Souakim having been interrupted since 2nd September 
1883; in order to facilitate communications with Souakim in January 1884, the 
Company cut one of its three cables between Aden and Suez, and landed the 
t nds at Souakini, at which place it has established a station. 

The system of land lines in China has been extended during the year, and 
the following additional ollices have been opened for international corre¬

The Eastern Extension Telegraph Company divided its cable between Hong¬ 
kong and Shanghai into two sections, and opened in June 1883 an intermediate 
oHice at Foochow. 

In July, 1883, a second cable laid by the Great Northern Company between 
Vladivostock in Asiatic Russia, and Nagasaki in Japan, was opened for traffic, 
and in the same month the Kingdom of Siam was connected through Cochin 
China with the system of international lines, and offices opened for foreign 
messages at Hankok and Uatambang. This was followed in March 1884 by the 
opening of telegraphic communication between India and Siam, via Tavoy, but 
the difficulty in maintaining communication almost immediately necessitated 
the closing of the line until it can be rendered more secure during next working 
season. 

Tonquin has also during the year been brought into connection with the 
international system by means of a cable laid by the FTench Government in 
February 1884, from Cape St. James in Cochin China to Haiphang in Tonquin. 

The cable of the Eastern Extension Company between Madras and Penang 
was interrupted from 6th June to 9th July, 15th to 2^th November 1883, and 
15th to 24th February 1884, during which periods the alternative route from 
Penang, vid Elephant Point, Rangoon, Akyab, and Calcutta, had to be availed of. 

Other interruptions during the year of important cables more or less affect¬ 
ing India have been— . 

Cable between Zanzibar and Mozambique, interrupted 6th March 1883 to 
24th April, 25th June to i ith July. 

Cable between Hongkong^and Amoy, interrupted 7th to i6th August 1883. 

Cable between Shanghai and Foochow, interrupted 7th to 21st August, 
22nd August to 4th September, and 9th and loth November 1883. 

Cable between Shanghai to Nagasaki, interrupted 6th to 8th September, 
and 14th to 17th September 1883. 

Cable betw-een Amoy and Shanghai, interrupted 3rd to 19th September 
1883. 

Cable in the Persian Gulf, interrupted from 8th to 20th November 1883.

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Complaints. 

33 - Appendix F contains details of all complaints received from the pub¬ 
lic during the year, those chargeable to this Department being separately 
shown from those in which other administrations were in fault. 

Out of a gross number of 802 complaints made, 535 were admitted, and 
267 proved groundless. The gross number of complaints received, including 
those rejected, was o'4o per 1,000 messages, as against 0 32 during the preced¬ 
ing year. As explained in previous reports, an enhanced number of complaints 
by no means necessarily indicates diminished efticiency in the service. It is 
more probably traceable to the fact that the public and especially native senders 
find their complaints so promptly dealt with that they yearly become more and 
more exacting. 

34. Of messages jointly transmitted by the lines of this Department and of 
other telegraph administrations, the complaints, an Investigation of which showed 
this department not to be in fault, were 446 in number, of which 214 were 
admitted and 137 rejeettid, while the remaining 95 were either still under 
investigation at the close of the year, or barred from further enquiry by the 
International rules. 

Speed of Transmission. 

35. The average time occupied in the disposal of traffic on the principal 
routes for the past five years has been as under: on the Rangoon-Calcutta 
route the average speed of transmission has been lowered by the heavy traffic 
diverted to this line during the interruptions which occurred on the Madras- 
Penang cable. On all the other lines an improvement is shown:—

Interruptions to Traffic caused by Faults on Lines. 

40. The faults on Departmental lines wl^ch caused «iy material delay to 
message traffic numbered 23^1, aggregated 2,036 hours, and the average duration 
of each was 8'7 hours. 

A special reference to the causes of such faults to which Indian are 

peculiarly liable, and a statement of the interruptions on lines due to extra* 
ordinary causes during the year under review will be found further on under the 
head of ** Lines." 

Signalling Establishment. 

41. At the close of the year there were 1,134 Departmental Telegraph 
Masters and signallers and 169 Military signallers on the strength of the estab¬ 
lishment : in addition 5 clerks in civil offices, 55 postal clerks and i Light-house 
keeper were employed in conducting Telegraph duties at the stations indicated 
in paragraph 32. The number of soldiers trained in telegraphy during the year 
was 90, and 99 more were under instruction at the close of the year.

Voluntary Examination of Signallers. 

43. A general examination was held during the months of October and 
November 1883, for testing the qualifications of candidates for promotion. 
The following were the subjects of examination 

I. Handwriting and Signalling ...... 300 

II. Knowledge of Instruments and Connections . . . 200 

III. Knowledge of Traffic and Tariff Rules . . . .150 

IV. Education, vis. :— 

Electricity and Magnetism, Arithmetic and Logarithms, "i 
Algebra and Trigonometry, Geography. jf 

In addition to the above, 100 marks were awarded as a maximum for con¬ 
duct, and 50 marks for special service. 

The maximum marks obtainable aggregated 1,000, from which deductions 
were made on account of registered punishments. It was a primary condition 
that a candidate should attain the standard departmental rate in signalling of 
20 words net per minute before he could be examined in the other subjects, and 
277 out of about 500 candidates qualified for further examination in accord¬ 
ance with the above rule. Of these 277,20 signallers who were in the “ Good” 
were promoted to the “ Superior” grade to fill existing vacancies, and 17 in the 
“ Average ” who qualified for the “ Superior” were forthwith promoted to the 
“ Good” grade, and declared to be eligible for promotion to the “ Superior ” 
as vacancies might occur; 107 Telegraph Masters and signallers in the 
” Average ” grade were promoted to the ” Good ” grade, and 45 succeeded in 
gaining sufficient marks to qualify for the ” Good ” grade and were declared 
eligible for promotion to that grade on vacancies occurring. 

There were therefore-— 

20 actual promotions to the Superior grade. 

124 actual promotions to the Good grade. 

Of these, 17 in the “ Good” grade are eligible for promotion to the ” Superior,” 
and 45 in the ” Average” grade are eligible for the " Good” grade. 

The answers were, as a rule, fair, and showed the attainments of the 
signalling staff to be satisfactory. 

EXTENSIONS OF LINES AND WIRES AND LINE MAINTENANCE. 

44. In Appendix I will be found a classified Return of the mileage., 
of lines and wires maintained by the Telegraph Department on the 31st 
March 1884. 

45. The following are the total mileages of line, wire, and cable contrasted

46. The following shows the distribution of the total length of wire main¬

There are besides 135 miles of cable, of which 125 miles are in Depart¬ 
mental use, 7 miles in Railway use, and 3 miles rented to a private firm. 

47. Appendix J gives the particulars of lines maintained for Railway pur¬ 
poses by the Telegraph Department. 

48. The total cost of repairs to lines in 1883-84 was R5,09,261, against 
R2,27,592 in 1882-83. The primary cause of this excess, as stated in para¬ 
graph 1, being due to extensive renewals of posts. 

49. In the section of this Report relating to Traffic, particulars of the 
principal interruptions which caused any delay to traffic are given. Appendix K 
is a statement of all interruptions of every kind that occurred on Departmental 
wires during the year. 

50. Regarding those Interruptions, it is desirable to note some of the 
special causes for them to which lines in India are particularly liable. The hot 
moist climate of many parts of India is peculiarly favourable to rust, whilst 
in other parts of the country white ants and dry rot do their share of misehief. 
The long spans (many of over half a mile of from post to post) render the 
mountain lines difficult to keep unbroken during snow. Many miles of line run 
through forests, where the annual fires bring down trees on the lines, and, when 
the posts are of timber, burn them also. Fires in villages are another cause of 
damage. Birds, again, are the cause of numerous faults on the lines ; they build 
nests on the brackets; they constantly drop waste pieces of fencing and tele¬ 
graph wires across the wires, and indeed specimens have been brought in of 
nests made of odds and ends of wire, whilst dead snakes and offal of all sorts 
are constantly dropped by them. 

An unusual and extraordinary source of interruption is the destruction of 
Telegraph lines by elephants. Three interruptions were due to this cause during 
1883-84. They were as follqjvs :—In November 1883 the line between Gudalor 
and Tippakadu, in the Madras Division, was pulled down by elephants, and in 
May 1883, on two occasions, considerable mischief was done to the teleg^’aph on 
the Shwegyin-Pegu section by these animals, necessitating extensive repairs. 

51. The following Table gives the number of interruptions due to extra¬ 
ordinary causes during the year:—

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52. The following is a review of the most important interruptions which 
have occurred on the Departmental lines during the year:— 

Assam Division. —The chief interruptions were during the months of 
April and May, and were all due to the severe storms prevalent during these 
months in this part of the country. 

Bellary Division. —Nearly all the interruptions in this division were on the 
Hubli-Karwar section, where the line passes through dense jungle. During the 
monsoon months trees are constantly being blown down, and falling on the 
line cause much damage. 

British Burmah. —The interruptions in this division are usually on the line 
between Moulmein and Tavoy, and are due to the difficult nature of the country 
through which it passes, as well as the climate, the line being exposed to gales of 
no ordinary severity and an excessive rainfall. 

There were three interruptions due to trees falling and two to fires. 

On the 26th April the cable across the river at Elephant Point failed and 
continued interrupted until the 6th June, when the laying of the new cable was 
completed and communication restored. 

Beluchistan Sub-Division. —The interruptions in this remote .sub-divi¬ 
sion are invariably caused by gangs of marauders who cut the line and steal the 
wire. Scarcely a month passes w'ithout a report being received of this nature. 
In October 170 yds of wire were stolen from the line in one raid. 

Punjab Division. —The severe storm which passed over the North- 
West of India in June 1883, seriously damaged the lines between Roorkee and 
Meerut, necessitating special repairs .somewhat extensive in character to put the 
damaged portion of the line in order again. 

Ganjam Division. —In this division the chief difficulty to be contended 
with is the misch^if caused by floods and the impassibility of the large rivers 
which the line crosses. There were no less than four interruptions which are 
attributable to this cause, their duration being prolonged owing to the difficulty 
of crossing the rivers when in flood. The interruptions due to the flooding of 
the Byree river alone aggregated 306 hours. 

Dacca Division. —Here, as in the Ganjam Division, .interruptions are 
chiefly due to floods and the erosion of river banks. The span at Dingraghat, 
across the Mahanuddy, was carried away by the river suddenly rising and 
cutting away its banks and the masts supporting the line. This occurred in 
August 1883. 

Bombay Division. —During May, June, July, and August several interrup¬ 
tions occurred owing to the flooding of the Taptee at Surat. 

Nagpore Division. —Serious damage was done to the telegraph in 
July 1883, owing to the flooding of the River Sheonallee near Rajnandgaon. 

Sind Division. —Considerable damage was caused by the country being ^ 
flooded for 80 miles in July 1883. 

53. In Appendix L will be found a statement of all the interruptions that 
have occurred on Licensed Telegraph Lines during the year. 

Indo-Burmese Land Lines. 

54. Some inconvenience was caused to the public during the year by im¬ 
perfect communication between India and Burma. The land lines connecting 
Calcutta with Burma are exposed to the influence of violent storms and suffered 
considerably on more than one occasion; and unfortunately the same influences 
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appear to have affected the cable between Madras and Penang, which provides 
an alternative route, for more than once both were simultaneously interrupted. 
The importance of this route is fully recognized, every effort continues to be 
made to improve and strengthen the lines, a large expenditure has been incur¬ 
red, and it is confidently hoped that the liability to accidents has been reduced 
to a minimum. 

Indo-Ceylon Cable. 

' 55 - The cable connecting Ceylon with India failed in October 1883 and again 
in March 1884, and, although temporarily repaired, its condition was found, on 
careful examination, to be so precarious that the necessity for laying a new one 
had to be faced. The needful steps in this direction have since been taken. 

The present cable was laid in 1867, replacing one that had been laid in 
1858, so that it has had nearly twice as long a life as the latter; and there 
seems reasonable ground to hope that, after a new cable has been laid, it may 
be found possible so to repair the present one as to make it a fairly reliable 
alternative. Repairs so extensive, if even ultimately successful, would stop all 
communication for a considerable period, and their execution has therefore been 
postponed until after the successful laying of a new one. 

Tavoy-Siam Line. 

56. Notwithstanding strenuous exertions, it was not found possible to 
maintain communication by this line. A trial line was completed and messages 
exchanged with Bankok, but the physical and climatic difficulties were so great 
that it was found impracticable to continue, and the permanent opening of this 
very important route has had to be postponed. 

Arrangements have been made for simultaneously pushing on with the 
construction of a bridle path through the forest, and for entirely re-constructing 
the Telegraph line with stronger materials during the cold season of 1884-85 ; 
picked officers and a large force of men have been provided, and, in spite of 
difficulties, which are altogether exceptional, the early final establishment of this 
new link in the international system is looked forward to with some confidence. 

ELECTRICAL. 

57. There has been much activity in this branch. 

Experiments of all kinds have been vigorously prosecuted and numerous 
improvements in apparatus accomplished. The progress made in England and 
other countries is carefully watched, and recent inventions in electrical instru¬ 
ments, which seemed to promise good results, have been obtained and subjected 
to experiment and scientific test by the Electrician. 

In a prolonged tour thj Director-General ^as able to satisfy himself per¬ 
sonally of the general excellence of all electrical arrangements in offices. 

STORES AND WORKSHOPS. 

58. The following are the items of expenditure under this head during

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The value of the outturn from the Workshops was ^4,95,651, and from 
the Press R3*,®3S» against R4.77.343 and R 37 . 53 a of the previous year. 

59. The use of locally-manufactured stores has been extended. 

Window shackles for terminating wires at offices are now being manufac¬ 
tured for this Department by Messrs. Burn and Company. Castings made in 
Bombay have been used, and have given so much satisfaction that further orders 
for them have been given to local firms. Endeavours were made, and are being 
continued, to obtain suitable castings from the Barrackur Iron Works. 

The manufacture of wrought-iron tubes and cast-iron sockets for telegraph 
posts was increased, and is being carried on, on a still larger scale in the 
Departmental Workshops at Calcutta. 

The porous pots manufactured in this country are not a success. The 
fact is that a peculiar quality of pottery is required for battery purposes, the 
process of producing which is at present known only to one firm in England, 
and is a well kept secret. 

60. The substitution of old rails for standards has been continued with 
success. 

61. A large collection of electrical apparatus peculiar to this Department 
and manufactured in the Departmental Workshops, was shown in the Interna¬ 
tional Exhibition which was held in Calcutta in the winter of 1883-84. 

The exhibit was very creditable and resulted in the following awards :— 

I. —First class certificate and Silver medal for carpentry and joinery. 

II. —Second class certificate and Bronze medal for wire twisting and 

paper punching machines. 

III.—Certificate and Gold medal for Telegraph instruments and 
apparatus. 

LICENSED SYSTEMS. 

62. Some mention of the working of the rules for licensed Telegraph 
systems seems called for, as the first complete year of their application ter¬ 
minated towards the close of the official year. 

63. Under the licensed systems are included all Railway Telegraph lines 
and systems outside the Imperial Telegraph Department, which are permitted to 
receive and carry messages for the public on payment. 

64. In England, as in other countries, where the Telegraphs are the property 
of the State, the monopoly of despatching messages on payment is strictly 
enforced ; and although Railway Companies in Great Britain are permitted to 
despatch such messages, they do so merely as agents for the Telegraph 
Department of the State, and retain only a portion of the fees, even when the 
transmission is completed within the limits of their own Railways. 

65. The rules* in force in India from 1874 to the ist January 1883 per¬ 
mitted Railway administrations to retain the whole of the fees collected fof* 
local messages, namely, for such as were received at and delivered from offices 
of the same Railway; but messages traversing greater distances were, in the 
interests of the public, required to be transmitted the greatest possible distance 
by the State lines; and although in practice such messages travelled on an 
average nine-tenths of the distance on the lines of the Department, the latter 
was only credited with three-fourths of the fees collected for such messages. 

66. Liberal as these conditions were, the Government decided in 1882 to 
offer still further inducements to licensed administrations to provide facilities for 


* These rules Srere only partially applicable to certain Railway Companies. 
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the public and published a resolution, of which the following is an extract, 
conceding to each licensed system the privilege of retaining the whole of the 
collections made for Inland messages, irrespective of its extent or its share of 
the work done 

Extract from Public Works Department Resolution Nos. 203-35A. T., 

dated 2nd May 1882. 

“ The Governor General in Council * * * is * desirous, in the interests 

of the senders of telegrams, that Railways should be encouraged to carry public telegra¬ 
phic messages to as great an extent as is compatible with the proper use of their 
telegraphs for the primary purpose of Railway Traffic.” 

**»■»*** 

“ With this object, and also to simplify account-keeping, to ensure uniformity of 
procedure, and to develop telegraphic communication, it is resolved-— 

" I.—^'I'o extend to canal telegraphs also the privilege of carrying telegraphic 
messages for the general public; 

“ II.—'I'hat in future every railway or canal, or other duly licensed telegraph 
office, at which a message may be tendered for despatch, shall retain 
the value of the message it sends, excepting such amounts as have 
to be again disbursed under the rules ; for instance, for reply paid, post 
registered messages, &c. ; 

” III.—That there shall be but one public telegraph message system throughout 
India, applicable to railway, canal, or any other telegraphic system 
licensed to carry messages fo|- the public; and 
“ IV.-—To provide for economical maintenance the principle enunciated in Resolu¬ 
tion, Public Works Department, Nos. 125-28T of the 4fh March 1871, 
that the maintenance of fJovernment and Railway Telegraphs should 
be combined and vested in the Telegraph Department whenever 
practicable, is re-affirmed, and is now extended to canal telegraphs.” 

67. It is obvious th.at the effect of this concession must have been a diminu¬ 
tion in the cash receipts of the Telegraph Department, but it should also be 
known that, besides giving up its fair share of receipts in order to encourage 
” licensed systems to carry public telegraph messages”, the Government also 
pays the whole cost of the Telegraph Department Check Office, which is really 
the Telegraph Clearing House for the w'hole of India. It also bears the whole 
cost of publishing and distributing the tariffs and regulations for the public, as 
well as the various orders on which the interchange of traffic of the many 
systems depends. 

68. The Government share of the value of transferred messages that would 
have accrued to the end of the official year had it not been for this concession 
was Ri,16,515; but it is hoped that the anticipations expressed in 1882 "that 
any loss thereof will be more than compensated for by the effect of the addi¬ 
tional facilities thus given to the public” may et^ long be completely fulfilled.

UTILISATION OF POSTAL AGENCY IN THE OPERATIONS OF THE 

TELEGRAPH DEPARTMENT. 

69. The question of ihe expediency of amalgamating the Telegraph and 
Postal Departments in this country has more than once been raised during recent 
years and has received very careful consideration; but notwithstanding the 
advantages which such an amalgamation seemed to offer, difficulties peculiar to 
this country and objections of so grave a character presented themselves that 
it was never found practicable to take any steps in the direction of amalgama¬ 
tion. 

70. The main advantages expected from an amalgamation of this kind is to 
extend the use of the telegraph by Increasing the number of telegraph stations. 
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and by spreading these stations widely over the country; and as the amount of 
work at many of these would be insufficient to employ a special staff, the exten¬ 
sion of the Telegraph was contingent on other remunerative work being available 
for them, and the combination ol Postal with Telegraph work offered the sim¬ 
plest solution of the problem. 

71. But it appeared not impossible to achieve this result without incurring 
the disadvantages and risks to efficiency which were found to be inseparable from 
any attempt at complete amalgamation, and the Director General of Telegraphs 
was instructed to “ proceed with method and vigour ” towards combining the 
charge of the Telegraph with the Post Office in any station where circumstances 
rendered such a course possible. 

72. It will be convenient to reproduce here the Resolution of the Govern¬ 
ment of India on this subject, which was published as soon as the Director 
General w'as able to submit a definite plan of operations. 


Resolution by the Government of India, Public IVorks Department, No. zKyT., 

dated Simla, gth October 1883. 

Read — 

Paragraph 6 of Public Works Department Resolution No. l69.g<)T.. dated 31st May 1881. 

Letter from Director General of Telegraphs, No. 454, dated 14th July 1883. 

Public Works Department letter No. 253’!'., dated 22nd August 1883, to the Director General 
of Telegraphs. 

Letter from Director General of Telegraphs, No. 480T., dated 29th August 1883. 

Observations. —In pursuance of the orders of the Government of India, the Direc¬ 
tor General of Telegraphs now submits a scheme, drawn up in consultation with the 
Director General of the Post Office, for utilising the agency of the Post Office in (extend¬ 
ing the operations of the Telegraph Department. The following arc the main heads of 
this scheme, which has the cordial approval of the Government of India- 

1. To constitute every Post Office in the empire a receiving office or depfit for the 
receipt of " Inland ” telegrams from the public, whence “ Inland *' telegrams will be 
despatched by post to the nearest telegraph station, whether such station be a Government 
office or an office of a licensed telegraph system. 

The charge to the public for a telegram received at a Post Office to be the same as 
the charge for a telegram received at a Telegraph Office. 

2 . To train a number of Post Office officials in telegraph duties (their pay while 
under training and all connected expenses being borne by the Telegraph Department) for 
the purpose— 

(«) of combining telegraph with postal work at telegraph stations where the work 
can be done efficiently and cheaper by using the agency of the Post 
Office ; and 

(5) of working branch telegraph stations off the present main routes, which it is 
proposed to establish in Post Offices. 

3 . To erect short lines of telegraph inexpensively constructed, connecting the exist¬ 
ing telegraph system with the Post Offices in towns in the vicinity, with the object of 
bringing the advantages of the telegraph within the reach of people off the main routg^s, 
thus providing a large extension of its sphere of usefulness at the least possible expense 
to the State. 

The extent of these connections must be limited by financial considerations, but it 
is hoped that Local Governments and Administrations will be ready to contribute towards 
the expense involved, when it is known that this expense under the arrangements now 
sanctioned will be reduced to a minimum. 

4. It has also been proposed by the two Directors General that in order to remove 
friction and to facilitate the combined working, the Postal Department shall make no * 
charge for postage, registration, &c., of articles on Telegraph service, and that all tele¬ 
grams sent by the Post Office shall be considered as “ on the service ” " of the Telegraph 
Department,” and transmitted without charge over the lines of the Telegraph Depart- 

D 
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ment, and of all licensed tcdegraph systems. This proposal is approved by the Govern¬ 
ment of India, and may be carried into effect from such date as may be arranged by the 
two Departments. 

5. Detailed rules for the guidance of Postal telegraph receiving offices will be drawn 
up by the heads of the two Departments concerned, but it may be generally stated that 
inland telegrams tendered at such offices may be paid for either in cash or in postage 
labels, while in the case of branch telegraph stations established in Post offices payment 
may be made in telegraph .stamps also. 

0 . As regards the adjustment of accounts between the Postal and Telegraph 
Departoieiits. the former will debit the latter w'ith the usual discount on the sale of postage 
stamps used in payment for telegrams, and with the actual extra expenditure incurred 
in working Postal lelegrai>h offices. 

7. The (iovernment of Imlia is unwilling to bind either Department by the issue of 
further precise instructions, and confidently leaves tlie development of the scheme in the 
hands of the two Directors-General, subject to their submitting from time to time such 
of their proposals as may require the sanction of higher authority. 

The desired economical extension of the telegraph wdll depend largely on cautious 
tentativi' measures adopted, with the consent of botli Departments, in the light of expe¬ 
rience gained by a<'Lual working. 

8. In conclusion, His Excellency the Viceroy in Council desires to express his rec-og- 
nition tif tlic spirit in w'hich tlie two Directors General have taken up this scheme for tlie 
development of telegrapliic communication in India, and his ajjpreciation of the liberal 
and ready manner in which tlnr Din-ctor (ieneral of the Post Office has met the pro¬ 
posals of the Director General of Telegraphs. . 

73. Thanks to the cordial co-operation of Mr. Hogg, the Director General 
of the Post Office, who not only placed all the resources of the Post Office at 
the disposal of tiie Telegraph Department, but also-deputed one of his principal 
officers for the purpose : tlie scheme sketched out in this Resolution w’as brought 
into operation witli great expedition. Detailed rules were draw-n up for the 
guidance of PostmasU-rs, and on the ist December 1883 every Post Office in the 
country was made a TeK-graph Receiving Office, w'hcncc telegrams w-ere dis¬ 
patched without extra charge to the nearest telegraph station ; the training of 
postal employes was pushed on with vigour in different provinces, and by the 
close of the year 55 offices w-cre worked by Postal Agency. 

74. The following statement giv’^es particulars of these, and shows also in 
italics the number of new offices which had been opened and arranged for at the 
date of writing this report : —

75. The success so far has been eminently satisfactory, and there is every 
reason to hope that the native public, whose needs have been mainly considered, 
are able to appreciate and quite ready to avail themselves of the facilities which 
it is tile object of the scheme to bring to their doors. 

76. Thi.s notice would be incomplete without special mention of the interest 
taken in ihe scheme by Mr. Douglas, Deputy Director General of the Post 
Office, and of the energy and ability which he devoted to its successful 
accomplishment.

78. The first private line supplied by the Ttdegraph Department was erected 
in August 1875 between the Fort Office of the Peninsular and Orienial SUtam 
Navigation Company in Bombay and the Mazagon dockyard. The instruments 
used were alphabetical dial instruments. Otlier firms and companies followTipd ^ 
the lead of the Peninsular and Oriental Company, and private lines worked with 

A, B, C instruments soon became general in all the large cities of India. 

79. The invention of the microphone in 1877, and the rapidity with whfeh it 
was improved and combined with the telephone, gave a new direction to the 
attention of the department. Various forms of apparatus, obtained from 
England, America, and elsewhere, were put under trial, while experiments with . 
other designs were made, and an instrument invented by the departmental 
electrician, Mr. Johnston, was finally adopted. 

80. The alphS-betical dial instruments were replaced by telephones, and the 
department was quite prepared to undertake the business of supplying telephones 
for private lines and also for exchanges. 

Dl 
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8i. In 1881 the Government decided that private enterprise in telephone 
business should be encouraged in India, and licenses were granted to the Oriental 
Telephone Company, Limited, to establish exchanges in Calcutta, Madras, 
Bombay, and Rangoon, and to the Crossley Company for Calcutta. 

The license granted to the latter lapsed ; the Oriental Telephone Company, 
however, commenced operations at once and established exchanges at each of the 
places above named. In 1882 the Company opened an exchange also in Karachi. 

Sa. In January 1883, this Company was allowed to transfer its licenses for 
Calcutta and Bombay to local companies, the Bengal and Bombay Telephane 
Companies, Limited, (the latter mcluding Karachi in its operations), but retained 
its licenses for Madras and Rangoon. 

83. In October 1883, with the object of facilitating the operations of public 
Companies, the Government revised the rules on the subject. The nature of 
these rules may be gathered from the following extract from the Resolution by 
the Government of India, No. 303T., dated 25th October 1883 :— 

'* In view of the desirability of securing adequate protection of the public interests, 
“it is necessary that full discretion should be reserved to the Government to step in and 
“undertake the carrying on of telephonic communication in the event of failure, over- 
“ charge, or other misconduct on the part of a Company, or of other circumstances which 
“appear to render such a course desirable. His Excellency the Governor General in Coun- 
“ cil is therefore pleased to rule that all future licenses will be granted, subject to a full 
“reservation of the rights of Government in this respect. 

“The right of the Government to license more than one Company in any town has 
“ been maintained from the first, and is now re-affirmed. 

“The construction, maintenance, and working of all exchanges for, and lines between, 
“ Government offices will be undertaken in all cases by the Government Telegraph 
“ Department. The instructions contained in Public Works Department letter No. 309T., 
“dated 13th June 1882, to the address of the Director General of Telegraphs, are 
“ therefore cancelled. 

“ II,—-Connection between the Companies! exchanges and lines, and the Government 
“ system, will be permitted under rules to be hereafter laid down, and on payment of a 
“certain fee. 

“When such connections have been established, the receipt and delivery at Telephone 
“ Exchange of written messages for transmission over the Government wires will be per- 
“ mitted under rules hereafter to be laid down. 

" III.—Ultra-radial connections. —Telephone Companies holding licenses for an 
“ exchange within certain defined limits may be permitted to connect with their exchange 
“ isolated subscribers living beyond the limits defined, subject to the payment of an extra 
“ royalty. 

“ When connections are desired between towns, each possessing a licensed exchange, 
“ the trunk line of communication will, in all cases, be erected, maintained, and owned 
“ by the Government Telegraph Department, and let to the Company at an annual rental. 

“ But it must be understood that no Company has a right to claim the erection of a 
“trunk line, and that the State is free to approve or deejine in each individual case. 

" IV. — Royalties. —The royalty fixed in the licenses to the Oriental Telephone Com- 
“ pany is at the rate of 10 per cent. With a view to encouraging the development of 
“ Telephone enterprise. Companies obtaining licenses in future, under the conditions now 
“ laid down, will be required to pay a royalty of 5 per cent., with an additional royalty of 
“ I per cent, on ultra-radial connections. 

“ V. — Good-will.—\a all future licenses, it will be expressly stipulated, in accordance 
“ with the English system, that in case of purchase of the Company's property by the 
“ Government, nothing will be paid for the ‘ good-will ’ of the business." - 

84. It will be seen that the royalty payable to Government has been 
reduced by one-half—a concession, of which the Companies have not been slow 
to take advantage.

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BENGAL TENANCY BILL, 1885. No. III. 


Tlic following Fnrtlier Rpjwrt of tlm Select Committee on the Bill to amend and consnli. 
date certain enactments ndating to the Law of Landlord and Tenant within the territories 
under the wlniinistration of the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal was prewmted to the Council of 
the Governor General of India for the purpose of making Laws and Hegulatiuns on the ISth 
February. 1885 :— 

We, the undersigned Members of the Select Committee to which the Bill to amend 
and consolidate certain enactments relating to the law of Landlord and Tenant within 
the territories under the adriiinistration of the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal was referred, 
have considered the Bill and the papem noted in the schedule annexed, and have now the honour 
to submit this our further Report. 

It must be understood that in referring to the decisions of the Committee we state the 
view of the majority where there has been any differeuee of ouiuion. 


CHAPTER I. ' 

Prblihinaby. 

i. We have made some slight amendments in. and additions to, this chapter, hut few of 
them call for notitse here. 

The definition of “ estate ” and that of “proprietor”, which is dependent on it, have 
given rise to the erroneous supposition that it was intended to exclude Government tenants 
from the operation of the Pill. V\ e have now so amended the definitions as to remove any 
misapprehension on this point. 

3 . As it seems reasonable that the provisions of the Bill contained in sections 63 to 6S, 
both inclusive, sections 72 to 75 , both inclusive, Chapter Xll and Schedule III should apply to 
money recoverable under any enactment as if it was rent, we have added to the definition of 
“ rent ” a clause providing that “ rent ” shall in those portions of the Bill include suih 
money. 


CHAPTER II. 

CiJk^ssEs OF Tenants. , 

4 >. The only amendments calling for notice in this chapter are— 

1 st —that we have omitted all reference to the raiyat converted into a tenure-holder 
under section 37 of the Bill No. II, as it has been determined to omit section 
87 (see infra, paragraph 17 ) ; and 

that we have altered section 5 (fi) so as to provide that a tenant holding more 
than loo bfghas shall be presumed, until the contrary is shoivn, to 1 m; a 
tenure-holder, without raising an issue as to his having sub-let any part of his 
holding.

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CHAPTER III, 

Tkncbb-uoldbbb. 

6 . We hare in section 7 of this chapter included, among the matters to which a Court 
most have regard in enliancing the rent of a tenure-holder, the questions “ whether the 
tenure was oi-rginally granted at a sjMTcially low rent for the purpose of reclamation" and 
“ whether any fine or premium was paid on the creation of the tenure.” 

6 . We have omitted section 8 of the Bill No. II, which provided that a Court should not 
enhance the rent of a tenure to more than double the previous rent. 

■' 7. We have in section 9 made the interval which must elapse between successivo enhance¬ 
ments of the rout of a tenure the same as in the case of an occupancy-holding, namely, 
fifteen years, 

8 . We have omitted the provisions of this chapter specially applicable to patnf tenures, and 
Chapter XVI, relating to summary sale of patni and other tenures for arrears, as we are, on 
further consideration, reluctant to interfere at present with the existing law regarding patnf 
tenures and are of opiuicfn that any extension of the patnf sale law to other tenures should 
be reserved for consideration in connection with the Bengal Registration Bill, to which we 
shall presently have to refer. 

9 . We have in sections 12 to 16 of the Bill so far altered the system of the registration of 
transfers of, and successions to, permanent tenures as to provide merely for enabling the land¬ 
lord to register sncli transfers instead of compelling him to do so. 

The Bill in its previous stages ]irt>vided for a compulsory system of registration by the 
landlord. This, it was objected, would not work satisfactorily, especially as the landloi^s of 
many temiro-holders are poor and ignorant persons, having no regular otfice and no means of 
establishing one or maintaining a suitable register. At the same time it was pointed out that 
the establishment of an ofiicial registry woJild confer a great benefit on all concerned, and 
especially on the landlords, who might, if such a registry were established, be'allowed to realize 
their rents by the process of summary sale which’is now available only in the cose of a limited 

class of tenures. . • ., • 

A Bill for the establishment of an official registry is at this moment before tho Bengal 
Legislative Council, and the object we have set before ourselves in re-casting tho portion of our 
Bill now under consideration has been to frame its provisions in such a manner ns to secure to 
the Collector, who will be the ofiieer entrusted with the preparation and maintenanee of the 
official register, early and accurate information of all transfers and successions which may from 

time to time take place. • ■ n 

We have not overlooked the fact that the substitution of oliicial registration for registration 
in the landlord’s sherista would deprive the landlords of the fees which it was proposed to allow 
them under the Bill as originally framed, and which, it, is believed, they commonly realize at 
present , though in most cases without any warrant of law. We think that the fees prescribed 
by tlie Bill in its earlier stages may well be paid to the landlord, even though he is to be 
relieved of the duty of registration. 

10 . Tlie provisions we have inserted in the Bill in order to give effect to these views are as 
follows:— 

First, as regards voluntary transfers (section 12 ), the simplest plan has appeared to us to 
be to require that every such transfer shall be registered under ihe ordinary law relating to 
the reo-istrniion of documents. It is understood that the Local Government will make all 
arranwementB i-eqnisite for facilitating tho registration of such transfers. The parties apply¬ 
ing for x-egisti-atiou will be required to pay to the registering officer " the landlord’s fee ’’ and a 
pnicess-fee for the service of notice on the landlord. When the registration has been oom- 
plelod the registering ofiieer will forward to the Collector the landlord’s fee and a notice of the 
transfer containing all necessary particulars, and the Collector will thereupon cause the landlord’s 
fee to be mid to the landlord and the notice to. be sertjpd upon him, at the same time taking 
any such steps as may be prescribe by tho measure now pending before the Bengal Legisla- 
tive Council for the entry of the transfer in his official register. 

When a transfer takes place by sale in execution of a decree (sections 13 and 14 ), the 
procedure will be substantially similar, the notice and the fee being sent to the Collector by 
the Court, except that, following the lines of the Bill iu its earlier stages, we have not provided 
for the payment of a fee to the landlord when the sale takes place iu execution of a decree for 

aireais. leraaining cose of transfer, namely, that of transfer by summary sale, the 

Collector will have in his own office all tlie informatiou requisite for the purpose of registra- 

^'^ * 11 . When a succession to a permanent tenure takes place, the party succeeding will be 
bound (seelion 15 ) to give notice to the Collector and pay to him the landlord’s fee and the 
preoess-fco above referred to, and the Collector will then proceed as above described. 

12 . In order to compel the pei-son succeeding to comply with the provisions of this section, 
we have retained, for the case of successions, the provision of section 18 of the Bill No. II, 
under which a person succeeding will be debarred from recovering his rent by suit, distraint or 
otherwise, until bo lias given the notice and paid the fees prescribed. 
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CHAPTER V. 

OcCtrPANCY-UAITATS. 

IS. The first alteration in this chapter which appears to call for notice has reference to the 
area over which the status of settled raiyat is to hold g^ood. 

In the lllh paragraph of our first Report we referred to the inconvenience which might 
arise in certain exceptionally largo estates from the status holding good over the whole estate, 
and this has given rise to considerable discussion. The 13 en<;nl (Toveriiiin-ut, in the 2 :!iid para¬ 
graph of its report of the 15 th September, 18 S 4 , stated that “ the majority of the otiiccrs con¬ 
sulted disapproved of the definition of ' settled raiyat * as given in the Bill,” and that" the 
proposal which found favour was the elimination of the word ' estate' from the definition”. 

That Government, nevertheless, was of opinion that it was necessary to retain the word 
" estate ” in order to meet the danger of the acquisition of the nceupuucy-righb being preveuted 
by sbitting raiyats from one village to another within the estate. 

It seemed to us that this danger was not so groat as to justify the extension, over all por¬ 
tions of an estate of the st.atos of " settled raiyat” acquired in one portion of it, since estates 
are frequently divided among numerous tenure-holders, who would have no opportunity of 
examining each other's books, or knowing anything about each other's raiyats. 'J'he danger in 
either direction is not serious, for in the vast majority of cases the raiyat is practically lied to 
his own village; and we felt, moreover, that by confining the status to the village we should he 
proceeding in closer conformity to the original conception of a kliudkaslit raiyat, which, us 
expiained in the Statement of Objects and Reasons of the Bill, it Las been always intended 
to Keep in view. 

14 . We have in section 22 rc-cast sections 28 and 29 of the Bill No. 11 so ns to carry out 
more precisely the iiiteution with which they were framed, and we have inserted a sub-section 
(S) providing tliat if the occujiaiicy-right in land is transferred to a iicrsou jointly interested 
iu the land as proprietor or permanent tenure-holder it shall cease to exist, 

15 . Sections 23 to 20 of the amended Bill take the place of sections 31 to 30 of the Bill No. 
II ; but, except a saving of custom as regards the descent of the occupancy-right in section 20, 
the only important change they involve is the omission of all provisions regarding the transfer 
of the occupancy-right, which, apart from the matter of sale in execution of u decree for rent 
(dealt with in Cliai)ter XIV), we now propose to leave to custom us under the existing law. 

16 . The reasons for and against the proposal to make the occupancy-right everywhere 
transferable by an express legislative enuetinent have been so fully discussed within the last 
three years, and are so well known to all interested iu such matters, that we shall not lengtlien 
this Report by attempting to recapitulate them. It is enough to say that the Government of 
Bengal, iu their letter of the 15 tli of September lust, proposed to leave the law rcdutiiig to the 
transferability of tlie right for the present untouched iu Behar, and that on a fiirtlicr consi¬ 
deration of the question wc are of opinion that the most prudent course will be to omit the 
provisions relating to voluntary transfer altogether from the piesenc Bill. This deui.sioii has 
enabled us to omit all reference to the question of pre-emption. 

17 . The 37 th section of the Bill No. II, which provided that raiyats sub-lcttiiig their land 
should in certain cases be deemed to be converted into tenure-holders, has met with much 
adverse oritieisin, and we now propose to omit it. 

The remaining provisions us to sub-letting we have relegated to Chapter IX, where they 
will be found with eertaiu moditioations and additions. 

18 . In regard to the enhancement of rent in the case of oocupaucy-rights the Government 

of Bengal made certain 
proposals iu their let¬ 
ter of loth September, 
1884 , which are sum¬ 
marised iu the 84 th 
l)aiugiapb of that 
lei ter as shown on the 
iiiargin.* 

Ill regard to VI 
and Vll we saia in**’ 
paragraph 3 ti of our 
l{,opf>rt last year that 
in applying tljc pro¬ 
portion rule in the 
ease of priiics the ques. 
tion of making some 
deductio to cover the 
effect of increased 
jjrices on tlie cost 
of cultivaliou would 
receive further con¬ 
sideration. The Government of Bengal recommended a deduction of one-half on this account.

• VI.—To rccogiiizA the principle thet, in the nhsenee of reason to tlio contniry, the 
Courts shall regard n rise iu tlie price of staple food-grain aa entitling tlio 
landlord to an eiihiinci'inent of rent. 

VII.—To fix the percentage by which the enhanced rent shall exceed the former rout 
at a definite proportion (oue-lialf is suggested for consideration) of the 
peroeutago by which the enhanced prices exceed tho former priees, the other 
portion going as an allowanco for iiiereused cost of prodiietiuii. 

VIII,—To assign to cuhnuccmcnts on the ground of lunillorda* iuiproveinenls u maxi- 
ninm limit of double tho former rent. 

IX.—To abandon tlie pru'’isinn fur euhanceinont on the groond of a “ prevailing 
rule,” experience having shown that no such rate exists, and that tho post, 
tion assigned to it in the pnwent htw has led to tho ounslruclioii of collu¬ 
sive and fielitious rates for the purpose of forcing up rents. 

X. —To ahandon fluvial action ns a ground of cnlmiict'Uient of rent, hut to recognize 
fiecdoni of contract between landlord iimi rinynt in regard to new alluvium. 

XI.—To withdraw tho arbitrary limitations on enlaiiiceuients liy suit on account of 
a rise iu prices, and to allow contracts furenhiiiiceiricnt of rent out of Court 
up to a maximum limit of two nnnns in tlie ru|)ec (12^ per cunt ) of the fur- 
titer rent, and for a minimum jieriod of J li years. 

3 tII.~To withdraw all restrictions on freedom of contract in respect of the i'lt'/fal 
rent of nil land whicii may lapse to the InndUird from whatever cnusc. 

Xlil.— To ro-lntrodnco tho provision time the rent of tlie uceupaiicy or iioii-ocoupanry 
raiyat shall oot exceed ulie-flflh of the value of the gross produce culeiUiiLed 
111 staple rood-grains. 
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We recognised the difficulty of making the Courte ascertain the actual cost of production, and 
as it was necessary to iix an arbitrary limit we have fixed the deduction at one-third os a 
general rule. 

19 . With reference to VIII we did not think we could justify any arbitrary limit in terms 
of a fractional proportion of the old rent being placed ou enhancement when made on the 
ground of landlords' improvements. 

20 . We were unable to accept the proposal (IX) to abolish the prevailing rate as a ground 
of enhancement, inasmuch as tiiis has, in one shape or another, been a ground of enhancement 
ever since the Permanent iiettlement, and as it is tho only means by which a landlord can 
redledy the effects of fraud or favouritism on the part of his agent or predecessors. In view, 
however, of the dangers which are said by compeUmt authorities to arise from the artificial 
manufacture of rates, and from the very wide interpretation given to the term " places adja* 
cent," we have somewhat modified the terms of the section, have limited enhancement to the 
rate ascertained to be the prevailing rate in the villitge, and have required that this rate 
should be determined with reference to the rates actually paid during a period of nut less than 
three years before the institution of tho suit. 

21 . We were not able to accept the projiosal (X) to abandon fluvial action as a ground of 
enhancement. 

22 . On the other hand, we have accepted the proposal (XI) to limit enhanccments.by regis¬ 
tered contract (except on the ground of improvement made by the landlord) to two annas 
in tho Rupee ( 12 ^ per cent.) carrying with it in all cases a right to hold at tho enhanced 
rent for 15 years, and wc have at the same time struck out all the fractional limits placed ou 
enhancement in Court by sections 44 in), 45 { 6 ) and 47 {i) of the Bill No. 11 . 

23 . The restrictions which it was proposed by section 42 to impose in certain cases on 
the initial rents payable by settled raiyats have, wh think, been shown to bo impracticable, and 
we have therefore, as proposed by the Government of Bengal (XI), omitted the section. 

24 . '^We were not able to accept the recommendation numbered XIII. 

25 . The only other amendments in the chapter wliicli appear to call for special notice are 
as follows:— 

(a) we have required Courts, in dealing with claims to enhancement on the ground of a 

rise in prices, to take decennial periods instead of quinquennial periods for the 
purposes of comparison, except when owing to tho absence of price-lists or any 
other cause they find it impracticable to take such periods, in which case they 
may take any shorter periods; 

(b) we have amended section 89 so that the price-lists prepared under it shall be merely 

presumptive evidence instead of being conclusive, as provided in the corresponding 
provision of the Bill No. II. The Bengal Government are of ojunion that their 
arrangements are not at present so perfect as to justify these lists being made 
conclusive evidence; 

(e) we have in section 40 included among the matters to be taken into consideration by 
an officer conitnnting rent the charges incurred by the landlord in respect of 
irrigation under the system of rent in kind and the arrangements made on 
commutation for continuing those charges. 


^ CHAPTER Vll^ 

Gbnekal PaovisioNs as to Rent. 

26 . We have omitted from the section ( 50 ) which enacts the well-known presumption 
arising from holding at a rent unchanged for 2U|ycars the sub-section which made tho presump¬ 
tion applicable to produce-rents, as opinions generally were opposed to it. 

27 . We have, in section 52 , providing for the alteration of rent on the ground of an alter¬ 
ation in the area of the holding, assimilated the provisions of the two clauses [a) and (6), which 
provide respectively for increase and reduction; and we have inserted the following now sub¬ 
section to guide the Courts in cases where there may be a dispute as to the area for which the 
tenant has been paying rent :— 

" In determining the area for which rent has been previously paid, the Court shall, if so 
required by any party to the suit, have regard to— 

“ (a) the origin and conditions of the tenancy ; for instance, whether the rent was a cou- 
solidated rent for the entire holding ; 
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(d) whether the tenant hns been allowed to holiTAdditional land in consideration of an 
addition to bis total rent or otherwise with the knowledge and consent of the land¬ 
lord ; 

(c) the length of time daring which the tenancy bus lasted without dispute as to rent 
or area; and 

“ (</) the length of the measure used or in local use at the time of the origin of the ten¬ 
ancy as compared with that used or in local use at the tiuie of the iustitutiou of tlic 
Buit.^' 

We have also brought the section iiudur the general rule that the Court shall not llx a 
rent which would be unfair or inequitable. 


28 . We have substituted for the section of the Bill No. II regulating the instalments in 
which rent is to be payable the following simpler provision, nutnely : — 

“ 53 . Subject to agreement or established usage a money-rent payable by a tenure-holder 
or raiyut shall be paid iii four equal instalments fulling due on tlie lust day of each quarter of 
the agricultural year " ; 

and to prevent raiyats being harassed by successive suits for arrears, when by agreement or 
custom a larger number of iustalments tbau four may be cstablisiied, we have iinserted in Clia)>- 
ter XIII a section ( 147 ) enacting in eticct that such suits shall not bo instituted against a raiyat 
oftener than once in three mouths. 


29 . We have made certain amendments in the division of the chapter relafing (o receipts 
and accounts, but the only one c.alling fur special notice is Ibo insertion of a new section ( 59 ) 
requiring the Local Covernment to provi<lo and keep on sale forms of receipts and accounts. 
It will be for the landlords to choose whether they will use those forms, but wo bcliovc tlioy 
will be found convenient. 


30 . In pursuance of the policy of the Bengal Act for the registration of proprietors, wo 
have inserted the following section :— 


Eflccl of renoipt by registorud prO' 
priotor. 


“ 60 . Whore rent is due to the proprietor, manager or mortgagee of an estate, tTio receipt of 

the person registered under the Laud Registration Act, 1876 , 
as proprietor, ntanager or mortgagee of tliat estiite or of his 
agent authorized in that behalf shall be a sudiclent discharge 
for the rent ; and the person liable for the reut shall not be entitled to jdeud in defeuee to u 
claim by the person so registered that the rent is due to any third person. 

“ But nothing in this section shall affect any I’emedy which any such third person may have 
against tlic registered proi)rietor, manager or mortgagee.^' 


81 . W^e have likewise modified in some particulars the provisions relating to the deposit 
of rent, but need only mention the provision that the ileposit shall bo made in the Gonrt having 
jurisdiction to entertain a suit for the rent, aud the liniitation of the second ground on which an 
application to deposit rent may be made to cases where tli« teuaut has reason to believe, owing 
to a tender having been refused or a receiq| withheld on a previous occasion, that the 
landlord will uot ho willing to receive the rent or grant a receipt. 


82 . We have omitted tjie second sub-section of section 77 of the Bill No. TI, which enacted 
that, when the right, title and interest of a tenant is brought to sale in execution of a decree 
obtained by a person other than the landlord, the landlord sliall he eiititle<l to have his rent paid 
Brst out of the sale-proceeds, and we have so re-cast the section as to make it clear that in the 
case of a tenure-holder, raiyat at fixed rates or occuj)ancy-rniyat the landlord’s remedy fur arrears 
will he sale aud not ejectment, and that the arrears will bo a first charge on the tenure or 
holding. 

83 . We have substituted for section 79 of the Bill No. II a section ( 67 ) proviling that an 

arrear of rent shall bear simple interest at the rate of 12 percent, per annum from the expjf^tion 
of that quarter of the agricultural year in which the instalment falls due. ai- 

84 . To meet those cases in which transfer without the landlord’s consent is a valid custom, 
we have provided in section 78 that, uutil notice of such a transfer is duly served ou 4 ho land¬ 
lord, the transferor and transferee shall be jointly and severally liable for arrears of rent accruing 
after the transfer. 


CHAPTER IX. 

Miscellanbocs Provisions as to Landlords and Tenants. 

35 . We have in section 79 provided that a non-occupancy raiyat shall ho entitled to con¬ 
struct a well for the irrigation of bis holding. A well ooustrueted undfer this provision will beau 
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improvement within the meaning of th 9 Aot, and the raiyat will on being ejected be entitled to 
receive eompenaation for it. The high importance of focilitating and encouraging the oon> 
struction of all works of irrigation in this country with a view to the prevention of famine 
points to the necessity of this. 

36. We have inserted a new section (84) giving power to landlords to acquire by compul. 
sory sale, through the Civil Court and at a price to be fixed by the Court, any land in their 
estAto required for building purposes or for religious, charitable or educational objects. The 
necessity of some such power, especially with a view to provide buildiug.sites cither for new 
tenants or iii cases of diluvion, has been strongly urged upon us. We have guarded the sec¬ 
tion agaitist abuse by requiring the certificate of a Colleutor as to the sufficiency of the reason 
before action can be taken uuder it. 

. 37 . Wc have inserted a section (851 providing that if a raiyat sub-lets otherwise than by a 
registered instrument the sub-lease shall not be valid against his landlord unless made with his 
landlord's consent, that a sub-lease by a raiyat shall not be admitted to registration if it pur¬ 
ports to create a term exceeding nine years (seven years was the longest term for which an 
occupancy-raiyat could sub-let under section 38 of the Bill No. II) and that where a raiyat 
has without his landlord's consent granted a sub-lease by an iustrumont registered before the 
commencement of the Act the sub-lease shall not be valid for more than nine years from the 
commencement of the Act. 

38 . In dealing with sun’ender and abandonment the only changes made by us which need 
here be noticed are the provisions which we have inserted to check collusive surrender or 
abandonment in fraud of the rights of third parties. The necessity for this was brought to notice 
in paragraph 69 of the Bengal Government’s letter of 15 th September, where it is shown that 
raiyats not uiit'requently sub-let the whole or a portion of their holdings in consideration of a large 
bonus for a term of years. To leavo the interests of sub-lessees in such cases entirely at tlie mercy 
of the sub-lossor in collusion with his landlord wcmld do serious practical barm. We Lave 
therefore provided (section 86 (6')) that the surrender of a holding which is subject to a registered 
incumbrance shall not be valid without the consent of the iucumbraueor and the land¬ 
lord, and iu case of abandonment we have provided (section 87 { 4 )) that the sub-lease shall only 
be avoided after the sub-lessee has had the opportunity of taking over for the unexpired period of 
bis Bub-lensc the full rights and liabilities of his lessor in regard to the rent of his eiitiro holding. 
These provisions appear to us to present the only method by which protection can be given to the 
sub-lessee without injury to the landlord or without rtskiug the conversion of these sub-leases 
into pcrinaiicut transfers. In the case of sale in execution of a decree for rent, the sub-lessee 
has the same protection os other incumbraucers uuder Chapter XIV. 

39 . Wc have in section 88 provided that a division of rent shall not be valid as 
against the landlord without his consent iu writing. This wo understand to be the existing 
law. 


40 . We have amended section 90 so as to make it clear that a landlord is not entitled to 
enter on and measure land exempt from the payment of revenue. 


41 . Wc have in section 92 substituted the acre for the standard bighti as the official 
standard of measurement, and have empowered a Court or Bevenue-oHiccr to direct, where such 
a course may seem more convenient, that a measurement shall be baode by any other sj:)ecified 
standard. 


CHAPTER X. 

•* 

Recohd-of-ughts and SBTTUligsNT OP Rents. 

42 . In the Bill No. II the two procosses known as the record-of-rigbts and the settTemmt 
of rents were dealt with Bcparately, hut it seemed to us more oonveniont that they siiould be 
aiiiiilgainated, and we have accordingly given to the Revenue-officer wlio is appointed to settle 
disputes during the operation of recording rights a similar power to settle disputes regarding 
rents. 

Wc have, ho'vrwer, provided for two distinct kinds of settlement. Under the ordinary 
settlement, the oflicer will only have the power to settle rents when a settlement of laud- 
revenue is being made or a question between Lite landlord and tenant arises, and such rents as 
he settles will generally bo fixed for a terra of years; iu other cases his recorded entries will 
only have a presumptive value ; he can, moreover, only reduce rents on the grounds under which 
reduction is demandable in the Civil Courts. Under tl»e special settlement, which will only be 
undertaken with the previous sanction of the Government of India, and which is meant to 
be applied only iu circumstances in which the operation of the ordinary law is likely to prove 
insuffieieut, the Settlement-officer will have power to settle all rents, and will, moreover, have 
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power to redaee rents op other groonds than those ordinarily applicable. We think that in 
the exceptional cases in which it may be necessary to have recourse to this procedure the 
Oovernraent should have power to go to the root of the matter, and to put its settlement On a 
thoroughly stable footing. 


Tablks of Ratss. 

43. We have decided, in deference to the opinion of many experienced officers and with 
the consent of the Government of Bengal, to omit the chajrter (XI of Bill No. II) providing 
for the preparation of tables of rates. It was evident that the iiroecdure would only be made 
use of in rare and exceptional cases, and a more effectual method of treating these cases is 
provided in the Settlement chapter. 


CHAPTER XI. 

Record of Proprietors' Private Lands. 

44. The only amendment calling for notice in this chapter is the insertion of a provision in 
section 116, that nothing in the chapter (VI) relating to nou-occiipaney-raiyats shall apply to 
a proprietor's private lands. This merely expresses what was always intended, though by an 
oversight it was not previously provided for. 


CHAPTER XII. 

Distraint. 

45 . We have inserted two sections of some importance at the end of this chapter. 

The firet (141) provides that when the Local Government is of opinion tliat in any 
local area or in any class of cases it would, by reason of the character of the cultivation or the 
habits of the cultivators, be impracticable for a landlord to realize his rent by an application 
to the Court under this chapter, it may by order authorize the landlord to distrain by himself 
or his agent; but that a landlord so distraining shall forthwith give notice to the Court, and 
that the Court shall thereupon depute an oQiccr to take charge of the produce distrained, and 
proceed thereafter as if he had distrained under the ordinary procedure. The other section (142) 
added to this chapter empowers the High Court to make rules regulating the procedure 
under it. 


CHAPTER XIII. 

Judicial Procedure. 

46. Section 147 has already been noticed {aupra paragraph 28). 

47. We have in section 148 added to the sections of the Civil Procedure Cisle, which are 
not to apply to rent-suits, section 326, empowering the Court to authorize the Collector to stay 
an execution sole of laud in certain oases. 

48. We have in section 153 excepted from the rules restrlctins; appeals in rent-suits cases 
in which a question of the amount of rent annually payable by the tenant has been determined. 

49 . We have omitted section 172 of the Bill No. II, which required all mutual claims 
between the landlord and tenant as such to be inquired into and determined in every suit and 
proceeding for ejectment. 


CHAPTER XIV. 

Sals fob Abuears under Decree. 

60. We have added to the "protected interests " in section 160-— 

" («) the right of a non-oocupancy-raiyat to hold for five years at a rent fixed under Chap¬ 
ter VI by a Court or under Chapter X by a Revenue-officer." 

The section as it stood would probably have been construed to cover such cases, but wo 
think it well to leave no room for donbt on the point. 
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51 . We have, in older to shorten proceeilings, inserted in section ( 163 ) a clause enacting 
tliat in cases under this chapter the order of attuchnicut and the proclamation of sole required 
by section 2 S 7 of the Civil Procedure Code shall be issued simultaneously. 

52 . "We have, at the suggestion of onr honourable colleague Bibu Peari Mohan Mukerji, 

inserted a new section ( 171 ) allowing a judgment-debtor to ap)dy to set aside a sale of bis 
tenure or holding, on depositing in f’ourt within thirty days from the date of sale for 
payment to tlie dccri^c-holder the amount recoverable under the dcciee with costs, and for 
payment to the purcliaser a siiin equal to 5 per cent, of the purehase-inouey. Applications 
under section 311 of the Ctaie of Civil Procedure to set aside sales cause expense and 
Bnnoy,""^^’ decree-holder aud auction-purchaser. It is believed that they are often 

instituted merely with a view to recovering the tenure or holding which has been sold, and 
it is untieipated that, if a judgment-debtor is allow'ed to recover his property by depositing 
after the sale the amount decreed against him, the number of these applicatious will be con¬ 
siderably diminished. 


CHAPTER XV. 

Contract and Custom. 

53 . A question having been raised as to how far section 210 of the Bill No. II, 
which was intended to have rctrosj)eotive effect, should bo allowed such effect, we have carefully 
eunsideved each provision of that section, and have come to the conclusion that some of those 
provisions ought, with reference to this point, to be treated differently from others. The way 
in wliich we propose to treat the matter will be best seen from the new section we now propose, 
which runs as follows :— 

Kestrictioiis oil exclimion of Act “ 178 . ( 7 ) Nothing in any contract between a landlord and 
lb; agrueiueiit. tenant made before or nfter the passing of this Act—. 

“ (a) shall bar in perpetuity the acquisition of an occupancy-right in land, or 

“ (i) sbull take away an oecupancy-rigbt in existence at the date of the contract, or 

“ [c) sball entitle a landlord to ejecta tenant otherwise than in accordance with the 
provisions of this Act, or 

“ (rf) shall take away or limit the right of a tenant, as provided by this Act, to make 
iiiiprovements aud claim cumpeusatiou fur them. 

“ { 2 ) Nothing in an)' contract made between a landlord aud tenant since the 15 th day of 
July, 1880 ,* and before the passing of this Act shall prevent a raiyat from acquiring, in 
accordance with this Act, an occupancy-right in land. 

“ { 3 ) Nothing in any contract made between a landlord and tenant after the passing of 
this Act shall— 

(a) prevent a miyat from acquiring in accordance with this Act an occupancy- 
right in laud; 

“ (A) take away or limit the right of an occupancy-raiyat to use land as provided by 
section 23 ; 

“ (c) take aw.ay the right of a raiyat to surrender his holding in accordance with 
section 86 ; 

“ (d) take away the right of a raiyat to transfer or bequeath his bolding in accordance 
witli local usage; 

“ (r) take away the right of a raiyat to sub-let subject to, and in accordance with, the 
provisions of this Act; 

<* {/) take away the right of a raiyat to apply 'for * reduction of rent under section 
38 or section 52 ; er 

“ (y) take away the right of a landlord or tenant to apply for a commutation of rent 
under section 40 ; or 

“ (A) affect the provisions of section 67 relating to interest payable on arrears of rent.” 

54 . To meet the importantjcaso of a lease for the reclamation of waste land to which 
these provisions are not suitable, we have added the following proviso:— 

“ Provided ns follows 

“ (i) Nothing in this section shall affect the terms or conditions of a lease granted 
iond fide for the reclamation of waste land, except that, where, on or after the 
expiration of the term created by the lease, the lessee would, under Chapter V, 
be entitled to an occupaiicy-right in the land comprised in the lease, nothing 
in the lease shall prevent him from acquiring that right." 

• TbU wM thu date cf tlio publicatiun by the Qovenmeut of Bengal of the Rent Oomuieeion’e Bepiai and Draft 

lint. 
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65 . We have further provided that the section shall not affect those contracts which are 
occasionally entered into for the temporary cnltivalion of orchard laud with agricultural crops. 

66 . We have in section 180 put utbandi lauds on the footing on which ohur lands wore 
placed by section 213 of the Bill No. II, that is to say, no occuiiaiicy-right will be uoipiiruble 
in them until the}’ have been hohl for twelve years, and ineaiitiine the tenant will he bound to 
pav whatever rent may he agreed on between him and his landlord. Wo have further provided 
that Chapter V 1 of the Bill shall not ap]dy to such lands. 

hi. We agree with the Government of Bengal in thinking that it is not desirable to 
make any special provision regarding the hinds known ns " hdl-hasili,'*' and wc have aeeord* 
ingly omitted all references to them in this chapter. 

68 . We have considered the proposals of the Government of Bengal regarding homestead 
.lands, and find that they practically resolve thcm.selves into this, that the tenure of such laiuls 
should, ns provided hy section 216 of the Bill No. II, he regulated by loi-al caistoin, with tliis 
addition, however, that, subject to local eiistoni, they should ho regulated hy the provisions of 
the Bill api>licable to laud held by a raiyat. Wc have ameiulcd the section ( 182 ) ou these liuo. 


CHAPTER XVII. 

StJPPI.EMIiNTAL. 

69 . We have in section 18 ‘.) added to the powers which may he conferri-d on ofneers hy 
the rules to he made hy the Ijocal Government—“ any power excrciseablo by any oilicur under 
the Bengal Survey Act, 1875 .” 

60 . We have also inserted the folhtwing now section, which speaks for itself :— 

194 . Where a proprietor or permanent tenure-holder holds his estate nr tenure subject to the 
Tennut not ennbleil by Act to obscrviniee of any Specified rvde or condition, nothing in this 
▼iolatu couiiitiooB binding on Act shall entitle any person occupying land within the estiitt; or 

tenure to do any act which involves a violation of that rule or 

condition.’^ 

61 . Lastly, we have added a section ( 196 ) providing that “this Act shall he read subject 
to every Act jjassed after its commencement by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal in Council." 
In the absence of some such provision as this, the Bengal Legislative Council would, owing to 
the wide extent of ground covered by this measure of the Supreme legislat ure, find itself prac¬ 
tically debarred for all time to come from dealing with almost every ijneslioii atfectiug the rela¬ 
tions of agricultural landlords and tenants. 


62 . In the 99 th paragraph of our former Report wo mentioned certain points on which 
we desired further informatiou, and on which we solicited the npiiiiuns of the Loc.al Govern¬ 
ment or High Court or both, and to these it is necessary briefly to allude in so far os they 
have not been disposed of by the foregoing remarks. 

63 . The flrst of these points, which was referred to the Local Government, was “whether, 
with reference especially to landlord's improvements, it is desirable to empower Rovenne- 
officers to arrange for the cutting of irrigatiou-cliannels, the distribiition of water and the 
payment of compensation, and, jf so, what form such provisions should take." 

We arc fully sensible of the great importance of this question, hut on full consideration 
we agree with the Government of Bengal in thiukiug that a discussion of it would he ont<wf 
place in connection with the present Bill, and that it will ho most appropriatelv treated 
in connection with the irrigation law, which will probably soon come under revision in 
Bengal. 

64 . ffhe only other points specially referred to the Local Government, and to wliioli we 
have not already adverted, were certain projiosalB to extend the patnf sale procedure. Those 
proposals did not commend themselves to the Local Government, and now that the 
patni procedure is to be excluded from the present Bill, they would more proiierlv l>e reserved 
for future uonsideration. 

65 . The remaining points to which we think it necessary to advert had reference to the 
question as to the possibility of devising some simplification of the procedure in rent-suits. 
In paragrap h 83 of our former Report we said—“ For ourselves we must confess that, after the 
most anx.ioiiB consideration ot the various schemes which have been jiroponnded for shortening 
and simplifying the procedure in rent-suits, we are unable to suggest anything of importunoe 
in this direction, wnioh- would not involve a serious risk of failure of justice." We., bniv«r^ii^ 
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proposed that certain sn^g'estionB which had been made should be referred for the opinion of 
the High Court. The reply of the Honourable Judges is among the papers before us, and we 
regret to find that, as we apjuehended, they too arc unable to strike out any royal road to 
the result desired. They disapprove of the specific suggestions made, and tliey state it as their 
opinion tliat the true remedy for the evils complaiuerl of is to be found in executive rather 
than in legislative action, that is to say, in an increase in the judicial staff and a reduction of 
the court-fees. 

Sinoo the reply of the Honourable Judges has been received, further proposals have been 
submitted to us, and in particular a scheme p\]t forward by Babu Mohiny Mohuii Roy, on 
which the opinions of eertain officers have been taken, but we regret to say we have not found 
among them anything which would materially abridge the procedure witliout entailing a risk 
of serious failure of justice. The executive measures roferrud to by the High Court will, 
doubtless, receive careful consideration at the hands of the Government.

Memorandutn of distent from the decisions of the Select Committee on the liengal Teniiueg Bill. 

In signing the Report of the Select Conunittee on this Bill 1 wish to place on record 
my opinion that, having regard to all that has been elicited by the Comiriiasions and enquiries 
of the last six or seven years, the Bill inadequately meets the necessities of the case which called 
for legislation. It is iin.satisfa<‘(ory, in so far os it gives insufficient juMtcction to all rni3'at.s 
gainst excessive cnbanccmcuts of rent, and no real protection in other directions to the non* 
Qccupancy-raiyat. 

To enter briefly into details 1 -noio., firstly, that the change under which the limit of the 
“village” has been substituted for the “village or estate ” in section 20 of the Bill, will 
seriously affect the fixity of the “ settled ” raiyat's tenure. As originally drawn, “ estate ” 
formed part of this section, and its adoption as jiart of the definition had the sanction of the 
Secretary of State. In that form no doubt the definition met with considerable opposition 
in Coinmii.tce, but I was prepared to meet objections by accepting an arrangement whereby 
a permanent cultivator, when willing to pay a fair rent, should carry his status .os a settled 
raiyat to any land in that portion of his landlord’s estate as might be situated in the 
pargaua or fiscal circle in which the raiyat resided. 

Secondly, I have opposed the “ prevailing rate ” as a ground of enhancement. There is 
ample evidence in the recorded literature on the subject to shew that such a thing as a " pre* 
vailing rate ” of rent does not exist in any part of the country. Under the law, as it stands, 
it is admitted that the zamfndars have been unable to establish a “ prevailing rate ” in 
their suits for cnbuucement on this ground; and the consequence was that, failing proof, 
they created it fictitiously. Tbf result has been demoralizing and very injurious to the 
raiyats, and 1 am afraid that the Select Committee, though animated by the very best 
intentions, has not provided any positive safeguard against the mischievous tendencies to which 
1 have referred. On the contrary, their proposals on the subject will probably facilitate enhance* 
ments up to the overage of rates prevailing in the village, aud will thus place a much 
stronger power for enhancing rents in the hands of the zamfndars than the present law 
permitted or ever contemplated. 

Thirdly, the Bill as it leaves the Committee almost entirely abandons the non-occupancy* 
raiyat and the under-raiyat. They are practically unprotected, and such a result appears to me 
to he contrary to the intention with which the legislation on the rent question was undertaken, 
and contrary to the conclusions of authoritative opinion that the growth bf the n'ght of occu¬ 
pancy, as tending to establish a substantial peasantry, should be encouraged and advanced. 

Lastly, the loss of the limitation of the maximum rent to one-fifth of the gross produce 
is a serious loss, specially as it affects the non-occupancy aud under-raiyats The pro- 
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poeal to limit rents to a fraction of the gi-oss produce in staple food-crops did not originate 
with me, though I accepted it and sug’gested the particular fraction of one-fifth. Indeed, 
had my views been approved in regard to the abolition of the “prevailing rate” as a general 
ground of enhancement, and in regard to the protection of the non-occupancy-raiyat, I should 
not have placed the stress I now do on the gross-]>roduce limit. But as the majority <>r the 
Select Committee have rejected, one by one, every effectual check on rack-renting ado])(,ed by 
the Government of India in the original Bill, as they have also rejected the ccjuivalenls for 
those checks advocatixl by me without themselves ]>ruposiiig any substitutes, it .soctin-d to me 
that the only hope of escape from the danger of a Bill for the milimitwl eiihnticemcuts of rent 
lay in a recurrence to the proposal made by the Ooverument of India in their first Bill to 
limit rents to a share of the gross produce. lam, of course, conscious of the objiM-tions to 
which such a gross-produce limitation is open ns a matter of theory ; but. theory and practice 
do not always coincide, and practically a gross produce limit on rents is indigenous tt» this 
country, had been asked for by the landlords, and recommended by the ablest among my jire- 
deccsBors. My views on the subject are not shaied by a majority of the Committee, and tlu> 
proposal fell to the ground. I have alwavs admitted that iu some Beugal districts the 
tenantry can well afford to pay higher rents, and 1 have endeavourcHl to provide landlords 
with reasonable facilities for enhancement. But in Kehar rents are already too high, while 
there arc many parts of Bengal in which rents arc also excessive. Taking Bengal and Bchar 
together, I cannot contemplate without anxiety a legislative measure whoso tendency is to i)ro. 
mote, without an ultimate check, a further increase of those rents. 

I hod hoped that the legislation now iu hand, and which has been the subject of discussion 
and consideration of no less than four Lieutenant-Governors of Bengal, would have carried 
with it some measure of finality. Iu its present outcome it seems to me im])ossible to accept 
this Bill as a final settlement of the chief questions connected with n Tenaucy Bill in tiie 
Lower Provinces of Bimgal.

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Memorandum of diaaenl from ihe deeiaiona of the Select Committee on the Tenancy Bill. 

Altiiouoh T tliiiik the Bill as it now leaves tlie hamls of the Select Committee an improve¬ 
ment 1)0 the Bill Hiihniitted to it for aiiiendmeiit, it still contains certain provisions with refer¬ 
ence to which 1 differ with the majority in opinion, and on these points 1 would beg to record 
my dissent. 

1. I «>V>jcc!t to the omission of the words "and the whole or part of it is sub-let” from 
section “ 5 ”, suh-sectiou " 5”. The word should be again inserted or the whole of the sub- 
eectioti omitted. 

Under the Bill a teinirc-holder is a tenant “ who has acquired a right to hold land for the 
purposes of eollceting rents or bringiug it under cultivation by establishing riiiynts on it.” 
A vaivat, is a person “ who has acquired land for the purpose of cultivating it himself or by 
hircllahotir.” 

1 cannot understand on what grounds the majority of the Committee deemed it necessary 
to over-ride the essential tliirorence in the nature of the two tenancies, and to declare that all 
j>crsons holding more than "dS standard acres of land shall he presumed to be tenure-holders 
until the contrary is j»rovcd. 

To me it appears that the first and only enquiry to he made is whether the tenant cul¬ 
tivates it. himself or sub-lets the whole or a portion of it. If he cultivates it himself it should 
be j)v(?snmed tliat he is a raiyat until the contrary is proved. If he sub-lets a ]>ortion of it, it 
should be jiresnmed that he is a tenure-holder, until he proves that ho originally acquired the 
land for cultivating purposes, and that the terninis who hohl uniler him arc sidj-tcnants. 

Our clforts in this instance should be confined to strengthening the position of the actual 
cultivators of the soil. 

2. I dissent from the decision of the majority of the Select Committee to omit transfer¬ 
ability from among tin? incidents attached to an odiuipancy-holding. 

I have already exhausti;d every argumimt 1 can think of to induce the Covernment and 
the Committee to legalize and control transfer and failed to gain their support, it is unneces¬ 
sary to rceai)it ulate them here, I will therefore only record my dissent. 

3. SccUdu is, Chapter 5.—Tlie ])rovisions of this eha])tcr should be confined to moourrarce 
holdings, liohlings admitted by the lanillord l.o be held at fixed rents, and holdings the rents of 
which have been declared llxeil in pei j'cl.iiity under decrees of eomjHitcnt Courts. If this is not 
allowed, si ctioiis Jh to 22 of Bill No. 2 should be again inserted in the Bill in place of seciiona 
12 (o) and 13. 

All raiyati holdings actpiired f or the purposes of cultivation whether hold at a fixed rent or at 
a rent snh jcct to cidiaiicemcnt, should only he used for the pnr|>osc for which they were acquired, 
r/j., for the ]Hn])oses of cultivation, and for the growth of crops. There can he no sufficient 
reason for allowing an ordinary cnllivator to be ejected from his holding if he uses it 
in a manner to render it unfit, for the purposes of the teuamy and at the same time to 
allow raivats at lixid rates of rent to di>, as they think right with the land even to destroying 
it whalcver the rale of rent may he, whether subject to periodical enhancement or not, the 
]>ur]>i)se for whi<;h the land was originally acquired was the same in both iustauces and 
should remain so. 

If the provisions of the chapter were confined to admitted rights, the injury to the land¬ 
lord would he lessened, as they stand iu the Bill, in every instance that a landlord sues under 
section 25 (a), the provisions of this chapter will be pleaded to debar suit. 

If the above siiggestious ivcrc ado[>ted, it would not inflici any hardship on the tenant; 
if the tenant claiming to hold at fixed rates, but whose fights hud not been admitted wished 
to avail himself of the privileges #llowcd him under this chapter, all ho need do is to apply un¬ 
der section 157, to have the nature of his tenancy declared .jgevious to availing himself of 
them. 

If Ihe operation of this chajdcr is not confined to mocurraree holdings, and holdings the 
rents of which have been declared fixed by a competent Court, sections 16 to 22 of Bill No. 2 
shoidd be again inserted in the Bill, ortho landlord will he compelled to bring a suit to set 
aside every conveyance in which the holding is incorrectly described as a holding at fixed 
rates, wheu he receives notice of transfer. 

4. The restrictions placed on voluntary enhancement under section 29, will have the 
effect of eomjiclVmg the landlord to exact every pice of rent the law will {>ermit him to demand, 
it prohibits all eiihaneement out of court, or it will induce the parties concerned to resort to 
decej>tion and fraud to evade the payment of the heavy costs entailed upon them iu a heavy 
law suit for cuhaucement of rents, they will fight it out to the bitter end or lie. 
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6. Section !}5 I consider superfluous we liavc ilirouf^liout the Bill directed tlu' (Courts to 
decree only fair and equitable rents, therefore to tell the Court.rt that they shall no'. (I(‘(“rt‘4! 
unfair and inequitable rents is unnecessary. WMth an experienced judije it will have no \viM<^ht 
but an inexperieiii-ed judye may at.t.sudi undue iinj)ortanco to it and in doino' so do sul>siantial 
injustice to one of the parties concerned. 

6. Under sections 48 and 49 we have effected too little for the protection of the sub-tenant, 
the actual cultivator of the soil. 

The suh-tenant hohlin}? under a registered lease is, I think, amply ]n‘otect(!d sln>rt of 
allowinff him t.o acquire occnpancy-rifflits in the land, the (^nnnii((i;c hiive ijoin* as far !w 
it is possible to {jo without encroachinff on the rifflits of others, hut the suli-Icnant who 
holds under a verbal aa^reemont or an afTn'ement which cannot be aece]>ted as cvnlcinsi ninlcr 
the law is not snlliciently ))rotected. J would wish to see the sub-tenant, receive the saino 
protection a<rainat hasty eviction, rack-renting^, &c., as is afforded the iion-oeeupanciy-raiyat 
under the Bill. 

7. Section 50 is an improvement on section 64 of Bill No. 2, but it does not "o far 
enough. 1 am of ojtiniou that the suggestions made in the Bcmgal Government Icli.er of Sep¬ 
tember, 18^4, that the ])resumption sliould nm frmn 20 years previous to the introduciioii of 
the suit, should be adoptwl, my reasons for wishing it so I stated in niy di.sscnt on the Bill 
No. 2, therefore need not repeat them here. 

8. The penal clauses 59, 71' and 185 require modifie.'ition as they stand, they will be harsh 
in their operation and may be used solely for the purpose of giving the landlord annoyance. 

9. Section 89—2 prohibiting the landlords measuring lands oftencr than once in ten years 
will have the effect ol'encouraging encroachments. As the landlords are prohibited from bring¬ 
ing suits for enhancement oftencr than once in l.j years there is no nce<!ssity for this prohibi¬ 
tion and the right to do so will, in all instances, bo useful to them to test encroachments. 

10. Section 138 limits the area of the landlords zeraut or home culiivatlon to all land 
held by him as such for 12 years continuously “ jirevious ” to the introduetion of the Act, 
thereby preventing him from acquiring any more land as zeraut after the passing of the 

Bill. 

It does not prevent his enltivating more land as home cultivation, hut if he once lets it out 
of his possession, lets it to another person for one season, he will lose his rights in it for 
ever. 

I think the period he is required to hold it for, in order so acquire zeraut rights in the 
land should run for a period of 12 years before or after the Act is introduced. 

11. Section 173 contains a new provision in law, it permits a judgment-debtor to recover 
possession of his holding 30 days after it has been sold by decree of Court by paying in the 
amount of the decree. 

I object to it as I think it will have an effect contrary to what is intended. 

It will deter woiild-bc purchasers from bidding, thereby allowing holdings to bo sold for 
one quarter their value. 

It will encourage hangers on about the Courts to make speculative purchases. 

And last not least it will induce the judgment-debtors to be careless in the due payment 
of their debts.

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Dissent. 

I KKORET I cannot concur with many of the decisions arrived at by the majority of the 
Select (loininittcc. It seems to me tliat we have failed to achieve some of the principal objects 
of the Bill, and tJiat the moditications wliich tlic measure has under^)ne, whilst securing to the 
landlords substantial advantages, have left the raiyats as defenceless as before. 

Tlie Bill was introduced in Council with certain well-defined objects which were of a two¬ 
fold cliaracter, nnmeiy (1) to give reasonable security to the iieasant in the occuj)ation and 
enjoyment of his land; (2) to give reasonable facilities to the landlord for the settlement and 
i-ficovery of his rent. In order to attain tlie first object, it was proposed to make the following 
changes in the existing system:— 

(1) to extend to permanent cultivators, holding land in a particular village or estate, the 
right to hold that land on payment of a fair rent; 

(■J) to make occupancy-rights transferable; 

(3) to introduce a fixed maximum limit for the enhancement of rents; and 

(4) to provide some efficient, guarantee to non-oceupancy-raiyats against arbitrary eviction 

and arhitraiy enhancement of rents. As regards the first object, the proposal, no 
douljt, has been maintained with some modification. But this has certainly not been 
the case with the others, and 1 must confess to a feeling of disappointment at the 
withdrawal of most of those provisions which were from time to time introduced to 
secure these objects. 

The free transfer of occupancy-holdings was, if I may so call it, the keystone of the mea¬ 
sure. The custom had grown up in various parts of Bengal and was gradually extending 
itself to the entire province. Kxccjaiiig those tplaces where the presence of a foreign 
cl(!mont predominated and caused some dcgiee of friction between lamllord.s and raiyats, 
llic tenants who enjoyed the right of free transfer were admittedly more prosperous 
and bettor able to withstand the periodical shocks of scarcit.ies and famines. It was admitted 
that, during the years immediately jireceiling the introduction of the measure in Council, 
the evidence in favour of the extension of the right of transferability had accumulated 
considerably. It was accordingly proposed to give a statutory sanction to that right. 
With refevenee to Behar, however, a doubt was entertained by the Govijnunent of Bengal, and 
my own knowledge of the circumstances of that province induced me last, session to bring for- 
W'ard a proj)osul to withdraw Bcliar from the oju-ration of the jirovision. 'I'hat proposal, 
however, wixs not ai>provcd of, and it was resolved to give the right to all occujianey-raiyats 
throughout Bengal and Bchur. During the present session, the provision has been 
dropi>ed entirely from the Bill. "Whilst agreeing to the advisability of leaving to custom 
the right of free transfer in Behar, I.consider that as regards Bengal it would have a 
mischievous tendency. In every place, even where the right has been freely exercised, 
such as the Presidency, Rajshahye, Dacca, and Chittagong Divisions, the custom will be dis¬ 
puted, with the result that a large portion of the considm'ation money will pass either into the 
hands of the landlords or their servants. It would have been far better to recognize transfer¬ 
ability throuirhoiit Bengal Projier, subject, if necessary, to the payment by the raiyat of a 
grudual.iai scale of fut!S upon the consideration money, tlian to have left it to custom, which 
1 fear will henceforth be disputed in every lustance, to the serious prejudice of the tenant in 
the exercise of his right. With the safeguards which the Bengal Government proposed to 
attacli to the recognition of the rigid in Bengal Proper, no injury to the landholding interests 
need have been feared. I think the mode in which the question has been discussed and 
decidi.'d is likely to produce mis-chief. Had the questiou not been raised, this mischief might 
have been avoided. 

2. IVom the very inception of *he Bill, it was considered necessary to introduce a maxi¬ 
mum limit on rents. In many parts of the province it was proved by the stern testimony 
of facts that the enhancement of rent beyond a certain limit implied starvation to the cul¬ 
tivators of the soil, and that any endeavour to exact rent beyond that limit ended in failure to 
the landlord or distress to the tenant. . In the interests of the landholding classes themselves 
it was pro])osed to provide a (ihcck to the system of rack-renting wliich many of them were 
disposed to adopt. The East Landholders Association and the late Babu Kristodas P&l 
botn proposed a gross produce-limit—the former one-fifth as the highest limit of enhance¬ 
ment which the zumindars thought proper to demand, the latter one-fourth. The imjwrtaut 
question to dcterinine was what proportion should the raiyat be left in enjoyment of after 
payment of his rent ? If experience and the colleotive evidence of competent observers are 
of any account, it is clear that the raiyats in Bengal can hardly pay for rent more than one- 
fifth of the gross jn-odnec without trenehiug upon the bare means of subsistence. If in 
some places the jatHobuadit shew a higher rent, the question remains is the raiyat ever 
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able to dtaoharge his liability? Among other evidence, that recently supplied by the Board oE 
Revenue as the result oE it^ experienoe of wards' estates furnishes a negative answer to this 
question. It certainly cannot be the interest of anybody to leave the raiyat a bare 8ub> 
sistence. Whatever the proportion it may have been considered desirable to adopt, a gross 

E roduce-limit appeared to me the most satisfactory and most feasible of all the proiwsals 
ronght forward to prevent rack-renting. The adoption of this limit would have also enabled 
the legislature to give some degree of protection to the large body of non-occupancy and under- 
raiyats who are now practically left without any protection. The withdrawal of the fractional 
limit upon enhancements in Court is in my opinion likely to prove injurious to the raiyats. 

S. I consider the ground of enhanoeoient on the basis of " prevailing rates " as open to 
serious objection. It introduces, in the form it has now assumed in this Bill, an entirely novel 
principle into the law of Bengal. Tlie law lias hitherto not recognized euliaiicemeiits up to 
the average of rates payable, and it seems to me that the reuoguition of such a principle is not 
only dangerous, but, without any correlative ground of reduction, unjust. It will end in screw¬ 
ing up runts to the factitious average of a large number of rates, over the correctness or reality 
of which no individual raiyat has any control, and that average will furnish the basis fur a 
fresh increase until the highest possible rate is reached. 

4. Enhancement on the srround of increase in the price of staple food-crops is to my mind 
economically indefensible. When the price of food-crops increases, the price of other necessary 
articles also increases. Is it fair or reasonable to constitute a rise in the price of staple food- 
crops as a ground of enhancement when a hundred other circumstances, like the increasing cost 
of production, increasing cost of the bare necessities of life, &c., tend to show that the raiyat 
of to-day in the majority of instances is nut a whit better off than the raiyat of twenty years 
ago ? Let us take for example an instance (which is not uncommon in Bengal), of a raiyat whose 
holding is fit for growing, say cotton, and whose cultivation, owing to a fall in the potton- 
market, has diminished in value. As the Bill stands such a raiyat would, notwithstanding his 
contracted ability to pay enhanced rent, be still liable to enhancement should the price of food- 
grains have risen. In other words, although he gets less for his crop and has to pay more for 
his food, he is still liable to have his rents increased. I cannot help thinking that the Select 
Committee have failed to realize tne full effects of this ground o£ enhancement, and 1 would 
strongly urge that the old ground of enhancement on the basis of net values should be reverted 
to. 


5. The Bill provides no efficient safeguard against the ejectment of a non-occupaney raiyat 
to prevent the possibility of his acquiring au occupancy-right. 

6. I am not able to understand the object of the factitious difference which has been created 
between under-raiyats holding under registered sub-leases, and uuder-raiyats holding verbally or 
under an unregistered lease. The system of sub-letting is interwoven with the agricultural 
economy of the country, and the Committee at a very early stage recognized the inexpediency 
of introducing any provision in the Bill interfering with it. Corisideruble protection has 
been given to planters and capitalists taking lauds foif purposes of indigo cultivation from the 
raiyats under registered sub-leases. No protection, however, is given to the muss of under- 
raiyats. It is said that these may secure to themselves the same rights by simply taking regis¬ 
tered leases ; but it must l>e remembered that the majority of the under-raiyats are poor to the 
verge of starvation, and that they are not in a position to demand registered leases. 

7. I demur, also, to the provision embodied in the Bill regarding utbandi tenures. This 
provision seems to me to be in direct contradiction to the views of the Secretary of State and 
the Government of India, that *' shifting " should be put an end to. The idandi provisions 
recognize and legalize the eviction of a raiyat at the mere caprice of the landlord, I had no 
objection to the proiiosals of the Bengal Government, to allow laud held on the utbandi system 
to be a matter for contract; but I have strong objections to the utbandi raiyat being left, as 
this Bill leaves him, without any practical protection whatsoever. 

These are the main and essential points on which I differ from my colleagues; but ^ere 
are various minor details with reference to which, also, I cannot agree with thorn. ^ * 

8. On the whole I regret to think that a measure from which so much was expected should 
prove BO inadequate in its general result. The guarantees to which the raiyats had laid claim, 
as well on constitutional grounds us on those of equity and expediency, have been either withheld 
or only partially conceded. Between contending claims the Bill does not in my opinion strike 
a just balance, and it seems to me that unless some further modifications are made in the direc¬ 
tion which I have indicated, it will not answer the purpose of definitely setting at rest the dis¬ 
putes between landlord and tenant in Bengal.

I f«i{Tnt‘d ilic pi’tiliminary Report of the Select Committ*?© last year, ou the understanding' 
that 1 postponed tin* expresRiou of iiiy opinion on certain questions until the submission of tlie 
final Report to Conneil. Some of the sections to which I then objected have, during the sub¬ 
sequent revision, been removed from the Bill, others liave been modified, and I now confine my 
remarks to fi>ur principal points. I desire, however, at the same lime to record in general 
terms my Icsitation iu regard to several other provisions in the Bill. For the Select Com¬ 
mittee Inis been asked to deal with the entire relation of landlord and tenant in Bengal, 
witlidnt lieing furnished with any body of cross.examined evidence to guide its deliberations. 
Opinions and statements, often cunRictiug and sometimes oontradietory, have been furnishetl 
to it in large numbers. But it has not bad the means of ascertaining which of these opinions 
and statements woubl have borne the test of eross-exu ini nation, or bow far their dixcrepaneies 
might have bi>on reconciled. Absence of such data is the more to be regretted in a measure 
iifTetftiiig hiiul-right. in Bengal ; for in Bengal ulmosl alone among the Provinces of India, 
there is nii central department of statistics, and until quite recently there wa.s no ugrienlturul 
biiroaii, which might in some me:isnre have compensated for ttie evidence of witnesses beard in 
the llistricts. But, while 1 regret the defective method of enquiry originally adopted, 
1 acknowledge that, at the stage which the measure bad reached when the Bill came hofore the 
Select (k)minil.lce, I,he time for an effeetive local enquiry had gone jiast. The Committee 
heard the views of seveial gentlemen in ('alentta on two minor {saiits, hut no body of evidence 
lias been collected in tlie Districts and subjected to cross-examination. 'I'bc result has Ih*ou to 
leave in my mind an extreme uncertainty in regard to several important classes of rights 
with which the Bill deals. 

Coming to speeille grounds I objeot, in tlie first place, to tbe apjdieation of one 
sot of minute provisions for the regulation of rent, to two Provinces in which the relation 
of landlord and tenant is so widely di.ssimilar as in Bengal and Behur. [Section 1 (3).] 
Tlie statements before the Comiiiitleo show tliat iu Behar, owing to over-piqmlatiou and to the 
ciniHoquent competition for laud, the diliimilty is to secure a sutbeient share of the eroji to the 
cultivator; while thronglioiit large areas in Bengal the difficulty is for the landlord to 
realise his rent. Yet the fiindiiimmlal dilTerenees between Bengal and Beliar find no 
recognition in Ibo Bill. The elTcct of this has been, in iny opinion, to increase the difficulty 
of milking ell'celive lu’ovisioii for cither Province. Tli’ns in regard to perhaps the most 
inqiortaiit (piestioii dealt with in the Bill, namely, the restrictions to be pbieeii on enhaiieemeut 
of rents, the Bengiil (iovcniment deebired that to limit rents to one-liftli of the gross- 
produce was a necessity for Bebar, while the imposition of that limit was found indefensible 
for Bengal. The ono-liftli limit has accordingly been dropjied, and minor restrictions have 
been introduced. It, seems donbtiul to me wlietber some of these minor re.strietions do not go 
fn rtlier than is warranted by the facts in Bengal; and it is more than doubtful, considering 
the btatcnieiits made on behalf of the Bengal Governmeut, whether these restrictions will meet 
the necessities of Beliar. 

1 object, in the second ]dace, to the discouragement wbieli the Bill places on the reclama¬ 
tion of waste lands by jiroprietors at their own expense. Important iirovisions in the Bill 
re.st on considerations arising out of the pressure of the p<ipiil:ition on the soil, and on the 
neeessily of proteetiiig the cultivator against the monopoly in land wliieli is thus conferred on 
the landlord. The most direct remedy for this state of things is to inereiuie tbe urea available 
for eiiltivatioii. Yet the Bill imt only gives no new ituiiicement to laiidliolders to reclaim 
wastes, but ]>lacos discouragements, which did not exist under the previous law, upon their 
doing so. As regards lund.s brought under uultivation by means of reebirnatioii leases, tbe'lund- 
lord will bo in a rather worse positii'u than before; for the oceupaney-right will now commence 
to aceiv.e to tbe tenants during tbe eiirrency of such leases, and it may he enforced immediately 
on their exj'iry. As regards lands brought under cultl^tiqu by the landlord himself, by 
iiieiuis of hired labour, he is in n n|^oli worse position than before. Ilcncelorth tbe landlord 
who cuts down heavy jungle, or digs tanks, or dra.ns swamps at large outlay, by means of his 
own servants, will, under the provisions of the Bill, begin to lose’ the occupancy-right in the 
reebiiiiu'd land'as soon as he lets it out to tenants. If the landlord lets the reclaiitaed fields to 
a seftital raiyat of the village, tbe tenant acquires the ooeupancy’-riglit the moment he enters 
on tbe land ; if the landlord lets tbe reclaimed fields to any other raiyat, the title to occupancy- 
riglits iiiimediatol} begins to accrue. In no ea-e will the landlord he permitted, liy special con- 
triiet ill bis lease, to bar the growth of occupancy-rights in land which he has reclaimed by his 
own servants at bis own expense. Considering tbe pressure of tho people on the cultivated soil, 
ami the existence of large un-re<‘luimed tracts within a few days' walk of centres of congested 
popuiiitien, 1 think it. imjiolitie to place any new discouragements on efforts to add to the 
cultivated bind. Considering that tbe Bill, in order to deal with tbe evils of over-population, 
restricts the former riebts of the landholders, 1 think that such discouragements aie not only im¬ 
politic but unjust. I purpose, therefore, tei move umeiidnieiits in ('ouucil, which will have the 
eficel of proteetiiig a landlord who reclaims at his own exjicuse Ji.ie waste lands, against the 
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jjrowth of occu|)jincy-ri<fht8 in those luntls duiiii<j a reiisoiiable i>erind to reconit his outliiy, say 
for tliirty years. 

In the third place, 1 ohje t to certain of the ]>rovisions for the onhaneeniont. inul rednetii'n 
of rente on the {yround of a rise in i)rieeH [section .49], The Bill snhstiintes for an old and a 
scarcely workable ground of enhsnicennint, nainelv, a rise in tlie value of the pi-xhicc, a nnich 
moie simple ground, namely, a rise in the prices of staple food-crop.s. Tlic latter con((Mi1 ion 
would in any case he more easily susceptible of proof. But the Bill further sim|)lili«!S t he hnrdeu 
of proof, hy directing that the Courts shall be guided b^' certain lists of priei‘.s to he pulilislied in 
the official Gazette. These lists afe to he of two kinds; one set of lists are to n cord current 
prices in the future, the other set refer to j)riees in the past. A new and shari> wea|ion of 
enhnneenient is thus |)hu!ed in the hands of the landlord ; Imt, snh jcet to condit ions on its 
a]>i>licution irnjiosed hy the Bill in favour of the tenants, I believe it to lie a fair gidiiiid of 
cnnamicment. The weapon is two>edged ; it cuts !igainst< the tonant ns a means of oidninco- 
ment if prices have gone ii]), and against the landlord ns a ground fur the r(>duelioii of rent if 
prices have gone down. It i.s obvious, however, that as the Bill «‘ntru.sts tin- Ijoeal Government 
with the duty of snpplj’ing the evidence, it should lake reason,‘ihlo gnarmtccs lliai the ovi- 
denee thu.s supplied shall he a^ood evidence. The draft Bill of last year provided ihat nil t he 
price lists oflieially piildislied, should be eoiielusive evidiuiee. 4'he Ilill as now linally settled 
directs that the Courts shall presume t.hat the facts stated in the lists are eorreet ni less and 
until it is jirovcd that they are incorrect ; thus giving the value of presuiiijitive evidence to 
both the sets of lists. 

I believe that the lists to he projinred for current prices in the future, under the safeguards 
provided hy the Bill, will merit this degree of eredihility: but that t,he lists, pnrjiorting to 
record jiriees in the past, do not. Tliis lat ter class of lists will have to he compiled, f;r poH 
J'ado, for a period running hack ten or fifteen years, from certain jiriee-lisf s whicli witre collected 
at u lime when adeqinite safeguards wore not taken to seeiire their aceiinicy, and when the 
effective safi'gnarils now provideil hy the Bill for future price-lists weri> not thought of. At 
the period of their collcetion, moreover, it was never eontempl.-itod t«) tfive to them the value of 
conclusive or presumptive evidence in the Courts. I have exaniincd .soin,',of thi* old li.sls. 1 do 
not think that they afford a safe basis for a recompilation which should he nee(‘|ited 
hy the Courts (dtlier as conclusive or presumptive evulence of prices in the jiast. They are 
valiiahle f.oneurrent evidence, taken together with the (widenee to he derived from the husinesa 
hooks of grain-nierehants, za" iiidai’s, and dealers in export produce. 1 do not think that, lislsto 
be mainly compiled from them should now have a greater weight than the original lists would 
have had under the Evidence Aet. I projiose, therefore, to move uti amendment which will 
have the effect of leaving the value of jnesnmptive evidence to the lists prepared for eiirrent 
prices in future, but withdrawing that value from the lists to beeomjiiled for prices in the past. 

In the fourth place, while not dissenting from the powers granted hy section 1 12 to the 
Local (•joverntnent, in certain exceptional circuinstanees, to revlnee rents, 1 wish to jila<;e oti 
record the hesitation with which 1 have agreed to that provision. The exceptional circum¬ 
stances contemjilated are when the Government has to intervene between landlord and tenant, 
“in the interests of puhlie order or of the local welfare.^’ On the one hand, the experi¬ 
ence of the past, and the statements which have h^cn made in regard to the liitiire, seem to 
render it expedient that thi.s jvower should, under due sa'eguards, be accorded to the Local 
Goveriimont. The Bill, in requiring that the provions sam.-tion of the (Tovernor General iu 
Council must be obtained, provides due safegiiards. On the other hand, I do not tliink that 
a general disrujition of contracts between landlord and tenant,, such as is involved by a reduc¬ 
tion of rents on a large scale, should he effected by any authority of a less deliberative cha¬ 
racter than the Legislature itself. If, therefore, it ever becomes necessary to afiply this clause 
to a considerable area, 1 hope that the process will he ctiuducted under, or receive elTect from, 
an express Act. It is iu this hope that 1 have agreed to the provision in the ]>rescnt Bill. 

• I have thought it my duty to place on record ohjections to sjicciiic provisions of the Bill, 
and to mention iu general terms my uncertainty in regard to several important classes of 
rights with which it deals. I ought, tberefore, to state clearly that I believe the Bill, taken 
as a whole, makes sulistautial improvements on the existing law, and that, where it alters that 
law, the changes are, with certain exceptions, expedient and just.

I DTSfiBKT from this Report, bccanse I am not satisfied that the Bill, as amended bj the 
Select Committee, affords that effectual protection to the raiyat ivhich the measure, as intro¬ 
duced into the Council, was intended to give. What the nature of that protection was, and on 
what grounds it Wtis thought necessary, can readily be learnt from the Statement of Objects 
and Reasons, and from the speech delivered in Council on the 2nd March, 1888, by the Hon'ble 
Member who introduced the Bill, It was the intention of the Bill to secure to the ooCupanoy- 
raiyat fixity of tenure, fair rent and free sale. The Bill accordingly declared,that eveiy 
settled'raiyat should have a riglit of occupancy throughout the village or estate in which he 
held land at the date of the introduction of the Bill; secondly, that his rent should never exceed 
one-fifth of the value of the'gross produce of the laud in staple crops; thirdly, that he might 
transfer his holding at his pleasure, subject to a right of pre-emption on the part of the land¬ 
lord, and that the landlord's purchase of the holding should not extinguish the occupancy- 
right, but that the right should revive as soon as the land was let to another tenant. The 
interests of the non-occupanej’-raiyat were not less carefully guarded. “Tenants of this 
class ", said the Hon’blc Member who introduced the Bill, “ should not be exposed to arhitraiy 
rack-renting and eviction at the hands of their landlords, and the acquisition by them of the 
status of settled raiyats should be facilitated in every possible way." The Hon’ble Member 
quoted with approval a remark made by Sir Ashley Eden, that “ no raiyat should bo evicted 
from his fields on any ground save persistent failure to pay a fair and reasonable rent", In 
accordance with these principles, the Bill prescribed a maximum limit of rent for the non- 
occupancy-rniyat; it did not allow him to be ejected on the ground that the term of his lease 
hod expired; and it provided that, if he were ejected for refusing to agree to an enhancement 
demanded by the landlord, he should be entitled to receive compensation for disturbance. 

Such was the Bill which was introduced into the Council, and which was referred to the 
Select Committee. It was drawn with a full recognition of the character and the gravity of 
the evils which it was de.sigtied to remedy. " What we hope for" (said the Hon'ble Member 
who introduced the Bill) " is, first, that a stop may be put to the vigorous efforts which are 
at present being made by landlords in some parts of the country to withdraw land from the 
operation of the occupancy-right by preventing the natural growth of a fresh occupancy- 
right in the place of an old right which has determined; and secondly, that where occupancy- 
rights do, as a matter of fact, exist, the proof of their existence may bo a matter of less difn- 
cultv than it is at present to the ignorant and helpless raiyat". In speaking of the necessity 
for legislation, and of the kind of legi.shition required, the Hon'ble Member re-produced a 
striking passage from the Report of the Famine Commission. “ We have received” (the Famine 
Commissioners wrote) “ a large amount of evidence, remarkable in its weight and unanimity, 
to the effect that in the Bengal Province the relations of landlord and tenant arc in a specially 
unsatisfactory condition. We fed no doubt that the condition of the rent-law and the 
way in which it is administered in Bengal are a very grave hindrance to its agricultural 
prosperity, and that large portions of the agricultural population remain, owing mainly to this 
cause, at all times dangerously near to actual destitution, and unable to resist the ^ditional 
strain of famine. We can feel no doubt that in all the provinces of Northern India, and par¬ 
ticularly in Bengal, it is the duty of the Government to make the provisions of the law more 
effectual for the protection of the cultivators' rights. * * * * It is only under such 

tenures os convey permanency of holding, protection from arbitrary enhancement of rent and 
security for improvements, that we can expect to see property accumulated, credit grow up, 
and improvements effected in the system of cultivation. There could be no greater misfortune 
to the country than that the numbers of the occupancy-class should decrease, and that such 
tenants should be merged in the crowd of rack-rented tenants-at-will, who, owning no perma¬ 
nent connection with the land, have no incentive to thrift or to improvement. It is desirable 
for all parties that measures should be framed to secure the oousolidatiou of occupancy-rights, 
the enlargement of the numbera of those who hold under seifpre tenures, and the widening the 
limits of that security, together wji^h the protection of the tenant-at-will in his just rights, 
and the strengthening of his position by any measure that may seeip wise and equitable." 

These, I repeat, were the principles upon which the Bill was based, and these objects 
would have been effectually secured by the Bill as originally introduced into Council. In the 
amended Bill, fixity of tenure is weakened by the limitation of the definition of a settled raiyat 
to the village alone ; fair rent is .deprived of the safeguard (the only ultimate safeguard) of a 
maximum limit beyond which rent can never be enhanced; and free sale has disappeared 
altogether from the Bill, or survives only in a section which saves customary rights. The 
nou-occupancy-raiyat has fared even worse, at the bauds of the Select Committee, than his 
occupancy brother. The gross produce limit of his rent is struck out; he is declar^ liable 
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to ejectment on the ffround that the term of hiti lease has expired; if he refuses to a^ree to any 
enhancement demanded of him, he cannot claim a judicial rent for a lon;;er periisl than five 
years; and he may be ejected at any time before he has acquired a ri{;htof oeuupancy without 
obtaioingf any oomiiensation for disturbance. 

It will possibly be said that these alterations, sweeping as they may seem to be, are 
counterbalanced by other changes which have been made in the Bill, and that, when tlu; 
account on both sides is fairly summed up, it will be seen that the objects of the original 
measure have substuntially been att.aiiied. Let ns consider how far this is the case as regards 
each of the two great classes of raiyats, and, first, as regards the oocupnney-raiyat. 

It must be admitted that transferability, or the right of free sale, is not an essential 

E rovisioii of the Hill. 1 believe that (in Bengal at any rate) it might usefully and safuly 
ave been conoeded ; but there were argnmenls in favour of a different conclusion, and it> wu-« 
open to the Select Committee to decide that trunsrerahilily wonhl not liave tin? effect of either 
strengthcniiig or extending the occupuncy-right. 1 do not therefore desire to lay any stress 
on the abandonment of this provision. 

With regard to fixity of tenure, the elimination of " the estate” from the definition of the 
settled ruiyat is, 1 iliiiik, innch to be regretted. If no middle course could he found, the 
Committee had to decide between a definition which might, in a few exceptional cases, 
entail a slight hardship on the landlord, and a detinition which could easdy be worked so us to 
produce, in a multitude of cases, a grievous wrong to the tenant. t)ii tliis }>oint the decision 
of the Committee was, in niy opinion, a lamcniablo mistake. At the same time I admit 
that, as regards fixity of tenure, the position of the occupaucy-ruiyat is somewhat stronger 
under the aineiided Hill than under the present law, and that this object of the Bill has been 
partially, though still imperfectly, altuined. 

Fixity of tenure, however, without fair rent is worse than nsele.ss, and in the matter of 
fair rent the Bill signally fails to afford the oeciniancy-raiyat reasonable protection. He is 
protected, under the existing law, by the fact that the enhancement jirovisioiia of tho 
Act now in force have proved to be unworkable. Such a coiiditioii of things is u 
public scandal, and the Select Committee rightly resolved that just claims to enliaiicement 
should no longer be baffled by the uncertain wording or tho complicated conditions of the law. 
But the Committee seem to have overlooked the danger of enlarging the facilities for the use of 
the euhancemeut sections without also taking precautions to guard against tho abuse of 
them. The Hill puts enorinous powers of enbancernent into the bunds of the landlords. 
The sections relating to enhancement on the ground of the prevailing ruto have been re^cast in 
a form which will practically allow the luiullord to raise the rent of every raiyat in the village 
to the highest rale whicli be can persuade or compel any one to pay. In suing for eiihance- 
ment on the ground of a rise in prices, the landlord will find the evidence, which it has 
hitherto been impossible for him to adduce, provided by Guvernineiit ready to his hands. He 
will have nothing to do hut to lay before the Court the oflieiul price-lists, an^ a decree in his 
favour will follow as a matter of courae. 

The fettblc palliatives which the Bill provides are impotent to restrain the evils wliich 
the working of the' enhaiicemcut sections is calculated to produce. It is declared that no 
enhancement shall be decreed in excess of what is fair and equitable; that tlie rent of u raiyat 
shall not be enhanced at intervals of less than 15 years; and that, in extreme eascH, the 
Government of India may interpose, and may depute an officer, not, as usual, to enhance rents, 
but to reduce them. The first of these provisions may occusionully be of use in tcin]Hii'iiig the 
rigour of the law, but it is of too vague and iiidctermin.atc a churncter to affurd any adequate 
protection. The second will maxe the pauperizing process more gradual, but not less ceriaio or 
comphtte. And what shall we say of the third ? Where is the wisdom of enacting a law the 
natural oiierution of which may produce a slate of things which will require tho law to lie not 
merely suspended, but reversed ? But in truth what is most to be feared is iiotsueli outragimus 
oppression as would cull fur the interposition of Government under this special provision ot' 
the Bill. What is most to be feared is that the gradual and steady operation of the 
eahancemeBt sections will be a p rmaneut bar to all improvement in the condition of the 
occupaocy-ruiyats. T'hey will have no inducement to raise larger crops or to cultivate more 
valuable products, for they would be toiling tor the benefit, ])ot of themselves, but of tla«ir 
landlords. The machinery of this Hill they cuu neither resist nor evade. 

These evil consequences would have been avoided, if the Select Committee had accepted 
two of the I'ecominendations of the Government of Bengal. That Governn)<-nt desired, first, to 
restrict enhancement on the ground of the prevailing rate to those imlividtial cases which it 
was oiiginully intended to meet, and secondly, to prescribe an absolute limit beyond wliicli 
no claims to enhancement should be allowed. The Government of Bengal saw that, if th>- 
landlord's demand were restricted to one-filth of the gross prorluoe in stajilc erojis, rack-renting 
would be effectually stopped, the uultivuiiou of the more valuable crops would be encouraged, 
and the agricultural advance of the Country would be ensured. Unhappily, these views were 
not accepted by the majority of the Select Committee, and the amended Hill leaver tho 
oocupancy-raiyut without any adequate security in the matter of fair rout. 
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But these upinione and Jhe opinions of experienced^Subordinate Judges on the operation of the 
different provirttms of tiie present law have in many cases been undervalued by the majority 
of the Select Committee and consideration shown for the opinions of much less experienced 
oOicerB upon a perfectly unsiipportuble estimate of personal weight. We shall have ocoMion 
further on to refer to some of these opinions. As regards the general features of the Bill it 
appears to us thut vested rights of landholders have been iuteriered with without the sanction 
eilner of juridical principles or the formally declared authority of the Executive ('ouiicil; that 
ri;;ht8 have been created in fuvfHr of one class of subjects and at the uncompensated cost 
of”another class which, to sny the least, are of dubious benefit to the country at large, 
and looking to the large question of growth of population and famine difficulties the changes 
are simi)ly calculated to augment rather than relieve, the pressure on Government. 
The changes proposed to be introdueed by the Bill will have the further effect of making, in 
opposition to well-established principles of Government the judicial administration subordi¬ 
nate to the Executive authorities in many respects. And lastly, the changes alluded to are 
sure to bring about pucb an extent of litigation and uncertainty in dealings out of Court, that 
we shudder to think of the subject barely as inhabitants of the oountry and apart from 
our interests as laiidliuld’ers and from our feelings as the representatives ol the landholders of 
Bengal and Behar. By u consensus of o|itnion, official and non-officiul, the result of the operation 
of the present law has been to place the whole body of raiyats in a condition of prosperity superior 
to what Ihey previously enjoyed, and to what is enjoyed by the corresponding clusses of people 
in any the smallest corner of this immense continent of British India. There would he no 
objection to that condition being made still better if it could be done without iiitorfering with 
the welfare of the other classes. But we strongly believe that far from benebting the 
tenantry the measure, in its present shape, if put in operation, will elToct their ruin m a 
class, or in any case of the honester and poorer portion of them, by endless and harassing 
litigation. The very discussion of the measure upon the lines disclosed in the Bill is fraught 
with dangerous consequences upon the rural economy of the country and the Krm social relations 
between class and class of the subject community, and Ixitween all classes and the Government 
at the head. We shall now proceed to exomide some of the objeetionuble provisions of the 
Bill'iu detail. 

Section 5. (5)—The nile that whenever the area of a holdiug exceeds one hundred highas, 
the raiyat shall be presumed to be a tenure-holder, is arbitrary and opposed to fact. There are 
many districts in which holdings, ouch exceeding a hundred highas, are not uncommon, but the 
tenants thereof are raiyats all the same. As no written* engagements are usually exchanged, 
landholders will tiud great difficulty in rebutting the presumjition which this clause will raise, 
while,on the other hand the divisions and sub-divisions created by Hindu and Miiliaiumadan 
rules of succession will ere long present the spectacle of tenures comprising of only or 3U 
bfgh&s of land cultivated by the holders thereof. 

Sectiong 8 and 86 .—The power giveu to the Court to direct in the case both of tenure- 
holders aud raiyats, that the enhancement of rent shall be gradual, is novel. As the enhanced 
i«nt represents what the landlord is entitled to get, and what the ('ourt considers to he fair and 
equitable under the circumstances of the case, the provision in question is wholly indefensible. 
Lord Bramwell truly observed with reference to this provision.—Now what consideration 
would influence the Court; 1 do not know whether if the tenant had got half a dozen 
children it would be n hardship upon him to have his rent suddenly ■ enhanced 1 do not k now. 
'We do not see how that cau be taken into account, indeed, what could be taken into account 
really under such a clause as that. 

Sectiong 9‘v»d 37 .—The change of the minimum period from 10 to 15 years for which an 
enhanced rent should obtain currency, is equally arbitrary. Both in the draft Bill of the Rent 
Commission and the Bill introduced into the Couuoil, the period was 10 jrears. Although land¬ 
holders ore lawfully entitled to claim enhancement whenever there is a rise in the value of pro- 
duce and consequent depreciation of the exchange value of money, the limitation of lU years 
would he an effectual check to oppressive repetitions of claims for enhancement, but consider¬ 
ing ibe strides the country is daily making in material progress the extension of the period is 
wholly unwarrantable. 


SeclinH 18 .—The provision to extend to a raiyat holding at a rent or rate of rent fixed in 
perpetuity the same rights of transfer aud succession thau belong to a tenure-holder is wronir 
in ]>riii<;]p1c. The same considerations which have induced the oomtnittee to exnuuire the hpo 
t ions regarding free sale of occniianoy-iights hold good in the ease of these raiyats lis forciblv 
as in the case of other occupaucy-raiyats. The landholder's object ions to a free Lie no less than 
minoiiuc eonsuieralioiis in the interests of the raiyats do not lose a particle of their force 
whetliei the raiyat IS protected frpm enhancement or he is liable to pay a fair aud enuitable 
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raiyat who holds at a rent or rate of rent fixed in perpetuity, but whose rent biis nevertheless boon 
enhanced by reason of inipro\einent8 made by his landlord or by reason of his liuvin^rbecn found 
in possession of more land than what he pays rent for? Thediflieulty would, to a cert uin exient, 
be remedied if it were provided, that the provisions uf Chapter 111 should bo nnule applieable 
only to those raiyats whose rents are protected from enlninecment by a reffistered lease or 
judicially declared title. 

Section 20 (5).—This sub-section provides that for one year after a man has ceased to hold 
any land as a raiya in a villaj'e be shall continue to Ih> a settled raiyat in that villu^. 'Phis 
is wholly anomalous. A man cannot have ceased to be a raiyat and st ill continue to be a 
raiyat at one and the same time. The provision contained in Section S7 in respect of apparent 
and not actual abandonment v/ould be a suliicient protection to the raiyut in cases contemplated 
by this 8ub>8ection which involves a contradiction in terms. 

Section 20, Sub-geetion 7. —The rule of i)rc8iimption created by this sub-section is a down¬ 
right perversion of the law of evidence. Nothing is more easy fora raiyat who has held land fur 
12 years than to prove his possession by the prodnetion-of his rent-receipts. It is not ultogcther 
an easy matter for the laiidhulder to prove the negative. Even supposing that there has bce.i no 
change of hands in the proprietary title, a landholder would be unable to prove his pa]icrs if 
within 12 years there have been changes, as there frequently are, by deaths, dismissal and 
otherwise, in his collecting agency. The diiiiciilty would be unsurmounlablc in the cirsc of auc¬ 
tion-purchasers who would have no means whatever at their disposal for rebutting the pre¬ 
sumption. 

Seclion 5/.—The provision contained in sub-section 1, to the effect that a settled raiyat 
shall have a right of occupancy in all land for the time being held by him cannot be supported 
on any considerations which justify the accrual of a right of occupancy. It is no reason that 
liecausea man has n right of occupancy in a certain plot of land that the tight should extend by 
possession for a single day to every plot of land that might he let to him. This is directly 
opposed to the l)eHj>atch of the Secretary uf State. It is, moreover, a provision which will 
act injuriously’ on the settled raiyats themselves. They will hardly got new lands for cultiva¬ 
tion which landholders will taUe care to let to non-occupancy' raiyats and strangers with a view 
to prevent the accrual of a right of occupancy. 

Section 21 (^?).——The effect of the operation of sub-section (2) would be to give a raiyat a 
right of occupancy in land which he has held ‘'at any lime between the 2ud day of March, 
1883, and the commencement of this Act," although such land might have passed to the pos¬ 
session of the landholder or another raiyat by abuudoiiineiit, surrender or transfer at some time 
within that period. Nothing could be a more fruitful soiiice of litigation. 

Section 22, Sub-gection /.—This sub-section introduces the doctrine of merger in a matter 
relating to landlord and tenant not for the purpose uf preventing in tho spirit of the Ruling 
reported in 10 Indian Law Reports, Calcutta. 45, the acqiiisilion of a right within a superior 
right, but for the purpose of merging an existing right in the superior right. For reasons 
explained by Sir Barnes Peacock in a case reported in 10 W. R. 15, this is quite opposed 
to the system uf land-tenures and the condition of the country. The provision is tho more 
objectionable as it saves the right of third parties in the land. ' The landholder would, there¬ 
fore, get the land which comes to his possession by purchase, ejectment, abandonment or sur¬ 
render subject to all the encumbrances created by the out-going tenant. Provisions have been 
made, it is true, in subsequent seotions for defining what would be deemed to be valid encum¬ 
brances in different cases, but the language uf this sub-section is absolute. 

Section 25. —As the provision for a free-sale of occupancy-holdinus has been abandoned, 
this section should provide for ejectment for non-payment of rent. A sale of the holding at 
the instance of the landholder in execution of a decree for rent would, in every case, heap upon 
the raiyat additional costs which the sale proceeds might not cover and would thus entail loss 
both upon the landholder and the raiyat. Ejectment would be a simple and effective remedy to 
tho landholder, while the raiyat would always be able to prevent it whenever his holding is 
worth more than the amount of the decree. 

Seclion 29 {!).—It might well be t'lkcii as an establiKhed fact that tho price of produce has 
quadruitled since 1793, and at least doubled within the last 30 years. The proilucti veil ess of 
land has also increased immensely. The restriction which tliis section imposes upipu enhancement 
by contract to 2 annas in tlie rupee is tliorefore most arbitrary. The rule involves a serious in- 
fringementof tho rights uf landholders. The right which the Government of India, when intro- 
diieingthe Hill, assumed it possessed ol determining the rates of rent payable by raiyats to their 
landloixl lias, 1 venture to think, been found to he non-existent. A close examination of it 
will show it to be wholly unfounded. The question, it is well known, engagwl the attention 
of a Select Committee of the House of Commons in l>-32, and the conclusion to which tln-y 
came after a searching enquiry can hardly he ignored at the present moment. They observed— 

“ unless the Uovernment should either, by public or private purehasc aequire the zamiiularv 
tenure, it would under the existing ions be ilec'ined a hreiieh of faith, without the 

consent of the zanniidars to inteilero directly hctw<*en the zumindar and the raiyat for the 
purpose of fixing the amount of hind tax demandahhj from tho latter under the settlcmct 
of 1792-93." The proposed restriction i-s, however, altogether nnealled for by the eireiim- 
stauccs of the country. No evidence whatever bus been a'ulueed to show that the raiyats in 
any parts of these Provinces are raekreiited ; all the evidence on the contrary goes to show 

landholders have been extremely moderate and forbearing in the matter of settlement 
r Tttiyata.. The ratio which rent bore to the value of auuual produce at the 
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jBut these opinions and the opinions of experienced Subordinate Judges on the operation of the 
different provieiuns of the present )aw have in many cases been undervalued by the majoritj 
of the Select Conitnitteu and consideration shown for the opinions of much less experienoM 
officers upon a )ierfectly uusupportuble estimate of personal weii^ht. We shall have occasion 
further on to rel'er to some of these o))iniou8. As regards the general features of the Bill it 
appears to us thut vesH-d rights of landholders have been interfered with without the sanction 
either of juridical principles or the formally declared authority of the Executive ('ouucil; that 
rights have been created in favor of one class of subjects and nt the uncompensated cost 
of aiiotlicr class which, to say the least, are of dubious benefit to the country at large, 
and looking to the large quest ioa of growth of population aud famine difficulties the ehanges 
are sim)>ly calculated to augment, rather than relieve, the pressure on Government. 
The changes proposed to lie introduced by the Bill will have the further effect of making, in 
opposition to welUestablished ]>rinciples of Government the judicial administration subordi* 
Date to the Executive authorities in many respects. And lastly, the changes alluded to are 
sure to bring about fucIi an extent of litigation and uncertainty in dealings out of Court, that 
we shudder to think of the subject barely as inhabitants of the country and apart from 
our interests as landholders and from our feelings as the representatives of the landholders of 
Bengal and Behar. By a consensus of o|Nnion, official and nou>ufficial, the result of the operation 
of the present law bus been to )ilace tbe whole body of ruiyats in a condition of prosperity superior 
to wbat they previously enjoyed, aud to what is enjoyed by tbe corresponding dosses of people 
in any the smallest corner of this immense continent of British India. There would be no 
objection to that condition being made still better if it could be done without interfering with 
the welfare of the other classes. But we strongly believe that far from benefiting the 
tenantry tbe measure, in its present shape, if put in operation, will effect their ruin os a 
class, or in any case of the hoiiester and poorer jiortion of them, by endless and harassing 
litigation. Tbe very discussion of the measure u]>on the lines disclosed in the Bill is fraught 
with dangerous consequences upon the rural economy of the country and the firm social relations 
between class and class of the subject community, and lietwcen all classes and the Government 
at tbe bead. We shall now proceed to examine some of the objectiouublo provisions of the 
Bill’in detail. 

Section 5. (5)—The rule that whenever the area of a holding exceeds one hundred bighas, 
tbe raiyut shall be presumed to be a tenure-holder, is arbitrary and opposed to fact. There are 
many districts in which holdings, ouch exceeding a hundred bighas, are not uncommon, but the 
tenants thereof are raiyntsall the same. As no written' engagements arc usually exchanged, 
landholders will find great difficulty in rebutting the presumption which this clause will raise, 
while on the other hand the divisions and sub-divisions created by Hindu and Muhammadan 
rules of succession will ere long present the spectacle of tenures comprising of only 2U or 3U 
bfglias of land cultivated by the holders thereof. 

Seetione 8 and 36. —'I'lie jioiver given to the Court to direct in the case both of tenure- 
holders and raiyats, that the enhancement of rent shall be gradual, is novel. As the enhancKd 
rent represents what the landlord is entitled to get, aud what the ('ourt considers to be fair and 
equitable under tbe circumstances of the case, the provision in question is wholly indefensible. 
Lord Uramwell truly observed with reference to this provision.—Now what cuiisideratiou 
would influence the Court; 1 do not know whether if the tenant had got half a dozen 
children it would be a hardship upon him to have his rent suddenly enhanced 1 do not know. 
We do not see how that can be taken into account, indeed, what could be taken into account 
really under such a clause us that. 

Sectione 9 and 37. —The change of the minimum period from 10 to 15 years for which an 
enhanced rout should obtain currency, is equally arbitrary. Both in the draft Bill of the Rent 
Commission and the Bill introduced into the Council, the period was 10 years. Although laud- 
holders are lawfully entitled to claim cuhancemeut whenever there is a rise in the value of pro¬ 
duce and consequent depreciation of the exchange value of money, the limitation of 10 years 
would be an effectual check to oppressive repetitions of claims for enhancement, but consider¬ 
ing tbe strides the country is daily making m material^progress the extension of the period is 
wholly unwarrantable. ^ 

Sectinn 18 .—The provision to extend to a rniyat holding at a rent or rate of rent fixed in 
per|>etuity tbe same rights of transfer and succession thab belong to a teimrc-holder is wrong 
in )»rinciplc. The same considerations which have induced the committee to expuuge the sec¬ 
tions regarding free sale of occupancy-rights bold good in the case of these raiyats as forcibly 
us ill the case of other occupuncy-raiyats. Tbe landholder's objections to a free sale no less than 
ecuuoniic considerations in the interests of the raiyiitd do not lose a particle of their force, 
whctlicr the raiyut is protected from eubaiioement or be is liable to pay a fair and equitable 
rent. The ]>rnctical operation ol the section would, moreover, be productive o£ the greatest 
confusiou. Every raiyat will claim to bold at a rent or rate of rent fixed in perpetuity, as by 
so doing he would not only secure to himself a right of free sale, but also protect himself from 
til" conclusion that his rent is liable to eiihaiiceiiieiit. It would be suioidul on his part to 
behave himself otherwise than as a raiyat contemplated by this section and thus without auy 
struggle with his landlord to confess himself a raiyat whose rent is liable to enhancement. But 
whal is the Itugisteriug Officer, the Court and the Collector to do when a raiyat applies under 
Chapter 111 for the registration of a transfer of his bolding ? Is the Uegistering Officer or the 
Collector to enquire and decide in every such case whether the holding is protected from enhance¬ 
ment, or is he to exercise an arbitrary discretion in the matter? Again, is the section to apply to a 
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raiyat who holds at a rent or rate of rent fixed in perpeMiity, but whose rent, has nevertheless been 
enhanced by reason of impro\ement8 made bv his landlord or by reason of his having; been Found 
in possession of more land than what he pays rent for? Thediftieolly would, to n eertuin extent, 
be remedied if it were ]>rovided, that the ))ritvisions uf Clmpter 111 should be made u|>))lieable 
only to those raiyats whose rents are protected Iroin enhancement by u registered lease or 
judicially declared title. 

SeciioH 20 (5).—This sub-section provides that for one ypar after a man has ceased to hold 
any land as a raiya in a village he slnill continue to be a settled raiyat in that village. This 
is wholly anomalous. A inau canuot have ceased to be a raiyat and still continue to be a' 
raiyat at one and the same time. The provision contained in Section 87 in respect of apparent 
and not actual abandonment v/ould be a sufficient protection to the raiyat in cases contemplated 
by this sub-section which involves a contradiction in terms. 

Section 20, Sub.geotio» 7. —The rule of presumption created by this sub-sectiou is a down¬ 
right |>erver8ioa of the law uf evidence. Nothing is more easy fora raiyat who has held land fur 
12 years than to prove his possession by the production of his rent-receipts. It is not altogether 
an easy matter for the landholder to prove the negative. Even supposing that thece has been no 
change of hands in the proprietary title, a landholder would be unable to prove hie papers if 
within 12 years there have been changes, os there frcf|uontly are, by deaths, dismissal and 
otherwise, in his collecting agency. The diificnlty would be unsiirmonntable in the cose of auc¬ 
tion-purchasers who would have no means whatever at their disposal for rebutting the pre¬ 
sumption. 

Section 21. —The provision contained in sub-section 1, to the effect that a settled raiyat 
shall have a right of occupancy in all land fur the time being held by him cannot be supported 
on any eonsiderutions which justify the accrual of a right of oeeiipancy. It is no reason that 
because a man has a right of oociiijuncy in a certain plot of hind that the light should extend by 
possession for a single day to every plot uf land that might be let to him. This is directly 
op|Kt8cd to the Despatch of the Secretary of State. It is, moreover, a jirovisitm which will 
act injuriously on the settled raiyats them.selves. They will hardly get new lands for cultiva¬ 
tion which landholders will lake care to let to non-occujiuncy niiyats and strangers with a view 
to prevent the accrual of a right of occupaucy. 

Section 21 (2).—-The etteet of the operation of sub-section (2) would be to give a raiyat a 
right of occupancy in land which he has held “at any time between the 2nd day of March, 
1883, and the commencement of this Act,'’ although such land might have passed to the pos¬ 
session uf the landholder or another niiyai by abandonment, surrender or transfer at some time 
within that, period. Nothing could be a more fruitful source of litigation. 

Section 22, Sub-eeciion /. —This sub-section introduces the doctrine of merger in a matter 
relating to landlord and tenant not for the purpose of iirevcntiiig in the spirit of the Ruling 
reported in lU Indian Law Roiiorts, Calcutta 45, the acquisition of a right within a 8n|HM'iur 
right, but for the purpo.se of merging an existing right in the superior right.

of 1792-93." The proposed restriction is, however, altogether uncalled for by the circum¬ 
stances of the country. No evidence whatever has been a<iduced to show that the raiyats in 
any parts of these Provinces are rackrented ; all the evidence on the contrary goes to show 
that landholders have been extremely moderate and forbearing in the mutter of settlement 
of rent with their raiyats. The ratio which rent bore to the value of gunual* produce at the 
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time of the Permanent Settlement vnrie<I according to Sir Jhoo Shore from 4 ^ ^ths, and 
although the landlioldt-rs were clearly entitled to get from time to time such enhanced 
rente as represented the changed value of money according to that ratio, it is an und'sputed 
fact that the ratio which rent Itcars to tlie annual value of produce at the present day ranges 
in different parts of tliese Provinces from to ^ths. Apart therefore from the question o^ 
legal rights the restriction in question is a great injustice to the landliolders. 'I'he effect ol 
the rule on the economic condiiion of the eotintry would he an uninixed evil. The experience 
of every country has confirmed Arthur Young's observation that low rents always act, as a 
damper upon industry and ultimately tells seriously upon the condition of ai'i'icultiireand 
the prosperity of the cultivating class. The restriction iu question will no doubt he felt by 
the raiyals as a benefit for a few years but ere lonir the profits of the holdings will give rise 
to a large class of nnder-raiyats, increase sub-infendaliou to an alarming extent, and .time 
ma&e a definite area of laud feed two, perhaps, three families of raiyuts in the place of the 
one that it is now feeding. In these Provinotfs where, according to the figures given in Dr. 
Hunter's Statistical Accounts, more than oiie-fourth of the average cultivable area is still un- 
eullivuted, nqt one of the least deploralde coiiseqiiences of siieh a state of ildug.s would 
be to cheek the extensiun of cultivation and the progress of emigration. The question 
presents another aspect. Would this legislative embargo ell'cetively control tiie law of 
demand and supply ? C'aii the legislature force the principles of political economy to bow 
to its dicta ? If a raiyat and his landlord agree between tbemselvcs as to the extent 
to which the rent should be enhanced, wavs and means would not be wanting to give 
their agreement the form of a binding contract. After the terms have been .agreed upon 
the landholder may sue the raiyat for eidisinccment at a certain figure and tlie raiyat 
may confess judgment in Court, or the raiyat may give the Kiunindur's as »afitmi the 
eapitulizod vufue of tiie increase in excess of the eiifiniiccmeut allowed by law. 'I'lio {dirties 
may have recourse to other shifts and devices to defeat the law. But perhaps the history of tlie 
provision is its strongest condeiniiation. The draft Bill (section 71) of ihe Rent Conimissiou 
provided tliut tliere should he no limit to enhaiicemeiit by contract. That provision was main¬ 
tained iu the draft Bill (section fitl) of the Bengal Government, and also in the draft Bill 
(section 63) which was sent up to the Secretary of State in Council. It was the Hill which 
.was sent up to the Secretary of State in Council. It was tlic Bill which was introduc't;d in 
Council in March 1883, which for the first time provided (section 59 (^) that Die increased 
rent should not exceed (» annas in the rupee. The Select Committee in the course of deliliera- 
tioiis lust year reduced the limit to 4 annas iu the rupee (section 41). At a meeting of the 
Select Committee, hold on the 8lh ultimo, a motion was made on the part ol the Bengal 
Government to reduce the maximum limit to £ uiiitas in the ru]>ee, but it was not snpportcil 
by a single member, and it was therefore not carried. The inotioii was renewed on a suhse- 
queiit date in conueetioii with the question of a maximum limit to enhaiieemeut hy suit in 
Court and c.'irried hy a majority. It should l>o further observed that the extension of the 
.minimum time from 10 to I ft years during which the enhanced rent should obtain enrrenoy, 
was for the first time ntfide hy the Select < bmmittec last year; the draft Bill of the Rent 
Commission, the draft Bill of the Bengal Govornmeut, the draft Bill of the (jovernmeiit of 
India, and also the Bill which was introduced in C'onncil in 1883, all fixed the iniuitnura 
period at 10 years. Thu ohjeetions to this limit which we have meutioned with reference to 
tenures apply with double force in the ease of raiynti lio]diiig.s. 

Seefion SO (3). —This suli-sectiou contenijihites an exercise of powers by the registering 
oflicer which is likely to do the raiyat more harm than good, liegistering oHicers arc not 
.expected t,o exercise judicial powers, and yet in the face of his opinion under this sub-section, 
it would be difficult (or a raiyat to prove in the tlivil Court that he was not at the time in a 
sound state of mind, or that ho was not competent hy reason of his minority or other disability 
to enter into the contract. 

Section iiO (6).—'I’be alterations made by this section in the grounds on which a Bu.it for 
enhancement of rent may be instituted would deprive landholders of enhaneetneut which is 
justly due and at the same time iiitriKluce unnecessary complications in ihe law to the injnry 
both of the landholder and of the raiyat. 'i here will he no enhaiieement on the ground of a rise 
in price unless the rise is in respect of the price of tlie slufie food-crops. By section 39 (7) the 
local Oovernment has to deteriniiiqi«vhat shall he deemed to he staple food-crops iu these proT- 
iuces, and it appears from ii letter written by the Revenue Secretary to tlie Government of 
Bengal to the Sccretiiry of the British Indian Assouiation, dated the ^3rd February 1884, that 
" the Lieutenant-Governor would probably declare to be staples the two food-grain crops (apjiar- 
eiitly rice and wheat) wliich appear * * to be most largely produced iu each district." The 

effect of this alteration would he very harmful. The landholder would get no enhancement 
for a large rise in the price of jute, sugarcane, or potato, if tliere has been no rise in the price 
of rice; while on the other hand a raiyat cultivating simply jute, Rugareane, potatoes or pulses 
would have to pay not only eulmnued rent to his luutllord hut also to spend more money for his 
li-viug if the jirice of rice has risen although the price of these other crops has fallen or remain- 
«d stationary. It is easy to see that iu some cases the operation of this section would be dis¬ 
astrous to the raiyats. 

Section 30 {c ^ rf ).—The alteration made ip the ground of enhancement relating to in- 
orease of the. productive powers of tlie land is equally objectionable. These clauses provide for 
enhancement when the increase is due either t«> improvements efiected by the landloi'd, or by 
fluvial actionbut there uro other causes of improvomeut for which tho landlord is uudoubt- 
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edly entitled to got enhancement of rent. Whore, for instance, n cliange in the courKe of a 
river, a new railway, a new public road or a new Government ombunkment frees land from 
periodical immdations or from frequent trespasses by cattle or wild animals, any rule which 
deprives the landlord of his share of the benefit of the improvement militates a*'aiiist the very 
principle on which enhancement on the ground of iinproveinenl of the land is based. 'I'lie alter¬ 
ation in this ground of enhancement h.ns neccssitiited the introduction of a number of sections 
about landlords' improvements, and enquiries into tlio same and registration thereof which 
might well have been omitted. 

SecHoH 31 (a).—There is no justification for the rule contained in this clause to the effect 
that a landholder, claiming enhancement oatbe ground that the rent paid by a raiyat is below 
the prevailing rate should prove the rates of rent paid during a period of not less tl an 8 
years. If the majority of the raiynts of a village have agreed to pay a certain rate of rent 
and paid that rent by reason of a rise in the price of produce or improvement of the land, why 
should the landholder have to wait for 3 years before’ he coidd sue the remaining dozen or 
score of rniyats for enhancement of rent at that rate ? If these raiyats have any grounds 
entitling them to nontinue bo hold at a lower rate of rent they may jirove such ground as well 
at the time us 8 years after. 

Section 3<i («).— Enhancement of rent on the ground of a rise in price of produce w'ould be 
more visionary than real if, in addition to the other limitations, the restrictions tonlaincd in 
this section arc allowed to stand. 'I'he Court is required to ascertain the price by coinpnriiig the 
average prices during the 10 years’ immediately preceding the date of suit. An average of such 
a long period will neee.ssarily reduce the rat(? of nnhaneed rent and deprive the lundbolder of 
his proper dues. It woiihl be onougb, for the purpose of determining whetlicr a rise in priee is 
merely casual or steady if the average of .S years is taken. In connection with this matter it is 
noticeable that section 38, which provides for reduction of rent on the ground of a fall in the 
jirice of protlncc docs not contain the rule to which I ohject. In all tairncss, the rule of pro¬ 
cedure should be the same in both cases, but from the way in wbieb section .S8 is worded there 
is nothing to prevent the Court from decreeing rednetiou of rent on the basis of an average 
of 2 or 8 years 

Seetiou 3'^ (i).—The restriction to enhancement contained in this clause is based on a wrong 
assumption of facts and on false reasoning. The clause proviiles that, for the purpose of 
delA*rniiuiiig the eiilmneed rent according to the rule «if proportion, the average priee sliould be 
reduced by ^rd of the excess, that fracLitiii representing the increased cost of eiiltivalion. 'n»e 
portion of the Heport of the Bengal Governmeiit (segment 44), on the basis of wbi(;li the rule 
has been introduced, proceeds on wholly erroneous divta from beginning to <‘nd. Enbaiieemeiit 
by the rule of projKirtion as contained in the first part of this clause involves three different 
contingencies as regards the costs of cultivation. The costs of cultivation (1) might 
have increased in the same ratio as the priee of produce; (:J) they might have increased in 
a less ratio; (3) they migbl. have increased in a greater ratio. If these costs be taken into 
consideration the result, by the rule of ju'oportion, would be wholly unaffected in the lii-st case; 
the landholder would be entitled to get nime in t.be second ease in the shape of onliancod ren- 
tlian be would otherwise get, and it is only in the third case tliat the raiyat would be entitled to 
a reduction in the eiihaneed rent. But wliere is the evidence to show that the costs of collect 
tion have increased in a greater ratio than the jiriee of produce ? The statement made by 
some of the oHicers to the effect that the costs have increased goes for nothing, ns they may 
have increased in the same or in a less ratio than tlie price of produce. To illustrate our 
meaning we shall lane a hyjiothctical case. Let the value of the annual jirodnce of a hf(»ali 
of land he Rs. 8, of which Ks. 3 rejire.seiits the costs of cultivation Its. 3 the rent and 
Rs. 'i the jirofit of the r.aiyat, and lot the. rise, as assumed by the Bengal Government for 
purposes of iilustiation, he 25 per cent, in prices, so that tbc value of the aiiniiul produce has 
become Ks. 10. Then, under the simple rule of proportion, the enhanced rent would he 
Rs. 3-12, the profit of the raiyat under the rule of proportion would he Rs. 2-8, and 
the balance Ks. 3-12 would represent the costs of cultivation. The rule of proportion, therefore 
assumes that the costs of cultivation have risen in the same proportion as the price of pro¬ 
duce—an assumption which in a majority of eases is far more favorable to the raiyat than to the 
landholder. It is this wliieh induced the learned Judges in Thakiirany Dasi’s case to hold that 
the cost of cultivation should not he taken into calculation in working the rule of proportion. 
The report of the Bengal Government states: “'I'hus if prices rise 25 per cent, they w?ffild 
increase the rent 12^ per cent., and allow the other l 24 per cent, to go ns an allowance for 
increase in costs of production." It is en.sy to see that this is both arithmetieulB' and logically 
erroneous. If 124 jier cent, he allowed for costs of cultivation out of the landholder’s share 
the actual allowance lor such costs would he 374 per cent. * 

Section 33 (a ).—The necessity of registering landlord’s improvements created by this sec- 
tion would involve an amount of expensive enquiry which few landholders will care to invite, 
and the result will, therefore, be to deprive them of enhanced rents to which they are fuirlv 
entitled. 

Section S4. (5).—Where land is washed away or covered with sand, it is the landlord who 
suffers. A portion of the laud on which lay the security for his revenue is gone. ’J'lie raiynts 
who held the land would be welcome to enitivuto other plots of lands, hut the lo-ss to the land¬ 
holder is irretrievable. As some compensation for such cases, might got they reasonably ask 
that they should he allo,wed the whole benefit of improvements in laud caused by natural 
causes ? 
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Section 38 (6). — The enme rule of procedure us regards the determination of average prices 
sbonld hold gooil both in cases of enhancement and redaction of rent. If it be an average of 
10 years in the one case let it be the same also in the other. 

Section 40. —P’ew provisions in the Bill will do more harm to the Behar landholders than 
the provision contnined in this section Ibr the com mutation of produce rent into money rent 
on the iip|iiiontion of the raiyat. The institution of paytnent in kind is one eminently 
deserving of every eneotirngement at the hands of the legislature. A Government settle* 
meut-onieer has rightly observed; “ It gives the landlord a fair prolit in any improvement 
he may make ; the rents are self-adjusting ; the tenant is not diiven into debt to meet a fixed 
demand; if he borrows, he borrows from his landlord, a less exacting creditor than the village 
hanker; a feeling of mutual interdependence and self-interest is created between landlord and 
tenant; the former is more than a mere rent collector, his own prosperity depends on that of 
the cultivator.'’ If commutation is allowed at the instance of the raiyat it would entail all 
the trouble, expense and litigation inseparable from settlements of money rent, involve raiyats 
in debt, and seriously affect the cause of 'agriculture. Lunds for which produce rents 
are paid usually require the co-operation of the landholder for their cidtivution. In most places, 
as in the districts of Patnu,aiid Gya, such co-openitiou is indispcnsihle. The utter uselessness 
of attempts on the ]>ui't of individual raiyats to cultivate such lands without the help of the 
lundliolder is nowhere better ex]>lniiied than in the very valuable letter written on the subject 
by Udhu tiluipseii Sing, Governincnt Pleader of Gya. He writes : “ Because, iu the first 
place, ids holding being scattered in small plots and patches all over the village urea, many at 
considerable distances from the ahart and pynet, he will not think it worth his while to sjiend 
any money upon the construction and repairs of the common reservoirs and water-courses; 
secondly, becunse he has not the means, nor lias he any credit with muiiey*leuders, to raise the 
required sum by loan ; thirdly, because, in the present state of the country, the habits of the 
jieople, their ancient and inherited mode of thinking, and their want of confidence in each 
other, so natural in monetary transnetious among the ignorant and illiterate mass to which 
the majority of the cultivators belong, would make combination and raising up of subscriptions 
among tlieinscives, creation of a joint common fund and the appointment of trustees for the 
proper management of such a fund, anything but practicable within the bounds of possibility ; 
fourthly, because, assuming, even for the sake of argument, the possibility of the creation 
of such a fund and the appointment of such trustees as aforesaid, the mob would be without a 
lead, and each raiyat having paid for the oommou reservoirs and water-channels would claim 
the priority of irrigating his fields, and try to assert his rights or sujiposed rights, by means, 
fair or foul, which would often lead to serious affrays, resulting in the “ breaking of bones and 
shedding of blood, and sometimes terminating in murders and maii-slnuglilers. ” 

Chapter VI. —The rights given by the Bill to a iion-occupaiicy-raiyat will, to all intents and 
purposes, convert him into an ocenpancy-raiyut. He may (section 85) sub-let his holding s<i as 
to make the sub-lease binding for 9 years, although his own tenure miglit be fur a much shorter 
time. The landlord will have no power to eject liim for refusal to pay enhanced rant. He must 
serve upon him a notice of enhancement, sue him in Court, and it is only when the raiyat 
refuses to pay rent at the rates paid by oecii|iancy-raiyats that the landlord m.’iyget a decree for 
ejectment. A non-occn(iancy-raiyat may (section 79), as a matter of right, dig a well, and 
erect a dwelling-honse and ouUoflices on his laud and make any other improvement after having 
first served a notice on liis landlord requiring him to do so. When a decree for ejectment is 
passed the Court may extend the time beyond 15 days, the raiyat will be entitled to get from 
his landlord the price of the crops, if any, on the laud or the cost of the preparation of the land 
and also (section 82) compensation for improvements made by him. If the landlord applies for 
a record and settlement of rights, or if the process is forced upon him by the Local Government, 
the rent of the uoii-occiipaiicy-raiyat, whether enhanced or reduced, will hold good fur 5 years. 
All these provisious are violent inroads upon well-recognized rights of landholders. It appeal's 
to ns, however, that the effect of their operation would be to place uon-oecupancy-raiyiits in a 
inuch worse position than at present. Having an absolute right of ejecting such a raiyat on 
the expiry of the term of his leuee, the landholder will iii every case grant short term leases 
with a view to protect his interests and thus reduce uun?oecnpancy-raiyat8 to mere tenants-at- 
will. For the pur{> 08 e of providingfor-the comparatively siiiall number of cases in which land- 
liolders have not or may not protect themselves by contract, a nutnber of sections have been in¬ 
troduced in different parts of the Bill which might well be omitted. They simply add to. the 
radical aspect uf the measure without doing any correspouding good. 

Chapter FlI .—I shall discuss the provisions of this chapter along with section 85 which 
might well have formed a part of this chapter. 

Srction 50 (£))..—The o]>eration of the rule of 20 years’ presumption has been 
most iujurious to the landholders. Instead of merely giving the raiyat a facility for 
proving that he and bis ancestors before him have been in possession by payment of 
rent at a uniform rate since 1790 in cases where be has been actually iu such pos¬ 
session, it has, like a rule of prescription or of limitation, created rights where none 
existed before. By the very circumstances of their }x>sition the landholders have been 
unable in most cases to rebut the presumption. Those landholders whose families have 
been in possession of estates since 1790 form a very insigniticant number, the vast majority 
having acquired their estates by purchase since that time, and as it is notorious that the 
recoi-ds of landholders are badly kept, and the climate of the country is inimical to the 
preservation of old records, it is easy to see that excepting a very few cases landholders have 
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been ■wholly unable to discharge the burden laid upon them by law. The injustice of thia 
rule of presumption baa been exposed by none so well as by the Hon’ble Mr. Reynolds in the 
report which accompanied his draft Bill. He is snppoi'ted in this respect by u largfc numlier of 
experienced Revenue 08Scor8, District nnd Subordinate Judges, who were consulted by the 
Bengal Government on the subject. Mr. H. L. Dampier, Mr. E. E. Lowis, Mr. G. N. 
Barlow, Mr. Kean, Mr. D. W, Doyly, Mr. R. Porch, Mr. A. Weekcs, Mr. C. B. Garrett, Mr. 
J. Tweedie, Babu Srinath Rai, Bubu ^hagabaii Chandra Chakerbutty, Babu Naffar Chandra 
Bhutta, Syed Moazim Hossein and others have recommended either the abolition of this rule of 
presumption or a material modification of it. Considering that the rule is opposed to the 
recognised principles of evidence, that it is opposed to the fact that from ^ to ijnls of the ai'pa 
of these provinces was waste at the time of the Permanent Settlement, that it has been in 
operation for the last twenty-five years during which all who really required it and many more 
have had their titles judicially declared, that it places in the way of uuction.pnrchasnrs, seek¬ 
ing to get their just dues, obstacles w'hieli are practicillly insurmountable, and that it would 
operate in future with double hardship upon the landholder, it is but fair to him that 
the rule should be expunged from the Bill. The justice and necessity of its abolition can¬ 
not be better supported than by referring to section 190 of the Bill. When Government with 
all the means and appliances which a well-kept and organised system of accouiif s placed at tlieir 
disposal, find it necessary to protect their own interests by freeing those khas melials which 
have never been permanently settled (and these form the majority) from the operation of this 
rule of presumption, bow much more imperative must he the necessity for an amendment of the 
law in the interests of private landholders ? 

Section 50 (3).—The question as to in what cases the rule of 20 ycars^ presumption, not¬ 
withstanding that land has been added to or taken from a holding should apply should be left 
to the decision of the Courts, according to the merits of each case. A hard-and-fast rule, that 
the presumption shall appy to all cases of consolidation or reduction of holdings may be franght 
with great mischief. The remarks of Sir R. Couch in this connection contained in a ruling 
rejxn’ted in 21 W. R. 267 are well worth considering. 

Section 56 (4).—Considering that section 68 gives the tenant Full remedy for refusal or 
neglect on the part of his lundlonl to give him a receipt in proper form, this sub-section is 
wholly unnecessary. It is likely to prove a fruitful source of litigation by holding out to 
the tenant a prospect of discharge from all liability, if he can shew that his landlord has not 
put in some one particular in his receipt although it might have been from ignorance or 
oversight. 

Section 58.—‘A. demand of the receipt by a letter under a registered cover should precede 
the institution of a suit for recovery of penalty. The section, as it is, would offer a great 
temptation to the tenant to refuse to take the receipt and sue his landlord for recovery of double 
the amount paid by him. 

Section 61. —Clauses (<;) and {d) of this section are objectionable. A landholder's agent 
might have once refused to take rent from a raiyat on the ground of his not being a recorded 
tenant, or on the ground of some dispute as to the amount of rent, but that is no reason why 
it should be assumed tbat he would refuse to take rent at all future time, notwithstauding that 
the matters in dispute have been settled. There should be a tender of payment in every case 
before deposit is allowed. Nor should the raiyat be ulldwed to coustitute himself a judge of 
his landlord's title, and to deposit bis rent in Court on the plea-that by reason of u suit 
instituted by a third party, against his landlord, he feels a iotid fide doubt as to his title to 
receive it. 


Section 64 (I).—If this sub-section were made applicable only to rents deposited under 
clause (4) of section 61, we should have nothing to say ; but we strongly object to it as it clearly 
refers to all classes of deposit of rent. The Court should certainly have no power to pay 
money to B, wlien the raiyat has deposited to the credit of A. 

Sectione 74 and 75. —Exception should have l>eeu made in these sections in regard to such 
impositions “ iu addition to actual rent " which are allowed by law. 'I'ake for instance the 
cat-e of zammdari dawk charge, which is by law (Act Vlll of 1862, B.C.) payable by the 
zamfuddr, but which he may (section 9) stipulate with his raiyats for payment by them. 
Take again, the cane of the road cess. It is payable by law both by the raiyat and his landlord 
iu certain proportions, but there is nothing to prevent the latter to hind the former by contract 
for the payment of the whole amount by him. Sec, 4, ludian Law Reports, Calcutta, 6W. 
The Salamy which the landholder is clearly entitled to get for parting with a portion of his 
rights, e. g., allowing the tenant to take earth for brick-making, should also be expressly 
excepted. This is the more necessary, a.s the jicimlty provided in section 74 is very heavy. 

Seetione 76 — 83. —These sections, about improvements and compensation for improvefbents 
have been strongly objected to by landholdere. If they are allowed to stand, landholders 
should be given the prior right to make au improvement, where both they and their raiyat wish to 
make it j the right of non-occupancy raiyats to make improvements should be taken away, and 
the difference in this conneetiou between an occupancy-raiyat holding at a fixed rent or fixe<l rate 
of rent, and other occupancy-raiyats should be abolished. Section 7 1 furnishes another iustaueo 
of the great confusion which will arise, if this distinction is maintained. It is provided in 
clause (3) that if there is a dispute between the raiyat and his landlord ‘'.ns to llie right to 
muke^an improvement," the Collector shoulddecide the question and his decision sliall be 
final." The Collector must therefore determine finally and conclusively) although quite in au 
incidental way, whether a raiyat holds at a fixed or euhancible rent. 
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Sfclion 85.—'Hie effect of the various provisions of the Bill reffarding: suh-letting" and 
iinder-ruiyats would l>e to g'ive a (fn-nt impetus to the prog^ress of the institution, iiltliouf'h both 
the Secretary of State in Couitcil and the (lovernmentof India htive ex|iressed a desire that the 
ibstitution sliouli he discoura^^ed. A refjistered sub-lease will he ordinarily bindinu for nind 
years, the snh-lessee’s rent may not ho enhanced beyond a certain percenta«fe over the lessors’ 
rent, in certain cases of sale of the lessors’ title the sub-lease cannot lie avoided, and even in cases 
of ahanilomnenl hy the lessor he will have the rifflit to hoM on if he affiees It) ptiy the rent 
payalfle by lii.s lessor. These provisions would he more harmful to landholders and their raiyats 
tlian a |)rovision of free sale of occupancy holding.s with the restrictions which the revised 
Bill,imposed upon it. 

Hfc/ioH 80 {3 ).—The Bill provides for a notice of six months to he given to the raiynt in 
a case of ejectment. It is fair to the landholder that he should receive a notice of an equal 
jieriod in a ease of surrender. 

Serf ion Sh (3). —This chuise is objectionable. Tlie notice may fairly lie presumed if the 
landholder lets tlio snrrondcred land to another raiynt in the beginning of the yetir, hut to 
presume it in any other <‘ast’ would he doing him wrong. To presume the service of the notice 
from the fact thiit the raiyat has taken a new holding in the name of u relative or friend 
would 1)0 contrary to all rule.s of evidence, and to raise the presumption from the fact that the 
raiyat has ceased for tlirce months to live in the village, would he to expect the landholder 
to actio a way quite opposed to the provisions of section 87. When the question is one of coii- 
timicd liability of the raiyat to p.ay rent, he will ho presumed to have surrendered lii.s holding 
simply from the fact of his having ceased to live in the village for three months, hut when the 
question is one of the lainlholder’s right to re-let land which has been ahandonctl, no ahan- 
donment will he presumed till the expiry of the year, in which the raiyat so abandons, and not 
even then till the (’ollector on the apidicalion of the landlord has puhlishc 1 a imtice in the 
locality. It is provisions like these which have given the Bill such an one-sideil character. 

SeefioH 87. —'I'lic attempt made in this section to formulate the nature'of evidence 
required to jirove an ahandoninent', has singulurjy failed. A raiyat must (!) abandon his 
residenee; (ii) omit to make any arrangement for the payment of rent, and (3) 
cease to cultivate the land, before he cun he said under the section to have abandoned 
bis bolding. In the c.tsc therefore of a pykust or non-resident raiynt, there can he 
possibly no ahandonmerit of a holding, unless tint raiyat abandons his native village belonging 
to a difftirent hindhuldcr. The landholder will have no right to let the lands abandoned by a 
pykust raiynt to another raiyat until the pykust raiyat “ abandons his n sideiic*',” a contin¬ 
gency which may never happen. Again, there is no reason why a landholder should hav(> to 
W'ait for one year, and lose his year’s rent, if he is satisfied that the raiyat has really abandoned 
his holding. ’I'he jirovision for the jinhlication of notice sontained in clause (‘i) and for tlic 
recovery of possession hy the raiyat contained in clunse (:i) would be a suflieieiit check against 
any t/ta/a Ji'/eit of the lamiholder. 

It should be also observed that clause (3) extends the time wdthin which a raiyat may sue 
to recover po.s.scssion from one year to tw'o years. This extension of time is under the ciremii- 
stanees of the case, alloget.her unnecessary, and it will coniplieute malters, and give rise to 
litigation. If the land he let in the meantime to a settled raiyat of the village, and if lie lets 
it to another under-raiyat under a registered sub-lease, wliat an amount of confusion would be 
caused ? 

Sec/.i'>H 90. —This section takes away important rights of landholders as regards measure¬ 
ment. If the raiyat refuses to attend the measurement and point out his hind, clause (!il will 
place him in no worse position than a raiyat who has attended and pointed out his land. In both 
cases, the niCMsnremcnt will be presumed to be correct unless the contrary is shewn. The most 
notieeahlc defcc:t in the section is however, the absence of any provision for cases in which a 
landholder, nsiially an auetion-purehaser, is unable to ascertain the raiyats who are in posses¬ 
sion of the lands of his estate. A landholder may under such circumstaru;cs, it is true, make 
an application under the Record-of-Itiglits Chapter, Lajj^. it would ilirow upon him not only a 
deal of expense and trouble hut t^n.ld jilace him at the mercy of the Revcunc-oilicer. 

Secdotm 93‘100. —The strong support which the Bengal Government gave in their Report 
to the provision for the appointment of managers in joint estates was based on an erroneons 
assumption that it was the existing law. That law wa-, however, repealeil in 1874 when other 
obsolete cuaetinents were repealed. Since then no neiiessity has been made out for a provision 
like this which will jilaee in the hands of a small fractional shareholder of an estate the power 
of seriously annoying and iujiiriug his co sbitrers. Cuiisideriug that the holders of small 
estates collect their own rents from the raiyats, the appointment of a manager by Court will 
eat up all their profits. The facilities which the law and the rulings of the Courts have given 
for the partition of joint estates have rendered such a provision os this wholly unnecessary. 

Seefiona 10l~114. —Both among landholders and raiyats this is one of the most unpopular 
portions of the Bill. These sections give to the Executive Covernment a power to convulse 
rural society to an extent far exceeding anything which any differences arising out of the 
ordinary relations of landlord and tenant can create. Even under circiimslances of agrarian 
disturhanoes neither of the contending parties would avail themselves of these provisions. The 
Agrarian Disturbance Act of 1875 remained a dead-letter so long as it was in the Statute 
Book. The Select Committee Imve made these provisions much more objectionable than before 
by introducing a section (section 111) which gives tire Uevenile-oilieers power to reduce exist- 
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in^ r&nts either on the grounds aRowed by law or on any other ground, and we think tliut in 
jiistiee to the landholders apd in the interests of the raiyats thetnselves, these seetions should 
be omitted. 

Section 116.—\ record of proprietor’s private lands should be made only <in his ajudication, 
as it would otherwise jmt the landlndder and his raiyats to great (‘Xjiense and trouble at a time 
when there is perha|}8 perfect peace and harmony iHitween tl>e jiarties and when neither of them 
is prepared for the enquiry. Tlie provision emjtowering the Local ' iovernment to order such 
an enquiry at any time they please, and without any apjilieulioii on the ]iart of tlie raiyats or 
their landlord, is, therefore, highly ohjeetionablo. Section 120 involves an anomaly If a 
laiulholder after having cultivate*! by his own servants a piece of land for 12 years before the 
passing of the Act, turns it into raiyatti land, he will still be enabled after a lapse of 15 or 20 
years, when the record will be made, to claim it ns his jirivate hiinl ami to get it so r*!cord(<d. 

Chaiteii XH.—The provisions relating to distraint amount virtually to an abolition 
of the institution. They will give the landholders no greater powers than what the Code of 
Civil Procedure gives to every jilaintiff who may wish to get an attachment before* jmlgineiit. 
The landholder looks upon the enqis as the security for the recovery of his rent. The sale of 'he 
houses and the goods and chattels of raiyats is often times quite in.ndequate to meet the land* 
holder’s claim. In the case of noTi»resident raiyats the cro|>s raised by* them are the lainllord’s 
only security for bis rent. If they remove the crops before paying the rent the laialbolder 
generally loses his rent for the year. The pro*;eduro contained in this chapter would tlM*refore 
result in this, that while tlie landlonl is engaged in making application to the Court and 
satisfying it of the bona fiiee thereof, the raiyat will quietly rcaiovc his crojis and the 
former will not only lose his rent but also the costs of the application. It is a misnomer 
to call that a distraint which is nothing more or l<*ss than a process of Court. 'I'hc ])res«mt 
law on the Ktibjcet does not give the landholder any jiower which might be possibly 
abused, lie can only attach the crops, but he cannot interfere with the raiyat’s d >ing what 
lie likes with the crops without the assistance of the Court. It is the fear of the consequences 
if the raiyat removes the distrained crops that constitute the landbohlcr’s whole security for 
the, rent. There have been no complaints on the jiart of jmlicial oHicors of any abuse of 
the ]s)wer which the jiresont law allows with impunity. On no point, on the contrary, have 
public otlicers expressed themselves more'forcibly than in condemnation tif the procetlure 
contained in the Bill and in support of the existing law. 'I'he Presidency Conference, the 
Patna Conference, the Rajsh.'ihi Conference, the Bn rdwaii (jonferem e, the Orissa (,'onfercnce and 
a mimher of individual otlicers have recommended the retention of the existing law. 

Serfion Jiiii [fj ).—'file rule allowing an appeal in all eases should not be intcifered with. 
Rent suits should not be judged b\ the amount of ibo cbiini. Very often they possess an iin- 
])Ortance to which the value of the suit is no index. All tliose whom we have consulted are of 
opinion that it is uiiicli better that they should have the constitutional ri^lit of an ajipcal thaa 
iliut t.heir suits should he limilly decided by special otlicers selected liy the local flovermneiit. 

SeHion 1.^4. —'I'lie time within which a suit for cuhaiicemciit may be institute*! should be 
pxteml<;*l to the first 9 mont hs in oixler t*) eiialdc the landhohler to judge From the condition *)f 
the crops whether lie should institute the suit in a particular year. No one would like to iii- 
Btitiite a suit for ciihanceinciit when the prospect of the crops is gloomy or distrcs.s is impend* 
iiig over the country. 

SeefioH Wo {]).—Provision should he made for service by tkmrt of the notice of cjisdmerit. 

If it were left to the landlioldcrs, as this snh-scctiou docs, tlie service would he ilenied in most 
cases and the enquiry would entail iinnee*‘ssary expense uii*l d*‘lay. 

Section loti.—A *lecree for ejectment severs the relation between landlord aii*l ti'iiant. 

If there be crops on tlu; laiul they go with the laud to tl.e landholders, as ruled in a *iase re¬ 
ported ill 5 Indian Law Rejtort, Calcutta, I’to. 'I’liis section lays down a jirinciplc and pro¬ 
vides for nu elaborate enquiry quite in opposition to the jiulgc-iiiadc law on t.he subject. A 
raiyat may he ejecterl only at the close of the year when the crops have hccii reaped. There 
is, therefore, no necessity for this sectiim. Moreover, when a raiyat’s inttu'est may be sold out¬ 
right four times in the year, a provision regarding crops in cases of ejectment only would give 
the raiyat an illusory protection. 

Section 160 —This section introduces serious changes in the present law r*’giirdijig what 
are culled the protected interests. There could he ii*i objection to a lease for building or inaiiii- 
faetiiriiig purposes grunted at a fair rent being protceL(*d from avoidance on the sale of the 
superior tenure as provided in the present law, but this Be*jtiou goes much farther. A lease 
of laud whereon maiiuructories have been ereetcii, perhaps without the consent *jf the laiidholiTer, »«i. 
and reserving a nominal rent is declared a protected interest by this section ; as aLtj judicial 
leases granted to non-occupancy raiyats and permanent leases granted by the ont-goiug tciinre- 
holdcr. The effect of these provisions will l>e that it would be in the power of a teiiure-Jiolder 
to creates leases in the names of liis servants and relations which would absorb the entire 
profits of the tenuie and then put it up t" sale by making default in the jiaymelit of rent. 
Most tenures would bo rendered quite valueless in no time if these provisions an: ictaiinMl. 

Seetione 161 — 16S .—These Sections introduce alterations in the existing law wliich will 

f rove a fruitful source of litigation. No necessity whatever was felt for provisions like those. 

f the sale be made in the first instance subject to the regist»*red **ncumbranccs, and tlien, alter 
the sale proceeds have been found to l>e imulequate, a second sale be rn.adc with power to avoid 
such euciiinbrances, it would saddle tlie judgment-debtor with nmioccssury cosis, l■(•ducc the 
market value of the teuure and delay the realisation of money duo to Mie landholder. These 
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evils would be grently enhanced if the prooeedore be extended by the Local Government to 
■ales of occupancy holdings under Section 168. 

Section 177 .—The preamble of Regulation V of 1812 shows that although the Legisla¬ 
ture of 1703 enjoined the exchange of written engagements between landholder and tenant, 
the raiyats of these Provinces in a body deliberately refused to enter into written engagements 
which would make it obligatory on them to ]>ay as rent, cesses, and abwabs which they had 
been paying as benevolences, and that that Regulation was passed, among other objects to 
provide for such refusal. Since that time there has been vast progress in the material pros¬ 
perity of the country, in the spread of education and in the condition of the raiyats. They 
might well therefore be left to the resources of their own judgment in matters relating to 
their own interests. They will be perfectly free to contract away their liberties and become 
emigrants in a strange country, to borrow money at usurious rates of interest involving their 
ultimate ruin, and to mortgage their holdings or sell them in some coses, and yet this section 
im]K>scs rcstriclions upon freedom of contract in a variety of mattei's in which they are the 
best judges of their own interests. It is very doubtful how far these would be effective in 
practice and how far they w'ould prevent parties from having recourse to shifts and devices for 
the purpose of evading the law. These provisions, it should be observi-d, offer a striking con¬ 
trast to the provision contained in section 192. In the case of private landholders, free Con¬ 
tract is restricted in the interest of raiyats; in the ease of Government no contract entered 
into by a landholder with his ruiyals before the property came into the hands of Governmeni 
would be respect(.‘d if it interfered with the right of Government to assess fair and equitable 
rent u]>on the land. 

Section 162 .—This Bill should have nothing to do with homestead lands in towns and 
trading places. Where homestead lands do not form jiart of a raiyatti holding its incidents 
should be left to custom and contract. 

Section J84 .—The Bchedule to which tliis section refers has extended from one year to two 
yeura the time within which a raiyat dispossessed by his landlord may sue to recover posses¬ 
sion. We see no reason why this alteration in the existing law should 1)C nuade. 

Section ISO.-—A. provision which converts into a criminal offence acts, otherwise not erimi- 
ual, which relate to th<; daily transactions of life is most objectionable. The provisions of 
the section are, moreover, very one-sided. In the ease of the liiiidholder, for instance, an 
" attempt to distrain" would he a criminal offence, but in the case of the raiyat not only is an 
attein])t to resist distraint or remove distrained crops not criminal, but he may remove crops 
stored for division or appmisement under the Danahundy system without subjecting himself 
to any jxsnalty, civil or criminal. 

Sections 191 192 .— For reasons stated in different parts of this Dissent, those two sec¬ 

tions should he omitted and Government should be placed in exactly the same position regard¬ 
ing laudholding rights as private landholders. 

Section 196 .—We do not see either the necessity or the value of this section. If the Acts 
of the Local Legislature in any way conflict with the pn^visions of this Bill such Acts would 
be rendered inoperative by the Indian Councils Act, IStil. If those Acts provide for matters 
not ombriioed by this Bill they would have the force of law without any provision like this. 

Schednle /.--We strongly object to the sections of Regulation VI II of 1798 mentioned in 
this schedule being omitted. They contain the most important provisions on which tlie Per¬ 
manent Settlomoiit was based, next in im]>ortuuco only to the provisions flxing the revenue in 
perpetuity. 

We desire to say, in conclusion, that the Bill does not provide for any summary procedure 
for the recovery of rent. By making an express provision for decrees directing recovery «|f 
rent by instalments, by extending the time before a ®ile can take place from 20 to 30 
days from the d.ate of the pmclaination, and by giving the Ci'iirts discretion to extend beyond 
1 .) days the time within which a raiyat might protect himself from ejectment by payment of 
tiie decreed amount, the Bill has, on the contrary, thrown additional obstacles in the way of 
recovery of rent. 

C(»nsidering the irnjmrtance of the measure and the material changes in the Bill made by 
the Select Coininittee since their Preliminary Kejiort was uihmitted last year we think that it 
sliould be republished before its provisions are taken into (wnsuleration by the Council.

If not withdr.'iwu, it still requires further and 
serious consideration by the light of actual ascertained facts and circumstances of the country 
as opposed to mere opinions and ex-parte reports.

Cattle-Food, and Manuring Suhstanues. 

7.— Object and Direction of the Exhibition. 

Simultaneously with and wi'bin tbe limits of the Budapest General National Exhibition, 
1885, there will be held an International Exhibition of Seeds, Cattle-I’ood, and Manuring 
Substances. 

The immediate management of this International Exhibition has been intrusted to the 
General Committee of the General National Exhibition, 1885, residing in Budapest ^o. 6, 

Ferenez Jozsef-ter), ^ 

II —‘Place and Duration of the Exhibition. 

The General National Exhibition and simultaneously with and within the limits of the 
same, the International Exhibition of Seed.s, Cattle-Food, and Manuring Substanefis will he 
held in the Town-Park of Budapest, on the territory designated for tliis purpose by the 
Capital. 

The Exhibition will be opened on the 1st of May 1885 and closed on the 16th of October 
1885. 

HI.—Object of the International Exhibition. 

The object of the Intcruatioual Exhibit ion of Seeds, Cattle-Food, and Manuring Substances 
is to acquaint the Hungarian agriculturists with foreign produces #nd, in the interest of the 
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intercliaiigo of Beeds, also witli the foreign places of iin|iort, bosiili's to furnish detailed parti¬ 
culars of the foreign a<rricultural situations, rendering it possible ab tlie same time to foreigners 
to procure themselves a favuural>Ie market for their ]>roduees in Hungary. 

IV.-^Grovping of Objecln. 

The International Exhibition eomprises the following classes: 

(^) Seeds of Breiul-Coriis. 

Comprising : summer and winter wheat, spelt (German wheat), and the like; summer and 
winter rye; spring and winter barley, distiehons, square and hexastioh ; white and black oats; 
IndiuD-corn (maize). Buck-wheats, millet, beans, peas, lentils, and riee may likewise be 
exhibited in this class. Prom all the above kinds of corn there may also be exhibited the 
respective varieties. 

{li) Se<‘<lH of Medicinal Herbs. 

Comprising: Seeds of Medici tial Herbs; the herbs themselves as w’cll in raw state us in 
their different states prepared for the trado. 

(C) Seeds of Textile-Plants. 

Comprising -. hemp and flax, ramie (China-grass), iiettlo-plants, and Beetle of other textile- 
plants. It will be advisiihlc to exhibit also whole plants. 

The drawings of niachiueries and implements for the culture of hemp and flax, models of 
raitiug-pools and of hiiilding.s may also ho exhibited in this class. 

(D) Seeds of coininerci:iU]>1ant8 and of agricultural iiidiistry-plants. 

Comin-ising : rape, turnip, gold of jdeasurc, beetroot (sweet turnip), and bops; models or 
drawings of tools, implements, machineries, and buildings required for the cultivation and con¬ 
servation of hops, potatoe, chicory; kinds of sorghum, woad, madder, mallow (Althea 
rosea), Sapponnria (soap-root). The plants may be exhibited in raw condition or as products 
of flrst inniiuraeture. 

{^E) Seeds of Forage-Plants, 

All kinds of clover, liu^ernes, red clover, and esparset; nutnrnn and sj)ring vetches, 
beans, horse-beans; all kinds of j)ea8, lupines, sw(!de8, mangel-wurzel, turnips, and cattle- 
carrots, 8re,; topiuatnbiir, mobar, panieum, and other kinds of millet ; all sorts of herbs and 
«)ther forages or their respective seeds. Plants of the above seeds may likewise be exhibited iu 
dry and rooted samples. 

{F) Other kiinls of Cattle-Pood. 

Refuse of factories, germs of mall, ground-malt, remains of beetroots (sweet turnip) ; all 
sorts of oil-cake, bran, and artilicially composed cattlc-fuod. 

((?) Manures. 

All kinds of mineral-manures, as plaster, lime (calx), marl, kali-salt, and the manures 
made of kali-salts ; phosphate and phosphates made of. 

Of animal inaiiiires there may be exhibited: All kinds of guano, manure of hones, 
depressed and diffused bone-dust, horn-shavings, and the like. 

Of composLHl manures: poudrette, and all kinds of compost, &c. 

All the objects of this class shall be provided with labels containing the following 
particulars: 

(a) Are the exhibited seeds produced by the exhibitor or did ho hu_v them ? 

(d) Denomination of the exhibited kind of seed and other nearer particulars. 

(c) The place and, ns far as possible, also the soil upon which the seed has grown. 

{d) The quantity of hectoliters grown in the year 1884 on one hectare of tlic exhibited 
seed, if it has been produced by the exhibitor himself, or if* he is able to furnish such 
particulars. w 

(«) Whether the exhibitor generally sells the exhibited seeds for cultural or for technical 
juirposes ? If 5'eB, how nincli a year and at what prices ? 

All the seeds are to be exhibited iu proper glass vessels provided either with lids or with 
stoppers, or a sum of 2fls. =4/. shall he sent as the price for every such vessel. 

Of every kind of seed at least 3 liters shall he sent. 

lu order to complete the exhibition of seeds, it is very desirable that tlie ripe exemplaries 
of plants should he exhibited with their roots, spikes, cods, and sjiadixes. 

It is further desirable to get proper particulars respecting the ingredients of the soil, the 
chemical analysis of the seeds, or other qualities being of importance for the valuation of the 
seed. AH the necessary notes shall be represented either in form of tables, graphic drawings, 
or in any other way. 

In class [A) (Seeds of [cereaUs] Bread-Corus) tiie weight of a hectoliter shall be espe¬ 
cially noted. 
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In class (Jf) (Seeds of Medical Herbs) there is especially to he remarked :— 

(tf) the scientific Latin name of the seed resj)ectively of the plant, together with the 
usual local denomination ; 

(i) whether the exhibited seed of the medical herb has grown wild or been especially 
cultivated ? 

(e) where, in which communitj', on what soil, eventually on what places of a sped a 
culture (forest, meadow, &c.,) in which situation (mountain, river, hank, &c.,) the exhibited 
object has been produced or gathered ? Is it regularly gathered ? Which arc the therapeutio 
elements of the plant? 

Respecting the way of exhibition of the ohjeets of this class it is desirable that the 
modical-plai»ts should be exhibited in whole, rooted, and perlectly-developcd samples, .fastened 
upon a pasteboard or upon other small boards. 

The ingredients of plants and the seeds employed for therapeutio purposes shall ho 
exhibited also in their different degrees of pre])aratiou likewise in glass vessels or cylinders. 
Besides, there are to be exhibited the dilfereiit wiiys of psickiiig, ns well as the ingre<iient8 of 
plants classed according to their different coniinereial <jiialities. 

Ill class (C) (Seeds of Textile>Plaiits) there shall he likewise sent perfect plants with roots 
and iastened n)>on small hoards provided with a long-ineasure. 

In (-lass (f>) (Seeds of Commercial-Plants and of Agricultural Industry-Plants) the follow¬ 
ing partiiailars should e.Hpecially he given :— 

(<r) which method of culture is employed hy the grower? 

(A) what ways are employed for the conservation, preparation for the market, and for the 
packing of the prmluce ? 

Here too, as Car as possible, there are to he sent perfectly developed jdaiits os well as 
their produces in their different states of preparation us well as in the sluipu of ready 
t'ommereial articles. 

With the potatoes there is especially to he remarked; The designation of thes|)ecles; 
whether they are grown us table-potatoos or us cattle-lbod ; wliettier the latter are used for the 
manufacture of alcohol or of starch ? 

Of hops there are to he sent at least 5(i0 grams in glasses, besides at least 5 klgr. in sacs, 
for the sake of comparison. The method of drying and of the conservation of hops is likewise 
to be shown. 

Of beetroots and of potatoes there is to bo sent a quantity of at least 5 klgr. and 
exhibited upon glass or wooden plates. 

Of beetroots in dry condition 2 klgr. will be sufficient. 

Models and drawings of machinery and tools for the conservation of beetroots and hops, 
as well as the buildings for tiie drying of hops, may be exhibited in this class in models or in 
drawings. 

The different methods of packing are to be shown respecting the hops as well as the dye¬ 
ing plants. With the dyeing plants there shall be exhibited, besides the seeds, also such parts 
of plant which are used for the extraction of colour, as they are generally classified in 
commerce. 

In class (£) (Seeds of Forage-Plants) the drawings and models of the im)>lements or build¬ 
ings destined fur the preparation or conservation should also be exhibited. Besides, it will be 
advisable to give information respecting the method of cultivation employed by the exhibitor; 
how often he mows, in which way he proceeds with the conservatiou and preparation 
of cattle-food, as well us the proportion observed in the mixing of the several kinds of 
forages. 

Together with the exhibition of the forage-plants, there shall also he submitted the report 
of a CoutruLStation of Seeds, and remarked whether the seeds themselves are likewise used 
for cattle-food ? 

Besides, it will he required that the forage-plants should bo exhibited in their different 
states of development and from the different seasons, in perfectly rooted excmpluries as well in 
their state ripe for mowing as entirely develojied with perfectly ripe seeds. 

Also hero there maybe used white paste-boards, containing a long-measureineiit as well as 
the principal particulars respecting the nature of the soil, quantity of production in green and 
dried state, and the chemical analysis, &c. 

Of swedes and of topinambur there shall be sent 5 klgr. of each with special designation 
of the species, likewise to be exhibited on glass or wooden plates. 

In class (P) (Other kinds of cattle-food, as oil-cukes, &c.,) there shall be sent likewise 6 
klgr. Oil-cakes slinll be exhibited as whole cakes as well as ground. The bruised (crushed) 
forages as well as th<^ exhibited in small pieces shall be put iu glass vessels with lids. 
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The exhibiling factories and merchants are requested to communicate, besides the price of 
the object, also the frei{fht up (o the principal European railway, or steamboat-stations. 

In class (/>) (Manures) 5 klgr. of each sort are to be sent in g^Iuss vessels, as hermetically 
closed as possil>lc. Here too the freight up to the j>rincipul Europeau stations should be 
remarked besides tbe ]>rice of the objects. 


F. — Prizes. 

The most eminent objects exhibited will be distinguished in tbe sense of the Jury-Uegula- 
tions. 

The prizns are the following : 

1. Great Diploma of lionour. 

2. Dronze-medul. 

The one side of tbe Medal contains the chief merits of the exhibitor in terms ns:

Besides the Medals there will be distributed s])eciul Diplomas containing detailed designa¬ 
tion of tbe merits. 

The General Committee will take care of the inl.ercsts of foreign exhibitors by admitting 
into the Jury u corresponding number of foreign members. 

FI.—Retlnctiun of Freight. 

The General Committee has taken the necessary steps in order to procure the greatest 
possible reduction of freif^bts, on all lines (railway and st«’amcr) of the Austro-Hungarian 
Monarchy, for the objects of exhibition, a.s well on the entry as on the eventual return-journey 
of such objects.

A General Committee has been appointed by the above-named Minister and intrusted 
with the immediate management of the afluirs of the Exhibition. 

This General Committee will be presided by Dr. Alexander Matlekovits, Secretary of 
State, while Count Eugen Zichy, President of the National Industrial Society, will be Second- 
President, and Dr. Julius Schuicrer, Ministerial-Counselor, will be Director of the Committee. 

The General Committee, all by maintaining the limited character of the Exhibition, 
intending to produce in the first line only as complete and faithful a picture as possible of the 
Natural and Industrial Produces of Hungary, has decided to organize, simultaneously with and 
within tbo limits of the General National Exhibition, an International Exhibition of Seeds, 
Catllc-Food, and Manure, with the participation of any Foreign Country. 

The object of this International Exhibition is to acquaint the Hungarian agriculturists 
with foreign produces and, in the interest of the interchange of seeds, also with foreign places 
of import, and generally to give a clear picture of foreign agricultural production, whereby 
opportunity shall be given to foreigners to procure themselves a favourablo market for their 
produces in Hungary. 

These general points are the main cause which have induced the General Committee to 
admit into the Agricultural Section seeds, cattle-food, and manure also from abroad, and to 
permit also foreign products to compete, whereby the interests of foreign Exhibitors shall be 
taken into due consideration and protected by way of appointing foreign members into 
the Jury.

Of these routes the second was advocated in 1877 by Air. Alorris, Avlien 
condemning the direct line to Sanibalpur, because he considered Raipur, which 
the first route leaves far aside, to be an obligatory point. But on further con¬ 
sideration he liidd, in 1880.81, that this route would “ sacrifice the best interests 

of the Bilaspur District, ” the richest 
• CLiof Commissionor-H^ nil poitioiisof wbich lie to the west and 

iiorth-Avest.* He consequently decided 
on the third route, which is a medium betw'een the two, and is the final pro¬ 
ject for extension, which has been since matured. The soundntiss of his con¬ 
clusion was confirmed by the empiiries made of tne Commissioner of the 
Chhattisgarh Division and other local officers by our Ilou’ble Colleague, Mr. 
'Hope, when Ausiting Nagpur and Nandgaon in Alarch last. We consider it to 
be finally eslablisluid by the able report of Air. J. B. Puller, the Director of 
Agriculture in the Central Provinces, forwarded herewith, which shows the 
necessity of affording a fair bal^pe^ of railway facilities to the wheat and oil¬ 
seed-producing tracts of Chhattisgarh on the one hand, and to the soils best 
suited for rice on the other.

35. It w'ill bo observed that, comparing the route from Dugni fo IIoAvrah 
direct via Midnapur, and to Cahmtta, via Sitaramjmr and the East Indian 
Bailw’ay, there would be by the former a saving of 71 miles in distance run, 
but an excess of 07 miles of new line to b(^ eoustrueUid, and of It 1,28,01,2 to in 
capital outlay. Moreover, by the ijiti^rest on this additional sum, by the 
al)s(^nce of the eboaj) coal obtainable at Sitaraiupur, and by the heavy mainten¬ 
ance of embankments and large bridges sul)j(“ct to fr(;quent floods and (.o tho 
risk of cyelouie. waves, tlio Midnapur line would be so weighted that a ton of 
goods could be carried as ebenply v'd Sitaraiupur. In time there might he 
some savdug, but this would he ill compensated for by a terminus at Howrah, 
which, now that tlio bridge at llooghly is in progress, is generally considered to 
be le.ss convenient than the east side of the river. 


30. Independently of the above copsicbirations, there can be no doubt 
betw'een the amount of tralfie wliich would bo served by the two. The pecu¬ 
liar virtue of the Silai-ampur route, in acting, as lias been explained in para¬ 
graph 19, as an interceiiting drain to the trallie of tho whoh^ country west of it, 
would be lost by the adoption of its rival, and the bulk of the trafiie of Cliota 
Nagpur and Manbhoom would continue, as at jinisent, to wend its way pain¬ 
fully in bullock carts to the various stations on the lilast Indian llailw^ay. The 
first portion of the route, from Dugni to Midiiaimr, is confined by bills and 
sparsely populated; the second, from that town to Calcutta, is alivady well 
served by the Midnapur canal, wdiich last year carried 329,00() passengers and 
338,000 tons of goods by steamers and boats, and might prove so formidable a 
competitor that the line might be reduced to tho through traflic from lx.'yond 
Dugni as its principal remuneration. The contrast betw’ccn tho tw’o is clearly 
put in paragraph 82 of Mr. Tlislcy’s note, to which, as also to the Lieu4)en;jipt- 
Governor’s opinion contained in No. 2948lt., dated the 28th July 188.3, we 
would invite attention. It is quite jiossible that at some future date, when the 
trade of the Central and Upper Provinces, and of Cliota Nagpore, Ijas largely 
developed, a line from Dugni to Howrah, or preferably Hooghly, may be found 
to be remunerative, but there is nothing at present to justify the abandonment, 
for it, of the obvious advantages of the Sitararnpur route.

IS. We touch on this question in accordance with the request in Your 
Lordship’s tt legram of the 9th March last, hut shall do so with reference solely 
to the .'•iivuirnstancos of the particular line under consideration. We do not 
feel calh'd uj)on to enter into any discussion of the relative merits of the bi'oad 
and nietr<! guag(^s in the abstract. Luring the earlier discussions regarding the 
Nagi»ur-Longargarh Railway except those in 1807, M'hen the Government of 
Iniiia expressed itself on Itnj)crial grounds in favor of the broad gauge, it was 
assufhed that the guage should be metre because, as would appear, that gauge 
was at the tinn* belim ed to he generally suitable to the trallic demands and limited 
financial rc'sonrees of India. In 1879, however, when the necessity for discri¬ 
minating l)el we<Mi mere local Hne.s, and main communications, liable to heavy de¬ 
mands for through tralUc, special c.vports or military exigencies had become appa¬ 


rent, and had been recognised by the Scfiretary of State for India in the case of the

advocated* the ado])ti()n of the broad guage for theNaginir-Longargarh Railway. 
The grounds assigned were the ctinvenicnce to the grain traflit?, and the saving 
in (!oal supplied from the AVarora collieries, by avoiding trarishipment at Nag¬ 
pur, hut we bc'lieve the probability of eventual extension to Bengal was also 
taken info aei-tuint. ’I'lie Se.(*retary of State disapproved of this departure 


from tlu5 original projeurt, on the ground that “no reasons arc assigned for the 
proposal which might not be ajiplicd to every new line of railway,” and the 
line to Nandgaon has consequently been constructed on the metre gauge. 


19. We understand the policy, in respect of gauge, accepted for some 
years past by the Government of India and the Secretary of State tp be as 
follows. Tlie metre guage is to be invariably adopted for provincial and local 
railw'ays, “ specially constructed fyr a slow goods traffic,” designed “ to stimulate 
the exchange of commodities ami pr|)vide.for a goods trallic with special re¬ 
ference to local needs and local means,” regarding which “ it may certainly 
be said that the traffic uj)ou them will be light,” and that “ a network of sub¬ 
sidiary lines ” of this nature, at the lowest possible cost, is to be promoted as 
far as possible. The broad giiage, on the other hand, is recognised as suited to 
“ 8up])lemciitary through Hues of communication," or those which are “ desirable 
on strategic and military grounds,” and while demands for such arc to be ex¬ 
amined with caution, tliey may ho admitted where the traffic,can be shown to 
require it, and in the case ot existing metr6 gauge lines, relief to the trade of 
the country may bo afforded even “ by relaying them on the broad gauge.”t 


20. Concurring in this policy, as our recommendations in respect of 
various railway projects on the metre gauge will have shown, we consider 
tliat the present instance is undoubtedly one for the adoption of the broad 
gauge. 

(o) The line is a “ through line,” covering the shortest distance between 
Bombay and Calcutta, and though the ^through traffic may not 
be very heavy, tl\g double break eff gauge, which would result 
from interposing the narrow gauge between two broad gauge lines, 
would cause serious delay, inconvonienqe and expense. 

(b) The line will likewise, if the Nizam’s Railway be constructed, 

become a “through line” to the Lcccan and the Madras Presi¬ 
dency from the whole of Eastern Indi^, and from Northern India 
also, if the Bilaspur-Katni-Etawah proj^t should be curried out, 

(c) The line is also a grain exporting line\to both ports, from a 

point, which may be termed the " tramo-shed,’* somewhere in

the speed, cost of trans])ort and facilities olfered in each direc¬ 
tion. Horn bay will probably retain nmcb of the area it now 
commands ; Calcutta will also draw lar^^ely on the eastern dis¬ 
tricts of the Central l-*roAduees, as it on(;e used to ib), and will 
profit by the vast increase of eultivath:)n wbiob may be confident¬ 
ly expected in ibem. A break of f»au"e, we may remark, is 
especially j)rejiid'cial to the wheat tratb', laatause not only is 
the margin of ])rofit on this arliele, in competition with America 
and other countries, so narrow that an a ddition of even about 
four annas per ton is undesiniblc, but also tlie uncertainty as 
to when a (ronsiijnirunit once- started will, after breakinf? bulk, 
reach the ]>()rt of embarkation, deranf^es the sliip]»in<i; arraui'cments, 
and often b'ads to loss on froijifbt wlticb has been taken up. To 
the Bombay grain trade;, wo have as<;ertaincd that tin; break at 
JS’jigpur is already a source of uncertainty, delay and expense, 
which demands early removal ; on tin; Cah;ut(a trade, interposition 
of a similar obstacle at Sitaram])ur would be nn jtistifiable. *But 
besides this, tjie Nam)ur-Nandgaon metre gauge line already 
finds difficulty in disposing of tin* traffic crowding to it, and wo 
consider that the adopti(m of this gauge throughout w'ould, in 
vicu'^ of the prosp(;cfs of the grain trade;, esjjceially in wheat and 
oilse(‘ds, be an ijnprovidciit act, certain shortly to dcjuand a costly 
remedy. 

(d) Moreover, the line is a trunk line, destined inevitably, and "wo hope 

at no distant date, to receive four important connections, viz., (1) 
Jlaipur to Vi/.agapatam, 372 miles; (2) Bilaspur, througli the 
llowah coal fi(*lds, to Saugorand litawah, 3D2 mih's ; Ci) Cbyebassa 
(or other suitable point) to Cuttack and Bom’ce, 230 miles; and 
.Dugni (or other suitable point) to Cliola Nagpur, Mogulserai and 
Gya, 388 miles. Wlietlicr these connections be on the broad 
gauge or on the meti*e, the traffic to and from them will bo a 
material addition to the traffic proper to the main line, increasing 
the necessity for broad gauge on tlie latter. 

(e) Again,tbeline willbe.as wc shall presently show, essentially a famine- 

relief line. Wliether the occasion be(as nearly^ occurr(>d ini 808-69) 
a famine in the Central Provinces, or (as will ordinarily happen) 
a dein.'md on the proverbial “granary of India” for relief to Bchar, 
to Buiidelkhund and the North-West, or to Western and Southern 
India, the broad gauge carrying power and the absence of break 
will be essential to an effective response. 

(J'J Moreover, the line will be a mineral line, carrying sujjplies of coal 
for other railways, especially the first and third of tliose named 
in clause (e) above, and will thus get another special addition to 
the ordinary traffic on it, affording a further reason for adopting 
the broad gauge. 

(^) The mercantile community in general are decidedly in favor of the 
broad gauge throughout. In May 1878, the Bombay Chamber 
of Commerce memorialised us, strongly deprecating the adoption 
of the metre gauge from Nagpur eastwards, The Bengal Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce take the same view, and we have lately received

(h) Finally, both the firms which have made proposals for forming a 
Company to construct the line, Messrs. Hoare, Miller and Co. and 
Messrs. Bum and Co., make the adoption of the broad gauge, 
and the conversion of the metre gauge section from Nagpur to 
Nnndgaon, a sine qud non. They may he presumed to know what 
is best- in their own interests. 
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We have no hesitation in holding that the above reasons are special, not 
such as might be applied to any line of railway, and that they justify, consis¬ 
tently witli tlio present accepted policy, the adoption of the broad gauge in this 
case. We may add that there need he the less hesitation as to the conversion, 
seeing that the cost will be borne by the Company, and the material and stock 
returned to us can be readily* utilised on other State Railways. 




Cost. 

21. Sitarampur to Bllnspur .—The results of the location survey made 

during the past season are now reported 
(enclosure No. 1) as 366J miles, estimated 
by Mr. Parker to cost, including land, 
142,98,96,670, or R81,853 per mile. In 
this estimate, it is possible that som<5 Kites 
may prove to be rather low, but materials 
and labour are probably cheap tlirough- 
out a gK;at part of the country traversed. 
Upon this subject generally we concur 
with our Director General of Railways (Colonel Stanton) whose remarks, re¬ 
corded in 1881 with reference to this line, are quoted marginally. On the 
wdiole, and assuming that a private company will look activel,y after their own 
interests in every particular, we think that an estimate of R82,000 per mile 
should bo am])le to cover all contingencies. The total for this section will thus 
become R2,99,70,000, or 300 lakhs in round numbers.

21. We consider th.at the best method of carrying this an’angoment into 
practice will be for the Company to take over the existing line, as it stands, 
immediately on the execution of their contract, at the price booked as its cost 
plus tho balance of tlic interest account on the date of transfer minus a suitable 
allowancii for depreciation of way and stock up to date. The Company would 
then work the line, the earnings of which w’ould be a set off to interest on 
their capital during the construction of their whole undertaking, would convey 
over it to Nandgiion and intermediate stations a supply of broad gauge materi¬ 
als wherewith to etl'eet the conversion and push on the extension, and would 
ultimately elfoet the convei'sion, from one or other ends, at their own conve¬ 
nience and without interruption of traffic. Tho metre gauge materials and 
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stock, as released, would be made over to the officers of Governmeut at Nagpur 
or wherever it raiplit he found convenient to send them, with refereiiee to 
their ultimate destination. The materials and stock so reccdvcMl sliould then 
bo valued w'ith reference to their condition at the date of delivery, their desti¬ 
nation, and the market price of tiie day, and the amount tlius determined 
should he adjusted against the total cost price at which the line was originally 
(landed over.

it was impossible to summarise. Feirtber information being still desired, 
we now beg to forward reports by Mr. IT. 11. Jlisley, Officiating Deputy 
Commissioner of Manbhoom (who wr.s placed ;on special duty, at 1 be sugges¬ 
tion of the Lieuteuant-Goveruor of Bengal) on the trade statistics, &c., of 
that part of Bengal aff(;e.ted by the ]u'oposed milway, and by Mr. F. B. 
Fuller, the Ofii(;iatlng Dirf'ctor of Agriculture in the Central Provinces, on 
the tiude resources of Cliliattisgarh. 


29. Mr. Rislcy, a very careful officer who has given much attention 
to trade questif)ns, and has already madt; useful eontribulions to our knowledge 
of Chota Nagpur, carries his do.seri])tion down to tin; Hengir et)al fi{;ld, on the 
confines of Sambalpur. He shows that owing to the geographical formation 
of the country, the main eurronts of exjiovt trade follow the natural slope from 
west and north-west towards tho east, and convei'ge gradually oil the East Indian 
Railway between Burrakar and Burdwan. The imports r(;turn by the same 
routes. Consequently, a i*ailway running round from Cliyebassa to Sitai'ampur 
not only has no water communication to fear, but, owing to the peculiar 
conformation of the country, both commands,the ti'affic of its own strip and 
cuts off, so to speak, the traffic of an enormous tract of country to the west, 
which can only find an outlet by flowing towards the new line. “It crosses, 
as it were, the mouth of an estuary and interceuts its entire contents.” The 
declared imports and export of certain specified articles Mr. Rislcy states 
to amount to 428,300 and ],022,COO raaunds respectively. But after explaining 
that no one who possesses a fair general knowledge of Chota Nagpur would 
jiccept these figures as approaching the truth, he adds “no attempt has been 
made; here to anticipate the enormous extension of the import trade which will 
t PoBHesaiiig an urea of 43,026 nqiinro niiles and follow Upon tllC Opening of tllC railway, 
a population of 4,903,891. At present Cliota Nagpurt is in - a primi¬ 
tive stage of economic development • * ‘no attempt has been 

made to estimate the quantity of coal, dyewoods, iron, limestone and tassar 
cocoons which the railway may be called upon to carry. The po.ssible develop¬ 
ment of rival coalfields, the success of the Barrakur Ironworks, the demand 
which may spring up for indigenous dyes, and the prospects of tassar silk in 
the European market, all these causes are too obscure and too complicated for 
it to he- possible to anticipate their results aud express them in a statistical 
form. It can only he said that these factors may have an important influence 
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3 n tho future of the railway, and that some of them stand a fair chanee of 
soming into play on a large scale within tho next ten years.’* 

30. Mr. Fuller, whose statistical experience as Assistant Director of Agri- 

julture in the North-Western Provinces is m'oII knoAvn, presents coloured maps 
indicating the density of the population, and the proportion of soils suited 
for wheat and oil-seeds, together with a sketch of the routes. Ou ing to a largo 
portion of Chhattisgarh consisting of zemindarics and chiefships, tlu'se facts 
IS to population and soil constitute a more reliahh; indication than (fstimates 
)f produces. It may, however, be mentioned that in tho Khaim portiim only 
)f the Raipur, Bilaspur aud Sambalpur Districts tho total eropjsed area 
.8 3,804,147 acres, while the black soil suitable for wheat, but still uncultivated 
.8 1,007,832 acres. The annual demand for salt is put at 450,000 mauiids, 
ind for European piece goods and metals at 120,000 and 80,000 rnaimds 
respectively. Confidemee is expressed that by the removal of tho dilliculty of 
communication “ a large export would bo at once created. * • * * 

[n this export trade wheat, rice and oil-seeds w'oiild form the staple commodi- 
:ies, but a (ronsidcrabh; accession of traffic may be exp(*cted from forest y)roduco, 
jspe(nally lac.” In illustration of the elfect of adequate railway faciliti<!S, 
Mr. Fuller states that the railway took comyiaratively little when open cnily to 
Amgaon, but the extension to Dongargarh raised the exports to 754,(155 
naunds, and that to Nandgaon to 1,492,(153. We may supidenunit his acicount 
)y tho following extract from a communication lately rcHieivod from tho Com- 
nissioncr of Chhattisgarh ;— 

“The Nagpur and Chhatti.sgarh metre gauge line was opened in Fehruary with a gntjit 
lourish of trumpets to Raj Naiidg.aoti. lu twenty-one weeks that line has earried T), M 7 
:on8 of gt)ods, mostly grain. Carts have hoen travelling into JSauilgaon earryiiig grain at 
:.he rat/! of 1,000 to 1,200 per day. And if the line was only o])en ti> this, 1 heliove that, 
[taipur would beeome an immense, grain depOt, where suHieient wouhl he stoiaal to keej) the 
ine occupied the gritatiir part of the rains. As it is, there are immense stocks of grain here. 
The heavy tralllc over the eastern road (/'. e., the -13 miles between Raipur and Nandgiion) 
iHS out the road to pieces, and tiie l,wo rivers make cartage so diflicnlt, that the traflic; is now 
stopja’ng; hut the people are very anxious a)>ont the railway. This is not Knr])rising, when 
,rou look at the rise in cart hire: formerly Ks. 3 coveri-tl tho <;artage of on<!cart=l2 t<j 
15 manmls from this t.o Nandgaon; this year tho rates ha ve ri.sen from 1112 (,o Hl(i j)er 
:art for the 4-3 miles. This high rate swallows uj> nearly the wliohi of the ])rolils, .so that 

nuch of the later grain dealings have heen carried on at a loss. * * * * 

“ Therf-is no douht that Chhattisgarh is a perfect granary, with <!oj)siderahle oj)]>ortnnity 
'or expansion. The dense poj.mlation is all crowded together into a co_tnpa.ratividj' small ari>u, 
>ut there is room and to spare all round for all the superlluous popiihilion that exist.s, and good 
and in ahniidanec waiting for people to eultiv.ato it. They will he forced l,o take to migration 
xj these cultival)lc wastes when the railway drives up juices. At jiiosent. a man eaiiis (tnongh 
11 three day's to keep him for seven, so he idles away four; a-rnl lie will have no indneerneiit 
;o work unt il lie sees than he can get a fair ju ice for tlu! grain raisifd. Now the jirices that 

•each the cultivators can hardy cover the cost of cultivation. * * * 

Ihe whole country is covered with sjieeulators, agents from Bombay (inns, &c. Some of 
iliem have made a good thing of it, but the rise in cart hire has rc'duced the jirofits to a very 
ow ebb." 

31. These accounts by Messrs. Risley and Fuller, together with the other 
nformation previously supplied, theuud nmmorandum by Mr. Joiuss, show tl)at 
lie railway will have an amphi and increasing traflio arising from stations thniwglijj^ 
)ut the greater part of its length. There is, however, a [lurtion of abrnit SO miles 
icar the centre of the line from wliicli much cannot he expee-ted locally, beyond 
die sal timber which the vast adjacent forests supj)ly. This section u ill, hpwever, 
ye relieved from unremunerativeness by the through tratlic in grain and oilseeds 
Tom Calcutta which the-eastern jiart of Chhattisgarh and Sambalpur will 
ifford. We liavc already alluded [paragraph 20 (i)] to the point, or “ iiaffio 
ihed,” whence the produce will How eastward, and to tin; difficulty of pre- 
licting whereabouts it will lie. It may, however, be expiaded to he ordinarily 
juite as far west as Bilaspur, aud thus to secure a very largo through ti-affic 
'or the section to which wo allude. The Ilengir coal also w’ili tr.ivel eastw'ard

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32. Hitlicrto we have dealt onJy with the traffic normal to the localities 
traversed by the line; hut it must not be overlooked that the line may 
calculate also on receiving, to a greater or less extent, according tt) circum- 
8taiK“(?s, (1) an additional normal ti*ai£lc from the ctmnections or subsidiary lines 
rcfeiTod to above [paragraph 20 (6) and (d)], and (2) an abnormal grain traffic 
in times of scarcity or iamine, which are un.hai)pily, too freejuent in one part of 
It lia or another. 


33. In concluding this branch of our subject wo have only to remark that 
-we consider a mass of concurrent testimony, such as that which has been brought 
forward, t(j be far more to be depended upon than any statistical tables 
comj)iled from returns of ])rescnt traffic passing particular points, because a 
large portion of tralRc everywht‘re avoids such points, and existing traffic is 
no suHicijait criterion for railway enterprise in any country known to be greatly 
improvable.

“ JJ‘ tlie of carrying a ton of gowlK is rediiood, by the substitution of railway convey¬ 
ance for carts, from throe annas per nule to half an anna, it is certain,” urged Lord 

Northbrook’s Government in 1876,* “ that when, 
as in this case, the produce and the demand exist, 
the number of tons carried will increase in some proportion to the rediurtion in the cost of 
conveyance. The iiuirease of trallic from the lowering of the rat«‘ for earriagt! is a simple and 
certain ectusecjiienet* of the ordinary laws of trade, and should be calculated on in any estimate 
of railway earuings.” 


Henmnerativonesa. 

34. On this point we would in tbe instance invite attention to the 

fact that a long series of local authorities have for twelve years j)ast insisted 
on the remunerativeness of a line reaching the heart of the Central Provinces, 
have supported their opinions by statistics which were admittedly within tho 
truth, and liave been willing to incur tlie risk of the undertaking out of the 
limited resources provincially assigned to them. The net ret urn tiny anticipat¬ 
ed was not less than from 4 to 6^ percent. The Governments of Lord Lawrence, 
Lord Mayo and Lord Northbrook have in succession favored such a line, and the 
later wliilo anticipating “certainly 2^ to 3 per cent, at the outset” reckoned 
on an increase of tnaffic “ seeing that the country to be opened out is rich in 
produce, wlihrli b.-is hitherto been locked up for want of means of communica¬ 
tion.” Experience is already verifying these anticipations, tbe first section

35. Regarding tho lai^er project now under consideration, we can fairly 
say that it is supporL^d by statistics not less complete, and traverses,tracts of 
country not less promising or loss distressed for want of an outlet, than those' 
just referred to. It possesses, moreover, two singular advantages;—iu working, 
that of good coal procuraffle, actually at one terminus, within easy distance 
of the other, and also at a oonvenlent point on the line between the two; in 
construction, that of cheap labour, of abundant timber, and, if your Lordship 
should givts effect to our recommendations r(‘garding the BengfU Ironworks, 
of permanent way and other iron and steel requirements manufacturable close

embark in the undertaking with, at most, a guarantee of 4 percent, fora period 
only sufficient to put it in working order throughout. 
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36. If the proposal were to construct the Sifarampur-Niincl<;aon section 
as a broad-gauge State Railway, and to convert to that gauge the open 
continuation to Nagpur, we should have no hesitation in recommending the work 
as technicnlly “Productive,” that is to say, as one which “ may fairly he C'^ti- 
mated to pay, within a maximum limit of five years from the dale* of the line 
being open for traffic, 4 per cent, on the ca])itnl invest'd.”* Much mor(\ then,

37 . As to the exact nature of this aid, we have already, in our despatch 
No. 29 of 23rd January last, recommended the juloption of the “ Hengal Cen¬ 
tral ” terms and the didiit to the head of ill. Famine ilelivf <nnl Innnrance 
of whatever interest charge may he incurred. Rt-garding this we may remark 

that the liability of flovcaainu nt will be 
for int(‘rest on an amount, only ono-fonrth 
more than would he napiircd to complete 
the existing project, hut. Avitli tin* corre¬ 
sponding advantages that (1) a broad- 
gauge line will he olitaiiual instead of a 
narrow one ; (2) tin* liability will terminate 
in a few years instead of being for a per¬ 
manent. increase to the debt, of Indit :

Cirenmstanecs having somewhat changed in tlu^ money mai-ket and other¬ 
wise, since January last, wc may state that vve see no o])j(Hrt.ion to such rea¬ 
sonable modification of tlie “ Bengal Central ” tta nis, in harmony with their 
general principle of a strictly liiuited guarantta', as may sufiiee b) seeurtr the 
early launching of the undertaking. Por instaru'c, we should schi no harm, 
but rather, some advantages, in the debit of interest during construction to 
capital, and the commencement of the guarant(!<^ agreed on fj-om the; date of 
the opening of the line. W(i t(‘l(‘graj)he(l to your Lordship in this sense on the 
10th ultimo in the case of the Bho])ai-Gwalior-Ca\vn 2 )ur lliiilvvay. 


38. So far, we have treated the question as one of direct liability, return 
and profit. But the indirect advantages of railway extension are too important 
to be ignored. One of your Lordship’s prcdcc<\ssors addressed the Government 
of India on this subject as follows :— 

“ Tltoupjli equal profils ma}’^ not he ohtiiinahlc from future lines, this does not con.xtitutc 
an unanswerable ohjec.tion to further extension. For lines wliieli in themselves are perhaps 
unrcnviunerativo may he of the hifjhest political and soeiiil, and imlircsetly, even of great com¬ 
mercial value. Thus a line which connects important strategical points may ])roduce an 
economy of military expenditure far more than sutKcient to cover any ios.s whicli may arise 
from the working of the line itself. Again, a line which facilitates (he carriage of food in 
districts where harvests are uncertain may lie of tlio highest value, though not. directly re¬ 
munerative. The same may he said of lines whieli facilitate the intercourse of remote and 
backward districts with the moi'e advanced, <ir which enable the peojilc to c<itne more easily 
and frequently to markets, to courts of justice, ami BO fourth, or enable Magistrates to visit 
their districts with greater convenience. These are only a few of the many indin et a<lvHn- 
tages attending the extension of railways, whicli justify us in laying down the principle that 
direct oommoroial success is not to he regarded as the one single test of their value.” 
palch No, 3, dated LGlh January IfiGS). ^ 

These remarks have special applicability to the present case.

39. The first and perhaps one of the most pecuniarily valuable of the 
Lndirest advantages of this railway, is the power it will confer of increasing t he 
land revenue of tho Raipur and Bilaspur distriete at their ajiproaehing 
re-settlement in 1885-88.

alluded in paragraph

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the Secretary of State. Colonel Keatin^e estimated at lakhs of rupees the 
increase of assessment attributable to the now railway facilities alone. Suppoa> 
ing that it amounted to annas per acre, the annual proceeds would be about 
Its, 2,75,000 or Rs. 3,00,000 at once, and probably double this twenty years hence, 
on the expiry of the revised settlement, owing to increase of cultivation and rise 
in prices. This would be a material and permanent set-off to any temporary 
liability the Government might now incur in starting the line. We would 
invite siM'cial attention to the remarks upon it of the present Chief Commis¬ 
sioner of the Central Provinces, Mr. Jones, in the memoi’andnm which is 
appended to this Despatch, adding that, unless the work be commenced 
^it hout delay, it will be impossible to enhance the land revenue on the ground 
of facilities which do not exist. 


40. Another indirect gain, which is certain to be large, is the increase 
of receipts, in which the Government will share, from the additional traffic 
W'hich this railway will throw upon the Great Indian Peninsula Railway 
at one end and tlie East Indian Railway at the other. 


41. Another obvious, though less easily calculable, indirect advantage 
is the relief to cxtdiangc which must result from every increase to the exports 
of India. Considering that the tract commanded by the proposed line is one 
which produces in vast quantities, .and is capable, with better coramuni(;a- 
tions, of producing far more largely still, the two commodities, grain and oil¬ 
seeds, which are in demand in Europe, we think this advantage is too 
imj)ortant to be ignored. 


42. But equal to, or it may be for 'greater than, either of the indirect 
advantages just named, in its pecuniary value to the State, and fraught 
also with intluenec on human life, is the protective effect of this line in time 
of scarcity or famine. Chhattisgarh is a region whicdi has now been as¬ 
certained meteorologically to be favored with a rainfall more uniform, 
constant and snirieieut, from year to year, than any other in India. It is 
thus, while almost cxemj)t, excej)t on very rare occasions, from risk of famine, 
able to e.ome with grain siij)j)]ie8 to the aid of other provine(?s wluire scarcity or 
famine ju’ovails. Hut raihvay communication is indispensable to the use of 
this gift with i)r()m])titude and sufficiency. The risk which the Province 
itself ran during tlie dearth of 186'.), for want of such communication, is 
described in Mr. Morris’s nuuute of 6th March 1874. The great additional 
help it might have afforded, had such existed during the famine of 1876-78 
in Southern and AVestern India, is obvious, and was recognised by Sir John 
Strachey in the latter year, in the following remarks on the Nagpur-Chhattis- 
garh Railway :— 

• 

“ It is of urgi-nt luices.sity to su))ply means for its construetion at the earliest possible 
moment, as it will bo s]>eeially useful as a means of bringing food grains down to the main line 
of railway in the Doecan, and thus be ol' great value in time of scai'city, as has been very truly 
remarked by Sir A. Clarke.” 


Sup[)Osing the line now under consideration to he constructed, the whole 
resources (va.stly increased) of the tract ref Axed to will ho availahlo at either 
end for famine relief of Bebnr and Bengal on the one hand, and of Western 
and Southern India on the other. Moreover, tlie addition hereafter of a 
branch to Cuttack wall render impossible in Orissa a disaster such as that of 

1869, w'hile the conuoction of Bilaspur 
with Bundcilkhand and Northern India 
will he a most important safeguard against 

famine in that quarter.

In fact, so important do w^e consider the protective aspect of this project, 
that wc should liave hoeh prepared to recommend it to Your Lordship as a 
Protective work, had any necessity existed for doing so. 


43. In conclusion, we trust that we have now supplied all the in¬ 
formation which Your Lordship desired to possess, and that it may be 
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held to warrant an arrangement with Messrs. Iloare, Miller & Co., at the 
earliest practicable date.

11 to 17 of 
our despatch No. 209 Einance and Commerce of 2fith Sef)tembcr last, and 
in para. 13 of our furtluir despatch of this date, on Railway policy, to which 
the opinions of the Members of the Famine Commis.sion now in India are 
appended. 


4. While abstaining from further remonstranc'o again.st the postponement 
of a decision as to the linancuil basis on wliich this jiroji'ct is to h<^ carried out, 
and the agency to be employed until the Select Committee of the House of 
Contmons have reported, we fed it our duty to submit to your Lordship jiro- 
posals by which the intcrvjil which must elapse before tlurse jioiuts can be decided 
may be used to the best advantage. 


6. In the first place, we would point out that a postponement of decision 
on the two points above mentioned need be no bar to the pres(mt consideration 
of the questions of route, gauge, cost, traffic, remunerativeness and indirect ad¬ 
vantages, and to the formal sanction of the project as such. 

We learn from the 4th para, of the despatch under reply that your Lord- 
ship considers the information furnished to be “ most valuable,” and infer tha't 
it is considered sufficient for the purpose. We are now able to su))j)h!ment it 
in a few particulars, which wo proceed to mention. 

6. Moute ,—We have received your Lordship’s despatch No. 136 of .‘list 
October last, forwarding a request from Mr. C. Magniac, M.P., that a sketch 
survey may be made of the Howrah-Dugiii route, on the ground that pr(vs<*nt 
information is so insufficient that it is impossible to make any reliable compa¬ 
rison between it and the Sitaranipur route. Mr. Magniac was, we ])r(^suinc, 
unaware that Mr. Spring, one of our Engineers in the Railway Branch of the 
Public Works Department, had recently made the very careful reconnaissance 
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of the section from Dugni to Midnapnr, which forwarded with our despatch 
of 4tli August last, and that, as regnrds the Midnapur-Howmh section, the 
whoh^ (M)uutry from Burdwan downwards has been, during the last 26 years, so 
thoroughly surveyed, contoured and practically studied, in the course of the 
measures for minimising the loss hy floods of the Daniuda, Darakesur, Rupna- 
rayan, Silhai and Kossye rivers, that no new surveys could add anything mate¬ 
rial to our present knowledge of the subject. 

7. Our Hon’ble Colleague in charge of the Public Works Department, 
Mr. Hope, has rocscntly visited Midnapur aeconipanual by the Director Gene¬ 
ral of Bailways (Colonel Stanton) and the Superintending Engineer, South- 
W'est(>m Circle (Mr. Vertannes), for the purpose of re-investigating tlie whole 
question. 

As rt'gards the engineering question, it may be explained that the course 
adopt('(l with regard to the floods lias been to protect certain portions of the 
country by means of allowing the “ spill” of the great rivers to go freely over 
others. The area thus inundated by the Darnuda river, over its riglit bank, 
cxt(*nds frfun above Burdwan dowui to an embankment near the Oolooberia 
canal. It is ah*" 03 miles in length and from 4 to 14 miles in width, and it 
is fnaiuently submerged to depths varying from 8 to 18 feet. Tlie portion of 
this across which it is understood, that it is jiroposed to take the railway 8 
miles wide. A somewhat less impracticable line is that discussed and estimated 
for in Mr. Spring’s report and Mr. Levinge’s note accompanying our despatch, 
whicli jiasses hetwef!n the canal and embankment above n'ferred to across a 
neck ot land 4 miles wide hetw'cim the Rcftipnarayan and Damooda. But it also 
is open to vei’y serious risks and ohjcctions. 

As regards traffic, it may he explained— 

IsL —ITiat it is an ciTor to suppose that there is any considerable traffic 
flowing into Midnapur from the west. 'I'his was ascertained hy our Hon’blo 
Colleague’s personal enquiries of the Midnapur traders, a.s.semtiled with the 
assistiuiec of the Collector, and is corroborated hy scrutiny of the canal returns, 
whitdi show that out of an average total annual export and import traflle of 
150,000 tons, only 12,000 tons {viz., 8,000 export eastward and 4,000 import) 
belong to Midnapur itself. 

3nd .—That of the canal traffic itself, the gr('ater part is received on the 
two reacdios nearest Calcutta, and consists to a considorahh; degree of boats 
passing through it from marts on one side to marts on the other, to which 
traffic the railway would be no assistance whatever. 

Srd .—That the needs of the Midnapur district are now fully provided 'for 
by the existing combination of good roads, rivers and canal, and would be 
comparatively little benefited by a railway. This sufficiency of provision 
was corroborated by the Agent of Messrs. Watson and Company, wlio own 
large zomiudaries in this vicinity. The canal service is by no means indifferent, 
as has been asserted, and it is about to be gi^iatlj^ improved by the Calcutta 
Steam Navigation Company, who will place on it within a month’s time four 
new steamers, which they have constructed specially for the purpose. 

In short, there can he no doubt that the lino from Dugni to Sitarampur 
would open out more country, and be of much greater use to commerce, than 
that to liowrah. 

8 . Gouge .—On this subject we may snj)plement our previous remarks 
iu favor of the broad gauge by reference to paras. 8 and 9 of our despatch 

No. 9 Ry., dated the 22nd instant, and to 
t''" letter quoted luarginally wluch we 
forward herewith. The Bombay Govern¬ 
ment have likewise addressed to your Lordship a despatch. No. 23 of the 12th 
ultimo, strongly supporting a letter from the Bombay Government in the same 
sense. 
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We would also brint? to notice the fact that the qiiestion of the lu'ef'ssity 
of douhlinf? the Groat Indian Peninsula Railw'ay froi>i Phosnwul in the direc¬ 
tion of Nagpur is now under serious consideration, and that the measure 
certainly cannot he lonij deferred. 

9. Traffic .—We append a statement showing the exports from Chliattis- 
garh during the first six months of 18s;l, whieli is tlie result of s]ieeia! regis¬ 
tration hy Mr. Puller, the Director of Agriculture in the Central Provinces. 

It has also been brought to our noti(?e that the gunny hags for the wh(‘at 
exported from Chhattisgarh are at present sent round from Cahrutta to 
Bombay hy sea and tlience go hy rail into the interior. On the oj)eiiing of tlie. 
proposed railway they would of course; he sent direet, as there would hi; a 
saving of from II 16 to K. 17 per ton in freight alone, irrespective of marine 
insuj’anee and landing and despatching charges. On this ])oint we emdose an 
interesting memorandum hy Mr. A. P. llalli of tin; Avell-known firm of Haiti 
Brothei's. The clieai)ening of the through transit would, moreover, give a 
stimulus to the mill industry in the neiglihoiirbood of Calcuthi, as the article 
is used for various pvirposcs in Wcistern India. 

We ha ve obtained further information regarding the forests in the vicinity 
of the line of railway. Those may he put in three grouj)s— 

1st. — Shi(fhhooni and T/ohardugga .— Here th(*r« are about 200 square 
miles of reserved fori.st of shl alone, and further r<‘servations are conl(;rn- 
plated. 'I’licre ar<; also 02 )en or district forests, and private fonists. These 
would furni.sh two millions of cubic feet in 0 or 4 years, to begin with, and 
a large regular supply probably not less than 0,000 tons annually when proper 
facilities for getting the timber out have Ix'en provided. At present the whole 
of Bengal is supplied from Nepal with sal timhi'r, wh’>h is very largely used. 
But the Ne])al forests ar helievc'd to he ra]udly becoming exhausteil and the 
price is rising. The lnspet;tor General of Porests (Dr. Schlieh) calculates that 
the sfil from the 8aruuda and other forests in Singhhoom can he put into 

railway trucks at flu; a<ljacent stations 
and laid down at Sitarampur at Bf 1-4 
per cubic foot. Its corresponding prices 
at oth(‘r principal markets within easy 
reach and the present prices of Nepal s41 
and teak at the same places, are. shown 
in the margin. 'J'he trade will be profit¬ 
able at the outset and must develop 
largely as the Nepal supplies fall otf. 

2nd.—Trihutary States .-—The forests in these are known to he very exten¬ 
sive, hut no details are available. The produce will, of course, have a longer 
carriage to bear in order to compete with forests more favorably 8itu..-ed. 

3rd .— Chhatti^sgarh .—The forests in this group arc estimated to comprise 
2,000 square miles of good high timber, the hulk of which is sfil. About 
one-fifth of the area belongs to Governnnmt, and the rest to feudatory chiefs 
and zemindars. Dr. Schlich estimates that they could yield not less than 
10,000 tons of sfltl timber annually, without reducing their permanent produc¬ 
tiveness. With railway outlets from Bilaspur to Etawa, and to the woi^ward, 
this timber would, no doubt, find a large market. ^ 

Prom the above it will ho seen that the sfil forests in the tracts referred 
to will, with the aid of the proposed railway, he able to supply the, require¬ 
ments of the whole of India, subject merely to the limitation caused by cost 
of carriage. The forests will likewise afford vast supi)lies of shell-lac, 
lac-dye and myrabolams, and may he expected to stimulate the trade in these 
articles. . 

The Hengir coal-fields are at present being carefully re-examined hy 
Dr. King, Deputy Superintendent of the Geological Survey, specially along 
.the line of railway, and the Government of the Central. Provinces will make 
borings or shafts at any spot he may select for the purpose of proving the

coal. Its general quality is of course already well-known, having been more 
than once professionally reported on. 

10. JRemunPrativeneaa. —On this subject we think it as well to point out 
that, although we have strongly sidvoeated this line on account of its famine 
protective urgency, we have always considered it likely to be “ productive ” 
ill a technical sense also (see para. 36 of despatch No, 29 of January 23rd, 
'[S'6^,ela(q). If the indirect returns to be received from it, which are ex¬ 
plained in paras. 38 to 42 of our despatch of 18th August last, be also taken 
into account, it will be highly remunerative. It is thus both a “ famine *’ and 
a “ remunc.'rative line, but the former quality need bo no obstacle to its being 
constructed by a private Company, nor the latter to its being treated as of 
famine urgency, irrespective of considerations of general policy. 

11. The preceding five paragraphs have related to our first proposal, 
that formal sanction should bo given to the project, as such, leaving (ho 
question of financial basis and agency to await the report of the Select 
Committee of tlie House of Commons. 

12. Our second proposal is, that as soon as sanction has thus been ac¬ 
corded we should be permitted to commence operations so far as to take up 
the land throughout, arid rnakc^ the earthwork wherever labor is readily obtain¬ 
able. Hy tlies(! means, and especially the taking up of the land, which is 
usually a tedious process, several months, or a whole sensou, mny he saved 
towards the ultimate opening of the liqe. Th(; necessary funds, which would 
not he large, we should be prepared to advance from the Produedive Public 
Works grant, subject to repayment, ns in the case of the South Mahratta 
hail ways, in the event of the ultimate decision being to give over the project 
to a Company. 

Indcjiendeutly of the gain in time towards opening, tw'o other reasons 
for the course we recommend may he adduced. Firat, tlie re-settlement of 
the land revemue of the Hila8])ur and Raiiiur districts will commence next 
year, and unless the railway be in progress, it will be impossible, as we have 
already pointed out in para. 39 of our despatch of 18th August 1883, to 
provide for the enhancements which may fairly be attribut(;d to railway 
facilities; secondly, tYu', scarcity to which I’eference is made in the third 
paragraph of the letters from the Government of Bengal, forwarded herewith, 
prevails with so ne severity in the tract between Dugni and Sitarampore, 
and the prompt commencement of earthwork on this section would ho a very 
welcome I’elief. 

13. In conclusion, wo trust that our present ad interim proposals may 

meet with your Lordship’s aj)pi’oval, and that we may be informed accordingly 
by telegraph. _

the following observations :— 


With the jonclusious arrived at in 
the Despatch to the Secretary of State, 
No. 132 of the 18th August, the 
Lieutenant-Governor fully concurs, and 
ho notices with regret the decision of the Stscretary of State to postpone the con¬ 
struction of ibis most important railway regarding which the fullest information 
has been aiready collected. The; line has been carefully laid out on the ground 
throughout its entire length, the detailed drawings and estimates have been 
prepaiod, all statistical facts have been ascertained, the advantages over alter¬ 
native lines as well as its remunerative prospects have been considered and 
discussed, and the mercantile community throughout the country are, for reasons 
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eztensioiis. In this case, moreover, private enterprise has come forward and is 
ready to undertake the construction of the line. It seems to Mr. Rivers 
Thompson altogether inexpedient therefore to defer taking action, until a Select 
Committee of the House of Commons to be appointed next sessions, shall have 
considered the future policy of the Government regarding Indian Railways; 
because there is almost an absolute certainty, under sucli a procedure, of inde¬ 
finitely delaying the opening up by a main line of railway, of a portion of the 
country wliicb has in this respect been already too long ueglccjted. 

Every consideration tends to an early practical dticision of the question. 
Amongst the most imjiortant is the future system of railway communication to 
the Province of Orissa, which is now almost as much isolated from the cajutal 
and the rest of Bengal as it was in the famine of 18C6-07. Again, it is neces¬ 
sary to point out that most of the districts of Bonsai have barely escaped this 
year a severe scarcity owing to the failure of latter rains, and even, as it is, 
there will be very high prices and much pressure on the poor. On tlie other 
hand, the crops in the Central Provinces have been superabundant, and a rail¬ 
way connecting those provinces with Bengal would have been invaluable. This 
state of things or even worse may occur again at any time and should bo 
guarded against without loss of time by the construction of the railway. 

With the remark on the question of gauge in the Hfsspatch above alluded 
to, the Lieutenant-Governor entirely agrees. Being th(', shortest line of com¬ 
munication Ind-WH^en Bombay and Calcutta, it w'ill always command a certain 
amount of through traffic, but much of the advantages w’ill be lost unl(\s8 it is 
constructed on the broad gauge by which means alone the cost of fridght can 
be kept down. With a line on the metre gauge eonnc-cting two others on the 
broad gauge, the delay and expense inseperable from the double transfer would, 
in the case of bulky goods, such as wdieat, cotton, &c., be intolerable. 

In considering the advantages wOiich will follow the construclion of the 
Bengal-Nagt)ur Railway, the Lieutenant-Governor is inolined to think that 
sufficient weight has not been given to the great impetus which will attach to 
the trade in w heat and the o])ening up to cultivators of the large tracts of 
country now lying w'asto or covered with jungle; and not only will the grain 
bo carried at a much lower rate than is now possible to the port, of Calcutta ; 
but the gunny required for bagging the grain will be conveyed direct and at a 
low cost. All this will add to the traffic on the line and ensure its financial 
success. Mr. Rivers Thompson trusts, therefore, that the Government of India 
will again address the Secretary of State with'the view of obtaining a reconsi¬ 
deration of the decision recently arrived. 
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Memoraudum by A. P. Raui, Exq., dated 14tb Januai'y 1884t 

I. —The average weight of 1,000 bushels of wheat is equal to 62,000 lbs. 

As regards the weight of the bushel, this, as you are aware, varies between 
one description and another and also between one season and another; but I 
think that 62 lbs. per bushel on an average is very nearly the truth. 

II. —-The average weight of 1,000 empty gunnies, if A twills, is equal to 
2,625 lbs.; if double E’s, to 3,600. 

As wheat is exported from this side chiefly in double E bags, but from the 
Bombay side to a great extent in A twills, I have given the weight of both 
descriptions. 

III. —^Tlie average weight of wheat in 1,000 gunnies is equal to 22i<,0001bs. 
(excluding weight of gunnies). 

The point which Colonel Eilgate wishes to ascertain from the above data 
is “ what would be the relief per bushel to wheat from this saving in cost of 
gunnies at Raipur?^' To show this I enclose the following two calculations:— 

A, showing that if the wheat is packed in “ A twills,” the saving will come 

to pie 1*013 per bushel of 62 lbs. 

B, showing that if the wheat is packed in double E bags, the saving will 

be pic 1 126 per bushel of 62 lbs. 

The above calculations have been w^orked out on the mileage and railway 
freight given in the Government Minute. 

In this paper it is stated that it is assumed that gunnies can bo screwed in 
bales to <1 cubic feet for the maund; this, however, is not (iorrect, because 
gunnies can bo screwed to a smaller cubical capacity, and I think that you will 
agi'oe in the following figures :— 

A twills : 20 cu\)ic feet per bale of 300 bags of 2§- lbs. each, or 157 lbs. 
8 oz. to 4 cubit feet. 

E bags : 24 cubi*: feet per bale of 600 bags of If lbs. each, or 145 lbs. f oz. 
to 4 cubic feet. 

Taking the above as a basis, I enclose the following calculations :— 

C, showing that if the wheat is packed in A twills, there is a difference per 

ton weight in favor of direct shipratmt by rail of RlO’lS, which is 
equal to a saving on 20,000 tons of 113,23,600. 

B, showing that if the wheat is packed in double E bags, there is a differ¬ 
ence per ton Aveight in favor of direct despatch by rail of S17 0S, 
which is equal to a saving on 20,000 tons of R3,41,600. 

With reference to our above calculations, I must add that I have only 
taken into account the railway freight compared to steamer freight, but when 
despatching by steamer the cost is still greater on account of Marine Insu¬ 
rance, and on account of all the expenses in Bombay in connection with the 
landing of the gunnies there and the despatching up-country. 

At flrst sight the 8?yring per bushel of Wheat which would result by direct 
despatch by rail may not appear much to outsiders, but with the increase in 
trade, and the very keen competition which is felt more year by year, there is 
no doubt that the smallest saving in the manipulation of the goods becomes a 
very great factor in combining and extending business; and being established 
as we are, not only at the principal shipping ports (Calcutta, Bombay, and 
ICurrachee), but also in many of the important districts in the interior, we can 
sjHiak by extensive actual experience. 

I think that I have now replied clearly to the queries contained in your 
correspondence, but shall be very happy to supply you with any other inform¬ 
ation which you may require. 

As, however, the calculations in question have resulted, as I see, from the 
discussions which are taking place for the projected scheme of constructing the 
Nagpur-Bengal Railway through the Central Provinces, I think that I may 
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add that the saving which vrould be secured to trade in the shape of a reduc¬ 
tion in the cost of gunny bags is altogether one of the infinitesimal advantages 
which the construction of the railway would undoubtedly produce. 

Of late years the wheat trade has assumed enormous proportions, and I 
believe that there can be no doubt that India can supply a still much larger 
quantity if 'we have the means for moving it, and this especially at more 
moderate rjulway freights than those now ruling. 

It apj)ears, therefore, to be self-evident that the construction of such a 
railway will be a very poA^ erful element indeed in the development of the 
wheat and seed trade, Avhich consequently will be benefited to a veiy much 
larger extent than Avhat is shown in the saving of gunny bogs; and the 
economy shown in this saving alone can, I think, be taken as a strong indica¬ 
tion of the ultimate advantage wdiich the line in question and the extension of 
railways generally would secure to the Indian trade ; and if, as is to bo hoped, 
the Nagpxir-Bengal Railway be sanctioned, I quite agree with you in thinking 
that it should be on the broad-gauge principle. 

As far as this point is conccjmed, one argument against it is that there is 
no “ through traflic” between Calcutta and Bombay, but it appears to me that 
we have not only to look on through traffic between Calcutta and Bombay, but 
much more on the traffic Avhich takes place betAveen the interior markets and 
Calcutta and Bombay as shipping ports ; and there cannot be th<j least doubt 
lhat it is very disadvantageous to have, as at present, for several districts to 
make despatches from Calcutta to Bombay by sea and thence by rail to the 
interior.

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Memorandum by A. P. Kaili, Ei«q>, dated 14lli January 188i; 

I. —^Tho average weight of 1,000 bushels of wheat is equal to 62,000 lbs. 

As regards the weight of the bushel, this, as you arc aware, varies between 
one description and another and also between one season and another; but I 
think that 62 lbs. per bushel on an average is very nearly the truth. 

II. —The average weight of 1,000 empty gunnies, if A twills, is equal to 
2,625 lbs.; if double E’s, to 3,500. 

As wheat is exported from this side chiefly in double E bags, but from the 
Bombay side to a great extent in A twills, 1 have given the weight of both 
descriptions. 

III. —^The average weight of wheat in 1,000 gunnies is equal to 224i,000lb8. 
(excluding W'eight of gunnies). 

Tlie point w.hitdi Colonel Filgato wishes to ascertain from the above data 
is “ what would be the relief per bushel to wheat from this samug in cost of 
gunnies at Haipur?" To show this I enclose the following two calculations:— 

jd, showing that if the wheat is packed in “ A twills,” the saving will come 
topic 1*013 per bushel of 62 lbs. 

JB, showing that if the wheat is packed in double E bags, the saving will 
be pie 1420 i)er bushel of 62 lbs. 

The above calculations have been worked out on the mileage and railway 
freight given in the Government Minute. 

In this paper it is stated that it is assumed that gunnies can be screwed in 
bales to 4 cubic feet for the maund; this, however, is not correct, because 
gunnies can be screwed to a smaller cubical capacity, and I think that you will 
agree in the following figures :— 

A twills: 20 cubic feet per bale of 300 bags of 2-^ lbs. each, or 157 lbs. 
8 oz. to 4 cubit feet. 

E bags : 24 cubic feet per bale of 500 bags of If lbs. each, or 145 lbs. f oz. 
to 4 cubic feet. 

Taking the above as a basis, I enclose the following calculations :— 

C, showing that if the wheat is packed in A twills, there is a dilTerence per 

ton weight in favor of direct shipment by rail of ELG18, which is 
equal to a saving on 20,000 tons of R3,23,GOO. 

D, showing that if the wheat is packed in double E bags, there is a differ¬ 

ence per ton w*eight in favor of direct despatch by rail of H17 08, 
which is equal to a saving on 20,000 tons of R3,41,600. 

With reference to our above calculations, I must add that I have only 
taken into account the railway freight compared to steamer freight, but when 
despatching by steamer the cost is still greater on account of Marine Insu¬ 
rance, and on account of all the expenses in Bombay in connection with the 
landing of the gunnies there and the despatching up-country. 

At first sight the saving per bushel of %heat which would result by direct 
despatch by rail may noirappear much to outsiders, but with the increase in 
trade, and the very keen competition which is felt’ more year by year, there is 
no doubt that the smallest saving in the manipulation of the goods becomes a 
very great factor in combining and extending business; and being established 
as wc are, not only at the principal shipping ports (Calcutta, Bombay, and 
Kurrachee), but cdso in many of the important districts in the interior, we can 
speak by extensive actual experience. 

I think that I have now replied clearly to the queries contained in your 
correspondence, but shall be very happy to supply you with any other inform¬ 
ation which you may require. 

As, however, the calculations in question have resulted, as I see, from the 
discussions which are taking place for the projected scheme of constructing the 
Nagpur-Bengal Railway through the Central Provinces, I think that I‘ may 
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add that the saving which w'ould be secured to trade in the shape of a reduc¬ 
tion in the cost of gunny hags is altogether one of the infinitesimal advantages 
which the construction of the railway would undoubtedly produce. 

Of late years the wheat trade has assumed enormous proportions, and I 
believe that there can lx; no doubt tliat India can supply a still much larger 
quantity if wo have the means for moving it, and this especially at more 
moderate railway freights than those now ruling. 

It appears, therefore, to he self-evident that the construction of such a 
railway will be a very powerful clement indeed in the development of the 
wheat and seed trade, which consequently will he benefited to a very much 
larger extent than what is shown in the saving of gunny bags; and the 
economy shown in this saving alone can, I think, bo taken as a strong indica¬

INDIAN PORTS ACT, 1876, AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ilbert moved that the Report of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to amend the Indian Ports Act, 1876, be taken into consideration! 
He said:— 

This Bill originally consisted of a single section, the eflFect of which was 
to authorise payment to port-officers of pensions out of the port-fund. We 
have slightly amended this section so as to moot the case of an officer who has 
earned his pension partly from the port and partly from service elsewhere, and 
we have added sections amending the Ports Act in one or two other particulars. 
We have removed a technical difficulty about the publication of certain orders 
under the Act. Wo have enabled the port-authorities to dispense with 
the levy of separate hospital-dues, and, instead of levying them, to contribute 
money from the port-fund-account for tlie support of hospitals for seamen or 
for providing sanitary superintendence and medical aid for the shipping and sea¬ 
men belonging to ships in port. This amendment was suggested by the Bom¬ 
bay Government, and has received the approval of Calcutta and Rangoon. 
I understand that at M^ras no separate hospital port-dues are levied, and con¬ 
sequently no change in the Jaw is required there. Lastly, we have raised^ thft. 
maximum which is at present fixed by law for port-dues levied in the Cuttack 
ports. We have done this at the request of the Bengal Government, who re¬ 
presented that the present port-dues are not sufficient to me(5t the expenses of 
the port-establishments. It will be understood that the Bill does not of itself 
raise the dues leviable in the Cuttack ports, hut it enables the Bengal Govern¬ 
ment to raise them if it finds it necessary to do so.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Reynolds said:—"I wish to say a few words as to 
section 6 of the Bill, because the Bengal Chamber of Commerce, in a letter 
addressed in August last to the Local Government, expressed itself as not 
altogether satisfied with the proposal to increase the porLdues in the Cuttack 
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ports in the manner authorized by the Bill, and any representation from the 
Bengal Chamb(‘r of Commerce always receivete the fullest consideration at the 
hands of Ilis Honour the Lieutenant-Governor. The letter of the Chamber 
was not altogether opposed to some increase of the port-dues, but it objected to 
so largo an increase as the Bill proposes, and it suggested that it might perhaps 
be possible to balance the receipts and charges by effecting some reduction in 
the expenditure, The ju'esent rate, which is six annas per hundred maunds, may 
be taken as about equivalent to one anna and eight pies per ton, and under the 
Bill it is proposed to give pow'or to raise the rate to four annas per ton. That 
is, no doubt, a considerable increase, but it is the same rate as is levhid at other 
ports, and I may observe that it is a maximum rate, and it docs not follow that 
the maximum amount will be levied; indeed, I may say that it is not the inten¬ 
tion of the Government to use the full power conferred by the Bill unless it is 
found absolutely necessary to do so. The Government has very carcfullv con¬ 
sidered thf^ possibility of reducing the charges instead of raising the receipts] 
but enquiry has shown that the present charges wdll not admit of reduction’ 
and it does not seem reasonable that the provincial revenues should be laid 
under (contribution, year after year, to meet a continually recurring deficit on 
account of the Balasore ports. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Iljiert moved that the Bill, as amended, be passed.

ACT XXII or 1881 AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Ilon’blo Mn. Quinton moved that the Report of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to amend Act XXII of 1881 be taken into consideration. He 
said:— 

“ The Sek'ct Committee has had before it reports from all the Local Gov¬ 
ernments to whose territories this Bill, if passed into law, will extend, and has 
duly considered the suggestions received from those different sources. ’ 

“ The alterations naado, in consequence, in the Bill as introduc(!d, which I 
shall now briefly explain for the information of Council, are not numerous. 

“In British Burma there is a local collector of revenue styled a 
Thugyi. I'hese men give much assistance to District-officers in a(lminis- 
trative affairs generally, and more especially in all matters connected with the 
suppression of crime. 

“ Tliey can, under the present law, he appointed Excise-officers by the Col- 
lector of the district; but as they are not in receipt of the monthly salary 
prc^scribed by sections 28 and 29 of Act XXII of 1881 it may he held that they 
cannot exercise the powers of arrest and search referred to in those sections. 
Tlu;ir remuneration is paid in the shape of a percentage on their collections 
and these percentages range from Rs. 1,000 to Rs. 2,000 per annum; so that’ 
if the amount of remuneration be accep^ as a criterion of respectability’ 
tlujy arc much superior m that respect to ^cers drawing Rs. 10 per mensem. 

“The Chief Commissioner considers it desirable that when appointed 
Excisc-offic,ers they should exercise the powers described in sections 28 and <29 
of the Excise Act, and with this object we Imve altered the wording of the 
sections as pi'ovided in sections 1 and 2 of the BUI. 

“ We have also, by section 2 of the Bill, made an addition to section 29 to 
provide for the case, which it is proposed to legalise, of the Excise-officer 
who makes the search being a Police-officer. It is obviously superfluous tp 
require that a second Police-officer of the prescribed grade should be present 
at the search in such cases. 

“ Section 3 of the Bill enibodies the provisions of the Bill as introduced 
with the following modifleatigns :— 
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“ The power of stopping and detaining persons carrying illicit drugs and 
liquors may, wo believe, be safely and with advantage eonlerrcnl oi\ all 
Police-officers. This was the law in force until 1881; it is the view of the exist¬ 
ing law which has until lately been acted on in all j)rovinct>8 ; and it is in 
accordance with the powers exercised by constables in all cognisable crituinal 
cases, however petty. Wo have drawn section 34A so as to effect this 
object. 

“ The more important powers of arrest and scnrtdi described in sections 28 
and 20 we have restricted ns proposed in the liill, with tlie addition of officers 
in charge of police-stations and sergeants. Tlie former class of officers has 
been added, at the request of the Burma Administration, to cover oases 
where first class constables may be left in charge of police-stations, and the 
latter to makt* tlie nomenclature of the Bill correspond with that of tins Paujdb 
police-force. Officers known elsewhere as head-constables are tliere stylcul 
sergeants. 

“ The Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh brought to 
our notice that the word ‘ complaint’, used in section 47 of the Excise Act, might 
b<i held to m('an a complaint as technically d(*fined in the Code of Crimifial 
Procedure, and to exclude the report of an Exeise-offi<ier sucli as is prescribed 
in section 32 of the Act. In order that there may remain m) doubt on this 
])oiut, we bav(^ rtvdrafted section 47 of the Excise Act in the manmn* provided 
by section 4 of the Bill.’* 

The IVIotion was put and agreed to. 

The llon’ble Mu. Quinton also moved that the Bill, as amemled, be passcnl. 

The Motion was put and agreed to.

The following regulations aro laid down for the guidance of all concerned 

1. Native n^giments will go as far as possible on their full established strength of 5.50 of all 
ranks for cavalry, and for infantr}', mime the depot establishment. 

2. (’omnianding ollieers will be held rcsj)onsibIe that none but officers, men, and followers in every 
way fit for litdd service accompany the regiment. After eliminating sickly men they will complete 
with volunteers from other regiments. Regiments giving volunteers vsill recruit to complete estab¬ 
lishment. 

3. E.aeh Native regiment will bo completed to its full establishment of eight British officers, in¬ 
cluding those who may l)C recalled from furlough, and who may be expected to join. 

4. Followers, serviints, baggage, camp equipage, and kit for staff and dejiartmental officers will be 
according to the Kabul scale, but without grass-mitters, except as hereinafter laid down for the cavalry. 
Ileginienls will lie completed with full establishments in their resjiective presidencies. Each regiment 
to take lield mule transport. Entrenching tools to be taken according to Kabul scale. 

5. Dejiots for regiments will bo formed under the onlers of the Cotnmander-in-Chief in India 
and of the Governments of Madras and Bombay,in accordance with G. 0. No. 3S) of 1884. 

6. Mulewill be supplied as follows ; 

8 por company, with 10 spare mnssucks. 

Chaguh — 

1 per man for cavalry to be supplied by the Commissariat Department. 

7. Native infantry will draw extra batta; and free rations will be allowed to all ranks of cavalry 
and infantry while on foreign service. 

Troops not provided by the State with carriage will draw extra batta from date of marching. 
Non-batta drawing r(>gimcnls will draw extra batta from date of embarkation. 

8. .Each Native coirmissioncd officer of the cavalry will be required to keep up one pmy .and one 
attendant as syce and grass-cutter, whether he takes one or two horses; and the non-commissioned 
officers and j)rivates to mainbiin one pony and one grass-cutter for every two horses. 

9. CoinjH'nsalion at the rate of R5 per mensem will be allowed to the Native officers for each bar- 
ghcor sanct ioned by existing regulations, if maintained by them, out of which sum they w’ill pay the 
share of the grass-cutter’s wages and provide the stable gear. A similar amount will be deducted 
from the pay of the bargheer sowars. 

10. As during a sea voyage the officers, non-commissioned officers, and sowars of the cavalry 
would be unable to make the requisite provision for the forage of their horses, whilst dilficulty 
might be exjiericnecd in this resyiect during a portion of their service on land, the forage of the 
horses and of the mules or jxniies accompanying will be undertaken by the Commissariat, with such 
assistance as the regiments and followers may be enabled to render after landing. 

11. All ranks w'ill be rcijuired, as at present, to maintain one efficient horse; but the Native com 
missioned officers will be allowed forage for two horses each, if they desire to take a second charger.- 

13. The grass-cutters will lie paid by tbc troops as usual ;'*but the ponies will receive grain, and, 
when necessary, hay, free of cost. BoUii grass-cutters and animals will be employed to procure forage 
when obtainable, and must be held disposable for all purposes. 

13. The Native commissioned and non-commissioned officers of cavalry will continue to subscribe 
to the reginienlal funds to such extent as commanding officers noay deem necessary within tho limits 
prescribed liy regulations. 

14. 'riicy will continue to supply themselves with the ordinary clothing, equipment, saddlery, and 
•table gear for tbeir horses; but articles of extra clothing which may be necessitated by any speciality 
of climate or service will be issued free of cost. 

15. All casualties of horses or ponies arising from neglect or from causes evidently unconnected 
with the partiivilar nature of the service must, as usual, be replaced by the regiments concerned. 
Each troop will be allowed to emliark and maintain two chunda horses, to meet casualties, wfiic will 
be rationed free of cost. 

1(5. All casualties among horses or ponies fairly attributable to, or connected with, the service, in¬ 
cluding those from accident oii boardship or during embarkation or disembarkation, will, if there has 
been no proved neglect, be rejilaced by Government, or compensation will be allowed under the rules 
in Army Regulations for India, Volume 11. 

During thn continuance of the arrangement under which tlie supply of grain and forage to the 
cavalry is undertaken hy the State, the pay of the several grades will be as follows : —

24. The oflieer of the Military Account Department with the force will act as Field P;iy- 
mastcr, and have (tharge of the treasure chest. 

25. Pay lists of Nativo troops will be forwarded, as soon after the first of each month as 
may he i«»ssihle, through the Field Paymasttir, to the Pay Examiner of the presidency to whioh 
the troops belong. Ofiicers ciomnianding regiments will draw monthly from the field pay olliiie such 
sums as may he required for l,he pay of themselves and their men, after making t’lovision to nujet 
family allotments and remittances, fund subscriptions, &c., the amount of which allotments, &c., 
they will debit themselves with in their general states. 

26. The pay bills of all staff and departmental olllcers will he adjusted by the Field PaymasU-r. 

27. All payments to Native troops will bo made in the coinage of the country or British 
money, their pay and allowances being converttid into that coinage, under the orders of the General 
Commanding, at the rates of exchange current in Egypt. 

28. Officers commanding Nativo regiments and detachment detailed for service are dirojjted to 
at once draw and distribute throe months’ pay in advance to their respective cerps. 

29. Staff and departmental establishments may receive similar advances, not inclnding com¬ 
mand, contract, office and staff allowances. 

30. The family remittances of Native troops will be arranged for, as usual, by officers commanding 
regiments. Officers and non-commissioned olllcers, requiring remittances to Ijidia, may remit llm 
whole or any part of their pay to India at par on paying the amount to the Field Paymaster, who 
is authorized to grant transfer remittance receipts on any treasury in India. As an alternative 
arrangement, officers may leave with the Presidency Paymaster, Bombay, an allotment roll staling the 
amount they wish to he paid monthly, and the person t<) whom it should be remitti'd. That <)fii(;er will 
then make the necessary remittance monthly and he will furnish the Field Paymaster with a list of* 
the sums thus allotted, to enable the latter to make the necessary deduction from olliccrs’ jiay bills. 
Remittances to England for the benefit of their families may he made through the Field Paymaster 
at the official rate of exchange, to the extent of one-half of an officer’s clear receipts, exclusive of 
office and contingent allowances. 
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31. Officers of the expeditionary force should recover from the pay of followers serving under 
them Ihe ainowit tlnit. eacli man may desire to be paid to his family in India, and send to the 
Controller of Mililaiy Aceouuts, Accounts Branch, Bombay, in time to reach him not later than 
• Form ottttflicd statement,* of stich recoveries, according 

to which the families will l)e paid under instructions to be issued 
by that officer. Tho amount thus recovered should be paid to the Field Paymaster, whose receipt 
should be enh-red on, or attached to, the statement. 


32. Every care should be taken to fill in the statements correctly from the tickets given to the 
men on cngageincnt and the rwmls in the lielJ.

fill ther consideration, reluctant to interfere at preseiimith the existing law regardim, patoi 

teiinres, and are of opinion that any extension of'ie patiii sale law to other teiinre!rslioiild 
he leserved for consideration in connection with tli^Bengal Registratiou Bill, to which we 
shall presently have to refer. / 

9. We have in sections 12 to 16 of the Bill aapv altered the system of the registration of 

transfers of, aixl sncces.sions to, permanent tenure^ to provide merely for enabling the land¬ 
lord to ri'gister such transfers insUnid of oompelliif him to do so^ “ 

The Bill in its previous stages provided for jfcompulsorv *stein of registration by the 
landlord. , This, it was objected, would nOt work ^tisfactorily, especially as the landlords of 
many tenure-holders are poor and ignorant pci^*> having no regular office and no means of 
establiNhing one or maintaining a suitable regist* •'M tiie same time it was pointed out that 
the eslal-lishment of an ollicial registry wonh^uifer a great benefit on all concerned and 
especially on the landlords, who might, if such ii3gi8Lry were^stahlished, he allowwl to realize 
their rents by the process of summary sale whi «ow avuilable ouly in the case of a limited 
class of tenures. 

A Bill for the establishment of an offid registry is at this moment before the Bengal 
Legislative Council, and the object we have 8e>efore ourselves in re-ca.stirig the portion of onr 
Bill now under consideration has been to fraiP-ts provisions in sneh a manner as to secure to 

the Colleetor, who will bo the officer entilt^d with the preparation and inaintenance of the 

official regisU*r. early and accurate iuformatj^of all transfers and successions which may from 
time to t ime tube jilace. i/ . . 

We have not overlookixl the fact that j^*t^>®f‘ifutioti of official registration for registration 
ill the landlord's sherista would deprive the fees which it was proposed'fc<> .allow 

them under the Bill as originally frarned^i*! which, it is believed, they commonly realize at 
present, though in most cases without of law. We think that the fees prescribed 

by the Bill in its earlier stages may weJ'O I'aid to the landlord, even though he is to be 
relieved of the duty of registration. ‘ 

1 0. The provisions we have insertf.^ Bill in order to give effiect to these views are as 
follows 

First, as regards voluntary transf/ vSection 12), the simplest plait has appeared to us to 
be to leqiiire that every such transfer/fl he registered under the ordinary law relatin*' t>> 
the registration of doenmeiits. It ifi^iderstood that the Local Government will make all 
ariangeiiieiits requisite for faeilitatiiq ‘ registration of such transfers. The parties applv- 
itig for registration will he required to the registering officer “ the landlord's fee " aud a 

process-fee for the service of notice ( 'o landloi’d. When the registration has been com¬ 
pleted, the registt'riug officer will fo 'd to the Collector the landlord's fee and a notice of the 
trunsfer containing all necessary pa' ‘Ittrs, and the Colleetor will thereupon cause the landlord's 
fee to be jiaid to the landlord and 1 otice to be served upon biriJi at'the same time taking 
iany sneli steps as may be prescribe *tihe meapUK now pending before the Bengal Legisla¬ 
tive Council for the entry of the t,, official register. 

When a transfer takes pla*^ sale in execution df a decree (sections 18 and 14), the 
^rooednre will be substantially notice and the fee being sent to the Collector bv 

the Court, except that, followiu^,^lin®sof the Bill iu its earlier stages, we have not provided 
for the payment of a fee to th^ dord when the sale takes place iu execution of a decree for 
arrears. ^

11 the only remaining co^ -transfer, namely, that of transfer by summary sale the 
Collector will have in his own’J all the iniformatioii requisite for the purpose of registra¬ 
tion. ^ e - 

11. When a succession ‘ i>yrmanent tenure takes place, the party succeeding will be 
bound (section 1.5) to give f-o the Collector and pay to him the landlord's fee aud the 
process-fee aliove referred tc3<l/the Collector will then proceed as above described. 

12. Ill order to compe« person succeeding to comply with the provisions of this section 

we have retained, for the « successions, the provision of section 18 of the Bill No, II* 
under which a person 8 uco»n<j’ will bo debarred from recovering his rent by suit distraint or 
otherwise, until he has giv-he notice and paid the fees prescriL^. * 
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CHAPTER V. 


OcCUl’ANCy-RAIYATS. 


13. The first alterntion in this chapter wliieh appears to call for notice h.'ts reference to the 
area over which tlie stains of settled raiyat is to iiold pnod. 

In the llih pnragfiuplt of our first Report we relerreJ to the inconvenience which inif;ht 
arise in certain exeeptioinilly largfe estates I'roin the status holding }food over the wliole c'siate, 
and this lias friven rise to consitlcruhlo discns-iioii. Tlie Heuvral Governmi iit, in tlic 22nd para- 
ffiuph of its report of the 16ilt Septeniher, slated that “ the m.ijority of tlie odieers con¬ 

sulted disapproved of the definition of ‘ settled raiyat' as niven in the Bill,” and that” the 
proposal which found favour was the elimination of the word ‘ estate' from the definition''. 

That Guvernnient, nevertheless, was of opinion that it was ueeessary to retain the word 
“estate "in order to meet the danger of the aeipiisition of the occupaney-ri;'ht heiny prevented 
by shiltiny raiyats from one villnj’e to another within the estate. 

It 81 cmed to u»that this danyer was not so great as to justify the extension, over all por¬ 
tions of an estate of the status of “ settled raiyat” acquired in one portion of it, since estates 
are freqnentlv divided among nnmerons tenure-holders, who would have no cp|»ortnnify of 
exaniininy each other's hooks, or knowing anything about each other’s raiyats. 'I'iie danger in 
either direction is not serious, for in the vast inajoritv of cases the raiyat is practically tied to 
his own village; and we felt, moreover, that hy confining the status to the village we choiild be 
proceeditig in closer conformity to the original conception of a khudkasht raiyat, wltieh, as 
explained ill the Statement ol Objects and llcusunB of the Bill, it bas been always intended 
to keep ill view. 

14. We have in section 22 re-cast sections 28 and 29 of the Bill No. II so as to carry out 
more precisely the intention with which they were framed, and we have iirserted a siih-si-etion 
{S) providing that if tlie oceiipiiney-riglit in land is tiaiisferred to a |)crson jointly interested 
in the land as jirojirietor or permaneui tenure-holder it shall cease to exist. 

l.'i. Sections 23 t<> 20 of the amended Bill take the place of sections 31 to 30 of the Bill No. 
II ; hut, except a saving of custom as regards the descent <d' the occupiincy-riglit in section 20, 
the onlv iiuportai't ehaiige they involve is the omission of all provisions regarding the tiiinsrctr 
of the occnpaiicy-riglit, n hich, aj)art from the matter ot sale in execution of a decree for rent 
(dealt with in Chapter XIV), we now propose to leave to custom as u.-der tlie existing law. 

16. The reasons for and against the proposal to make the oeciipaney-right eveiywhcre 
transreruhle hy an exiness Icgisluiive eiuielmeiit have been so fully discussed within the last 
three years, and are so well known to all interested in such matters, that we shall not lengthen 
this Report hy attempting to reeapitnhite them. It is enough to say that the Governnient of 
Bengal, in their letter (d’ the 16th of September lust, proposed to leave the law jelaliiig to the 
tr.ansieruhilitv of the right (or the present iintoiu-hed in Hehar, and that o«i n further eoiisi- 
deratii'D of the question we arc of opinion that the most prudent course will he to omit the 
provisions rchiting to voluntary transfer altogether from the piesent Bill. This decision has 
enabled us to omit all reference to the question of pre-emplion. 

17. The 37th section of the Bill No. II, which provided that raiyats suh-letting' their hand 
should in certain cases be deemed to be c-niverted into tenure-iiolders, lias met with much 
adverse criticism, and we now propose to omit it. 

The remaining provisions as to siib-letiing wc have relegated to Chapter IX, where they 
will he found with eortain modifications and additions. 


18. In reo-ard to the enhancement of rout in the case of occupancy-rights the Government

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We recognised ttie difficulty of making the Courts ascertain the actual cost of production, and 
as it was necessary to fix an arbitrary limit we have fixed the deduction at oue>third as a 
general rule. 


19. With reference to VIII we did not think we could justify any arbitrary limit in terms 
of a fractional proportion of the old rent being placed ou enhancement when made on the 
ground of landlords' im]>roTement8. 


20 . We were unable to accept the proposal (IX) to abolish the prevailing rate as a ground 
of enhancement, inasmuch as this has, in one Shape or another, been a ground of enhancement 
ever since the Permanent Settlement, and as it is the only means by ,which a landlord can 
remedy the eflects of fraud or favouritism on the part of his agent or predecessors. In view, 
however, of the dangers which are said by competent authorities to arise from the artificial 
manufacture of rates, and from the very wide interpretation given to the term " places adja¬ 
cent," we have somewhat modified the terms of the section, have limited enhancement to the 
rate ascertained to be the prevailing rate in the village^ and have required that this rate 
should be determiued with reference to the rates actually paid during a period of not less than 
three years before the institution.of the suit. 


21. W'e were not able to accept the proposal (X) to abandon fluvial action as a ground of 
euhancement. 


22 . On the other hand, we have accepted the proposal (XI) to limit enhancements by regis¬ 
tered contract (except ou the ground of improvement made by the landlord) to two annas 
in the Kupce (12i per cent.) carrying with it in all cases a right to hold at the enhanced 
rent for 15 years, apd we have at the same time struck out all the fractional limits placed on 
enhancement in Court by sections 44 (a), 4o (4) and 47 {i>) of the Bill No. 11. 

26. The restrictions which it was proposed by section 42 to impose in certain cases ou 
the initial rents payable by settled raiyats have, we thiuki been shown to be impracticable, and 
we have therefore, as proposed by the Government of Bengal (XI), omitted the section. 

24. We were not able to accept the recommendation numbered XIII. 

25. The only other amendments in the chapter which appear to call for special notice are 
us follows :— 

(a) we have required Courts, in dealing with claims to enhancement on the ground of a 
rise in prices, to take decennial periods instead of quinquennial periods for the 
purposes of comparison, except when owing to the absence of price-lists or any 
other cause they find it impracticable to take such periods, iu which cose they 
may take any shorter periods; 

(4) we have amended section 89 so that the price-lists prepared under it shall be merely 
presumptive evidence instead of being conclusive, as provided in the corresponding 
provision of the Bill No. II. The Bengal Government are of opinion that their 
arrangements are not at present so perfect as to justify these lists being made 
conclusive evidence; 

(c) we have in section 40 included among the matters to be taken into consideration by 
an ufiUcer commuting rent the charges incurred by the landlord in respect of 
irrigation under the system of rent in kind and the arrangements made ou 
commutation for continuiug those charges. 


CHAPTER VIII. ^ ' 

w 

ObNKBAL PaOVlBIONS AS TO Rknt. 

26. We have omitted from the seotion (50) which enacts the well-known presumption 
arising from holding at a rent unchanged for IJOJyears the sub-section which made the presump¬ 
tion applicable to produce-rents, as opinions generally were opposed to it. 

27. We have, in seotion 52, providing for the alteration of rent on the ground of an alter¬ 
ation in the area of the holding, assimilated the provisions of the two clauses (a) and (4), which 
provide respectively for increase and redaction; and we have inserted the following new sub¬ 
section to guide the Courts in cases where there may be a dispute as to the area for which the 
tenant has been paying rent:— 

** In determining the aiwa for which rent has been previously paid, the Court shall, if so 
required by any party to the suit, have regard to~ 

(«) the origin and conditions of the tenancy j for instance, whether the rent was a con¬ 
solidated rent for the entire holding ; 
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" (6) whether the tenant has been allowed to hold additional land in consideration of an 
addition to his total rent or otherwise with the knowledge and consent of the land¬ 
lord ; 

** (e) the length of time during which the tenancy has lasted without dispute ns to rent 
or area; and 

(d) the length of the measure used or in local use at the time of the origin of the ten¬ 
ancy as compared with that used or in local use at the time of the institution of the 
suit/' 

We have also brought the section under the general rule that the Court shall not fix a 
rent which would be unfair or inequitable. 

28. We have substituted for the section of the Bill No. II regulating the iustulinents in 
which rent is to be payable the following simpler provision, namely * 

'* 63. Subject to agreement or established usage a money-rent payable by a tenure-holder 
or raiyat shall be paid in four equal instalments falling due on the lust day of each quarter of 
the agricultural year " ; 

and to prevent raiyats being harassed by successive suits for arrears, when by agreement or 
custom a larger number of instalments than four may be established, we have inserted in Chap¬ 
ter XllI a section (147) enacting in effect that such suits shall not be instituted against a raiyat 
oftener than once in three months. 

29. Wc have made certain amendments in the division of the chapter relating to receipts 
and accounts, but the only one calling for special notice is the insertion of a new section (59) 
requiring the Local Government to provide and keep on sale forms of receipts and accounts. 
It will be for the landlords to choose whether they will use those forms, but we believe they 
will be found convenient. 

80. In pursuance of the policy of the Bengal Act for the registration of proprietors, wc 
have inserted the following section 


Effect of receipt by 
prietor. 


“ 60. Where rent is due to the proprietor, manager or mortg^agee of an estate, the receipt of 
Ifterod ro person registered under the Lund Registration Act, 1876, 

“ as proprietor, manager or mortgagee of that estate or of his 

agent authorized in that behalf shall be a sufficient discharge 
for the rent ; and the person liable for the rent shall not be entitled to plead in defence to a 
claim by the person so registered that the rent is due to any third person. 

" But nothing in this section shall affect any remedy which any such third person may have 
against the registered proprietor, manager or mortgagee.? 


81. We have likewise modified in some particulars the provisions relating to the deposit 
of rent, but need only mention the provision that the deposit shall be made in tlie Gonrt having 
jurisdiction to entertain a suit for the rent, and theliniitatum of the second gnnind on which an 
application to deposit rent may be made to oases where the tenant has reason to believe, owing 
to a tender having been refused or a receipt withheld on a previous occ^asion, that the 
landlord will not be willing to receive the rent or grant a receipt. 


82. We have omitted the second sub-section of section 77 of the Bill No. II, which enacted 
that, wlien the right, title and interest of a|tenant is brought to sale in execution of a decree 
obtained by a person other than the landlord, the landlord shall be entitled to have bis rent paid 
first out of the sale-proceeds, and we have so re-cost the section as to make it clear that in the 
case of a tenure-holder, raiyat at fixed rates or occupancy-ruiyat the landlord's remedy for arrears 
will be sale and not ejectment, and that the arrears will be a first charge on the tenure or 
holding, 

83. We have substituted for section 79 of the Bill No. 11a section (07) proviliiig that an 
arrear of rent shall bear simple interest at the rate of 12 per cent, per annum from the expiration.^ 
of that quarter of the agricultural year in which the instalment falls due. 

84. To meet those cases in which transfer without the landlord's consent is a valid custom, 
we have provided in section 73 that, until notice of such a transfer is duly served oii the land¬ 
lord, the transferor and transferee shall be jointly and severally liable for arrears of rent accruing 
after the transfer. 


CHAPTER IX. 

Idl60EI.LANROUS FbOTIBJOMS AS TO liAKOLOaDS AHD TeNAKTS. 

86 . We have in section 79 provided that a non-occupancy raiyat shall be entitled to con- 
stiuct a well for the irrigation of his holding. A well constructed under this provision will bean 
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linpfOvettieht Within the meaning of the Act, and the niiyat will on being ejected ^ entitled to 
icci>ive com{)en8ntif)n for it. The high importunee of facilitating and encouraging the eon- 
Rtiuction of all works of irrigation in this country with a view to the prevention of famine 
points to the necessity of this. 

36. We have inBerted a new section (84) giving power to landlords to acquire by conapul- 
BOry sale, through the Civil Court and at a price to be fixed by the Court, any land in their 
estate rerjuirt-d for building purposes or for religious, charitable or ediu-ational objects. The 
necessity of some such power, especially with a view to provide building sites either for new 
tenatits or in cases of dilnvion, has been strongly urgetl upon us. We have guarded the seo 
tion Ugainst abuse by requiring the certificate of a Collector as to the suflBeiency of the reason 
before action can be taken under it. 

.37. We have inserted a sedion (861 providing that if a raiyat sub-lets otherwise than by a 
rctriKtered instrument the sub-lcase shall not be valid against bis laudloM unless made with bis 
landlord’s consent, that a sub-lease by a raiyat shall not be admitted to registration if it pur- 
]K)rf8 to create a term exceeding nine years (seven years was the loiijrest term for which an 
occupancy- raiyat could sub-let under section 38 of the Bill No. II) and that where a raiyat 
has without bis landlord’s consent granted a suh-lease by an instnnncnt registered before the 
commencement of the Act the sub-lease shall not be valid for more than nine years from the 
coinmeucemeut of the Act. 

38. In dealing with surrender and abandonment the only changes made by us which need 
here be noticed are the provisions which we have inserted to cheek collusive surrender or 
abandonment in fraud of the rights of third parties. ’J'he necessity for this was brongbt to noliee 
in paragraph 69 of the .Bengal Government’s letter of 15th September, whenj it is shown that 
ruivats not unfreqnently sub-let tlie whole or a port ion of their hoblings in eotisiilerution of a large 
honns for a term of years. To leave the interests of sub-lessees in such cases entirely at the merty 
of the sub-lessor in collusion with his landlord wt^uld do serious practical harm. We liave 
therefore provided (section 86 (6 ',) that the surrender of u holding whieli is subject to a registered 
incumbrance shall not be valid without the consent of the iiu:nmhran<-er and tlie land¬ 
lord, and in case of abandonment we have provided (section 87 (*/)) that, the siib-lease shall only 
be avoided after the sub-lessee has had the opportunity of taking over for the nnexjiired period of 
his sub-lease the full vighls and liabilities of his lessor in regard to the rent of his entire holding. 
These provisions appear to us to present the only methndhy which pro teeth m ean be given to the 
sub-lessee without injury to the landlord or without, risking the conversion of these sub-Jeases 
into permanent transfers. In the case of sale in execution of a decree for rent, the sub-lesste 
has the same protection as other incumbrancers under Chapter XIV.

39 . We have in seetion 88 provided that a division of rent shall not he valid as 
against the landlord without his consent in wrilihg. 'Idiis we understand to be the existing 
law. 


40. We liave amended section 00 so as to make it clear that a landlord is not entitled to 
enter on and measure land exempt from the payment of revenue. 

41. We have in section 92 substituted the acre for the standard highd as the official 
standard of meosureurent, and have empowered a Court or Revenue-officer to direct, wJiere such 
u course may seem more convenient, that a lueasareiueat shuil be made by any other specified 
standard. 


CHAFi’ER X. _

Bkcosd-ot-wsi^ts and Sbttlkusmt of Rbnts. 

42. In the Bill No. ll the two processes known as tlie reoord-of-rights and the settlement 
of rents were dealt with separately, but it seemed to us more convenient that they should he 
amiib-amated, and we have accordingly given to the Revenne-otticer who is appointed to settle 
dispirtes during the operation of recording rights a similar power to settle disputes regarding 
rents. 


We have, however, provided for two dwtiwot kinds of settlement. Under the ordinary 
settlement, the officer will only have the power to settle rents when a settlement ol land- 
revenue is being made or a questiim between the landlord and tenant arises, and such rents as 
he settles will generally be fixed for a term of years; in other cases his recorded entries will 
only have a presumptive value ; he can, moreover, only reduce rents on the grounds under which 
r^uction is demandable in the Civil Courts. Under the special settlement, which will only be 
undertaken with the previous sanction of tbo Government of India, and which is meant to 
be apfiU^oircumstances in whreh the oiieration of the ordinary law is likely to prove 
insf&ieat) the Set41ein«nt-<officef will have poWet to settle all rente, and will, moreover, have 
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pow*'r t,o reduce rents on other j^mands tlnm those ordinarily appHaalde. Wo think that, in 
the exoopli<rual cases in which it may ho n«HH>Rsary to have recourse to tliis pi04.to(lni'e tho 
(Government slioiiid have i>ower to g;o to the root of the luattur, and to put its settlement on a 
thoroughly stable footing. 


Tables of Rates. 

48. We have decided, in deference to the opinion of many exi>erienced officers and with 
the consent of the Government of Bengal, to oinir, the chnpler (XI of Bill No. II) provnliiig 
for the preparation of tables of rates. It was evident that the procedure would only he nindu 
use of in rare and exceptional cases, and a more effectual method of treating these casus is 
provideil in the Settlement chapter. 


CHAPTER XI. 

Record of Propiiietor.s’ Private Lands. 

4.4i. The only amendment culling for notice in this chapter is the insertion of a provision in 
section 1 16, that notliing in the chapter (VI) redating to non-ocoupan<*y-raiy»t8 shall apply to 
a proprietor’s |irivute lands. Tiiis merely expresses whut was always intended, though by au 
oversight it was not previously provided for. 


CHAPTER XII. 

Distraint. 

45. We have inserted two sections of some importance at the end of this chapter. 

The first (141) provides that when tho Local Governineot is of opinion that in any 
local area or in any cla.ss of cases it would, by reason of the chai'acter of the cultivation or the 
hahits of the cultivators, be impracticable for a landlord to realize his rent by an ap)dicatinn 
to the (kmrt umlsr this chapter, it may by order authorize the landlord to distrain by himself 
or his agent; but that a landlord so distraining shall forthwith give notice to tho Court, and 
that tlie Court shall thereupon depute an officer to take charge of the produce distrained, and 
proceed thereafter as if he had distrained under the ordinary procedure. The other section (142) 
added to this chapter empowers the High Court to make rules regulating the procedure 
under it. 


CHAPTER XIII. 

Judicial Procedure. 

46. Section 147 has already been noticed (gupra paragraph 28). 

47. We have in section 148 added to the sections of the Civil Procedure Code, which are 
not to apply to rent-suits, section 826, empowering the Court to authorize the Collector to stay 
an execution sale of land in certain cases. 

48. Wo have in section 153 excepted from the rules restricting appeals in rent-suits cases 
in which a question of the amount of i-eut annually payable by the tenaut lias beeu determined. 

49. We have omitted section 172 of the Bill No. II, which required all mutual claims 

between the landlord and tenant as such to be inquired into and determined in every suit aad

CHAPTER XIV. 

Sale for Arrears under Decree. 

60, We have added to the ” protected interests ” in section 160^- 

“ (e) the right of a non-occupancy-raivat to hold for five years at a rent fixed under Chap¬ 
ter VI by a Court or under Chapter X by a Revenue-officer." 

The section as it stood would probably have been construed to cover such cases, but we 
think it well to leave no room for doubt ou the point. 
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6 1. We have, in order to shorten prooeeiliagv, inserted,in section (16S) a clause enacting 
that in cases under this chapter the order of attachment and the proclamation of sale required 
by aection 287 o£ the Civil Procedure Code shall be issued simultaneously. 

62. We have, at the suggestion of our honourable colleague B4bu Pedri Mohan Mnkerji, 
inserted a new section (174-) allowing a judgmenUdebtor to apply to set aside a sale of his 
tenure or holding, on depositing in ('curt within thirty days from the date of sale for 
payment to the decree-holder the amount recoverable under the decree with costs, and for 
payment to the purchaser a sum equal to 5 per cent, of the purchase-money. Applications 
unddv section 811 of the Code of Civil Procedure to set aside sales cause expense and 
annoyance to the decree-holder and auction-purchaser. It is believed that they are often 
institute merely with a view to recovering the tenure or holding which has been sold, and 
it is anticipated that, if a judgment-debtor is allowed to recover his property by depositing 
after the sale the amount decreed against him, the number of these applications will be con¬ 
siderably diminished. 


CHAPTER XV. 

CONTKACT AND CUSTOM. 

68. A question having been raised as to how far section 210 of the Bill No. II, 
which was intended to have retrospective effect, should be allowed such effect, we have carefully 
considered each provision of that section, and have come to the conclusion that some of those 
provisions ought, with reference to this point, to be treated differently from others. The way 
in which we propose to treat the matter will be best seen from the new section we now propose, 
which runs as follows • 

BestrioUoni on exclusion of Act '^178. (J) Nothinj^ ill any contract between a landlord and 
bj sgreement. tenant made before or after the passing of this Act— 

“ (a) shall bar in perpetuity the acquisition of an occupancy-right in land, or 

“ (b) shall take away an occupancy-right in existence at the date of the contract, or 
(e) shall entitle a landlord to eject a tenant otherwise than in accordance with the 
provisions of this Act, or 

(d) shall take away or limit the right of a tenant, as provided by this Act, to make 
improvements and claim compensation fur them. 

(2) Nothing in any oontraot made between a landlord and tenant since the 15t1i day of 
•July, 18H0,* and before the passing of this Act shall prevent a raiyat from acquiring, in 
accordance with this Act, an occupancy-right in land. 

“ (3) Nothing in any contract made between a landlord and tenant after the passing of 
this Act shall— 

" (a) prevent a raiyat from acquiring in accordance with this Act an occupancy- 
right in land; 

“ (d) take away or limit the right of an occupancy-raiyat to use land as provided by 
section 23 ; 

" (c) take away the right of a raiyat to surrender his holding in accordance with 
section 86; • 

" (d) take away the right of a raiyat to transfer or bequeath his bolding in aooordanoe 
with local usage; 

“ (i) toke away the right of a raiyat to sub-let subject to, and in accordance with, the 
provisions of this Act; ^ ' 

(/) take awoy the rigifl of-a raiyat to apply for a iWuction of rent under aection 
88 or section 52; 

. ** (y) take away the right of a landlord or tenant to apply for a commutation of rent 

under section 40 ; or« 

« (A) affect the provisions of section 67 relating to interest payable on arrears of rent.” 

54. To meet the important case of a lease for the reclamation of waste land to which 

these provisions are not suitable, we have added the following proviso 

“ Provided as follows :— 

" (i) Nothing in this section shall affect the terms or conditions of a lease granted 
bond fide for the reclamation of waste land, except that, where, on or after the 
expiration of the term created by the lease, the lessee would, uuder Chapter V, 
be entitled to an occupancy-right in the land comprised in the lease, nothing 
in the lease shall prevent him from acquiring that right."

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65. We have further provided that the section ehnll not affect those contructe whicli are 
ocoasioiiully entered into for the temporary cultivation of orchard laud with ag^ricultural cropa. 

66. W’’e have in section 180 put utbandi lands on the footings on which chur lands were 
placed by section 213 of the Hill No. II, that is to say, no occuiiancy-rig^ht will he ne<piirable 
in them until they have been held for twelve years, and meantime the tenant will he bound to 
pay whatever rent may be agreed on between him and his landlord. We have further jirovided 
that Chapter Vl of the Hill shall not apply to such lands. 

67. Wo apree with the Government of Bengal in thinking that it is not desirable to 
make any special provision regarding the lands known as huUhasili," and wo have accord¬ 
ingly omitted all rufoienccs to them in this chapter. 

58. W« liavt* considered the proposals of the Government of Bengal regarding homestead 
lands, and lind that they practically resolve iheinselves into this, that the tenure of such lands 
should, as provided hy section 216 of the Bill No. II, he regulated hy local <*us(om, with this 
addition, however, that, subject to local custom, they shouKl he regulate<l hy the provisions of 
the Hill applicable to land held by a raiyut. We have amended the section (182) on these line. 


CHAPTER XVII. 

SUPPi.KMENTAL. 

69. have in section 189 added to the jmwers which may he conferred on odicers hy 
the rules to he inade hy the Local Government—“any jiower exerciseahle by any officer under 
the Hengal Survey Act, 1875.” 

60. We have also inserted the following new section, which speaks for itself :— 

“ 19J<. Where a [iroprietor or permanent tenure-holder holds his estate or tenure subject to t.lie 
Teiimit not i iiiiWett by Act to observaiiee of any specilied rule or condition, nothing in this 
Tinlatc cuiiditioiiB biuiting on A<-t shall entitle ally person occupying land within the estat<; or 
bniiliord. teuiiru to do any act which involves a violation of that rule or 

condition.” 

61. Lastly, we have added n section (196) providing that “this Act shall he rea<l snhjoct 
to every Act passed after its eoinmeneement hy the Lieutenant-Governor of Hengal in CoiukmI." 
In the absence of some such |>rovisioii ns tliis, the Bengal Legislative Council would, owitig to 
the wide extent of ground covered hy this measure of the Supreme legislature, hud itself prac¬ 
tically debarred for all time to come from dealing with almost every (piestiou affecting the rela¬ 
tions of agricultural landlords and toiiaiits. 


62. In the 99th paragraph of ottr former Report we mentioned certain points on which 
we desired further information, and on wliieh we solicited the opinions of the Local Govern¬ 
ment or High Court or both, and to these it is necessary briefly to allude in so far as they 
have not been disposed of hy the toregoing remarks. 

63. The first of these points, which was referred to the Local Government, was whether, 
with reference especially to landlord’s improvements, it is desirable to empower Revenne- 
ofiicers to arrange for the cutting of irrigutiun-ehnnnels, the distribution of water and the 
payment of compensation, and, if so, what form such provisions should take.” 

We are fully sensible of the great importance of this question, but on full consideration 
we agree with the Government of Bengal in thinking that a discussion of it would be out, of 
place in connection with the present Bill, and that it will be most appropriately treaty 
'n connection with the irrigation law, which will probably soon come under revision m 
Bengal. 

64‘, The only other points specially referred to the Local Government, and to which we 
have not alreiidy adverted, were certain proposals to extend the patiii sale procedure, '(^bose 
proposals did not commend themselves to the Local Government, and now that the 
patin procedure is to be excluded from the present Bill, they would mure properly be reservoil 
for future consideration. 

65. The remaining points to which we think it necessary to advert had reference to the 
question ns to the possibility of devising some simplification of the procedure in rent-suits. 
In pamgrap h 83 of onr former Report we said—“ For ourselves we must confess that, afler the 
most anxious consideration of the various schemes which have been propounded for shortening 
and simplifying the procedure in rent-suits, we are unable to suggest anything of im[)ortanco 
in Idiis direotiua, which would not involve a serious risk of failure of justice.”. We, however, 

5 b 
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proposed that certain which had been mnde should be referred for the opinion of 

the High Court. The reply of the Honourable Judges is among the papers before us, and w* 
regret to find that, as we apprehended, thej' too are unable to strike out any royal road to 
the result desired. They disapprove of the specific siiggestions mnde, and they state it ns their 
opinion that the true remedy for the evils com^duiiied of is to be found in executive rather 
tiian in legislative action, that is to say, in an increase in the judicial staff and a reduction of 
the court .ices. 

Since the reply of the Hononrable Judges has been received, further proposals have been 
submitted to ns, and in particular a scheme put forward by Babu Mobiny Mohun Roy, on 
which the opinions of certain officers have been taken, but we regret to say we have not found 
among 'them anything whioh would materially abridge the procedure without entailing a risk 
of serious failure of justice. The executive measures referred to by the High Court will, 
doubtluMB, receive careful consideration at the hands of the Ouveruraeiit.

Memorandum of ditsent from the dechiona oj the Select Committee on the Bengal Tenancy Bill. 

I» signing the Report of the Select Committee on this Bill I wish to place on record 
my opinion that, having regard to nil that has been elicited by the commissions and enquiries 
of the last six or seven years, the Bill inadequately meets the necessities of the case which called 
for legislation. It is unsatisfactory, iii so far as it gives insufficient protection to all raiyats 
against excessive enhancements of rent, and no real protection in other directions to the non- 
occupancy-raiyat. 

I note,that the change under which the limit of the “ village” has been snb- 
stitutc‘d for the *'village or estate ” in section 20 of the Bill may seriously affect the fixity 
of the “settled rniyat's " tenure. As originally drawn, “ estate ” formed part of this section, 
and its adoption as part of the definition had the sanction of the Secretary of State. In that 
form the definition met with considerable opposition in Committee, but 1 was prepared to meet 
objections by accepting an arrangement whereby a permanent cultivator, when willing to 
pay a fair rent, should carry his atatma as a settled raiyat to any land in that portion of his 
landlord's estate which might be situated in the purgana or fiscal circle in which the raiyat 
resided. 

Secondly, I have opposed the ” prevailing rate ” as a ground of enhancement. I'here is 
ample evidence in the recorded litcruture-en the subject to shew that such a thing as a '* pre¬ 
vailing rate ” of rent does not exist in any part of the country. , Under the law as it stands 
it is admitted that the zamfnddrs lu^e l^en unable to establish a prevailing rate ” in 
their suits for enhancement on this ground ; and the consequence..was that, failing proof, 
the endeavour was made to create it fictitiously. The result has been demoralizing and 
very injurious ta the raiyats, and I am afraid that the Seleut Committee, though ani¬ 
mated by the very best intentions, have not provided any positive safeguard against the mis¬ 
chievous tendencies to which I have referred. On the contrary, their pr4>posal8 on the Bubject 
will probably facilitate enhancements up to the average of rates prevailing in the village, 
and will thus place a much stronger power in the hands of the zamfudars than even the 
present law permitted or ever contemplated. 

Thirdly, the Bill as it leaves the Committee almost entirely abandons the non-occupanov 
and the under raiyat. They are practically unprotected ; and such a result appears to me to b< 
contrary to the intention with which the legislation on the Rent question was undertaken, anr 
contrary to the oonclusions of authoritative opinion that, in the case of all tenants of thir 
class, the growth of the right of occupancy, os tending to establish a substantial peasantry 
should be encouraged and advanced. 

Laetly, the loss of the limitation of the maximum rent to one-fifth of the gross produce 
is a serious loss, specially as it affects the non-occupuiicy and under raiyats. The pro- 
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poeal to limit rents to a fraction of the produce in staple food-crops did not uri^iiinte 

with me, thou<rh 1 accepted it and suggested the pnrti<!nlur fraction of oiic-(ifth. Indeed, 
bad my views been supported in regard to the abolition of the “ prevailing rate’' as a ^reneral 
ground of enhancement, and in regard to the protecti(»n of the non-occupancy-raiyat, I should 
not have placed the stress I now do on the gross-produce limit. But as the majority of the 
Select Committee have rejeett'd, one by one, every effectual check on rack-renting adopted 
in the original Bill,— as they have also rejected the etpiivalents for those checks advt)caied by 
me without themselves proposing any substitutes,—it seemed to me that the only hofieof e8ca|)e 
from the danger of a Bill for the unlimited enhancements of rent lay in a recurrence to the 
proposal made by the Government of India in their first Bill to limit rents to a share of the 
gross produce. I am, of course, conscious of the objections to which such a limitation is open 
as a matter of theory ; but theory and practice do not always coincide, and practically a gross 
produce limit on rents is indigenous in the country, has been asked fur by the lautllords, and 
recommended by the ablest among my predecessors. My views on the siibjcad are not sliarcd 
by a majority of the Committee, and the proposal falls to the ground. 1 have always admit- 
t^ that in some Bengal districts the tenantry can well afford to pay higher rents, and 1 have 
endeavoured to provide landlords with reasonable facilities for enhaneemeut. But there are 
many parts of Bengal in which rents are already excessive; and, takiug Bengal and Behar 
together, I cannot contemplate without anxiety a legislative measure whose tendency is to pro¬ 
mote, without an ultimate clicck, a further increase of those rents. 

I had hoped that the legislation now in hand, which has been the subject of discussion and 
consideration by no less than four Liuuteiiaiit-Govoriiors of Bengal, would have carried with 
it some measure of finality. 1 gladly recognise in the Bill some advance on the present law 
as regards security of tenure in tlie case of raiyats with a right of occiipaiuiy. 1 recognise too 
potentialities for good in the ehajder which ]>rovideB for a survey and a record-of-rights. But 
fixity of tenure for one class of raiyats loses much of its value as against the ]>owcr of unlimit¬ 
ed enhanceineiits of rent; and in its present out come there is scarcely the assurance, which had 
been expected, of a final settlement of many important principles connected with a Tenancy Bill 
in the Lower Provinces of Bengal.

Ai.Tiiorou I fliiiik the Bill as it dow leaves the hands of tlie Select Committee an improve¬ 
ment on the Bill siilunitteil to it for aniendinent,' it still contiiius certain provisions with refer¬ 
ence to which 1 diller wiLii the mujurity in opinion, and on these points 1 would Leg to record 
my dissent. 

1. I object to the omission of the words "and the whole or part of it is snb-let" from 
section “ .') , snh-sectiou " tf’. The word should he again inserted or the whole of the iub- 
acetion oinittNl. 

Xhidcr the Bill a tenure-holder is a tenant *' who has acquired a right to hold land for the 
purpos(‘s of collecting lentH or hiinj;iug it under cultivation by establishing raiyats on it." 
A raiyat, is a person " who has acquired land for the purpose of cultivating it himself or by 
hired labour." 

I cannot understand on what gfonnds the majority of the Committee deemed it necessary 
to over-ride tbc essential ditfcrencc in tbe nature of tbe two tenancies, and to declare that all 
persons holding more tban standard acres of land shall he presumed to be teuure-holders 
until tbe contrary is proved. 

To me it appears that the first and only enquiry to be made is whether the tenant cul¬ 
tivates it himselCor sub-lets the whole or a portion of it. If he ctiltivates it himself it should 
•be prcsnnii’d that be is a raiyat until tbe contrary is proved. If he suh-lcts a portion of it, it 
Hlio\ild be pvesnined that he is a tonnie-hi)bler, until he proves that he originally acquired the 
laud for cultivating |iiirposes, and that the icuauts who hold under him are suh-tenuuLs. 

Onr efforis in this instance should be confined to strengthening the position of the actual 
cultivators of the soil.

2. T dissent from the decision of the majority of the Select Committee to omit transfer- 
ability from aino?ig the incidents attached to an occiipaiiey-holding. 

i have already exhausted ever}' argument 1 can think of to induce the Government and 
the Comniittec to leg:di/.e and control transfer and failed to gain their support, it is unneces¬ 
sary to reeupitnlale them here, I will th-.-reforc only record iny dissent. 

3. Section 18, Chapter 8 .—The provisions of this chapter should he confined to mocurraree 
holdings, holdings adniittc'd by tbe lamllord to be held at fixed rente, njul holdings the rents of 
which liave been declared fixed in perjadiiity under decrees of competent Ct)urt8. If this is not 
allowed, sections 15 to 22 of Bill No. 2 should be again inserted in the Bill in place of sections 
12 (i?) and 13. 

All raivati holdings acquired for the purposes of cultivation whether held at a fixed rent or at 
a rent sub ject to enhaneement, should only bo used for the purpose for which they were acquired, 
vis., for the i>iirposes of cultivation, and for the growth of crops. Tliero can be no snfiicient 
reason for allowing an ordinary cultivator to he ejected from his holding if he uses it 
iu a manner to render it unfit for the purposes of tho teuancy and at the same time to 
allow rai*. ats at fixed rates of rent to dn, as they think right with the land even to destroying 
it whatever the rate of rent may be, whether subject to periodical enhancement or not, the 
pur{>c>se for which the laud was origiually acquired was the same in both instances and 
should reuiaiu so. .. 

If the provisions of the chapter were confined to admitted rights, the injury to the land¬ 
lord would he lessened, ns they stand in the Bill, in every instance that a landlord sues under 
section 25 (a), the jjrovisious of this chapter will be pleaded to deha^suit. 

If the above suggestions were adopted, it would not inflict any hardship on the tenant; 
if the leiiaiit claiming to hold at fixed rates, But whose rights bad not been admitted wished 
to avail himself of the ]»rivileges allowed him under this chapter, all he need do is to apply un¬ 
der section 157, to have the nature of his tenancy declared previous to availing himself of 
them. 

If 11)0 operation of this chapter is not confined to moenrraree holdings, and holdings the 
rents t'f which have ]»eon declaied fixed liy a competent Court, sections 15 to 22 of Bill No. 2 
should be again inserted in the Bill, or the landlord will he compelled to bring a suit to set 
aside every eonveyanco in which the bolding is incorrectly described as a holding at fixed 
rates, when he receives notice ot transfer. 

•- 

4. The rostiic-tlons ]ilaced on voluntary enhancement under section 29, will have the 
effect of eompelling the landlord to exact every pice of rent the law will permit him to demand, 
it prohibits nil eiihumtoment out of court, or it will induce tho parties concerned to resort to 
deception and fi'and to evade the payment of the heavy costs entailed upon them in a heavy 
law suit for euhuucemeut of rents, they will fight it out to the bitter eud or lie. 
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6. Sootion 35 I consider supeifluous we Jiave tlirotig'lioiit llie Bill <lirec<«d tlie Courts to 
decree only equitable rents, therefore to tell the Courts tluit tlu'V shall not decree 

unfair bikI' inequitable rents is unnecessary. With an expcrieinied judyfc it will have no witifflit 
but an iiicx])erien4-ed jud^c may attach undue importance to it and in duin^ so do substuiilial 
injustice to one of the parties concerned. 

6. Under section* 48 and 49 we have effected too little for the protection of the sub-tenant, 
the actual cultivator of the soil. 

The sub-tenant holding under a rofristered lease is, I think, atn^ily protected short of 
allowinji^ him to acquire oecup.-uicy-ri'rbts in the land, the (^nninittnct have ^one as far os 
it is possible to go without eiicroaehinf' on the rij^hts of others, but the snh-tunant who 
holds under a verbal aj^rcement or an agreement which cannot l)C accepted as evidence under 
the law is not snllicieiitly lu'oteclcd. 1 would wish to sist tJie sub-tenant receive the same 
protection nirainst hasty eviction, rack>reutin<r, &c., as is afforded the nou-occupaucy-raiyat 
under the Bill. 

7. Section 50 is an improvement on section 64 of Bill No. 2, but it does not {jo far 
enough. 1 am of opinion that the suggestions made in the Bengal Govcriimenl. letter of Sep¬ 
tember, 1&S4, tliat tlic presumption should run from 20 years ]>revu>us to the introduction of 
the suit, should be ado])ted, my reasons fur wishing it so 1 stated in my dis.sent on the Bill 
No> 2, thoi'cfore need not repetit them here. 

8. The penal clauses 59, 74 and 185 require modification as they stand, they will be harsh 
in their operation and may be used solely fur the purpo.se of giving ■thu landlord auuoyaiice. 

9. Section 89—2 prolubiting the landlords measnring lands oftener than once in ten years 
will have the effect of encouraging encroachments. As the landluvds are prohildted (Voiu liriiig- 
ing suits for enhaiiccrment oftcuer than once in 15 years there is uo iiecos.-ity for this prohibi¬ 
tion and the right to do so will, in all iustanees, be useful to them to tcist encroach incuts. 

10. Section 138 limits the area of the landlords *eraut or homo cultivation to all land 
held by him as such for 12 years continuously “ previous " to the introduction of the Act, 
thereby preventing him from acquiring any more laud as zeraut after the ])a,s.sing of the 
Bill. 

It does not prevent his cultivating more land as home cultivation, hnt if he once lets it out 
of his possession, lets it to another ^lersou for one season, he will losit his rights in it fur 
ever. 

I think the period he is required to hold it for, in order so acquire zeraut rights in the 
land should run fura^’eriod of 12 years before or after the Act is iutruduced. 

11. Section 1 73 contains a new provision in law, it permits a judgmcnt-de.htor to recover 
possession of his holding 30 days after it has been sold by decree of Court by puyiug in the 
amount of the decree. 

I object to it as I think it will have an effect contrary to what is intended. 

It will deter would-be purchasers from bidding, thereby allowing holdings to be sold for 
one quarter their value. 

It will encourage hangers on about the Courts to make speculative jmrohascs. 

And last not least it will induce the judgment-debtors to be careless in tbe due payment 
of their debts.

T. M. GIBBON. 
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Dissent. 

I BEGRicT 1 cannot concur witli many of the doci^ione arrived at by the majority of ^ the 
Select t'ommittee. It seems to me tliut we have failed to achieve some of the principal objects 
of the Bill, and that the rnfalifications wliieh the measure has undorg<ine, whilst securing to the 
landlords suhstautiui advantages, have left the raiyats as defenceless as before. 

The Bill was introduced in Council with certain well-defined objects which were of a two- 
lold character, namely (1) to give reasonable security to the fieasant in the occupation and 
enjoyment of his land ; (i) to give reasonable facilities to the landlord for the settlement and 
recovery oi' his ronti. In order to attain the first object, it was proposed to make the following 
changes in tbe^xistiug system» 

(1) to extend to permanent cultivators, bolding land in a particular village or estate, the 
right to hold that land on payment of a fair rout; 

(‘1) to make occupancy-rights transferable ; 

(3) to introduce a fixed maximum limit for the enhancement of rents; and 

(4) to provide some efficient guarantee to non-occupancy-raiyat.s against arbitrary eviction 

and arbitraty eiihaneemeilt of rents. As regards the first object, the proposal, no 
doubt, lias been maintained with some modification. But this has certainly not been 
the case with the others, and 1 must confess to a feeling of disappointment at the 
withdrawal of most of those provisions which were from time to time introduced to 
secure these ohjects. 

The free transfer of occupancy-holdings was, if I may so call it, the keystone of the mea¬ 
sure. The custom had grown up in various parts of Bengal and was gradually extending 
itself to the entire province. Excepting those places where the presence of a foreign 
element predominated and caused some ilegrce of friction between landlords and raiyats, 
the tenants who enjoyed the right of free transfer weife admittedly more [irosperous 
and better able to withstand the periodical siiocks of seanuties and famines. It was admitted 
that, during the years immediately preceding the introduction of the measure in (kaincil, 
the evidiuice in favour of the extension of the right of transferability had aecaimulated 
considerably. It was accordingly proposed to give a statutory sanction to that right. 
M’ith reference to Behar, however, a doubt was entertained by the (Jovermnent of Bengal, and 
my own knowledge of the circumstances of that province induced me last session to bring for¬ 
ward a pro]'OBal to withdraw Behar from the ojieratioii of the provision. 'I'hat jiroposal, 
however, was not apjiroved of, and it was resolved to give the right to all oeoupan<*y-raiyat8 
throughout Bengal and Behar. During the present session, the provision has heen 
droppetl entirely from the Bill. Whilst agreeing to the advisiibility of leaving to (uisloin 
the right, of free transfer in Behar, I consider that as regards Bengal it would have a 
mischievous tendency. In every place, even where the riglit has been freely exercised, 
such as the Presidency, Kajshaliyo, Dacca, and (fiiittagoiig Divisions, the custom will he dis¬ 
puted, with the result that a large portion of the consideration money will pass eitlier into the 
iiands of the landlords or their servants. It would have been far better to recognize transfer- 
ability tlirouyhout Bengal Proper, subject, if necessary, to the payment by the raiyat of a 
graduated sc-ale of fees njion the consideration money, than to have left it to custom, which 
I fear will iKuieeforth be disputed in ev<‘ry instance, to the serious prejudice of the tenant in 
the exercise of iiis riglit. W'ilh tiic safeguards which llie Bengal Government proposed to 
attach to tlic recognition of tlie right in Bengal Projicr, no injury to the luudholding interests 
need have b<>eii feared. I think the mo ic in W’hieh the cpiestion has heen discussed and 
decided is likely to produce mischief. Had the question nut been raised, this mischief might 
have been avoided. 

2. From the very inception of the Bill, it was considered necessniy to, introduce a maxi¬ 
mum limit on rents. In many parts of the province it was proved by the stern testimony 
of fu(‘t8 that tile enhancement of rent beyond a<Meet’tain limit implied starvation to the cul¬ 
tivators of the soil, and that any endeavour to exact rent beyond that limit ended in failure to 
the Iiindloid or distress to the tenant. In the interests of the landholding classes themselves 
it was propo.stal to provide a cheek to the system of rack-renting which many of them were 
disposed to adopt. The Ea-st Landliolders Association and t.’io bate Babu Kristodas P41 
both projxised a gross produce-limit—the former one-fifth as the highest limit of enhance¬ 
ment which the zainiiidars thought proper to demand, the latter one-fourth. The important 
question to determine was what proportion shotild the raiyat be left in enjoyinciit of after 
payment of bis rent? If ex])erience and the collective evidence of competent observers are 
of any aeetinnl, it is clear that the raiyats in Bengal can hardly pay for rent more than one- 
fifth of the gros.s pmdiiee without trenching upon the bare means of suhsistence. If in 
some places the Jauidbundia shew a higher rout, the question remains is the raiyat ever 
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able to dieoharge hia liability? Among other evidence, that recently supplied by the Board of 
Revenue aa the result of its ex|>erience of wards' estates furnishes a negative aiinwcr to this 
question. It certainly cannot be the interest of anybody to leave the rniyat a bare sub¬ 
sistence. WhaMver the proportion it may have been considered desirable to adopt, a gross 
produce-limit appeared to me the most sati'ifactory and most feasible of all the proposals 
Drought forwa^ to prevent rack-yenting. The adoption of this limit would have also enabled 
the legislature to give some degree of protection to the large body of non-ouuupancy and uuder- 
raiyats who are now practically left without any protection. The withdrawal of the fractional 
limit upon enhanoemeots in Court is in my opinion likely to prove injurious to the raiyats. 

8. I consider the ground of enhanoement on the Wis of" prevailing rates " as open to 
serious objection. It introduces, iu the form it has now assumed in this Bill, an entirely novel 
principle into the law of Bengal. The law has hitherto not recognized enhanueiiieiits np to 
the average of rates payahle, and it seems to me that the recognition of such u principle is not 
only dangerous, hut, without any correlative ground of reduction, unjust. It will end in screw¬ 
ing up rents to the factitious average of a large number of rates, over the correctuess or reality 
of which no individual ruiyat bus any control, and that average will furnish the basis for a 
fresh increase until the highest possible rate is reached. 

4. Enhancement on the ground of increase in the price of staple food-crops is to my mind 
economically indefensible. When the price of food-crops increases, the price of other necessary 
articles also increases. Is it fair or reasonable to constitute a rise in the price of staple food- 
crops as a ground of euhaiicement when a hundred other oircumstauoes, like the inoreasing cost 
of production, increasing cost of the bare necessities of life, &o., tend to show that the ruiyat 
of to-day in the majority of instances is not a whit better off than the ruiyat of twenty years 
ago ? Let us take for example an instance (which is not uncommon in Bengal), of a raiyat whose 
bolding is fit for growing, say cotton, and whose cultivation, owing to a fall in the cotton, 
market, has diminished in value. As the Bill stands such a raiyat would, notwithstanding hie 
contracted ability to pay enhanced rent, be still liable to enhancement ebould the price of food- 
grains have risen. In other words, although he gets less for his crop and has to pay more for' 
his food, he is still liable to have his rents increased. I cannot help thinking that the Select 
Committee have failed to realize tne full effects of this ground of enhanoement, and I would 
strongly urge that the old ground of eahaiicement on the basis of net values should be reverted 
to. 


5. The Bill provides no efficient safeguard against the ejectment of a non-oocupancy raiyat 
to prevent the possibility of his acquiring an occupancy-right. 

6. I am not able to understand the object of the &ctitious difference which has been created 
between under-raiyats holding under registered sub-leases, aud under-raiyats holding verbally or 
under an unregistered lease. The system of sub-letting is interwoven with the agricultural 
economy of the country, and the Committee at a very earlj' stage recognized the inexpediency 
of introducing any provision in the Bill interfering with it. Considerable protection has 
been given to planters and capitalists taking lands for purposes of indigo cultivation from the 
raiyats under registered sub-leases. No protection, however, is gived to the mass of under- 
raiyats. It is said that these may secure to themselves the same rights by simply taking regis¬ 
tered leases ; but it must l>e remembered that the majority of the under-raiyats are poor to the. 
verge of starvation, aud that they are not iu a position to demand registered leases. 

7. I demur, also, to the provision embodied in the Bill regarding .4i(bandi tenures. This 
provision seems to nfe to be in direct coiitradiution to the views of the Secretary of State and 
the Government of India, that *' shifting " should be put an end to. IHie {tibandi provisions 
reoognize and legalize the eviction of a raiyat at the mere caprice of the landlortl. 1 hod no 
objection to tbe proposals of the Bengal Government, to allow land held on the uibandi system 
to be a matter for contract; but 1 have strong objections to the dtbandi raiyat beidg left, at 
this Bill leaves him, without any practical protection whatsoever. 

These are the main and essential points on which I differ from my colleagues; but there^ 
are various minor details with reference to which, also, I cannot agree with them. 

8. On the whole 1 regret to think that n measure from which so much was expected should 
prove so inadequate iu its general result. The giiurautees to which the raiyats had laid* claim, 
as well on constitutional grounds as on those of equity and expediency, have been either withheld 
or only partially conceded. Between contending claims the Bill does not in my opinion strike 
a just balance, and it seems to me that unless some further modiffcatioiis ace made in the direc¬ 
tion which 1 have indicated, it will not answer the purpose of deRuitely setting at rest the dis¬ 
putes between landlord and tenant in Bengal.

1 Aigned thft pfeliminary Report-the Select Cottimittoe laet year, oti the anderetatidif^Br 
that I postponed the expression of my opinion on certain questions Until the submission of the 
final Report to Council. Some of the sections to which 1 then objected have, during the snlv 
sequent revision, been removed from the Bill, others hare been modified, and I nowooofine my 
remarks to four principal points. I desire, however, at the same time to record in general 
terms my hesitation in regard to several other provisions in the Bill. For the Select Com^ 
mittce has been asked to deal with the entire relation of landlord and tenant in Bengal, 
witbonrbeiug furnished with any body of cross* examined evidetice tc guide its delibsrations. 
Opinions and statemeuts, often oonflicting and sometimes contradictory, have been furnished 
to it in large numbers. But it has not bad the means of ascertaining which of these opiniotM 
and statements would have borne the test of cross-examination. Or how far their disorepancies 
might have been reconciled. Absence of such data is the more to be regretted in a measure 
affecting land-rigiit in Bengal; for in Bengal almost alone among the Provinces of India, 
tdiere is nu central departmeat'of statisticB, and until quite recently -there was no agricultaral 
bureau, which might in some measure have compensated for the evidence of witnesses heard iu 
the Districts. But, while 1 'regret the defective method of enquiry originally adopted, 
I acknowledge that, at the stage which the measure bad readied wbeu the Bill oaose before the 
Select Committee, the time for an effective local enquiry had gone past. The CooMnittee 
heard the views of several gentlemen in Calcutta on two minor points, but bo body of evideaoe 
has been collected in the Dis'h'lcta and subjected to cross-examination. The result has been to 
leave in my mind an extreme uncertainty in regard to several impivtaat olasaes of righta 
with which the Bill deals. 

Coming to specific grounds I object, in the first place, to the application of one 
sat of minute provisions for the regulation of rent, to two Provinces in which the relation 
of landlord and tenant is BO widely dissimilar as in Bengal and Behar. [Section 1 (8).] 
The statements before the Committee show that in Beh&r, owing to over-population and to the 
consequent competition for land, the diflScuIty is to secure a siitlieient shore of the crop to the 
cultivator; while throughout large areas in Bengal the difficulty is for the landlord to 
nealiso his rent. Yet the fundamental differences between Bengal and Behar find no 
recognition in the Bill. Tbc effect of this has been, in my opinion, to increase the diffictiUy 
of making effective provision for either Province. Thus in regard to [lerhups the most 
important question dealt with in the Bill, namely, the restrictions to be placed on enhancement 
of rents, the Bengpal Goverbment declared that to limit rents to one-fifth of the gross- 
produce was a necessity for Behar, while the imposition of that limit Was found rndefensible 
for Bengal. The one-lifth limit has acooi-dingly been dropped, and minor restrictions have 
been introduced. It seems doubtful to me whether some of these minor restrictions do not go 
further than is warranted by the facts in Bengal ; and it is more than doubtful, considering 
the statements mode on behalf of the Bengal Government, whether these restrictions will meet 
the necessities of Behar. 

1 object, in tlhe Second place, to the dtseooraginaent which the Bill phoes on the feolatim. 
tkm of waste lands by proprietors at their own expense. Imfwrtant prrovisions in the Bill 
reet on conmderations arising out of the pressure Of the population csi the ^soil, and on the 
necessity of protecting the euHivator again^ the itionopoly in land which is thus oonfeived on 
the landlord; The most -direct remedy for this state of tilings is to iuureasa tlie area avaiiable 
for cultivation. Yet the Bill not only gives no new inducement to landholders to reclaim 
Wastes, but places discouragements, which did not -exist under -the iprevions -Uw, upon their 
doing so. As regards lands brought under cultivation by means of rsclumitioii leases, the land¬ 
lord will be in a ratbUr woiae position thiin before; for the oeeupasiey-right Will now eomkBienoe 
to aOOTue to the tenants during the enrrenoy of such leases, and itmay he enleroud ioamediatelf 
on their expiry. As mgards lands brought under Cultivation hB landlord bimselfi hy 
Weans of hned ilabonr, he is in a nmoli woioe positicna than ,befbre. fiooottiorth the lamUcid 
who outs down heavy jungle, or digs taAa,01r drains swsmps at a lasgfO^utlaf, by moans Of his 
own servants, will, under jLhe provisions of the Bill, begin to lose the ocenpanoy-right in the 
reclaimed land as soon aS he lets it oUt to tenants. If the landlord lets the reclaimed fields to 
a settled roiyat of tlie village, the tenant aoqaires the oocnpancy-right the ‘tnomettt be enters 
on the land : if the landlord lets the reclaimed fields to any other raiyat, the title to oooupnncy- 
rights immediately begins to accrue: In no care wifi the landlord be ’permitted, l»y -apecial-oon- 
tract in his lease, to tor the grroWth of occapaiooy*Yights in land WhiUh he has rCdlaitn^ by 'his 
own servants at his own expense. Considdring the pressure Of (he people on the cultivated soil, 
and the existeueU off large un-redlalmed tracts-within a few days' widk of centres-Of-eongested 
population, I think it impolitie to place any new disoonragemeots on efforts to add to'tto 
cnltivated land. Considering that the Bill, in order to deal with tfae-evils of over«popnlatiOtt, 
restricts the former riubts of the landholders, I think that sneh discouragements-are not odly itn-. 
politic but Unjust. I purpose, therefore, to move amendments in Council, which will have the 
effect of protecting a landlord who reclaims at his own expense 6o»d Jf/f’e waste lands, against the 
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jcrowth of occupancy •rights in those lands during a reasonable period to recoup his outluv, say 
tor thirty years. 

In the third place, I objei-t to certain of Vlie provisions for the enhnneement and reduction 
of rents on the ground of a rise in prices [section 39J. The Bill snlistitntes for an old and a 
scarcely workable ground of enhanoement, namely, a rise in the value of the pi'Kluco, a much 
mote simple ground, namely, a liae in the prices of staple food-crops. Tlio latter contention 
would in any case be more easily susceptible of proof. But the Bill further simplifies the hutdeu 
of proof, by directing that the Courts shall be guided by eortuin lists of prices to be published in 
the official Gazette. These lists are to he of two kinds; mto set of lists are to rowrd current 
prices in the future, the other set refer to prices in the imst, A new and shariJ weapon of 
enhanoenieut is thus placed in the hands of the landlord; but, subject to coiuiiUous on its 
applicatiou imposed by the Bill in favour of the tenants, I believe it to be a fair ground of 
enliBucement. The weapon is two-edged; it cute against the tenant as a means of enhance 
meat if prices have gone up, and against the landlord as a ground for the reduction of rent if 
prioes have gone down. It is obvious, however, that as the Bill entrusts the Local Government 
wjtli the duty of supplying the evidence, it should take reasonable guarantees that the evi- 
donee thus supplied shall he good evidence. The draft Bill of last year provided that all the 

S rice lists officially puhlislied, should be conclusive evidence. The Bill as now finally settled 
irects that the Courts shnll presume that the facts stated in the lists are correct utless and 
until it is proved that they are iucorrect; thus giving the value of presumptive evidence te 
both the sets of lists. 

I believe that the lists to be prepared for current prices in the future, under tho safeguards 
provided by the Bill, will merit this degree of oredildlity: but that the lists, purporting to 
record prices in the post, do not. This Ltter class of lists will huvo to be compiled, tit po»i 
facto, for a period running back ten or fifteen years, from <!ortnin price-lists whiob were collected 
at a time when atlequate safeguards were not taken to seourc their accuracy, and when the 
effective safeguards now provided by the Bill for future price-lists were not tliought of. At 
the period of their collection, moreover, it was never contemplated to give to them the value of 
copcliisivo or presumptive evidence in the Courts. I have examined some of the old lists, I do 
not think that they afford a s.'tCe basis for a recompilation which should be accepted 
hy the ('ourts either as eoncUisive or presumptive evidence of prices in the past. 'I'hcy are 
valuable concurrent evidence, taken together with the evidence to he derived from the business 
books of gruiu-merchants, zo^sindaiH, and dealers iu export produce, I do not think that lists to 
bo roaiwly compiled from them should now hove a greater weight than the original lists would 
have bad under the Evidence Act, I propose, therefore, to move an amendment which will 
have the effect of leaving the value of presumptive evidenco to the lists prepared for current 
prices in future, but withdrawing that value from the lists to be compiled for prices in the past. 

In tlie fourth place, while not dissenting from the powera granted hy section 118 to the 
Local Government, in certain exceptional oiroutnslances, to reduce rents, I wisli to place on 
record the hesitation with which 1 have agreed to that provision. The exceptional eircum- 
staucea contemplated are when the Government has*to intervene between landlord and toiiunt 
“in the interests of public order or of the local welfare.” Ou the one hand, the ex)>eri- 
enue of the past, and the slatemcutB which have been made in regard to the future, seem to 
reader it ex:p^ient that this power should, under due safeguards, ho accorded to the Local 
Government. The Bill, in requiring that the previous sunctioii of the Governor General in 
Council must be obtained, provides due safeguards. On the other hand, I do not think that 
a general disruption of contracts betweeu landlord and tenant, such as is involved by a reduc¬ 
tion of rents ou a large scale, should be efi'ectod hy any authority of a less ucliherutivo cha¬ 
racter thau the Legislature itself. If, therefore, it ever becomes neoessary to ap]ily tliis*clause 
to a considerable urea, 1 hope that the process will bo couductetl under, or receive eficct from, 
an express Act. It is iu this hope that 1 have agreed to the provision in the present Bill. 

1 have thought it my duty to place ou record objections to specific provisions of tho Bill, 
and to mention iii general terms my uncertainty in regard to several important classes of 
rights -with which it deals. I ought, therefore, to state clearly that I believe the Bill, tgkea 
as a whole, makes suhstantial improvements on the existing law, and that, where it alters thatf^ 
law, the changes are, with certain exceptions, expedient and just.

I DTSSBNT from this Report, bocaose I ard not satisfied that the Bill, as amended bj the 
Select Committee, affords that effectual protection to the raiyat which the measure, as intro* 
duced into the Council, was intended to give. What the nature of that protection was, and on 
what grounds it was thought necessary, can readily be learnt From the Statement of Objects 
and Reasons, and from the speech delivered iu Council on the 2ud March, 1883, by the Hon’ble 
Member^who introduced the Hill, It was the intention of the Bill to secure to the occupancy* 
raiyat fixity of tenure, fair rent and free sale. The Bill accordingly declared, that every 
settled raiyat should have a right of occupancy.throughout the village or estate in which ho 
held hind at the date of the introduction of the Bill; aeeondfy, that his rent should never exceed 
one>firth of the value of the gross produce of the land in staple crops; thirdly, that he might 
transfer his holding at bis pleasure, subject to a right of pre*emption on the part of the land* 
lord, and that the landlord's purchase of the bolding should not extinguish the occupancy* 
right, hut that the right should revive as soon as the land was let to another tenant. The 
interests of the non .occupancy* raiyat were not less carefully guarded. “Tenants of this 
class ", said the Ilon'ble Member who introduced the Bill, “ should not be exposed to arbitrary 
rack-renting and eviction at the hands of their landlords, and the acquisition by them of the 
status of settled raiyats should be facilitated in every possible way." The Hon'ble Member 

? noted with approval a remark made by Sir Ashley Eden, that " no raiyat should bo evicted 
rom his fields on any ground, save persistent failure to pay a fair and reasonable rentIn 
accordance with these ]>riuciples, the Bill prescribed a maximum limit of rent for the non* 
occupancy-raiyat; it did not allow him to be ejected on the ground that the term of his lease 
had expired; and it provided that, if he were ejected for refusing to agree to an enhancement 
demanded by the landlord, he should be entitled to receive compensation for disturbance. 

Such was the Bill which was introduced into the Council, and which was referred to the 
Select Committee. It was drawn with a full recognition of the character and the gravity of 
the evils which it was designed to remedy. " Whut we hope for" (said the Hon'ble Member 
who introduced the Bill) “ is, first, that a stop may be put to the vigorous effiirts which are 
at present being mode by landlords in some parts of tlie country to withdraw land from the 
operation of the occupancy-right by preventing the natural growth of a fresh occupancy- 
right in the place of an old right which has determined; and secondly, that where oconpancy- 
rigbts do, as a matter of fact, exist, the proof of their existence may be a matter of less diffi¬ 
culty than it is at present to the ignorant and helpless raiyatIn speaking of the necessity 
for legislation, and of the kind of legislation required, the Hon'ble Member re-produced a 
striking passage from the Report of the Famine Commission. We have received" (the Famine 
Commistiioiiers wrote) " a large amount of evidence, remarkable in its weight and unanimity, 
to the effect that in the Bengal Province the relations of landlord and tenant are in a specially 
unsatisfactory condition. We feel no doubt that the condition of the rent-law and the 
way in which it is administered in Bengal are a very grave hindrance to its agricultural 
prosperity, and that large portions of the agricultural population remain, owing mainly to this 
cause, at all times dangerously near to actual destitution, and unable to resist the ^ditional 
strain of famine. We cun feel no doubt that in all the provinces of Northern India, and par¬ 
ticularly in Bengal, it is the duty of the Government to make the provisions of the law more 
effectual for the protection of the cultivators' rights. * * * * It is only under such 

tenures as convey permanency of holding, protection from arbitrary enhancement of rent and 
security for improvements, that we can expect to see property accumulated, credit grow up, 
and improvements effected in the system of cultivation. There could be no greater misfortune 
to the*oountry than that the numbera of the occupancy-class should decrease, and that such 
tenants should be mergt'd in the crowd of rack-rented tenants-at-will, who, owning no perma¬ 
nent connection with the land, have no incentive to thrift or tf) improvement. It is desirable 
for all parties that measures should be framed to secure the cotwolidation of occupancy-rights, 
the enlargement of the numbers of thos^wbe hold under seculre tenures, and the widening the 
limits of that security, together with the protection of the tenant-Iit-will in his just rights, 
and the strengtlieuiug of his position by any measure that may seem wise and equitable." 

These, I repeat, were the principles upon which the Bill was based, and these objects 
would have been effectually secured by the Bill as originally introduced into Council. In the 
amended Bill, fixity of tenure is weakened by the limitation of the definition of a settled raiyat 
to the village alone ; fair rent is deprived of the safeguard (the only ultimate safeguard) of a 
maximum limit beyond which rent can never be enhanced; and free sale has disappeared 
altogether from the Bill, or survives only in a section which saves customary rights. The 
noii-occupaucy-raiyat has fared even worse, at the hands of the Select Committee, than his 
occupancy brother. The gross produce limit of his rent is struck out; he is declared liable 
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to ejectment on the ppround thut the term of his lease hae expired; if hu refiisea to n^'i-eu to any 
enhaticcineiit demamled of him, he cannot elaim a judicial rent for a loii}rer jK'riod than live 
years ; and he may be ejected at any time before he has acquired a right of oocupuncy without 
obtaining any compensation for disturbance. 

It will possibly be said thut these alterations, sweeping as they may seem to bo, are 
counterbalanced by other ehunges which have been made in the Bill, and that, when the 
account on both sides is fairly summed up, it will be seen that the objects of the original 
measure have substantially been attained. Let us consider how far this is the case as regards 
each of the two great classes of ruiyuts, and, first, as regards the occupuncy'raiyut. 

It must be admitted that transferability, or the right of free sale, is not an essential 

E rovision of the Bill. I believe that (in Bengal at any rate) it might usefully and safely 
ave been conceded ; but there were arguments in favour of a different conclusion, and it was 
open to the Select Committee to decide tiiut transferability would not have the effect of either 
strengthening or extending the occupancy»rigbt. 1 do not therefore desire to lay any stress 
on the abundoument of this provision. 

With regard to fixity of tenure, the elimination of " the estate ” from the definition of the 
settled ruiyiit is, I tliink, much to be regretted. If no middle course could be found, the 
Committee bod to decide between a definition wbioh might, iu a few exceptional cases, 
entail a sli^ht hardship on the landlord, and a definition which could easily be worked so as to 
produce, in a multitude of cases, a grievous wrong to the tenant. On this point the duoisitPii 
of the Committee was, in my opinion, a lamontabie mistake. At the sumo time I admit 
that, as regards fixity of tenure, the position of the oceupancy-raiynt is somewhat stronger 
under.the amended Hill than under the present law, and that this object of the Bill has been 
partially, though still imperfectly, attained. 

Fixity of tenure, however, without fair rent is worse than useless, and in the matter of 
fair rent the Bill signally fails to afford the ououpaney-raiyat reasonable protuetion. He is 
protected, under the existing law, by the fact that the enhancement provisions of the 
Act now in force have proved to be unworkable. Such a condition of things is a 
public scandal, and the Select Committee rightly resolved that just claims to enhancement 
should no lunger be baffled by the uncertain woixling or the oomplicated conditions of the laiv. 
Blit the Committee seem to have overlooked the danger of enlarging the facilities fur the use of 
the enhancement sections without also taking precautions to guard against tho abuse of 
them. The Bill puts enormous powers of enhancement into the hands of the landlords. 
Tho sections relating to enhancement on the ground of the prevailing rate have been re-cast in 
a form which will practically allow the landlord to raise the rent of every raiyat in the village 
to the highest rate which he can persuade or compel any one to pay. In suing for eiibancc> 
ment on the ground of a rise in prices, the landlord will find the evidence, which it has 
hitherto been impossible for him to adduce, provided by Oovernment ready to bis hands. Hu 
will have nothing to do but to lay before the Court the official price-lists, and a decree iu his 
favour will follow as a matter of course. 

The feeble palliatives which the Bill provides are impotent to restrain the evils whioli 
the working of tlie enhancement sections is calculated to produce. It is declared that no 
enhauceinent shall he decreed in excess of ivhat is fair and equitable; that the rent of a raiyat 
shall not be enhanced at intervals of less than 15 years; and that, in extreme eases, the 
Goveruiiieut of India may interpose, and may depute an officer, not, os usual, to enhniiue rents, 
but to reduce them. The first of these provisions may occasionally be of use iu tempering the 
rigour of the law, but it is of too vague and indeterminate a clmrueter to afford any adequate 
protection. The second will maue the pauperi/.ing process more gr^ual, but not less certaii#or 
complete. And what shall we say of the third V Where is the wisdom of enacting a law the 
natural operation of which may produce a stale of things which will require the law to be not 
merely suspended, but reversed ? But in truth what is most to be feared is not such outrageous 
oppression as would cull for the interposition of Government under this special provision of 
the Bill. What is most to be feared is that the gradual and steady operation of the 
euhaueement sections will be a p Tmanent bar to all improvement in the condition of th#' 
ocoupaucy-ruiyats. They will have no inducement to raise larger crops or to cultivate more 
valuable products, for they would he toiling for tho benefit, not of themselves, but of their 
landlords. The maohiiiery of this Bill they cun neither resist nor evade. 

These evil consequences would have been avoided, if the Select Committee bad accepted 
two of the reoomraeudatious of the Government of Bengal. That Government desired, first, to 
restrict enhanceioent on the ground of the prevailing rate to those individual eases which it 
was originally intended to meet, and secondly, to prescribe an absolute limit beyond which 
no claims to enhancement should be allowed. The Government of Bengal saw that, if the 
landlord's demand were restricted to one-fifth of the gross produce in staple crops, rack-renting 
would be effectually stopped, the cultivation of the mure valuable crops would be encouraged, 
and the agricultural advance of the Country would be ensured. Unhappily, these views were 
not accepted by the majority of the Select Committee, and the aineuded iiiU leaves the 
eeoupancy-raiyat withoitt any adequate security in the matter of fair rent. 
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With respeot to the non-ocoap»noy>niiyat, thd oripnal BUI wee desired to protect him 
againat unreasonable exiictinas, and to facilitate his acquisition of the right of ooeupanoy. 1 
have shown what stress was laid op tliese objects, and especially on the sscopd of these obiMts, 
by the Famine Commissioners and by the lion'ble Member who introduced the BiU. It is 
therefore somewhat remarkable that the amended Bill loaves the non-occupancy.raiyat entirely 
at the mercy of his landlord as regards his rent. When first admitted to occupation he must 
pay such rent as may be agreed upon between himself and his landlord. It is true that, if he 
IS afterwards called upon to agree to an enhancement, be may demand a judicial rent for a term 
of fij^e years. But this provision will be inoperative, for the raiyat will he aware that, uuless he 
comes to terms with his landlord in the matter of rent, the landlord will not formally demand 
an enhancement, but will sue to have him ejeotid. Those who know the peasantry of Bengal 
know that a raiyat will agree to pay any rent rather than face the alternative of ejeotinsat 
from his holding. The provisions of Oliapter VI of the Bill will therefore enable the bndionl 
to exact from the iion<occupancy-'raiyat the highest rant which the land can possibly bear, a 
rent which will leave the. tenant nothing more than a bare sabststeuae: and the demand of 
enhancement may be repeated year after year. 

It is remarkable, as I have observed, that the amended Bill afiTords the noo>ocoupancy- 
raiyat no protection ns regards his rent. But it is still more remarkable that it does nothing 
to facilitate his acquisition of the right of oocupnney. It provides, it is true, that he shall 
not contract himself out of the power to acquire the right. But this stipulation is useless 
so long as the Bill affords a simple and effectual means of ensuring that the right shall never 
aoorne, The right ctin be acquired only by 12 years'continuoas occupation of village-land. 
The Bill leaves it in the power of the landlord to rack-rent the uon-ooca|>ancy-raiyat during 
eleven years, to evict him in the twelfth, and then to re-admit him und begin the process 
again. In the populous parts of the country, the raiyat, who eaniipt live without the land, 
will have no resource but to submit, 

Can it be alleged that such provisions as these Vedeem the pledges made when the BiU 
was introduced, or place the non-oceupunoy-raiyat in the position which he may equitably 
claim to hold ? What was his status under the liegulationa of 1798—the contract to which the 
landlords and their advocates so oonlinnally appeal? He was entitled (us Mr. Justioe 
O'Kinealy has shown) to hold at the customary rate, and was not liable to eviotion, except Cor 
non-payment of rent. What is his status under this Bill ? He is a mere tenant-at-will, with 
absolutely no rights beyond those whioh his landlord may ha pleased to allow him. It may 
not be ]>ossihle to revert at the present day to the oouditiona of 1798, but at least it is 
reasonable to ask that the legislation of 1886 shall not plaoe the uon-ocoupaucy-ruiyat in a 
worse position than he held in 1859. 

1 cannot admit that there is any force in the plea that the landlords, as a body, are not 
likely to strain to the utmost the powera given them by the Bill, The legislature is not justi¬ 
fied in putting one class of men at the mercy of another oioss, on tbo chance that the latter 
will use their irresponsible power with moderation. And 1 must add that 1 feel no assurance 
tliat, as regards the accrual of the occiipaney-right, these powers will be moderately used. I 
bare alreaily quoted the words in which the Hon’hle Member who introduced the Bill referred 
to '' the vigorous efforts now being made by landlords to prevent tile natural growth of ooou- 
panoy-rights Tliere is overwheltniug evidence before the Counoil to show that this feeling 

among the landlord class is widely spread and deeply seated. 1 apprehend that lan<llords will 
not tail to use largely the opportunities which this Bill will give them. They will not merely 
prevent the growth of the right over lands now held by non-occnpancy-raiyats, but, as oooa- 
pancy-holdings from time to time fall into their hands by death, abandonment or surrender, 
they will treat the new tenants of these holdings.in the same manner. '^Tliere could be no 
greater misfortune to the country ", said the Famine Commissionera, in a passage which I have 
already quoted, "than that the numbers of the oocupaney-tla8||,should decrease". The provi¬ 
sions of the amended Bill seem to m^ to threaten the country' With this misfortune. 

For these reasons X am unable to assent to tbo Report, or to r^fard the Bill, in the form 
which it has now ossunied, as an adequate and final settlehient of the questions raisinl in this 
great controversy. If the Bill is to he accepted, it must, 1 think, be accepted onl^ us an ius- 
talment of the legislation necessary to place the relations of landlord and tenant in these Pro¬ 
vinces on a secure and salisfaotor^ basis,

The present rent law hae been m operation for the last 26 jears. One wonltl have 
thought tint legislation which aimed at an amendment of that law wonid bo directed to such 
defects and objectionable provisions in it os judicial administration during this long period had 
brought to prominent notice. But this is far from the actual state of things. Upon one point, 
indeed, there was a consensus of opinion. The Government and the zamindars alike were 
agreed that the present procedure for the recovery of rent was lamentably defective. So 
acutely did the Government feel the difficulty that they caused special enactments to be 
passed by the Local Council for securing for themselves a summary procedure for the recovery 
and settlement of rent in their own estates, while tlie camfndars were left io follow the pro* 
cedure which Government in their own case were com|>elled to abandon. Wlien, anain, the 
obligation of collecting the road and public works cesses was imposed upon the landholders, 
distinct promises were made to them that they should obtain statutory facilities for the 
recovery of rent by suit in Court. And when two Bills wero introduced for the jmrpose in 
the Local Council (and neither of them was carried through) it was observed by iho President 
from his place in the Local Council that only the prooedure sections (those for the more 
effective realisation of rents) should be proceeded with." So far, therefore, the very foots, 
which point to legislative action clearly show that there was no necessity for a substantive 
amendment of the Rent Law. There was liesidcs the unwarmntable Proclamation issued by 
Sir George Campbell in 1872, setting forth that “it is perfectly lawful to unite in a peaoe* 
able manner to resist any excessive demands of the znmfndars; but it is not lawful to unite to 
use violence and intimidation. " For, the Pubna disturbances which occurred about this time, 
and the significant declaration of the raiyats that they hud become the direct tenants of Her 
Majesty showed not that they were rising in arms against a Government which they meant 
to condemn as unmindful of their requirements, but that they considered themselves ]K>werfuI 
for the assistance they had secured and that tliey were possessed of the upper hand over their 
landlords to whom they were liable for arrears of rent. In fact, before the Kepurt and draft 
Bill of the Rent Commission were published in July 1880, no complaint was made on behalf of 
the raiyats about the harsh opemtion of any of the sections of the law and no suggestion for a 
revision of its fundamental principles emanated from any judicial officer. On the contrary. 
Sir Barnes Peacock had expressed as his decided opinion that the occupancy section was operat¬ 
ing unjustly against the legitimate interests of the landholders and that it should be abolished. 
And it would be extraordinary to treat Sir Barnes Peacock’s recommendation or the 
Government promise of a summary procedure for the recovery of rent os evidence of necessity 
or justification of a Bill like the one before Council which, in our opinion, makes serious 
iniYiads upon the ancient rights and privileges of the landholders. The draft Bill of the 
Rent Commission was based almost wholly upon theory and speculation, and ils many 
innovations have only been shown up but never proved justifiable in the different stajj^ea 
through which it has since passed. In the meetings of the Select Committee, on which 
we bad the honor to sit, the authority of the Rent Commission was invoked in support 
of several of the provisions of tlie revised Bill; in some cases the opiniuns of the Bengal 
Government contained ill their letter of the I5th of September last was appealed to; in 
some the opinions submitted by public officers on the requisition of the Bengal Gov¬ 
ernment were pressed into service; and in others again, it was advanced that it would be 
unwise to disturb the resolutions passed by the Committee lost year. Authority ranging 
under one or other of these beads was no doubt furthcoming in support of the different 
sections of the revised Bill, but we do not see how this could he convincing to the Legis¬ 
lature in the absence of evidence duly tested by croM-examinatiou by the members ef 
the Select Committee. The advantages of cross-examination are sufficiently well-known and it 
would certainly be no disrespect to the most talented person or the best qualilied expert if a 
man of inferior ability sought from his place in the Supreme Legislative Council of the 
ooantiy to satisfy himself by such orderly enquiries as happened to suggest themselves to him. 
And until such opportunity is offered to the most junior member of the Council, its deliberations 
must remain very unsatisfactory to itself and to the^ outside public. The private opinions of 
even judicial officers, when not confined to experiences of the aotnnl operation of particular 
ssotions of the law, do not possess much value, and it would be dangerous to introduce new^ 
previsions itt a difficult branch of the law on the basis of aUtested opiniuns of subordinate offi¬ 
cers. When a learned judge of the High Court reads the Regulations to mean that “ no 
JwtiM Conoiafliua’s Mianta valid till it bad be^U submitted to, and approved by, the 

paragraph 16 . Revenue Authorities;" and when another learned Judge .of 

_ ihe High Court ^duc66 the passage in Regulation II 

MianW, 179^ pis., ” the property in the soil was never before 
formally declared to 06 vestw in the landholders " as ** con¬ 
clusive on the point that the soil Was not the proper^ of the zaminddrs," we believe 
no apology is needed for our not placing implicit fntth in the extra-judicial opinions 
of distinguished officers of Government. As regards the condition of the people and tbc 
necessity of radical changes in the law, in other words, the policy of the measure, if high 
ofiKoers of State, judimal and executive, may speak with any authority, it is uo small accession 
of stren^h to these who are opposed to the roam principles of the Bill to he able to say that 
a nuyority Divisiooaf 'Commissioners snd not a few District Judges, share in their views.

X rs to as that rested rights of landholders bare heea interfered with ivithoat the sanction 
of juridical principles or the formally declared aatbority of the Jixeoutire Council / that 
rifibts have been created in favor of one class of subjects and at the uncompensated cost 
of aiiotlier class which, to sajr the least, are of diiliioua beneSt to the country at lar^e, 
and looking to the large queation of growth of population and famine difficulties the changes 
are ^hnjily calculuted to augment, rather than relieve, the pressure on Government. 

The chnoges proposed to lie introdncod by the Bill will have the further effect, of making, in 
opposition to welUcstuhlished principles of Government the judicial administration siibordi* 
nate to the Executive authorities in many respects. And lastly, the changes alluded to are 
sure to bring about such an extent of litigation and uncertainty in dealings out of Court, that 
we shudder to think of the subject barely as inhabitants of the country and apart from 
our interests as landholders aud from our feelings as the representatives ol the landholders of 
.Bengal and Behar. By a consensus of opinion, official and non-official, the result of the operation 
of the present law has been to place the whole body of raiyats in a condition of prosperity superior 
to what they previously enjoyed, and to what is.eujoyed by the corresponding classes of people 
in any the smallest corner of this immense continent of British India. There would be no 


objection to that condition being made still better if it could be done without interfering with 
the welfare of the other classes. But we strongly believe that fur from bencfitiiig the 
tenaiitry the measure, in its present shape, if put in operation, will effect their ruin as a 
class, or in any cose of the honester and poorer |K>rti»n of them, by endless and harassing 
litigation. The very discussion of the measure upon the lines disclosed in the Bill is fraught 
with dangerous consequences upon the rural economy of the country and fbetirm social relations 
between cIuBB and class of the subject community, and between all classes and the (Government 
at the head. We shall now proceed to examine some of the objectionable provisions of the 
Bill in detail. 


Section 5 (5)'->-The mie that whenever the area of a holding exceeds one hundred bfghaa, 
the raiyat shall be presumed to be a tenure-holder, is'arbitrary and opposed to fact. There are 
many districts in which holdings, each exceeding a hundred bigh&s, are not uncommon, but the 
teuants thereof are raiyats all the same. As no written engagements are usually exchanged, 
landholders will find great difficulty in rebutting the presumption which this clause will raise, 
while on the other hand the divisions and sub-divisions created by Hindu and Muhammadan 
rules of succession will ere long present the spectacle of tenures comprising of only 20 or UU 
bfgh£s of land cultivated by the holders thereof. 

Sections 8 and o{i.—The power given to the Court to direct in the case both of tenure- 
holders and raiyats, that the enhancement of rent shall be gradual, is novel. As the enhanced 
rent represents what the landlord is entitled to get, and what the Court considers to be fair and 
equitable under the circumstances of the case, the provision in question is wholly indefensible. 
Lord Bramwell truly observed with reference to this provision .—*' Now what consideration 
would influence the Court; 1 do not know whether if the tenant bad got half a dozen 
children it would be a haixlship upon him to have his rent suddenly enhanced i do not know. 
We do not see bow that can he taken into account, indeed, what could he taken into account 
really under such a clause ns that. 

Sections 9 and 3 ?.—The change of the minimnm period from 10 to 16 years for which an 
enhanced rent should obtain currency, is equally arbitrary. Both in the draft Bill of the Bent 
Commission and the Bill introduced into toe Council, the period was 10 ^ears.* Although land¬ 
holders are lawfully entitled to claim enhancement whenever there is a nse in the value of pro¬ 
duce and consequent depreciation of the exchange value of money, the limitation of 10 yeara 
would he an effectual check to oppressive repetitions of claims for enhancement,' hut consider¬ 
ing the strides the country is daily making in material progien|.|he extension of the period is 
wholly unwarrantable. ^ 

Action 18.—The provision to extend'to a raiyat holding al a r^t or rate of rent fixed in 
perpetuity the same rights of transfer and succession that belong to a tenure-holder is wrong 
in principle. The same considerations which have induced the committee to expunge the see- 
tioiis regarding free sale of occnpancy-rights hold good in the case of these raiyats os foroibly 
as in the case of other occuponcy-raiyats. The landholder’s objections to a free sale no less than 
economic considerations in the interests of the raiyotj do not lose a particle of their force, 
whether the raiyat is protected from enhancement or he is liable to pay a fair and eqnitable 
rent. The practical operation of the section would, moreover, he productive of the greatest 
confusion. Every raiyat will claim to hold at a rent or rate of rent fixed in perpetuity, as by 
so doing he would not only secure to himself a right of free sale, but also protect himself from 
tlie conclusion that his rent is liable to enhancement. It would be suicidal on his part to 
behave himself otherwise than as a raiyat contemplated by this section and thus without any 
struggle with his landlord to confess himself a raiyat whose rent is liable to enhancement. Bat 
what IS the Kegistering Officer, the Court and tlie Collector to do when a raiyat applies under 
Chapter III for the registration of a transfer of his holding? Is the Begistering Officer or the 
Collector to enquire and decide in every such ease whether the holding is protected from enhance¬ 
ment, or is he to exercise an arbitrary discretion in the matter? Agun, is the suction to apply to a 
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ruiyat wlio holds at. a real or rate of rent fixed in perpetuity, but whose rent hits ueverllieless heoii 
enhanced by reason of impnnemeiita mode hv 1ii.s landlord or by reason of his Inivino'la-on foiind 
in possession of m/re land (ban wimthe pays rent for? The diHienlty would, to a eertain extent, 
be remedicxl if it were provided, that the provisions uf CInipler 111 slionid be niadu up])IieabIo 
only to those raiyats whose rents are proteeted trom euhauccinent by u registered lease or 
judicially declared tit’o. 

SeciiiiH 20 (5).—This snb>seetion provide.s that for one year after a man has ceased to hold 
any land os a raiyat in a villao'e he shall coiitinne to be a settled rniyat in that villaofe. 'J'his 
is w’holly anomalous. A man cannot have (teased to be a raiyat. and still coiilinint to he a 
raiyat at one and the same time. I'he provisioik contained in Section 87 in ri'speet of apjairent 
and not nutnal abahdonmeni would be a snirieient ])rot.culioii to the raiyat in eases eonleniplaled 
by this sub-seetioD which involves a contradiction in ieriiis. 

SfctHut 20, Suh^necfioH 7. —'I’he rule of presmnntion created by this sub-section is a down¬ 
right ikcrvereion of the law of evidence. Nothing is more easy Fora raiyat who has held hiinl For 
12 years than Ui |>rove his possession by the product ion of his rent receipts. It. i.s not altogether 
an ea.sy matt.«r for the landholder to prove the negative. Even snjkposin^ that t here has been no 
change of hands in the ])rO|)rictary title, a landholder kvonid be unable to provtr his paper.s if 
within 12 years there have been ehano'es, as there freipiently are, by deaths, (lisinissal iind 
otherwise, in his eolleetinj; a^eney. The diH'ienltv would be nnsnririonntable in the c.n.se of jinc- 
tioii-pnrehusors who would have no means whatever at their disposal for rebutting the pre¬ 
sumption. 

Sf'c/ioH ,97. - The provision eontained in snh section 1, to the effeet that a settled raiyat 
shall have a rig'ht of oe<Mipao<-y in all land for the time heiii^ held hy him eannot be supported 
on any eonsideratioiia which just.ify the a<‘erual of a rio'ht of <ieeuj'ancy. It is no rea.son that 
because ii man lias a rioht of ocen]>aiicy in a certain ]>lot of'land that the li^ht should extend by 
possesoioii for a single d:iy to every ])lot of land that miolit he let to him. This is dintet ly 
opposed to the Despatch of the Siforetary of State. It is, moreover, a jirovision which will 
act injuriously on the setlleil raiyats themselves. They will h.ardly new lands foi- cultiva¬ 
tion which landholders will take earc to let to iion-oceupaiiey raiyats and strangers with a view 
to jirevent the accrual of a rij^lp, of oeeiipaney. 

Sfrf.ion 21 (2). —'I’lie edeet of the operation of siib-seclion (2) woiihl ho to S’ivo a r.aiyat a 
rijjlit of oecnjianey in hiiul whiuh ho has held “at any time hetweeii the 2iid (lay of March, 
1883, and i.he eomineiicemeut of this Act,'” althon^h such land miiflit have passisl to the pos¬ 
session of I lie landholder or another raiyat by alMiiidoiiiiieiit, surrender or transfer at. some time 
wiLliiii t.hat. period. Notlii i^^ eoiild be a more fniitfiil souiee of bti^^ntion. 

Section 22, Snlj-Kcctiun /.—'I'bis sub-secdioii introduces tb<^ doetviiie of merg'er in a matter 
relatiii-;- to landlord and tenant not bir the p'ir|)ose of jireveiitinjf in the spirit of the H.nlino' 
reported in 10 Indian Law Iteports, Cale.iitta l..^, tlic ne(piisilioii of a rio-hl, wil.liin a superior 
rio-hi., bill for the jnirpo.se of riiei-o'iiijr tm existiiij' ri,jht in the superior rio-lit. For re.-isoiis 
cxjilaiiied hv Sir Hariies Peacock in a case reported in 10 W. It. I.t, this is quite ojijiosed 
to the system of laiid-tennres and 1 he condition of the country. 'Die jirovisioii is the more 
ohjcet.ioiiahlc as it saves the ri^lit of third jiiirties in the land. 'I'he landholder woiihl, t.here- 
fore, jret the land which comes to his jiOBsession hy jmrejiase, (rjeetineiit, abniidoiiineiil or sur¬ 
render sid-jeiit to .all the eneimibranees created by the ont-ffoiiio' tenant. Provisions have been 
made, it is true, in suliseijnent sections f<n' delinintf what would be deemtal to be valid einniin- 
brances in dilVereiit cases, but the lan^-ua^e of this sub-scotioii is absolnto. 

Section 2ii. —As the jirovision for a free sale of oeeii|)aney-holdiiii>s has heoii abandoned, 
this section should jirovide for ejectment for non jiaymeiit of rent. A sale id the holding' at 
the instance of tlie l.iadliolder in execution of a (bs-ree for rent would, in every ease, hcaj) njioii 
the raiyat additional costs which tlie sale proceeds mijrlit not cover and would thus (Mitail loss 
both njion the landholder and the niiyat, Ejeetuient would be a simjile andelTeiUive rijmcdy l.o 
the landholder, while the raiyat would always be able to prevent it whenever his holdiiij; is 
worth more than the uniount of the decree. 

Section 20 (/).— It nii^ht well he taken ns an established fact that the priije of produce has 
quadrupled since 1793, and at least doubled within the last 30 years. The pnxlnetiveness of 
land has also iiiorenscd iiiimensely. 'I'he restriction which this section imposes njion enhanoement 
by oontract to 2 annas in the rupee is therefore most arbitrary. The rule involves a serious iu- 
frini^emeiit of the rij^hts of landholders. The rig'ht which the Government of India, when intrlK 
duciiig the liill, assiinied it jxissessed of determining the rates of rent payable hy raiyats to their 
landlord has, I venture to think, been found to be non-existent. A close exainiiiation of it 
will show it to be wholly unfounded. The (jnestion, it is well known, engaged the attention 
of a Select Committee of the House of Commons in 1^32, and the eonclnsion to which \liey 
came after a searuliing enquiry can hardly be ignored at the present moment. They observed-- 
“ unless tlic Government should either, by public or private purchase acquire the zamiiidary 
tenure, it would under the existing Kegnlutions be deemed a broach of faith, without the 
consent of the zammdars to interfere directly’ between the zamfndar and the rniyat for the 
purpose of fixing the amount of land tax demaiidable from the latter under the settlemet 
of 1792-93." The proposed restriction is, however, altogether uncalled for hy the ciretiin- 
•tanoes of the country. No evidence whatever has been adducsid to show that the raiyats in 
any parte of these Provinces are rackrented ; all the evidence on the coiitrary goes to show 
that landholders have been extremely moderate and forbearing in the matter of set*lenient 
of rent with their raiyats. The ratio which rent bore to the value of aiiuual jinsluee at the 
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lime of tlie Permanent Settlement varied aeeordin<f to Sir Jlion Shore fromto ftlis, and 
nltliou<{:h tlie landludderB were clearly entitled to pet from time to time such eiilinncetl 
rents as represented tlie clianped value of money aeeordinp to that ratio, it i» an nnd'spntcd 
fact that the ratio which rent hears to the annual value of pnaliiee at the ]>resent day ranpes 
in different parts of these Province’s from to •^ths. Apart therefore from the question of 
li'pal riphts the reslrietion in question is a preat injnstiec to the landholders. 'I'he effect of 
the vide on Ihe ei’onornie condition of the country would he an nnmixed evil. The exporienee 
of evi I V country has confirmed Arthur Yonup'p ohservatiou that low rents always net. as a 
daiui’er 4 jpon industry and nltiumttdy tells seriously upon tlie condition of nirricnltnrc and 
the prosperity of the eultivatiitp class. The restrielion in (jiiestioii will no doubt he felt by 
till’ raiyats as a benefit for a few years but ere lonp the profits of the holdiiips will piva rise 
ton laipe elass of under>raiynis, increase sub-infciidation to an alarniiiip extont>, and time 
make a deliidle area of laml feed two, perhaps, three families of raiyats in ihe place of the 
one that it is now feediup. In tlu’se Provinces where, ticeordinp to the tipures piven in Dr. 
limiter’s Statistical Aeeounts, more than one*fourth of the averape (udtivatilc area is still un- 
I’uhivated, not. one of the lea^t deploridde eonseqnenees of such a state of ihinp-s would 
ho to (dieidv the extension of eidtivation and the propress of einipration. The question 
]'.reseuls another iispei’t. Would this lepi.slativo emharpo etfectively control the law of 
demand and supply? (’an the lepislatme foire the principles of political economy to how 
t.o its dicta ? If a raiyat and his landlord npnie between themselves as to tlie extent 
1.0 which the rent should he enhanced, wai'S and means would not he wantinp to pive 
their aoreeineiit, Ihe form of a hiiidiiip contract. After the terms have been nprceil upon 
tl.e laudluddi’r uuiy sue the raiyat for euhani^enient at a certain fipure and the raiyat 
may eoufe.-s judouieut in (^uirt, or the raiy.'it may pive the zamiuddr's ns rntfami the 
eii|»italized value of the increase in excess of the eiihaiieement allowed by law. 'I'lio parties 
may have recourse to otlier shifts and devices to defeat t he law. lint perhaps the history of the 
provision is its stroiio-pst eoiideniiiation. 'fhe ilraft Bill (section 71) of the Rent Commission 
providi’il that, t here should he no limit to enluuieemcnt ^>y contratit. That provision was niain- 
taiiu’d in the draft Bill (section 6.')) of the Henpal Governiiiont, and also in tin* draft Bill 
(seetioii 03) whii h wa''sent uji to the Secretary of State in (’onneil. It was the Hill which 
was sent up to the Seoiotary of State in Council. It was the Bill wliiidi was introdneed in 
Comieil in March 188-$, winch for the first time provided (section 59 (<?) that the iiicre.ased 
relit should not exceed fi aiiuas in the rupee. The Select (’omniittee iii the course of delibera¬ 
tions last year reduced the limit to 4 annas in the rupee (section 41). At a nieetiiip of tlie 
Select (huiiuiittee. held on the 8lli ultimo, a motion was made on the ]>art of the Benpal 
(luveniiiieut to reduce the niaxiiuuru limit, to 2 aiinns in the rupee, but it was not supported 
by a siiiple iiieiuher, and it ’.vas therefore not carried. The motion was renewed on a siihse- 
queut date'in coiiuoetioii with the question of a maximum limit to eiilianeemeiit by suit in 
(’oiii't and carried by a majority. It should be further observed that tlie extension of the 
miiiiniuiii lime from 10 to 1.0 years doriiip which the enhanced rent should obtain currency, 
was for Ihe first time made by the Select Committee last year; the draft Bill of the Rent 
Coiiiniission, the draft Bill of the Beopal Government, the draft Bill of the Government of 
India, and also the Bill which was introduced in ('ouneil in 1883, all fixed the miiiimntn 
perioii at 10 years. 'J'he ohjeelioiis to this limit which we have mentioned with reference to 
tenures a]i]dy with double force in the case of raiyati holdinps. 

Sec/ion ^9 (3). —'I'liis sub-section contemplates an exercise of powers by the repisterinp 
officer which is likely to do the raiyat more harm than pood. Registering officers are not 
oxpei'led to exorcise judioinl powers, and yet in the face of liis opinion under this sub-section, 
it would he difficult (or a raiyat to prove in the Civil Court that he was not at the time in a 
sound state of mind, or that he was not competent by reason of his minority or other disability 
to enter into the contract. 

SeefioH bO [It ),—The alterations made by this section in the prounds on which a suit for 
enhancement of rent may be instituted would deprive I^dholders of enhancement which is 
justly due and at the same time introduce mmecessary compUcAtioiis in the law to the injury 
both of the landholder and of the raiyat. There will be no enhaiu’ement on the pronnd of a rise 
in jiricc unless the rise is in respect of the price of the staple food-efOps, By section 89 (7) the 
local Government has to determine what shall be deemed to be staple food-crops in these prov¬ 
inces, and it appears from a letter written by the Revenue Secretary to the Government of 
Bengal to the Seeretary of the British ludiaii Association, dated the 23rd February J8H4, that 
" the l.ieiitenanl -Govemor would probably declare to be staples the two food-grain crops (appar¬ 
ently rice and wheat) which appear * * to be most largely produced in each district." The 

effect of this alteration would ho very harmfnl. The laudholder would get no enliaiioement 
for a large rise in the price of jute, sugarcane, or potato, if there has been no rise in the price 
of rice ; while on the other hand a raiyat cultivating simply jute, sugarcane, potatoes or pulses 
would have to jiny not only enhanced rent to his landlonl but also to sjiend more money for his 
living if the jirice of rice has risen although the price of these other crops has fallen or remain¬ 
ed stationary. It is easy to see that in some cases the operation of this section would be dis¬ 
astrous to tlie raiyats. 

SwtioH no {c d). —The alteration made in the ground of enhancement relating to in¬ 
crease of the productive powers of the land is equally objectionable. These clauses provide for 
enhancement when the increase is due either to improvements efTceted by the landlord, or by 
liuvinl action; but there are other causes of improvement for wliich the landlord is nudoubt- 
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wily eiititliKl to yet eiiliaiicetneot of iient- Where, fipr iiistanoe, a cliaiiyi’e in the course of a 
river, a uew railway, a new public roatl or a new government enihankinent trees hitui from 
periodical innndalioiiH or from frequent trespasses Ity cattle or wild animals, any rule which 
depi'iv<*H the laJidlord of his share of the heiielif of the inii»roveineiit iuilital(‘s ayainst the very 
principle on which etdiun<*einent on the yroiind of improvement of the land ishascd. 'I'he nlter- 
alion in this ground of enlinneemeul. bus necessitated the iiilrodcetioii of a unmh<>r of seetions 
about laudloi-ds^ inipn>veineul», and enquiries into the same and reyistral u>u thereof whi<h 
tniyht well have hecii omitted. 

Sect ton 31 (a).—There is no just iilcat ion for the rule contained in this (dausc to the eireci 
that a landholder, claiming eiiliaiiccinent on the yrotind that tin* rent paid hy a raiyat is below 
the prevailing rale should prove the rates ol rent iwid duriny n |>erio4l of not l(>ss than H 
years. If the majority of the raiyats of a villaye have ayreetl to pay a certain rale of n-nt 
and paid that rent hy reason <if a rise in tire price of produce or iinproveinent of tin; land, why 
should the laudh«>l(Ier have to waif for d years before he could sue the remaininy <lo/.en ni 
score of raiyats for enharieemeiit of rent at that rate ? If these raiyats have any yromuls 
entilliny them to continue to bold at a lower rate of rent thtiy may prove such yroiiud as well 
at the time as 3 years after. 

flection 82 (a). — Knhuucement of rent on tlu* yrnnnd a rise in price of prodo<-e wouhl b(> 
more visionary than rwd if, in iHidition to tlie other lioiitutions, the restrictions I'ontaliied in 
this Be<*.tioii are allowed to staiul. 'I'lie (hnirt is required to ascertain thepricse by compariiiy ilic 
averaye jjrices diiriiiy t he Id years’ iminediaudy precediny t)>c date of suit. Au averaye of sutdi 
a loiiy )>criod will necessarily redm-e the rate of culiuucod rent, aiul deprive the landholder of 
his priq)er dues. It would he eiiouyh, for tiu; luirpose of detcrmiiiiiiy whet her a rise in pri<‘e is 
merely casual or steady if the averaye of 3 years is taken. Jii connoelion with this iniitt<*r ii is 
noticeable that section 38, which pr«»vides for reduction of rent on tlie yrouud of a fall in the 
price of ra'uduee does not contain the rule to which I object. In all I'uiriiess, tdu* ruli; of pro¬ 
cedure should l>e the same in both eases, but from tlie way in wbiidi section 38 is worded tiicre 
is uotliiuy to prevent the Court from deureeiiiy rcdiietion of rent on the basis of an averaye 
of 2 or 3 years 

Sre/nott 32 [b ).—The lestrietion to enhaneetnent contained in this clause is ba.‘.'e<l on a wrouy 
assumption of facts and on fal.se rensoniiiy. 'I'he clause providers that, for tho purpose of 
iletermiuiiiy the euhauciHi rent aceordiny to the rule of proportion, the averaye pii<-c sliouhl be 
reduced b^' ^rd of the excess, that fru<-tion rejiresciitiuy the iiicrcaKud cost, of ciiUivatiou. 'I'lw* 
jMirtion of the Hejiort of the llcuyid (Jovenimeiit. (seymeut d-i), on the basis of wbiidi the rule 
lias Wen introduced, jiroceeds on wholly erroneous data from Wryiiminy to end. Kubaiicemeiit 
by tbe rule of proportion as contained in Ibe first part, of tbis clause involves tlirci* din'crcut 
coutinyeueies as reyards tbe costs of eullivutiou. 'I’be costs of cultivation (1) luiyht 
have increased in the same ratio as the price of produce; (2) they iniyht have inci-eased in 
a less ratio; (3) they iniybt have iuereased in a yreal.er ratio. If these costs be taken into 
consideration the result, by the rule of jiroporl ion, would be wbolly uiiaffeittcil in the first case; 
flic landholder would be entitled to yet more in the second ease in the shape of eiilia.imcd ren- 
thun he would ntherw.ise yet, and it is only in the third case that flu. rui^'at would lx; cut it led to 
a reduction in the eulianced rent. Hut where is the evidciiee to show that (he (!os|s of enlleet 
tion have increased in a yreater ratio than the [irice ol produce ? 'I'lic sliilcuieiit made by 
some of tbe otlicers to tbe effect that the costs have increased yoes fur not.hiny, as they may 
have increased in the-same or in a less ratio than the price of puoduee. 'J'o illustrate <iiir 
ineaniny we sluill take a hypothetical case. Let the value of the annual produce of a lu'ysili 
of land be Rs. H, of which Hs. 3 rejiroseuts the costs of cultivation Its. .'i the rent and 
Ks. 2 the ))roHt of the raiyat, and lot the rise, as assunted hy the Hcuyal (Joveruiueiit for 
purposes of iHustratiou, be 25 per cent, in prices, so that the value of the aiiuuiil produce has 
become Us. It). Then, uuder tbe simple rule of inojiortion, the ciih.iu<‘cd rcul. would he 
Ks. 3.12, the profit of the raiyat under the rule of pro|iortiou would he Ks. 2-8, and 
the balance Ks. 3-12 would i^epresent the costs of cultivation. 'I'lic rule of proportion, tli(;refore, 
assumes that tlie costs of euh.ivatiou have risoii in the same proportion us tlm price of pro¬ 
duce—an BBSumptiuu which in a iiiajorily ol i.mscs is fur more I’avoralile to (he raiyut tliuu to the 
lundhoUler. It is this which induced l.lie learned Judyes in Thakurany Dusi’s case to hoUl that 
the cost of cultivation should not be taken into eahuilatiun in wurkiny tlie rule of proportion. 
The rejwrt of the Bengal Goveriiineut stales; “Thus if prices rise 25 ])«r cent, they would 
increase the rent 12^ per cent., and allow the other i2i per cent, to yo ns an allowaue6w>for 
increase in costs of production." It is ea.'iy to see that this is botli nrilhinotieally ami loyieally** 
erroneous. If 12J per cent, be allowed for co^ts of cultivation out of the landholder’s share, 
tbe actual allowance for such costs would he 37 ^ [ler cent. 

Section 33 (a). —'I'he necessity of reyisteriuy hindlord’s improvements created by tfiis sec¬ 
tion would involve an amount of expensive enquiry which few liiiulludders will care to invite, 
and the result will, therefore, be to deprive them of enhanced rents to which they are fairlv 
autititid. 

Secliou 54 (6).—Where land is washed away or coveretl with sand, it is the landlord who 
sn&ers. A portion of the laud on which lay"^ the security for liis revenue is yone. The raiyats 
who held the land would be welcome to cultivato other jilots of lands, but the loss to tin; luiid- 
bolder is irretrievable. As some coinpeiisatioii for siieh case.s, iiiiylit not they reasonably ask 
that they should be allowed tbe whole benefit of improvements in laud caused by natural 
causes ? 
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W.~The snme n,h- of proce,U,ve »s f/ic c/etermiW/;o» of averuf^e price, 

Bhoiihl hold irootl both in c.-isos of tfiihnncinnentiiiid rodiiotion o£ rent. It it be ail avoinffe of 
10 yours in tlio ono ciiso lot it he the snine also in the other. 

Sf^c/iou -JO.—Few f>r’vibioiis in the Hill will do more harm to the Bcimr landholders than 
the provision eoninined in this Fection for the commutation of produce rent into money rent 
on the ;ijn>/u‘ii(i*>n of the raiynt. Thu institution ol piiyinent in kind is one eminently 
dcBorvin^ of every etieoiirnf'eineiit iit the iiands of the leffisliitiii’c. A tioveriiment settlo- 
nieiit-oHie(M' lins rijrhtly ohserveil ; “ It. jjives tlie laiullortl a feir profit m any iinprovemeiit 
he loiiy msike ; tlierentB ore Belf-iuljnstiiifj ; the tenant is not driven into deht to itieet n lixed 
dninainl; if he horrows, lie horrows from his landlord, a less ex!ictin<r credi'or than the vilhifre 
hanker feeling of niiitiiul iniurdepemlcnee and self -interest is created hetweun landlord and 
tenant'; the former is moi-e than a mere rent collector, his own prosperity depends un that of 
the cultivator.'’ If eommutation ic allowed at the instance of the raiynt it would entail all 
the tronlile, expense and litiiralion inseparable from settlements of money rent, involve r.iiyatfl 
in debt, and seriously affect the <*aiise of aLrricnlture. Lands for which produce runts 
are paid usnall)' recpiirc the co-operation of t.lie landholiler for their cultivation. In most places, 
as in the district-s of I’alnaaml Uya, such co-operation is indi-pcnsihle. 'Ihe utter uselessness 
of attinnpts on the pan. of individual raiyats to cultivate such lands without the help of the 
landlodder is nowlu-re belter exjdained than in the very valuaVile lei ter written on the subject 
by Habu Biiupsen Sino', (government Pleader of (.Jya. lie write.s ; “ Ueeaiise, in the lirst 
pla(;e. iiis holdim^ bein;^ scattered in small jilots and patches all over the village ai-ea, many at 
considerable tlistaiices from the ahars and jii/iie*, he will not think it worth his while to spend 
any money upon the eonstrnetion and repairs of the common reservoirs aiul water-courses; 
secondly, because he has not the means, nor lia.s he any creJil with money'-lenders, to raise the 
required sum by loan ; thirdly, because, in the present state of the country, the hahils of the 
people, their ancient and inheriie<i mode of thinkiii;r, and their want of confidence in eaidi 
other, 80 natural in monetary transactions ainono’ the itfiiorant and illiterate mass to which 
the majority of the cultivators helono;, woidd make combination and raising up of suhsc iptions 
umono^ themselves, creation of a joint common fund and the appointment of triidees for the 
]>ropL’r niuna;>-enicnt of siudi a fund, anylhino- hut practtcahic within the bounds of possibiliiy ; 
fourthly, heeause, assnmino:, even lor the sake of ar^fument, the jiossibility of the creai ion 
of such a fund and the appoint meat of such triistets as aforesaid, the mob would be without a 
lead, and each raiyat having' paid for the common reservoirs nnd water channels would claim 
the priority of irri;rntiny his fields, and try to assert his liffhts or supposed ri;shts, by means, 

fair or foid, which wouhl often lead to serious affrays, resnltin;^ in the “ hreakiny of bones and 

ulieddiny of blood, and soim times terminatiny in mu’‘ders and man-slanyht.crs. ” 

Cloijiter IT. —The riyhts yiven by the Bill ton non occu]ianey-raiyat will, to all intents and 
pnrfioses, convert him into an ocimi paney-raiyat. He may (section 8.')) sub-let his holdiny so as 
to iuaki‘ the sub-lease hindiny for t) years, althonyli his own tenure miylit be for a much shorter 
lime. Tile landlord will have no |> iwer to eject him for refusal to pay enhanced rent, lie must 

servo upon him a not ice of eiihaneernent, sue him in (’ourt, and it is only when the raiyat 

refii.ses to pay rent at. the rafes )>aid by oeenpancy-raiyats that the landlord may yet a decree for 
ejectment. A iioii-oceiinancy-raiiat may (seetion 79), as a maiter of right, dig" a well, and 
erect a ilwelliny-hoii-^e and ont-ollices on his land and makcany other improvement after having 
tirst served a notice on his landlord r'-qniriiig him to do so. When a decree for ejectment is 
pa.ssed the Court may extend the time beyond 15 days, the raiyat will be entitled to yet from 
bis landlord the price of the crops, ii any, on the land or the cost of the preparation of the land 
and also (section 8Si) compensation for improvements made by him. If the landlord applies for 
a record and settlement of rights, or if the process is forceil upon him by the Local (Jovernment, 
the rent of the non-occupiiiicy-raiyat, whether enhanced or reduced, will hobl good fur 6 years. 

All these provisions arc violent inroads upon well-reeoyiiized rights of landholders. It appeal's 
13 ns, however, that the effect of their ojieration would be to place uon-oceupancy-i'aiyats in a 
much wor.'C position tlinii at present. Having an alisointe right of ejecting snob a raiyat on 
the expiry of the term of his lease, the landholder will in every ease grant short term leases 
with a view to ]>rotuct his interests and thus reduce non-occil^aiwy-raiyuts to mere tenauts at- 
will. For the pui’iiose of p'roviding forsMie comparatively small number of cases in which land¬ 
holders have not or may not protect themselves by contract, a uumbe».of sections have lieen in- 
trcdiiced in different parts of the Bill which might well be omitted. They simply add to the 
radical asiHset "f the measure without doing any corresponding goud. 

Chaptrr VIl .—1 shall discuss the pnivisions of this chapter along with section 85 which 
'might well have formeti a part oi this chapter. 

S’etiua fjO {ti ),—The operation of the rule of 20 years' presumption has been 
most iiijuriiiiis to the bindliolders. Instead of merely giving the raiyat a facility for 
proving that he and his ancestors before him have been in jios.sessioii by payment of 
rent at a imiform rate since 179d in cases where he lias been actually in Biieh jms- 
BcBsioii, it ha.«, like u rule of prescription or of limitation, created rights where none 
exi.st<-d before. By the very circiirustances ot their position the landholders have been 
unable in most cases to rebut the presumption. 'I'liose landlioldeiB wiiose families have 
been in possession of estates sine-i 1795 form a very iiisi.-uiiicant number, the vast majority 
having acquired their estates by' jmrehase since that time, and ns it is notorious that the 
records of landholders are badly kept, and the climate of the eoiintry is mimical to the 
preservatiou of old records, it is easy to see that excepting a very f-.w cases luiidh-jldeis have 
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1)0011 wholly miahle to tlisoharirc the htinlen laid upon them by law. The iJijustice of this 
rule «)f piesoiinplion has l)oeii exj)osed hy uom- m) well iis hy the Ilon’hlo Mr. ltoyiiol<ls in the 
report whioh a«‘e"inp)iniod his draft Bill. lie is supported in this ies]>oet hy a hir;;e imiiiiIk-i' of 
experienced Itovinine Ollioers, District and Siihordiiiute Jndjros, who wore oonsnlled h\' the 
Beni;fd (io\ornment «>u tin? stihjeet. Mr. II, L. Dnmpier, Mr. F. E. Eowis, Air. G. N. 
Burlow, Mr. Kean, Mr. I). \V. Do_\ly, Air. It. Pdrch, Mr. A. M'eokos, .Mr. 1$. (larrott, .Mr, 

J. 'I'wj-cdii-, Ihihu Srin:i*h Itai, Bahn Hhiijsah.in Chaixlra (’haherhiitty, Ihihn NalTar (Jliandra 
Rhntt.i, Svod Mojizim llo.'Sein and others have rcooinnnMided either f ho aliolitioii of this rule of 
])re^i)rnp( ion or a inateiinl niodilication of it.. Considin ino' that the rule is oppiis<-d to the 
leeoonisol ])riMeiples of evidence, that it. is opposed to the fact, that from ^ to ^rds of the ai'oa 
of these jtrovinees was waste at the time of the Permanent t'otth'inont, that it has heer in 
opoialion for the lust twenty five years tlurin^ whioh all who nally reipiired it and many moro 
have had t.heir titles jiuii<'iiilly declared, that, it plaeo.s in the way of aiielion.pnrehaMM's, )(>el{- 
in^’to ^el their jiist dn(>s, ohstiudos which are piaelieally insnrmonatahh‘, and that, it \v 4 inld 
opi'i'alu in fntnro with doiihlo hardship noon tlie liindindder, it is hnt fair to him th.-it 
the run? shouhl he cx|itinocil from the Bill. Tht* justice and iieoefi.^ity of its aholition ciin- 
nol ho hot ter siipporicil I Inin hy referrinj' to •ieet ion lihl of the Bill. When (iovernmefit with 
all the im'ans atid appliam-es whichuwell keptand or^iinised system of aoconnts placed at their 

disposal, linil it. necessuiy to prot.eid their own intorc.sts hy fri-ein;;' lho.se khas mehals which 

Inivo nt'Ver heei) permanently settled (ami these form the majority) from the o)>eratioii of this 
rule of ])resnmid.ion, how miieli ninie iiniierulive must he the neec.ssitv for un amendment of tlio 
law in the intere.sts of priv.cte liiodlndders ? 

Sec/ion r>U (o ).— 'I’he qne.stioii as to in wliat eases the rule of 20 years’ presnmpt ion, not- 
witlistandiii^ that laixl has heeii aiided to or takt.m from a iiiildino- should aj)ply sli.inld h<> h ft 
to the decision of the (’onrts, aeeordino' to the merits of e.-ieh ease. A hard-iind-fast rnh;. I.hat 
tlie presumption sliuil ap)>y to all eases of eons, lid.ation or rednetioii of holdings may he Iraiio-lit 
with i>reat mischief, 'i he remarks of Sir H. (’o.ieh in tins eonneetioii contained in u rnlin>f 
iiporteil in 21 W. R. rfti? are well worth considerio”'. 

Sir/idii U<j [ J). —Considering: that, scelioji &H f>ives the timant full remedy (or lefnsal or 
iiooleet on tin; part of his landlord to f^ive him a receipt in proper form, this suh-seet ion is 

wholly uiineeessary. It is likely to prove a fiiiitfid source of lit ij^rat ion hy holdin<r out to 

the tenant a )>ros])eet of diseharye from all liahllity, if he can shew that his landlonl has not 
put in some one particular in his receipt althuuoh it miyhi have hoen from iyiioranee or 
oversie-ht. 

St'clion 58. —A demand of the receipt hy a letter under a reyislered «-ov<?r should precede 
the institntion of a suit for recovery of penalty. '1 he section, as it is, would offer a yreat 
tenijitalion to the tenant to refuse to take the reeei])t and sue his landlord for recovery of doidile 
the amount paid hy hint. 

SrrUon Ol .— (Jhinsos (e) and (t/) of this section are ohjeciionahle. A landholder's nyent 
niiyht have once refused to take rent from a raiyat on the yronnd of his not heiny a ie<- inle<l 
tenant, or on the yionnd of some di.spuie as to the anioiitit ol' rent, hut that is no reason wiiy 
it should he ussiimed that he woiilil refuse to take rent at all fiitiire time, not wit hstandiii that 
the mutters in dispute Inive been settled. '1 liere shoidd he a U'lider of payment in c‘vcry <‘ase 
before ilcposit is allowed. Nor should the raiyat he allttwed to eoiistitiite hiniseli a jiidyc! of 
his landlord’s title, and to dejiosit his rent in (’onrt on the jilca, that hy riiison ol a suit 
instituted by a third party, ayainst his landlord, he feels a houd Jide doubt as to his title to 
receive it. 

Stciton 64 (J). —If this siih-section were made applicable only to rents deposited under 
daiiBC (//) of section 61, we should have notliiiiy to say ; hut we st roiiyly object to it as it tilearly 
refers to all classes of de|)OHit of rent. The Court should eertuinly have no power to pay 
money to B, when the raiyat has deposited to the credit of A. 

Sfcfionx 74 and 75. — Exception should have been made in these sections in reynrd to such 
impositions “ in addition to actual rent "which arc allowed hy law. Take for iustuiiee the 
cose of zaniindaiT dawk churjje, which is hy law (Act VIII of IS* 2, H.C.) payable hy the 
zamfnddr, but which he may (section 9) stipulate with his raiyats for payment hy them. 
Take ayain, the case of the road eess. It is paxahle hy law hotli by the raiyai and his landlord 
in certain proportions, but there is iiothiiiy to prevent the latter to hind the former hy emitract 
for the payment of the whole amount hy him. Sec. 4, Indian Law Reports, Calcutta, ( 4 X 6 . 
The Salamy which the landholder is clearly entitled to yet fur pariiny with a portion of his ** 
riybts, e. g., allowiuy the tenant to take earth fur brick-inakiny, slimild also be expressly 
excepted. This is the more ncccssaiy, as the penalty provided in section 74 is very heavy. 

See/ivnn '6 — 86. —These seetiuns, about iinjproveineiits aud eonija-nsutiou for iinjiiMVivnents 
have been stronyly objected to Ly landholders. If they are allowed to i-tuud, landholders 
should heyiveu the jirior riyht to make an im]>roveiiient, where both tlu'y’ atid their raiyat wish to 
make it; the riyht of iiuii'OCeupuiiey raiyats to make improvements i.honlii he taken away, and 
the dilferenee iu this connection between an oecvipancy-raiyat holdiny at a fixed rent or fixeil rate 
of rent, and other oeciipuncy'-ruiyals shonhl he alioiislietl, Seetioii 7/ fiirnishe-s another instance 
ol the yreat confusion w’hieh will arise, if this di.stiuctiou is maintained. It is |»roviiled in 
clause (3) that if tin re is u disjiiite between the rai^ at and his landlord as to the riyht to 
inube ail improvement,” the Collector should “ decide the ijiiestioii and his decision shall he 
final.” The Collector must therefore determine tiiially and eoncliibivelr, althouyh cpiite in uii 
ineidcutal way, whethcr a raiyat holds at a fixed or eulmucible rent. 
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Section 85 .—The efTeet of the various prorisiotis of the Bill reffardtiisj suh-Ietting and 
under-roi^’ats would l)e tt) {five a {fn at impetuflto the )m)grn*sH of the institulion, iiltUou>fh l.joth 
tlie Secretary of State in (Jouttcil and the (Tovemmentof India have ex|»reBHed a desire that the 
institution ahouli he diseouraifed. A reffistereil atih-lease will las ordinarily hiiidini; for nine 
yeitrH, the Hiih-lesstse’s rent nuiy not he enliaiiced beyond a e*»rt,aiu ]>ercenta^‘ over the lessors’ 
rent, in certain eases of sale of the lessors’ title the sttb-lease cannot he av'oided, and even in eases 
of ahandoninent hy the lessor he will have the rijfht to hold on if he ajfreeB tt> pay the rent 
payable by his lessor. These provisions would be more liarrnful to landholders and their miyats 
thiin a provision of free sale of oeeupuney holding's with the restrictions whi(;h the revised 
Bill iinpoH<.>d upon it. 

iSertfoH SO lA?).—The Bill provides for a notiee of six months to be jafiven to the raiynt in 
a case r*f (‘jeetrnent. It is fair to the landholder that he should receive a notice of an equal 
period in a case of surrender. 

Section SH t.V).—This clause is objceti«)nivble. The notice may fairly be presumed if the 
landholder lets the surreiulered hind to another raiyat in the befrinning of the year, but to 
presume it in any other case would be doing him wrong. To presume the service of the notice 
from the fact that the rail at iJas tiiken a new hohling in the name of a relative or friend 
would be contrary to all rules of evidence, and to raise the presumption from the fact that tlie 
raiynt has ceased for three months to live in the village, would he to exjiect the laudholder 
to act in a way quite opjiosed to the provisions of seiTiou 87. When the question is one of <-on« 
tinneil liahility of the raiyat to pay rent, he will be presumed to have surrendered his holding 
simply from the fact of his having ceased to live in the villau-e for throe mouths, but wlien the 
question is one of the landholder’s right to re-let land wbieli has been abandoned, no aban¬ 
donment will be jirc.siimed till tlie expiry of the year, in wliieli the raiyat so abandons, ami not 
even then till the Collector on the application of the landlord has publisliei a notice in the 
locality, it is provisions like these whieii have given the bill sin-li an one sided character, 

Sectiou S7 .—The atteinjit made in this section to formulate the nature of evidence 
rc(]iiired to prove an abandonment, has singnlaily failed. A raiyat must (1) abandon his 
residence; (2) omit to in.akn any arrangement tfor the payment of n-nt, and (-’i) 
ocase to cultivate the lainl, before be can be said under the section to have abandoncil 
his holding. In the ease therefore of a iiykust or non resident raiyat, there e.in be 
possibly no ub.'indoiiment of a bolding, unless the raiynt abandons his native village belonging 
to a different landliolder. 'I'lie lundbobler will have no right to let the lands abandoned by a 
pykust raiyat to another raiyat until the pykiist raiyat “ abamlons his r sidenee,” a contin¬ 
gency which may never happen. Again, there is no reason why a landholder sliould have to 
wait for one year, and lose bis year’s rentj if be is satisfied that the raiyat has really abandoned 
his holding. The jiriivision for the publication of notiee contained in el.'iuse (2) .iiid for the 
recovery of possession by the raiyat contained in clause (;t) would bo a sullieieut cheek against 
any waldJiilee of tin* landliol(ii*r. 

It. should be also observetl that clause (JI) extend.s the time within which a raiyat may sue 
to recover possession from one year to two years. This exteusiou of time is under the eiriunn- 
staiicps of the ease, altogel.lier unnecessary, and it will eomjilicate matters, and give rise to 
litigation. If the land he let in the meant,iine to a settled raiynt of the village, and if ho lets 
it to another uuder-rniyat under a registered snb-leose, what an amount of confusion would be 
caused ? 

Section so. —'I'iiis section takes away important rights of landholders as regni-ds measure- 
inent. If the raiyat refuses to atteml the meusuieiuent ami point out his land, clause (2) will 
pbiee him in no worse position than a raiyat wlio has ntteiuled and ]>ointod out his land. In both 
cases, ibe nieasureiiiout will be presumed to be correct unles.s the eontr.ary is shewn. The most 
noticeable defiKd. in the section is however, the absence of any provision for eases in wbieli a 
landliolder, nsiinlly an auct ion-piirehaser, is niiuble to ascertain the raiyats who are in posses¬ 
sion of the hinds of his c.state. A landholder may under such eireiim-stanees, it is true, make 
all iqijdieation under the lleeord-of-Rights C’hiipler, but it would blirow upon him not ouly a 
deni uf expense and trouble but would jiliiee him at the incrcyt of.the Hevenuc-oflieur. 

Sections 93~1()0 ,—The strong su]i^rt wliieh the Bengal Government gave in their Beport 
to the ])rovisiou for the apjiointineiit of managers in joint estates was based on an erroneous 
H.ssiiinptiun that it was the existing law. 'I'liat hiw wa , however, repealed in 1874 when other 
obsob'te enact menu were repealed. Since then no necessity has bemi made out for a provision 
like this wliieh will place in the hands of a small I’raetioiial shareholder of an estate the power 
of seriously aiiiioyiiig and iiijiiriug bis eo sharers. Considering that, the holders of small 
estates enlleet their own rents from the raiyats, the ajipoiiitmeut of a niaiiagor by Court will 
eat up all their profits. The facilities wbieli the law and the rulings of the Courts have given 
for the pavtition of joint estates have rendered such a provision as this wholly uiiiieeessnry. 

Secliinis —Both among landholders and raiyats this is one of the most iinpopiiliir 

portions of the Bill. These seetioiis give to the Executive (loveriimeiit a piwer to coiivul.'ie 
rural society to an extent far exceeding anything which any ditrereuces arising out of the 
ordinary relations of landlord and toiiunt eiiii create. Even under eireiimstaiioes of agrarian 
disturbances iieitlier of tlie eoiitendiiig parties would avail themselves of these provisions. 'I'lie 
Agrarian Dieturbaiiee Act of lS7o remuiiied a dead-letter so long ns it was in the Statute 
Book. The Select t'oiiiinittee have made these provisions mindi more objectionnhle tlnni liefore 
by introducing a section (section HI) wbieli gives the Ue\eiiue-uliic.ers power to reduce exist- 
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injf routs oithur ou the ffioniuls alloweii hy law or on any other (ground, and wo thinU tliat in 
justioo to the hiiidholders and in the interests of the raiyata tlienisolvea, tlieso soot ions sliuuld 
be omit ted. 

Section 116 -—A record of proprietor’s ])rivate hiixls should Im; made only on his iip)>lioalion, 
ns it would otherwise ]>ut tlie landholder and his riiiyiits to great exjieiise aiul troiihlo at a time 
when there is jierhaps perteet jicaeo and harmony la-tween the parlies and when neither <il' them 
is prepared for the enmiiry. The provision empowm-ing the Lo<*ul t iovcrnim-nt to ordi;r sueh 
an enquiry at any time they please, and without any applieuiion on the part of tlie ruiyiits or 
their landlord, is, therefore, highly ohjeetionahlc. Section 120 involves an niioinaly. If a 
landhohler alter having cultivated hy his own sei vants a piece of land lor 12 y<-ars heforo the 
passing of the Act, turns it into raiyalti land, he will still ho ennhied after a lapse of 15 or 20 
years, when the record will he made, to claim it ns his jirivutc laml and l,o get il .so ri-cnrded. 

CiiAPTsa XII.—The jirovisions relating to distraint amount virtually to an aholition 
of the institution. They will give t.he hiiidholders no greater powers than what the ('ode of 
Civil Procedure gives to every plaintiif who may wish to get an attachment hefore jiidgmiiiit. 
The landholder looks upon the crops as tlie security for the recovery of his rent. The sale of the 
housc.s and the goods and chattels of raiyats is often times quite inmleqiiate to meet the land¬ 
holder’s claim. Ill the case of iion-rcsidi-nt raiyats the crops raised hy them arc the landlord’s 
only security for his rent. If they remove the crojjs hijfurc paying the rent tin; laudliolder 
generally loses his rent for the year. The procedure contained in this chapter would therefore 
result in this, that while the landlord is engaged in making application to the Court and 
satisfying it of the /joiia Jiiicx thereof, the raiyat will (piietly remove his crops and the 
former will not only lose his rent hut also the costs of the a|>plicution. 11 is a inisiiomur 

to call that a disi raint which is uotliing more or less than a process of Court. 'l'h« present 

law on the siihjeet docs not give the lamiholder any power which might he possibly 
ahusi‘d. lie <-an only attach the crojw, hut he cannot interfere With the raiyat’s d dug what 

he likes with the crops without the assistance of tin? (Joiirt. It is the fear of tlic coiiseqiieiicos 

if the raij’at. removes the disl.rained crops tliat eoiistitiil.u tlic laiidliolder’s whole security for 
tlie rent. There have hecii no complaints ou tlic part of judicial oflieers of any ulmso of 
the jKiwcr wliieh tlie jircsiuit law allows with impunity. Ou no |)oint, on the contrary, have 
piihlic oJIiecrs exjircssed themselves more foreilily than in coiidciunation of the ]iro(;cdure 
contained in the Bill and in sup]>ort of the existing law. ’I'lie Presidency Ooiifereiice, the 
Patna (suiferencc, tlie Rajshahi Conference, the Biirdwan Conference, t.lie Orissa ('oiifereuee and 
a number of iudividiiul olliuers liuve recommended the retention of the existing law. 

iSVcZ/f/y/ lii3 {//), —'the rule allowing an a|>p(-al in all cases should not las interfered with. 
Rent suits should not he jiidgiHl hi the amount of tlic claim. Very often they possess an im¬ 
portance to wliieh the value of tlie suit is im index. All those wh<un we have consulted are of 
opinion tliat it is much better tliat they should have tlie eoiistiiutional right of an appeal than 
tliat their suits should he linally decided hy special ofiicers selected hy the local Government. 

Section 154. —'I'lie time within which a suit for cuhancemeut may he instituted should he 
extended to the first 9 months in order to emtl-le the landholder to judge from the eonditioii of 
the cixjps whether be should institute the suit iu a particular year. No one would like to in¬ 
stitute a suit for enliancemeiit when the jirosjiect of the crojis is gloomy or distress is impend¬ 
ing over llie country. 

Section J55 [1). —Provision should he made for service hy Court .of the nof iceof ejuefirient. 
If it were left to the landholders, as tliis Hn.l>-section docs, the service would lie denied in most 
cases and the enquiry would entail iinucecssary expense and delay. 

Section 156. — A deen-o for ejectment severs tlie relation between landlord and tenant. 
If tlicre Ihs crops on the land they go with the land to the landholders, as rnh-il in a case re¬ 
ported in 6 Indian Law Report, Calcutta, 12.5. This section lays down a principle and pro¬ 
vides for an elaborate enquiry quite in ojiposition to the judge-made law on the subject. A 
raiyat may be ejected only at the close of the year when tlie crops have been reaped. There 
is, therefore, no necessity for this section. Moreover, when a raiyat’s interest may he sold out¬ 
right four times iu the year, a provision regarding crojis iu cases of ejectment only would give 
the raiyat an illusory protection. 

Section 160 —This section introduces serious changes in the present law regarding what 
arc called the protected interests. There could he no ohjectiun to a lease for building or imitiu- 
factiiring purposes granted at a fair rent being protected from avoidance on the sale of the 
superior tenure a« provided in the present law, hut this section goes much farther. 
of laud whereon inunuFaetorics have been erected, porhxfis without tlie consent of the landlioldcr, 
and reserving a nominal rent is declared a protected interest hy this section ; as also juilic-ial 
leases granted to non-occupaiicy raiyats and permanent leases granted by the oiit-gohig^ tenure- 
holder. The effect of these provisions will he that it would he in the power of a teuiiro-liolder 
to creates leases in the names of his servants and rclutious which would absorb the entire 
profits of the tenure aud then put it up te sale hy making default in the payment of rent. 
Most temires would be rendered quite valueless in no time if these provisions are retained. 

Seetiona 161 —These Sections introduce ulteratious in the existing law wiiieJi will 
prove a fruitful source of litigation. No necessity whatever was felt for provisions like thc.su. 
If the sale 1>e made in the first instance subject to the registered eucuuihranees, and then, alter 
the sale proceeds have been found to he inadequate, a second sale he made with power to uvnid 
Ruch euciimbrauces, it would saddle the jiidgraeut-dehtor with uniieoessary costs, reduce the 
market value of the tenure and delay the resiliBntion of money due to the landholder. These 
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evils wou d lie gresdly eiiliaiu cd if tlie proceediire be extended by the Lucul Goverinnent to 
Bales of occii])aiiuv holdinj^s inuler Section i6>4. 

Section 177, —The jireamble of Iteg'uhitioii V of 1SI2 shows that althoiiirh the Leffisla-. 
tnre of 179:1 enjoined the exchanffe of written cn«»ii}'ement8 betwtHJn landliohlcr and tenant, 
the raiyats of these Provinces in a body deliberately refused to enter into written en<;nerements 
which would make it oblij^atorv on them to |)ay as rent, cesses, and abwahs which tln*y hud 
been pa\ injj ns bcncvolenees, arid that that Herniation was ])a88ed, anionr other ohjecte to 
provide for such refusal. Since that lime there has been vast prori'C's in the material pros- 
jMjrity of the country, in the spread of education and in the condition of the raiyats. 'I'hey 
miobt weTi theiefore be leftr to the resources of their own jndvrment in matters relating to 
their »)wn interests. '1 hey will be perfectly free to eontniet away their liberties and become 
emigrants in a strange country, to borrow money at usurious rates ol interest involvinr tlieir 
ultimate ruin, and to tmu’trar*- their holdings or sell them in some eases, and yet tliis section 
irn|»oses restrict ions upon freedom of contract in a v.-irii'ty of miitt.ers in whicli they are the 
best jiidffCB of tbeir own interests. It is very doubtful bow fur these would be effeetive in 
praetiec and bow far they would prevent partie.s from havinjf recourse to shifts and devices for 
the j)urjn)se of evading; the law. 'J'hese ])rovisions, it should be observed, ofFw a striking' con¬ 
trast to the provision contained in section 1 U2. In the case of private landbohlers, free con¬ 
tract is restrictwl in tb<? interest of raiyats; in the ease of Government no contract entered 
into by a landholder with bis raiyats before the prop(>rly came into the hands of Government 
would be respected if it interfered with the right of Governinent to as-ess fair and equitable 
rent upon the land. 

Section 182. —'I’liis Bill should have nothing to do with homestead lands in towns and 
trading ]ilaees. Where homestead lands do nut form part of a raiyatti holding its ineideiits 
should be loft to cnslom and contract. 

Sea ion 181 .—The sehe<lulu to which this section refers has extended from one year to two 
years the time within which a raiyat dispossessed by his landlord may sue to recover posses¬ 
sion. We see no reason why this alteratiun in the cxistii^g law should be made. 

Section 186. —A provision whiob converts into a criminal ofTenee acts, otherwise not crimi¬ 
nal, which relate to the daily tninsaetions of life is most objectionable. The piovisions of 
the section are, moreover, very one-sided. In the ease of the landholder, for instanee, an 
“ atteini)t to distrain” would be a criminal ofTenee, but in the e.ase of the raiyat not onlv is an 
atti'mjtt to resist distraint or remove distrained crops not erimiiial, but he may remove croj)8 
stored for division or appraisement under the Daiiabundy system without subjecting himself 
to any ])enult.y, civil or <-riminal.

Section 196 .— Vt’e do not see either the neces.sity or the value of this section. If the Acfts 
of the Local Legislature in any way conflict with the provisions of this Bill such Acts would 
be rcudiu'cd inr)pcrativc by the Indian Councils Act, iSHl. If tho.se Acts provide for matters 
not cmbraci^d by this Hill they would have the force of law without any provision like this. 

Seheihi/e I —Wo strongly object to the sections of Uegulation Vlll of 1793 mentioned in 
this schciltde being omitted. They conUuii the most important provisions on which the Per¬ 
manent Settleinent was based, next in imjiortance only to the provisions fixing the revenue in 
perj>etuity. 

VVe desire to say, in conclnsioii, that the Bill does n<'it provide for any summary procedure 
for the reci>verv ol rent. By making an express provision for decrees directing recovery of 
rent by instalments, by extending the time before a sale can take place from 20 to 30 
days from the date of the proclamation, and by giving the Courts discretion to extend beyond 
lo days the time within which a raiyat might protect himself from ejectment by payment of 
the dccrcMl amount, the Hill has, on the contrary’, thrown additional obstacles in the way of 
recovery of rent. 

Considering the importance of the measure and the mat^USbVchanges in the Bill intide by 
the Select llumniittce since tlieir Prulimillary Report was suhiuittetl last year we tiiink that it 
sliould be republished before its provisions are taken into consideratinn*by the Council.

STATEMENT OE OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


Section 265 of the Indian Contract Aol, providt-s tliat, in the absence of an}" contract to 
the contrary, after the termination of a jiartnership, each partner or his representatives may 
apply to the Court to wind up the business of the firm, to provid<s for the [)ayment of its debts 
and to dintribute the surplus aecordiny to the shares of the partners resjiuetively. It is ex¬ 
plained that the Court nnmtioned in the seetiou means a Court not inferior to the Court of a 
District Judye within the limits of whose jnristliction the place or })nncipal place of hiisiucss 
of the firm is situated. This section has hi’<!n the subject of various d(fci>ions by the tlalcntta 
and other Hiyh Courts, first as to the rneaniny of the words “ may apjdy ”, and secondly witlT' 
regard to the jurisdiction of the Courts in the ease of applications under the section. 

2. The use of the words mJiv apply” has yiven rise to doubts as to whether the leyis- 
lature intended that proceedings under the section slmnld be by way of misi clhmeous ii])plieation 
Jjy way of regular suit, it is considered that where a ]>urtnei* wislies to liavc thij hnsiness of 
the firm wound up, the debts paid and the suri>lus distributed, In- shoidd proceed by iiislitutiny 
a regular suit. The (questions which the Court has to consider in such a case cannot w. 11 he 
decided in a summary manner on a miscellaneous ajijilication, and in disposing of an application 
under section 205 the (\)urt must in effect deal with it as it it were a suit. In iisiiiy the 
words ” may apjily” the legislature intended pr.ohably to indicate merely that a partner had 
a right to have the hnsiness wound up, the p.iyment of the debts pn/vided for, and tlie surplus 
distributed, by the Court. It is unlikely that there was any intention to declare that the pro- 
cedurc in such a case should be hy way of a miscellaneous application. 

bk 
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3. With reg'ard to the question of jurisdiction, the general result of the decided cases 
is to confine the jurisiliction to the Court of the District Judge and thus to bring on his files 
a number of suits many of which are unimportant and such as could be equally well decided 
by the subordinate tribunals. The time of all District Judges is fully occupied by their 
multifarious duties, and it is very undesirable that the performance of these duties should 
suffer in conseijnence of the compulsory institution in their Courts of cases the time and labour 
expended over which are often entirely disproportiouate to the interests at stake. 

4. The present Bill has accordingly been prepared. It amends sect ion 265 so as to show 
))1ainly that proceedings thereunder are to be by way of a resrular suit, and it omits the Expla¬ 
nation to (,lie section, thus leaving the (piestion of Jurisdiction to be decided by the ordinary 
rules. 'The Bill also repeals the last [laragraph of section 213 of the Code of Civil Procedure, 
ns the omission of the Explanation renders that paragraph unnecessary.

FASSENGEllS TRAVELLING BY RAIL, 

78. The following remarks wort; laid htd’ore the Conference, and 'Notes* by 

* 1‘rinted Is'low. tllC SCVfU'al Delt'gtltCS put ill. 

This siihjtfci lias constantly been under consideration, and has received 
eonsiib’rablc atbuition from Railway Administrations; but much still remains 
to be done before the (]Ucstion can be said to have been completely and satis¬ 
factorily solved. 

(1) . At many of the larger stations the waiting sheds are open to the 

station-yards, and the lower class passcyigers can 
” obtain slu‘lt(‘r at whatever hour they may arrive. 

This arrangement appears good, and might, with advantage, be made universal 
as far as praeticablo. 

(2) . Under the Railway Act of 1879, Railway Administrations are bound 

, to exhibit at each station a time-table and tariff in 

cans o procuiing lo c 8. more vomacular languages. These should 

be fixed in a conspicuous place where they can be seen and studied before the 
tickets are purchased. It is believed that this m now generally done, but pfo- 
,bably not to the full exteni-desirable. These vernacular tariffs should be put 
* up in, say, half a dozen different places in (yvery third <dass waiting slied. The 
ticket 6fliee8 should he op(>n for tlie sale of tickets a considerable time before 
the departure of trains; this time would naturally vary with the number of 
passengers to be booked, but should be based on most liberal considemtions and 
regulated by stringent tralfic orders. At all large stations where the pas¬ 
sengers are numerous, the ticket offices should not only he open for a con- 
sid()rable time before departure; of trains, but their number should be in¬ 
creased, so that the present crowding outside ticket windows might be done 
away with.

Close to some of the largm* stations serais have been constructed by muni- 
cipalithis, where individuals and families can be accommodated in comfort dur¬ 
ing long halts; and this system should be exbmded. 

(2) . Time-tables and tai'itfs in English and two vernacular languages are, 
fixed in the ojien waiting shed.s above nd'erred to. 

, Tickiit windows are ojiem'd, and issue commences half an hour or an hour 
before trains are due to arrive. 

(3) . Every lower class earri.'ige bears inside and outside a jiainted notice 
stating the maximum number of passengers which each compartment will 
carry. 

From the loth April to the 15th October the number of passengers allowed 
in a lower class compartimmt is reduced from 10 to 8. 

' (4). The supply of water to both Hindus and M.ahomodans is good and 

sufficient. In the summer months the number of watermen is incrcaK<*d to 
meet the increased wants, and at changing .stations, .say 50 miles apart, ample 
time is given for passengers to alight and supply their own wauts at good wells, 
&c., provided by the Railway Comi)any, 

(5) . Doors are locked on one side only, in accordance with the orders of 
Government; never on both sides. At checking stations the number of ticket* 
examiners and collectors is sufficient to perform their very necessary duties 
promptly, avoiding undue detentions to passengers. 

(6) . Latrines have as an experiment been supplied to <j(Ttain carriages 
reserved for native females ; and the effluvium from these carriages, although 
well and frequently cleaned, is very offensive, even after short service. Latrines 
in c^iages give rise to many nuisances on the main line of railway, and more 
particularly on points and crossings, at entrances to stations, &(;. Amphs tiuns 
is given every 50 miles for passengers to visit latrines provided at changing 
•tations.

There arr sufficient ticket collectors and examiners and others to open 
door.s at stations ; and at stations where trains stop for more than five minutes, 
the doom are opened and passengers are allowed to alight. 

Native refreshments are sold under authorized arrangements at most of the 
statibris on the Great Indian Peninsula Railway. 

(6). Latrines cannot be provided in carriages of any class which have lateral 
Latrine accommo-lm ion in 3rd.aas« compartments. Jjatriucs are provided in stioond 
oHiriitgea hoppiied in troop troins. class Carriages wliicli are of the saloon pattern, and 
these carriages arc sup])lied as much as possible for the conveyance in troop 
trains of invalids (not in invalid carriages) and women and children. 

Blit the Great Indian Peninsula Railway have not enough second class 
ca,rriages to provide them for all troops, and 3rd class have therefore been 
accepted by Government rather than incur the exptmse of incnnising the 
number of second class carriages. The Great Indian Peninsula Railway Com¬ 
pany put latrines in .a considerable number of 3rd class carriages, but they were 
found to be so offensive and objectionable from the way in which they were 
used, or ratlier misused, that they became a complete nuisance, besides being a 
source of danger to health. It has therefore been determined, with the con¬ 
currence of the Consulting Engineer to Goveimnient, to abandon them, and to 
adopt almost, if not quite, exclusively cjirriagcs with lateral compartments. 
Troop trains halt at frequent intervals to allow troops to alight; and as prac¬ 
tically invalids and women and children are conveyed in carriages whiijh are 
fitted with latrines, and as latrines arc provided at all stations for the jmblic, 
it is thought that all reasonable requirements are met on that Railway, both for 
troops and the public.

We are very partimilar to have bordvintfotTiees o])en('d early, so that passen¬ 
gers may obhtin tlndr tickets with comfort, leisundy evaniine tlnn'r change and 
avoid beiiiij liustled. 

At our Bombay stations we open the boolvin<> ollices at about 0 A, M., and 
don’t close them ujitil about 10 i*. M., a)id ])a.sseMgers at any tiim; wilbin th<‘se 
liours can obtain tickets and "ain ace(‘ss to the plat rorins. Our tickets havci 
their fares juauted on them in Eni^lish and the vernatudar. 

We try to {^ive jiassenjjjers am])le accommodation in tin* carriapies, and 
generally suecec'd in doing so. Soimdimes an uuexpt'cted number pres(>nt 
thcms(‘lves, but. our carriage's are rarely trrowded. 

We have plenty of water supplies on our ])lat forms. 

We only lock the carriage doors on the side farthest from the platform.

3. The Government of India also de.sires that the attention (>f all Rail¬ 
way Administrations may be di*a\vn to the de.sirahility of reducing the maxi¬ 
mum number of travellers in each eompartnumt, (;.sj)eeially during the Jiol; 
weather, and generally of taking all reasonable stc])s to increase the comfort 
and convenience of native travellers.

sbindini^ at stations, tht^ unwlndesome smell from thes<‘. olfensive eomj)artmcnts 
permeates thr* entire jn-emises. 

“As far back as ls79, in Minutes of Meetim^ No. 21, it Avns reetmled 
that in all future renewals of third class e.arriaa,es, the carriam’s should be 
divided into eoin])aitnients tratisversely, and be built, witbout urinals; and, 
now that tin' fourth class has Ixicn abolished, to introduce urinals into the third 
class carriaL,n‘S would <‘slablish a nuisance to the travi'lliii!' public, and the 
Bailway stall, didiiaiIt to charaet<>ri/,e in sulheiently strong; terms, and Avbich 
would loudly call for n'lnov.al again at great expense. 

“It Avould also involve going back t.o tlie plan of building the lower class 
e/irria*i‘es with seats [ila(;ed lengthways, and th(' two doors on cither side, the 
risk of ov<‘rcrowding, dinieiilties of ('gress and ingre.ss, and loss of time at 
stations, that have been complained of for yejfi-s j)ast, and which we are. iioav 
inaking every (‘ll'ort to amend. 

“ Enrtlu'riAiorc, from a sanitary point of view, latriiu'sin third class carriages 
must he injurious ; the bettc'r course, 1 am conlident, is to provide latriiu'S <'asy 
of access at all larg(i stations, and alloAV tbe public suflieient time to alight for 
their wants.” 

And a'uiin, “ the Agent’s chief objection to ])roviding retiring aceommo- 
dation in this class of carriage is IxHranse it will ereat<! an almost unbearable 
nuisance to the traAn'lling public, and lead to grave and just comjdaint from 
passengers. 

“I am to add that this is no theoretical idea, but is the result of experi¬ 
ence founded upon a consuh'rahlc trial *>1 the system.” 

9. The Bombay Government then, in the same lctt(w, (piob's the follow¬ 
ing remarks by the Consulting Engineer lor Bail ways, Bombay :— 

“I do not know Avhether the Agent, East Indian B-ailway, dilfers in 
opinion from the Agent, Great Indian Poiinsula Bailway, as to the possibility 
• Bi'fers to the through eervico uf designing .1 iat.iiiK* tor th(* iisc of native p€iss(*n- 
carmge Kt..i>k. gtws in ihc ])roposod* third class carriages, which will 

not be objectionable on sanitary or other grounds. I have seen various jdaos 
tried, and all have failed. It is ditlicult to keep a closet in a first class carriage, 
occupied by two or three European travellers, sweet and clean during a long 
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journey, and the state of one used by 30 or 10 native passenjifers may be im¬ 
agined. A further drawback to the proposal is the ])ollution of the road itself. 
It is, in my opinioii, a betb'r plan to .sMp])ly retiring? aceommodation at stations, 
and allow sullieieat lime for native pa.ssengers to alight at intervals of two or 
three hours.” 


10. The Bombay Clovernment them renuirks :— 

“1 am to say that tlie Governor in Coumril considers that there is groat 
force in tlicse I’crnarks, and that h(‘ lujpevs that on re-eonsid(Talion the (b)veru- 
men’t of India will not insist on t.he provision of retiring accommodation in 
the carriages in (juestioii ” (third class carriages for tiie through service between 
Bombay and Cahiutta). 


11. In conn(*<*t ion, also, with tin; through servic(^, tlic Consulting Engineer, 
Calcutta, with his IS'o. S-l-oO of tlm 281b .1 un«? 1881, submitted corrcspoiKhaice 
on tin; same sni»J<*ct, in whi<*h the Trallie and Carriage and W'agon Su])erin.- 
tendents, as M ell ;is the A gent, East Jijdiau Bailwny Comjmny, r<*c()rd(>d their 
resp(‘ctiv<* opinions against the jiroposal to jirovide latrines in the t bird idass 
cjirriagcs; and it av as said t lud carriages so providi'il would bi'conu^ an intoler¬ 
able nuisance, esjieeially Avhen standing at stations. 


12. I'he Agmit, East Indian Hail way, further sent u]) a copy of a hdler 
from the Com])any's Consulting IMiysician, who said that, after carefully ri'ading 
the corr('s])()ndcn<*<‘, and examining the. plan of tin* proposed third class carri¬ 
ages, be Mas nn.able to imagine the bhvi of latriiu* accommodation lieing 
carried out in this edass of carriage without tlu^ vcdiicb! becoming a source 
of public nuisance, to the train to which it. may be attached ; and aihled that, 
with propi'r a,rrang<‘ment of stoppages, and at halting stations, no incon¬ 
venience need he felt by persons ol the habits of third class ntitive passengers. 


13, The Consulting Ibigineer agr<‘cd generally In the views above ex¬ 
pressed, and tbonght a train should he sjiecially halted in the early nioruing 
and in the evening to enahl<‘ native passengers to relieve tluan.selvcs. 


I t. In the Bomhaij, Baroda, and Cevlral India Iloilw((y tlurd class carri¬ 
ages there are no clost'd Katrines, exee])t in 12 ambulance eaiaiagi's. All the 
tln'rd class carriage's on this lim^ have Avhat is termed the “o]>en seat arrangr;- 
nient,” i.c., ])art of one of the seats is nnide Avith a flap to lift up and foriu a 
commode, a hole being made through the Hour underneath. 


15, The Agent is said to averse to making any change in the presrmt 
arrangement, as the provision of enclosed latrines would involve considerable 
ex])enditure, and Avoiild lessmi the ctirrying ctipaeity of the carriages by (i or 7 
per cent.; tind be thinks tliey Avould give less satisfaction to passengers than 
the present o]U'n seat arrangenu'ut. 

16. 'With rc'fi reiice to the “o])en seat armngement,” the Bombay Govern¬ 
ment states, in its letter No. IITO of 8tb August 1884, that, as nothing but 
extreme neee.ssity AA Oiild induae an adult passenger to make use of the open seat 
in public, they are seldom made use of, and for tbis’re.asou they are not so 
apt to become ofl'eusivo as the closed latrines, Avhich passengers have recourse 
to, whenever provided, to save themselves the trouble of getting out at 
stations. 


17. With the solltaiy exception of the Nagpore and Chliattisgarh Rail- 
Avay, the other lines on Avhieh the experiment lias been tried seem to object to 
the provision of latrines in third class carriages. 

18. f)n the Sind, Punjab, and JDeUd Pnilicay, all ambulance carriage 
have a closed closet at one end, to wbieh all passengei's have access. The floo 
is leaded, and has a bole in it. Tbii’ty third class can-iages are, besides, htte 
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wiili ilio o])(’n s<‘at arraiif^rmoiit, Avitli holt's in tiu' Door an<l sliools. It is said 
that tlu! inaiorily oT native passengers on this lint? object to the jn-ov isiou of 
latriiK's in llie carriages. 


1!). On the Ondh ond Ttohilkhaud and luduK VnlU^ij Jiailirm/s, flic «'xpen- 
mont has bct'ii eontined to tlu' carriagt's i-escrv'ed for native females, in which 
an enelost'd eli)s('t. witli a shoot, in llie lloor, is jn'ov idt'd ; l)iit tin* results liavo 
not, hc<'n satisfactory owing to tlie dilTiculty of kct'jting the latriiu's clt'an and 
fre^^ from odour. 


20. TIu' Consulting Engineer, Tau'know, suggt'sts fitting up a ])ortion of a 
braki' or luggagt' van speei.-dly for this purjiose, in two com part numts, for men 
and woUK'n resjx'ctiA'cly, V‘ith water tank on top and traps insidt*; eacli eoin- 
partnumt in cdiargc* of a jx'ison of jivoptn' eastr*, w’liost' sohr husiness would he to 
keej) it clean and inolfcnsivi'. I’asst'ugc'rs to he allowed to go into tlu'se at any 
station, and remain tlu'ie till arrival at tlu* next. 

21. On the Jitijpiiltnta-Hlohrxt lin'dinni, tlu* retiring ae**on.nu>dalion, in 
Int<*rnicdiatc and third class earriagi's, consists of a small <'n<*losed closet about 
two feet sipiao*, with a hole in the c.entn* of the lloor. ^i'lu* c,hi(*f ohjection 
of the Manag<‘r to t lu* gener.'il proA ision of such accommodation seems to he 
tlu* ilitlieuhy of providing latriiu's in tlu* four compart iiicnt. side door v<•hicl^^s, 
w hi<*h all* said to he nu)r<^ a])pr('eiaterl hy tlu? public, as h*‘ing easier of access and 
t'xit, and more jirivah?, than the <*nd opening saloon carriages. 

'I'l. On the I^ortln rn Jjnvpnl Ridnuti/, the op(?n seat arrangenu?nt is 
tittf'd to IS ])er <‘(?nt. of the third class sto<?k, hut. tlu? cari'iages so titti'd ar«? 
rcst'rved for tlu* use of juitive females. Iso oiiiniou is given for or against. 

2t5. On the and Chh(dHxpnrh litdlKKti/, all third class carriage's are 

]>rovided with latrin(?s, which are said t.o he a])])reciat,ed by tlu? natives, and to 
he a great convenienci*, more? <*specially for iho.sf? travelling long (listances with 
families. On this line* considei'ahle attention af»j)ears t.o luivc hci'n given to the 
suhje<*t, ;ind 1 he results seem t») he satisfactory; hut it juust. he l•euu■mhcr(d 
that the third class t?inTiagcs on this railway are lutt tlu? lowest class; they cor- 
]*('sj)oud Avith the intermediate class on oth(?r liiu?s, and are not, therefore* u.sed 
hy the hulk of tlu? passc'ugers. 

2 t. lu these (tarriagi'S the floor of the closet is covered Avith zinc, and tlie, 
hole in the floor is lined Avith tlu? same metal. 'J’wo hra<?ket.s arc provided, on 
either sid?* of the lude, to enable tlu* ]»a.ssenger to scpiat clear of tlu* floor, 
and the hra<?kels, being hung clear of the floor, do not obstruct cleaning 
op(?rations. 

Ch*anliness is secured hy an outsidi* r<'e(*iver, down which buckets of 
AA^ater are emptied at each important staticin ; the rr*t*civ('r nurrrows at t.lie 
throat, and a comph*le sluicing of the sides of tlu? jian, Avhich is opi'u lu'lovv, 
is said to lu? effeerted. In practice tAA'o buckets of Avater are found sulUcient 
to thoroughly clean it. 

25. To sum up. The chief arguments brought forward against the 
provision of latrines in the loAvu'r class carriages are— 

(1) .—The difficulty of k<‘(*])ing the latrines in such carriages clean and 

free from olTensivt? smells, Avhieh would be most noticeable 

Avhen the train is standing still. 

(2) .—The difficulty of preventing natiA-^es from using the latrines Avhen 

the train is standing at a platform, or arriAong at, or leaving, 

a .stat ion. 

(3) .—The pollution of the road itself AA*hieh wmuld result, nud which 

would be more serimis at, and in the A’ieinity nf, stations. 

(4) .—The objections from a. sanitary point of \'i(?Av, and the aniK^yance 

to the travelling public from the above c?aus(?s. 
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( 7 ). 


—'I'he (Ofjx'Jiso, and rodnctioii of carryinj^ capacity involv(M]. 

—'I'lu; diflicully of ])rovidinj>: latrines iu (*aiTia»^cs divided into four or 
live transverse eomj»artnienls Avitli side doors; tliis arrange- 
nient liaviri"' prov(‘d more eoiivenimit tli:n) t\vo-e(>mpavtm('nt 
eaiTiaj,’’(‘s or saloons with end doors, owin;:^ to the {^ivater faci¬ 
lities alTorded hy the {^n'ahn* nuniher of doors for iugn^ss, 
e"r(‘ss, elu'ekin^ of tickets, «&<!. 

— '^riic dillicully which would arise on many lin(‘s of ohtaininir a 
snlliei(‘nt suj)ply of water for a thorough and frequent 
sluicing of tin; latrines. 


2(5. On th<^ otlu'r hand, 1h('r<‘ is the undouht<*d ineonveni(mc<' to which 
native jiassengers an^ often sulqecled from the want of latriiu's in tiu' carri¬ 
age's, and this is, of course, more es])ecially felt in the ease of woimm and 
childrcji, invalids and old men, on long jouriu^ys. 

27. It is tvu(^ that latrines are ]>rovidcd at most stations; hut native-]>as- 
senirers do not know' hejw' long the train will stoj), and often dare neit leave tiie 
cari'iage^ for fear of being left behind. 

2S. The; Tlailway Administration doe's not always re'gulate* the^ stojqiages 
of a train so as be'st to suit the wants of thet nativei ])asse!igers in this r(!S])eet; 
and, wlu'i'c it does do so, it is veuy dillieuiR to induea' natives who are not used 
to railway travelling to h'ave their carriage's for the purposes of natiii’e. 

2{*. IMany aceidemls have* undoubtedly occurrtMl, wluuv'in ])assengers have 
fallen out of a train when attenqding, in the absence of a latrine?, to relieve 
themselve's through an open door or out of a window.

1 HAVB the liouoiir to inrorm you tli.it a UiiiverKiil Exhibition of Pino Arts is to bo held 
next siumner at Antwerp, to wliich I am desired to invite the (ioveinnient of India’s, and 
through it, the (Jovcrnmenfs of tlie various Presidencies’ ollicial co-operation. Tliis Exhibition, 
which is being organised by the Royal Society of Antwerp for the cncouragetnent ol Pine Arts, 
under the patronage of Governnieul, and with the support of the Communal Administration, is 
to take place instead of the 24tli triennial concours, and is to be opened on 2nd May next. 

I beg to address you under separate cover twelve (topics of the Prospectus of the said 
Exhibition setting forth its general rules and regulations, and shall feel very much obliged 
by the Government of India giving to the project the widest possible publicity. 

1 venture to hope that the Government of India may be graciously plea.sed favourably 
to receive the iuvitatiou 1 have been deputed to convey, and intended, moreover, in the interest 
of Artists. ■' 

May I be permitted to add, that Antwerp will, no doubt, next year, attract a considerable 
uumber of visitors of every nationality desirous of seeing the International Exhibition that is 
to testify to the aptitude and genius of every nation. This opportunity will bo availed of to 
visit and contemplate the vast nautical establishments which have made Aniwer]> one of the 
first ports in Eurojie. 

Moreover, that city, it is almost superfluous to mention, is not only a commercial centre, 
but has for centuries past ranked eminently amongst the world of arts, as shown by its chefs 
d'oBUvre preserved in its Museums and Churches. A visit to Antwerp will, therefore, prove of 
the utmost interest for the artist as well as for the business-man and tourist. 

The retrospective Exhibition of Art and Industries which it is proposed to open also in 
1886 will further add to the numerous attractions of that commercial metropolis. 

In conclusion, the Royal Society will organise, according to custom and with the authority 
of the Belgian Government, a lottery of art-objects acquired from amongst the exhibits, with- 
out distinction as to origin. 

Belgium, and especially the city of Antwerp, reserves the most cordial reception to tbs 
foreign artists who, 1 trust, will numerously respond to the present appeal. 


THE FINE-ARTS UNIVERSAL EXHIBITION OF ANl’WERP IN 1886.

The Pine Arts Royal Society of Antwerp shall, under the patronage of the Belgian 
Government, and with the co operation of the Antwerp Communal Administration, organise 
B Universal Exhibition of Fine-Arts, to take place at Antwerp in 1885, instead of the 24th 
Triennial Exhibition. 

The ground to be assigned for the exhibition of Fine-Arts shall be close by that 
illotted for the exhibition of Industry, and comprise an area of over 8,000 square metres. 
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year. 


Abt. 2. 

This Univei'gal Exhibition shall open on the 2ul May, and close in October of the said 

Abt. 3. 

The sites shall he placed gratis at the disposal of exhibitors. 


Art. 4. 

The Belf^ian Government will bo represented by a Commissioner-General, Count Adrian 
d’OuItremorit, M.P., and by a Special Commissioner, Mr. Cuylits, President of the Royal 
Fine-Arts Society; the lutlur tvill also act as the Con^missiouer to the Belgian Section in the 
Exhibition. 

The Commissioner-General representing the Government will be the corresponding official 
between the Society and the foreign representatives. 


Art. 5. 

Foreign Governments are invited to— 

(1) appoint Committees, in the terms of these regulations, for inviting their res¬ 

pective countries taking part in the Exhibition; 

(2) to accredit with the Belgian Government their respective agents to represent 

their exhibitors and watch over their interests. 


Abt. 6. 

The Society's Managing Committee shall have not direct correspondence with foreign 
exhibitors having their respective Government representation in the terms of Art. 5. 

Art. 7. 

The Exhibition shall comprise— 

(1) one Belgian section; 

(2) as many other sections as foreign Governments there may be officially represented. 

(3) or if preferable, one single section for all foreign nations. 

Art. 8. 

Foreign Committees should inform the Society's Managing Committee, as soon as possible, 
what space of ground they may possibly require. 

Consecpient upon this information, the Managing Committee shall, in conoord with the 
Govcinment Commissioner-General, proceed, withput delay, to allot the sites to each foreign 
section in propoition to their requirements. 

This allotment effecteil, notice shall immediately be given to the Foreign Committees that 
they may avail themselves of the ground thus assigned to each of them. 

Art. 9. 

The Exhibition will be open to the works of Belgiap and foreign artists that lived up to the 
1st August 1880, comprised under one of the five following classifications:— 

(1) Pictures and Paintings. ^ ' 

(2) Drawing in pencil, Water-ctifiburs, and Miniature. 

(3) Sculpture,*^ 

(4) Architecture. 

(5) Ei^graviugs and Lithographing.

The following shall be excluded 

(1) Porcelain or Faience Pictures. 

(2) Copies, except snob ns reproduce a work of art of a different design. 

(S). Art-works sent in by individnals other than, the artists themselves, withoat 
their authorisation or that of their assigns. 

(4} Art-works included in the above five classifications that may not be duly 
protected by frames. 

(5) Anonymous, works of. art.

Aut. 12. 

The admission of Belgian Art^works shall be decided by a Jury appointed by the Govern¬ 
ment and composed of 33 members, of which 10 will be uominat<!d by the Government, 16 
by the Society’s Managing Committee and the President, who shall bo the Government 
Special Commissioner to the Fine-Arts Universal Exhibition. 

Each delegation, the Government and the Society’s, should include at least l-i artist- 
members, five of them to be general painters, three historical painters, two statuary artists, 
two architects or draughtsmen, and one engraver. 

The said Jury shall decide also upon the admission of Art-works from foreign artists 
whose Governments may not be represented in the Exhibition. 

Upon settlement of this affair, the Jury shall determine what Art-works should have the 
most prominent location. The Jury’s decision shall hold good when the quorum shall 
consist of the majoi’ity of their members j but for deciding upon the admission of Art-works 
the majority should consist of two-thirds of the members present. 

Secret balloting shall be granted whenever any Jurj-man applies for it. 

Art. 13. 

F.ir the proper display of Art-works, the Jury appointed according to Art. 12 shall con- 
stilnle a (Joinmittoe comjwscd of their President and as many merabei's as t hey deem necessary, 
provided the Government and the Society bo equally represented betw«*cn them. 

Art. 14. 

The Society’s Managing Committee sliall have made out an official eiif.ilogue of the 
Exliihition. 

Art, 15. 

Belgian artists shall he allowed carriage free for their goods to and from the Exhihiliou 
but only through Belgian railways, exclusive of any draj'-cavt ing expenses. 

Foreign artists sh-mld send in their goods, all charges prejmid, to the Belgian frontier and 
take advantage of the sjiecial tariff No. 10, that is to say, of paying simply full import- 
fare and no expert fare. 

Goods from Belgian artists abroad must be sent in, all elmrges prepaid up to the Belgian 
frontier. 

Art, 10. 

General surveillance over tlie different sections shall be giiamiitced hy tiie Society. 

The Society’s Managing Committee shall attend to— 

(1) the decoration of the whole Belgian Section; 

(2) receiving, unpacking, displaying, repacking, carriage and re-ourringe of their 

Art-works and packages. 

Foreign Commissioners shall attend to—• 

(1) The decoration and organisation of their Sections. 

(2) The unloading and reloading of wagons, unpacking and rejiacking of their 

tapestries, &o,, defraying their expenses, carriage and re-carriage of ihei^ 
packages, and special surveillance over their Sections during day-time. 

In the management of their Sections, they should carefully look after the proper display 
of their goods all round, their separate classifications and ornamentations. 

They shall enjoy the advantages offered hy the special relations respecting the trans¬ 
port, receiving, arranging, and re-shipping of their Art-works^ as well as the advantages 
offered to foreign exhibitors by the customs tariff in the terms indicated in these regulations 
by the Belgian Government’s General Commissioner. 

Art. 17. 

The despatch of goo<lB shall be noticed liy means of a certificate in triplicate, drawn up 
after a model to be hereafter forwarded in due time to interested parties, along witii precise 
information as to dates, &o. 

El 
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Tho packages of Art-works from foreign artists, whose Government may be represented 
1 1 3 rding to Art. 6, should be lahelUd to the address of their otiicial Committees; tho Society's 
JVianagiiig Committee shall refuse every package not in conformity with this essential condi¬ 
tion. 

Art. 18. 

An infernatioiial prize-awarding Jury shall be appointed tinder the Government's auspices, 
vho shall clioosu from among themselves their Cliairnniii, Vice-chnirmnn, and Secretary. 

For every class of goods the number of Jury men shall be divided between the Belginu and 
orcign na^tions in proportion to the number of exhibitors. 

Art. 19. 

The Committee of each nation officially represented shall nominate what Jurymen they 
may be entitled to choose us well as their Cimirmun and Secretaries. 

Jurymen that Belgium may be entitled to elect shall be nominated by the Jury of admis¬ 
sion in the terms of Art. 18, who shall also name their Chuirtimii and Secretary. 

In the same manner they shall elect extra Juiymcn to substitute the titular ones in order 
of seniority or other special attribute, whenever their attendance shall be required by the Jury 
of the class they may belong to. Their office shall cease when those whom they replace present 
themselves. 

Exhibitors called to serve on the international jury shall nut be debarred from competing 
for the prizes. 

Art. 20. 

Every international jury for each class of goods shall have a Chairman, Vice-chairman and 
a Secretary elected by the said jury itself. 

In case of equal division of votes, the President (ox^ Vice-president acting for him) shall 
have the casting vote. 

Aut. 21. 

The nature of rewards shall be subsequently determined. 

Art. 22. 

The Society shall organise, as usual, with the Ooverninent sanction, a lottery of Art-works 
acquired from among those exhibited by Beigiuu or foreign artists. 

Art. 23. 

Tile Exhibition shall be kept open daily during the houra which the Society's Managing 
Committee shall tlx. 

It may, however, be closed under exceptionul circumstances, should the Managing Com¬ 
mittee deem necessary to do so. 

Art. 24. 

The entrance fee shall hereafter ie fixed by the Society's Managing Committee. 

Art. 25. 

Exhibitor-artists shall be allowed each one a tree ticket for the whole time the Exhibition 
lusts. 

Such tickets shall bear the privileged receiver's siguatuf^p, and be produced whenever 
required ; if lost, uuder iio circumstance shall they be replaced. 

Art. 26. 

No Art-work whatever displayeil at the Exhibition shall be copied or reproiluced in any 
shape whatsoever, unless the exhibitor or his representative consents to it by meane of a 
special authorisation issued by the Government Commissioner-Oeueral. 

Art. 27. 

Nothing exhibited shall be allowed withdrawal from the Exhibition before its cldture, 
unless the exhibitor produces to that effect a permit in writing from the (ioveriimeitt Com¬ 
missioner-General, 

Art. 28. 

The goods exhibited shall be returned to the exhibitors, as soon as practicable, nuless 
diieutcd to the contrary after the cldture of the Exhibition. 
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"Whatever ipfoode exliibitsd, unretiirned for want of euflicient pnokinff or labels inilicativo to 
their return deftinatiitii, shall bo eonsiilered given up to the Society, who will disiMiso of tbetn 
as they think fit, unless the said goods be claimed within six months by the owners. 


Art. £9. 

Steps shall be taken to pndect the goods exhibit«?d from theft and every kinil of damage ; 
but by no means will the Managing Committee be liable to make tliem good, wliatever may be 
the extent and cause of such damages. 

The exhibitors shall bo, moreover, free to insure their exhibits for themselves against such 
losses, should they deem expedient to do so.

Tlic R(>|><>rt «f the Oeological Survey of India and of the Geological Museum for the 
year Isst, rc(!cived utfder cover of the Superintendent’s letter No. 56, dated the 2nd 
February 1S85. 


ResoltiTIOn. —As montioned in the Resolution on last year’s report Mr. 
Poote’s di'putatioii to examine the country between Bozvada, tlie Sinj^arcnii coal* 
field, and Hyderabad caused a temporary break in the exploration of the Billa 
Surgam eaves in the Kurnool District. Operations were, however, resumed 
under Lieutenant H. B, P'oote, R-.A., and have resulted in int(‘resting disco¬ 
veries of the remains of animals which no lonrfer inhabit the region, and of hu¬ 
man bones and articles of human mjinuf.acture, at a depth of 16 feet below the 
surface. Air. Foote’s explorations were fniitless as regards coal, but result¬ 
ed in the discovery of a strong lode of rich iron-ore. In the Chhatisgarh coal¬ 
fields Dr. King was engaged in exploring for coal near the line of the projected 
Nagjmr-Bengal Railway. Borings are now being sunk under Dr. King’s 
directions. The explorations in pnign'ss under Mr. Hughes in the Rewah coal¬ 
fields Mere continued during the year with great success, and an extensive 
colliery is being opened under his directions from M'hieh coal n ill he conveyed 
by means of a branch line of raihvay now under construction from Katni. 
Geological explorations were coramemxxl by Mr. Bose in the basin of the 
Upper Mahanadi, regarding the results of M'hiidi the Supiwintendent reports 
unfavourably. Air. Oldham continued his exi>loration of the Siu^aliks and 
the outer Himalayan ranges to the nm*th of Dohra-Dun. A full summai’y of 
the conclusions tentatively arrived at is given in the Superintendent’s Report, 
as Mr. Oldham’s temporary deputation to the Andamans for duty with the Topo¬ 
graphical Survey party may delay the publication of his complete report. The 
results of Mr. Griesbach’s observations in the Takbt-i-Suleman hills were pub¬ 
lished during the year, but his work would seem to have been somewhat super¬ 
ficial in character. This officer is now employed M'ith the Boundary Com¬ 
mission. Mr..Mallet was deputed during the year to the Andamans to report 
on some ores recently discovered, and he took the opportunity to examine the 
interesting volcanic sites of Barren Island and NOTcobdam. Advantage was 
taken of the Aka Expedition to (Rpute Mr. LaTouche to examine the geology 
of the Aka country, and though fhe nature of the ground confined him to the 
rocks in the stream courses, sufficient observations were faken to establish thh 
geological identity of the Aka country with the Dafla country on the east and 
the Bhutan Duars on the west. Mr. LaTouche also explored the Langrin coal¬ 
field on the south-western ridge of the Garo hills and established the existence 
of au abundant supply of very fair coal on the border of the Sylhet plain. 

2. The publications of the Department consisted of memoirs by Messrs. 
Bf>se and Fedden on the 'Lower Nerbudda Valley and Kattiawar respectively, 
of the usual Records, and of further contributions to the Palaeontologia Indica. 
These last were all of a very interesting and important character. Mr. Lydekker 
brought out live parts of Series X on the Indian tertiary and post-tertiary 
vertehrata, which have received very high praise from competent authorities. 
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Dr. Waagen’s valuable work on the fossils of the Salt Range was continued by 
the publicatiou of Parts 3 and 4 of the Brachiopoda of the Productus Lime¬ 
stone. A large fasciculus of Series XIV, descriptive of the tertiary and uppi*r 
cretaceous fossils of Sind, due to the labours of Professor Martin Duncan and 
Mr. Percy Sladcn, was issued early in the year. 

3. The Musuem was enriched during the year by several contributions 
from the Australian Colonies of collections which had been shown at the Cal¬ 
cutta Exhibition. 

4. The administration of the Department was in the liands of Mr. Mcdlicott 
for onos-half of the year, and of Dr. King, who oiticiated as Superintendent 
during Mr. Medlicott's absence on leave, for the remainder. 

The tlianks of the Government of India are due to both these officers for 
the manner in which they performed their responsible duties.

BHPOBTS ON THE STATE OF THE SEASON AND PBOSFBCTS OF THE CHOPS FOB 
THE WEEK ENDING THE 18th FEBBUABT 1886. 

. GemebaI. BBHABKS.—>Rain has fallen in several districts in Ben^l and in the Central Provinces, 
in two or three places in the Punjab, at Guubati and Dibrngarh in Assam, and in Ganjam in the 
Madras Presidency. The fall has l^en of benefit to the crops in Bengal, but in some places in the 
Central Provinces it has caused slight damage. 

In Madras and Mysore prospects remain unchanged. In Coorg threshing of rice is almost com¬ 
plete. The rabi harvest continues in places in Bombay, and prospects are good. In Hyderabad, 
Central India, and Rajpntana agricultural prospects continue satisfactory. The prospects of tbe rabi 
are excellent in the Punjab. In the North-Western Provinces and Ondh prospects are still favourable, 
though in some districts the crops have suffered from blight and insects.

3. With ref^ard to the question of jurisdiction, the general result of the decided cases 
is to confine the jurisdiction to the Court of the District '^^dge and thus to bring on his files 
a number of suits many of which are unimportant and such as could be equally well decided 
by the subordinate tribunals. The time of all District Judges is fully occupied by their 
multifarious duties, and it is very undesirable that the performance of these duties should 
suffer in consequence of the compulsory institution in their Courts of cases the time and labour 
expended over which are often entirely disproportionate to the interests at stake. 

4. I’ho present Bill has accordingly been prepared. It amends section 265 so as to show 
plainly that proceedings thereunder are to be by way of a regular suit, and it omits the Expla¬ 
nation to the section, thus leaving the question of jurisdiction to be decided by the ordinary 
rules. TU6 Bill also repeals the last paragraph of section 213 of the Code of Civil Procedure 
as the omission of the Explanation renders that paragraph unnecessary.

Letter from the Secretary to the Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, 
No. 204 I., dated 3()th January 188.5, and enclosures, beiufp the Revenue Report of 
Irrigation Works in the North-Western Province.s for 1883-84, and a Resolution 
by His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor reviewing the Report. 

Observations. —The results of the working of the canals in the North- 
Western Provinces, as recorded in tlio Report under review, are still more 
favorable than those for the previous year. In 1882-83 the surplus from the 
revenue assessed was Rs. 18,05,044, but in 1883-84 the clear profits from the 
assessments, after deducting the charges for maintenance and interest on outhiv 
for Productive Public Works, amounted to Rs. 25,73,133. 


2. The assessments for the years 1882-83 and 1883-84 under the principal 
heads of revenue are compared below: —

A 
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Two-thirds of the increase in the' present year has been derived from 
occupier’s rates, which are directly assessed on the irrigated area. The very 
considerable increase under owner’s rate is said to be chiefly due to a change 
in tlie method of assessment. The increase in receipts from navigation is 
satisfactory. Whilst the gross income has increased by Rs. 7,91,553, the 
addition to the working expenses has been less than Rs. 70,000, principally 
under the head of Establishment. 

3. The areas irrigated in 1882-83 and 1883-84 were 1,974,176 and 
2,297,674 acres, respectively. Of the increase, 86,367 acres were watered in 
the autumn, and'238,142 acres in the spring crop. In the former seasbn '^lhej« 
was a lengthened break in the monsoon, and during the la,tter there di^as 
practically no rain at all; but although the seasons were thus exeeddirfgly 
favorable for the develoj)mont of canal irrigation, the early cessation of the 
monsoon and the absence of rain during the cold season caused the rivers to 
fall much below their usual level. The efficient distribution of a scanty 
supply over such a largo area is higlily crediwxble, and the Supreme Govern¬ 
ment fully concurs in the pnxise bestowed by Sir A. Lyall on the Chief 
Engineer and officers of the D(;partment for their good work during a most 
trying year. 

4. The net income from the actual receipts of the year was Rs. 42,07,164, 
giving a return of 6 09 per cent, on a capital o ' Rs. 6,90,92,987, which repre¬ 
sents the outlay on the whole of the irrigation works in the North-Western 
Provinces, except the Retwa Canal. 

5. The balance of unpaid interest and other charges at the debit of the 
irrigation works has been decreased by the surplus rev(inue of the year, and by 
the abolition of interest charges on works otluir than those classed as Productive, 
from Rs. 6.‘b78,732 in the previous year to Rs. 17,89,391 at the close of the 
year undc'r review. It is expected that this small balance will be cleared off 
by the surplus from the revenue colk^cted in 1884-85. 

6. There was an increase in the income from all the canals in 1883-84, 
hut the improvement on the Agra Canal w'as the most marked—the area irrigated 
in 1882-83 was 155,887, and in 1883-84,245,300 acres ; whilstthcdutyjJcr cubic 
foot of the water consumed had increased from 196 to 311 acres. 

7. The balance uncollected on tluj 30tli September 1884 out of a demand 
of Rs. 64,72,117 amounted to Rs. 37,372. 

8. The results obtained from the working of these canals during the year 
under rcvi(‘w are so far in advance of those of any previous year that they may, 
to some extent, be regard<?d as exceptional. They were, however, the outcome 
of much good work, as w'cll as of favorable seasons, and for tliis reason the 
Government of India considers it desirable to publish the Review of the opera¬ 
tions by tlie llon’ble the Lieutenant-Governor, North-Western Provinces, as an 
appendix to this Resolution.

The decrease under sugarcane is due to the market being overstocked from the plentiful 
supply of the previous year; whilst the decrease under indigo is attributed to the previous 
late “ rabi,” which prevented more extensive sowings. The long break in the rains during 
July and August accounts for the increase under rice and cotb)n; and also for the large 
acreage under the inferior “ kliarif” crops, especially maize and "juar,” which respectively 

show increases of 55,241 and 34,930 acres. 

The area under the two most important “ rabi ” crops, wheat and barley, amounted to 
1,111,066 acres— an increase compared with the previous vear of 116,079 acres. The increase 
under other cereals and under pulses is also most marked. This is due to there being no 
cold-weather rain, in consequence of which the demand for canal water was heavy and 
continuous. 

During the year 9,084 villages were irrigated from 36,838 outlets in the distributaries 
of the Upper and Lower Ganges, the Agra, and Eastern Jumna Canals; showing* an increase 
over 188^83 of 478 villages and'1,913 outlets. The returns for the minor irrigation works 
are not given.

The decrease under value of crops and occupier’s rate per acre and the increase under 
pcrcentaffe on value of crops is due to the unusually larjje area of inferior crops watered by 
the canals. 

11. In July and August there was a ffreJit demand for irrig'ation, which was fully met. 
The failure of the cold-weather rain caused a great strain on all canals. 

Early in December the supplies in all the rivers fell much below requirements, and it 
was only by the most strenuous exertions of the members of the Irrigation Dcj)artmcnt that 
it was possible to satisfy demands. On the Agra Cana| only have any serious remissions and 
refunds had to be made j but the results shown prove tnat in a year of abnormally low supj)ly 
in the Jumna this canal is capnlile of irrigating nearly 172,000 acres m the “ rahi " season 
alone, and os the distributary system is more fully extended, even better results may be 
obtained. 

The supply passed down from the river Ganges to the river Jumna for the use of the 
Agra Canal in February and March was 19'{ cubic feet per second daily. In ordinary years 
this suj>ply can be raised to 000 cubic feet per second.

The standard for comparison hitherto accepted as regards the area irrigated jwr cubic 
foot of water is the Eastern Jumna Canal for the year of drought, 1878-79, when 248 acres 
wore watered. 

It will bo observed that during 1883-84 the Eastern Jumna, Upper Ganges, and Agra. 
Canals respectively irrigated 290, 261, and 262 acres. 

The Lower Ganges Canal was practifAlly opened for irrigation in 1880-81, and the 
returns for that year are mainly based on the results obtained on the Cawnpore and Etawah 
branches, which were then transferred to the Lower Ganges Canal. Since then new branches 
have been opened, and the distributary system of the Cawnpore and Etawah branches has 
been entirely remtslellcd. The results obtained in 1883-84 are satisfactory, and will certainly 
improve as distributaries are completed and irrigation developed.

All the drainage cuts acted efficiently, but there were again many comjilaints regarding 
the country being ovordrained, and the pasture lands suffering in conser|uence.

Without the extension of the distri> 
buting channels within the last two years it would have been impossible to obtain the results 
shown above. 

The steady progressive increase on the Upper Ganges Canal since 1880-81, when the 
Cawnpore and Etawah branches were transferr^ to the Lower Ganges Canal, is also very 
sati8fact(.)ry. 

17. Of the minor irrigation works, the Rohilkhand Canals show a profit of Rs. 27,444. 
In 1882583 the profit was Rs. 11,165, and in 1881-82 there was a loss of Rs. 29. On the 
Bijnor Canals the net profit was Rs. 10,418; in 1882-83, Rs. 4,031; and in 1881-82, 
Rs. 9,978. 

On the Dun Canals the net income was Rs. 35,809 ; in 1882-83, Rs. 25,662 ; and in 
1881-82, Rs. 28,815. 

On the Bnndclkhand lakes tbe net revenue was Rs. 2,710 ; in 1882-8S, Rs. 2,440 ; and 
in 1881-82, Rs. 2,446.

In 1874-75 an addition of about 70 lakhs of rupees was made to the capital on account of 
the opening of the Agra Canal, and in 1880-81 a further sum of about 170 lakhs was added 
when the Lower Ganges Canal was opened. The percentages in the following years naturally 
fell, but only to progressively rise again. 1878-79 was a year of drought, when the 
returns were abnormally high, and the scanty rainfall accounts chiefly for the high percent¬ 
age in 1883-84. 

19. The report summarises the results of much excellent work done by the officers of the 
Department, and of careful and able supervision by the Chi8f. Engineer.

INDIAN CONTRACT ACT, 1872, AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Hon'ble Mr. Ilbert introduced the Bill to amend section 265 of 
the Indian Contract Act, 1872, and moved tlijit it he referred to a Select 
Committee consisting of the Ilon’ble Mr. Quinton, tlie Hon’ble Rao Saheb 
Vishvanath Narayan Mandlik, the Hon’ble Mr. Goodrich and" the Mover. He 
said:— 

“ I have already explained the object for which it is proposed to amend 
this section of the Contract Act, and, after looking at the cases decided on the 
section, I arn disposed to think that the best way of effecting that'object will 
be to omit the explanation, and simply to declare that applications under 
the section must be made by suit. The effect of thus amending the Acst 
will be to bring applications under the section within the operation of the 
general rules which regulate the jurisdiction of the Courts with respect to the 
value of the subject-matter of suits.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ilbert also moved that the Bill and Statement of 
Objects and Reasons be published in the local official Gazettes in English and 
in such other languages as the Local Governments think fit. • 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

* 

PANCH MAHALS LAWS BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ilbert also moved that the Bill to amend the law in 
force in the Pdnch Mahdls be taken into consideration. He said :— 

“ This Bill has been considered by the Bombay Government, and tlus ouly 
amendment which they suggest is the addition of one Act to the scdiediile of 

B 
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enactments which are not to apply to the Panch Mahdls. I propose to adopt that 
amendment, and also to make another amendment which will postpone for 
two months the date on which the Act is to be brought into operation.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon*blo Mb. Ilbkbt also moved that in the preamble and in sections 
2, 8 and 4 , for the words “ the first day of March, 1885 ” the words “ the 
first day of May, 1886 ” be substituted. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’blc Mu. Ilbeut also moved that in section 1, ” 1885 ” be sub¬ 
stituted for “ 1884 ”. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mu, Ilbeut also moved that the second part of the schedule 
appended to the Bill be amended by the addition thereto of Bombay Act V of 
1862 (An Act for the preservation of the Bhdgddri and Nartodddri Tenures). 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mu. Ilbeut also moved that the Bill, as amended, be passed. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

LAND ACQUISITION (MINES) BILL, 1885. 

The Hon’ble Mu. Hope 'moved for leave to introduce a Bill to provide 
for cases in which Mines or Minerals are situate under lands which it is 
desired to acquire njider the Land Acquisition Act, 1870. He said:— 

“ Our legislation with regard to the acquisition of land for public pur¬ 
poses in .tndia contained certain provisions which to a limited extent provided 
ibrJJve^ object which the Bill I have the honour to ask leave to introduce is 
miended to effect. When, however, the Land Acquisition Act was revised in 1870 
the provisions to which I refer, which were contained in the Act of 1863, were 
omitted altogether. I have not been able to find as yet in the records any 
definite reasons assigned for such omission. At the same time I am mchned 
to infer that the omission probably arose from two causes, firstly, that at that 
time all minerals in India were supposed to be the property of the State, and 
secondly, that probably there were no minerals then thought of any special 
value except coal and salt, and the State had at that time got practically what¬ 
ever powers were then necessary for it in respect to one or the other. On these 
grounds it seems probable that the matter was not considered to require any spe¬ 
cial provision of law at all. However that may be, both those reasons, if they 
were indeed the reasons which led to tlie omission I have referred to, have now 
to a great extent disappeared. As to the swjond reason, we find, fortunately I 
think I may say, that there is now some call for legislaflqa'in the matter; for the 
scheme of railways wliich we h^e adopted is gradually extending across 
territories where there is a certain amount of coal to be found; our lines are tra¬ 
versing coal-fields not only in Raneegunge, but in the hitherto unopened tracts 
of Ch(^ Nagpore, the Central Provinces and Orissa. On the other hand, we 
find with regard to the first Reason that it has been held since 1863 or 1870 
that the State is not ordinarily the owner of minerals in permanently settled 
estates, and consequently that, if we require lands for railways in estates which 
are permanently settled, we have to acquire and deal with rights to miner^s 
as W(!ll as rights to the surface of the soil. I am not coming to the Council, 
as may be supposed from this preamble, in order to ask for leave to take aw^y 
all these private rights from the owners of permanently settled estates; on 
the contrary, I am coming for power to leave them alone. The defect in the 
present law which I desire to remedy is that we are practically obliged to 
acquire the whole rights, or to leave alone all rights, in any land we have to 
acquire. This is exactly what we do not want to do. We do not wish to 
deprive the owners of permanently settled estates of lucrative property which 
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they may posses and which would be of no use to us. On the other hand, we 
do not desire to incur thh loss to our finances which we should undoubtedly 
suffer by the heavy price which we should have to pay for such proprietary 
rights. We therefore propose to bring in a new measure to remedy these 
defects. 

• 

** This measure will not be exactly on the lines of the old legislation which 
existed previously to 1870, because that old law, Act XXII of 1863, was 
imperfect in one respect; that is to say, it left it entirely doubtful whether, 
in the event of taking land which was tmderlaid with minerals, it was necessary 
to compensate the owner for the full value of the minerals there, or only for 
any amount of loss which might be incurred by him in the case of a railway 
passing over his land. In the new law we propose to follow the English law in 
the main, and to reserve to tljc State the option either to take the whole of the 
property, including the minerals underground, or to leave the owner to work 
the minerals below as he pleases, or to impose suitable restrictions upon his 
working with a view to prevent the surface from falling in, and to compensate 
him for any loss which such restrictions may entail on him. 

“ I trust these explanations will be sufficient to justify the application 
which I ha^e made to the Council to-day. If I am permitted to intr(^uce the 
Bill, I shall then be able to explain the details rather more fully.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Council adjourned to Friday, the 27th February, 1886.

BXPOBTS ON,THE STATE OF THE SEASON AND PBOSPEOTS OF THE OBOPS FOB 
' THE WEEK ENDING THE SSth FSBBITABY 1880. 


Gxnerai.' Rbhaaks.—B ain has fallen daring: the week in parts of Bengal and in Assam, in 
two districts of the Madras Presidency, in Coorg, in two places in tlie Punjab, in Nagpur, in the 
Central Provinces, and in Tavoy in British Biirmab. Except in Bengal and Coorg, the fall gene< 
rally has been too slight to affect agricultural operations. 

There is no change in the agricultural situation in Madras, but in Mysore unfavourable reports are 
being received from the districts of crops withering from want of rain. In Coorg the recent rain, if 
followed soon by more showers, will be favonrable for coffee. Rice threshing is completed. In Bombay 
the rail is being cut in most districts, and the harvest promises to Ite generally good. In the Berars, 
Hyderabad, Central India States, and Rajputana the rabi promises well. In Manpur (Bhnpawar) some 
damage has been caused to poppy, linseed and gram crops by caterpillars. In the Punjab agricultural 
prospects continue generally very satisfactory, and this is true also of the North-Western Provinces and 
Oudh, though in some districts the crops have been damaged by blight and insects. The rabi harvest 
has commenced in the Central Provinces and prospects are favourable. 

In Bengal prospects remain unchanged. The late rain has been beneficial for ploughing operations, 
but has impeded the threshing of paddy which was in hand in several districts. Ploughing for 
aha dhan is in active progress in Assam, where also the gathering of mustard continues. 

Cholera exists in most districts in Madras, but is abating. Smallpox present in Bombay, the 
Central Provinces, North-Western Provinces and Oudh, and Bengal. 

Prices are generally steady, except in three districts in the Punjab.
